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A Brief Statement of its Purpose 


(THE CHURCH LADS’ BRIGADE is the only 
National Boys’ Organisation belonging to the 
Church. 


Its purpose is wholly Missionary. 


Its Methods are to form Companies in Parishes 
under the control of the Incumbent who appoints 
his own lay Officers. 


The C.L.B. does not teach the military arts to the 
boys; it is a civilian body; its elementary drill is 
solely for the purpose of discipline and cohesion. 


The N.C.O. system gives the opportunity of leadership and a 
share of responsibility to the older boys. 


The rule of the Brigade is regular attendance at such religious 
instruction and worship as the Incumbent decides, and regular 
attendance at the weekly parade-night. 


Other nights and Saturdays are also used when opportunity 
permits. The General subjects are (in addition to drill, which is 
only a framework) Physical Recreation, Gymnastics, Games, 
specialised subjects such as Boxing, Swimming, Cricket, Football, 
Hobbies, Drama, and educational and cultural subjects, as far as 
time and trained leadership permit.

it is the prime object of the C.L.B. to teach.

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Preface 


ITH this year’s issue The Official Year-Book of the Church of 

England makes two major changes in its typography. In the 

first place, save on two pages the Tudor Black type for headings 
(sometimes called ‘“‘ Old English ’’), which has been associated with the 
Year-Book for more than 60 years, has been dropped. Thus, while 
retaining a token link with this particular tradition of Victorian ecclesi- 
astical printing, the Year-Book associates itself with the widespread 
change of taste which is reflected, for example, in the title of The Times. 
The other major change is the adoption of Times New Roman as text 
type for the Acts of the Church Assembly and the Convocations and 
for some other sections; and it is proposed gradually to re-set the 
Year-Book in this type. Only considerations of expense have pre- 
vented the immediate adoption of this text type throughout. 

Owing to the fact. that many parishes have been slow in returning 
the 1950 statistical forms to the Statistical Department of the Central 
Board of Finance, it has not proved possible to include the full parochial 
statistics in this issue. It is hoped, however, to add two pages to the 
book, after binding, giving the more important figures; and to print 
the statistics in fullin the 1953 issue. 

The steep increases in the cost of paper and printing have dictated 
economies, including the reluctant omission of the section on the 
Diocesan Boards of Finance; strict compression; and rearrangements 
designed to save space. For convenience in consultation, the Summary 
of Legal Information, together with the Representation of the Laity 
Measure, 1929 (with its schedule of Rules for the Representation of 
the Laity), the Parochial Church Councils (Powers) Measure, 1921, 
the Diocesan Conferences Regulation, 1935, and the House of Laity 
Representation Regulation, 1923, have been moved to a position 
nearer the end of the book. It may be worth mentioning that these 
indispensable authorities on parochial law and procedure are available 
also in The Church Assembly Handbook (Church Information Board. 
Price 1s.); and that much interpretative help is now available to 
parishes in the Parson’s and Churchwarden’s Legal Guide, published 
in The Churchman’s Handbook (Church Information Board, 3s. 6d.). 

Since so much of the Year-Book is necessarily concerned with 
events of the year preceding that of compilation, it has been customary 
to review briefly in the preface some of the major events of the latter 
year. This review is now presented as a s€parate article; and the 
Year-Book has been fortunate in securing two other articles of current 
interest. In view of the plans for the Royal visit to Australia, and of 
the visits there of the Archbishops of Canterbury and York, an article 
on the Australian Church has been contributed by the Rev. Roy S. Lee, 
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himself a distinguished Australian and Vicar of the University Church 
of St, Mary's, Oxford. It would be difficult to over-emphasise the 
importance of the present revision of the Canon Law by the Con- 
vocations, in which the laity of the Church of England is being con- 
sulted through its representatives in the House of Laity of the Church 
Assembly; and there is accordingly an article on this subject by Canon 
A, f. Smethurst, Ph,D,, Synodical Secretary of the Convocation of 
Canterbury,

A NEW PROVINCE: RELIGION AT THE 
FESTIVAL: CANON LAW 


N the year that has passed the outstanding ecclesiastical events have 

included the formation in West Africa of a new Church within the 

Anglican Communion; the religious events connected with the 
Festival of Britain; rapid progress with the revision of the Canon Law 
and arrangements for consulting the Laity about it; important changes 
in missionary organisation; and exploratory developments in relations 
with other Churches. 

On April 17th, 1951, the Archbishop of Canterbury inaugurated 
the new Church of the Province of West Africa formed by the fusion of 
the dioceses of Accra; Gambia and the Rio Pongas; Lagos; The 
Niger; and Sierra Leone. After what should be a short transitional 


period, the Archbishop of Canterbury will relinquish the last shreds of 


his jurisdiction here, and the new Church will be a fully self-governing 
Church, as free in relation to the Home Church as the great Dominions 
in relation to the United Kingdom. It is hoped that the American 
bishopric of Liberia may join later and that the powers of local decision 
will facilitate happy relations with the new self-governing Dependencies 
in West Africa. 

The Church and the Festival—The Festival of Britain opened 
on Ascension Day, May 3rd, 1951, with a service in St. Paul’s Cathe- 
dral, at which H.M. the King was present and at which the sermon by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury was outstanding among many inspiring 
addresses by both Archbishops during the year. His Grace’s con- 
cluding words were :— 


“* Such a festival might be a spiritual disaster, a self-indulgence, an exhibition 
of pride, the sin by which the angels fell. Neither our own character nor the 
harsh circumstances of our times would encourage such a misuse of this oc- 
casion.... 

“We must not deny the grandeur of our own past: for in very truth the Christ- 
ian Faith, the truths of God therein declared to man, have cradled this nation, 
nurtured it, encouraged its best qualities, tempered its worst, and Christian 
people have been always the soul of the nation. We must not frustrate the 
future. For it becomes daily more evident that civilisations not built on God 
become vain or violent or vile. If we are to be worthy of our heritage, to 
preserve it and to add to it, we must keep to the same sure foundations on 
which our fathers built. If we as a people are to be stablished, strengthened, 
settled, through all sufferings, it must be by our faithfulness to God ‘ who hath 
called us unto His eternal glory by Christ Jesus’. Our achievements are only 
achievements to be proud of in so far as they are done by a godly people by the 
grace of God and to His glory. That is the grand message and challenge of the 
Saee This we have wrought: Nay, this God has wrought in us: Praise be 
to God... 

“‘In Christ is the glory of our handiwork; to Christ is the offering of our 
achievements; from Christ is the strength to go forward and the joy of true 
things truly done in the service of God and man. 

“** Lift up your hearts. 

“We lift them up unto the Lord.” 


The Festival Church, St. John’s, Waterloo Road, made a valuable 
contribution to the spiritual side of the Festival; as did also the 
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opening services of the local Festivals in Canterbury; York (where 
the revived cycle of mystery plays made a great impression); Bristol; 
Liverpool; Norwich; Salisbury and many more. Among the spec- 
ialised exhibitions, space allows mention only of the historical ex- 
hibition in the Crypt of St. Paul’s Cathedral illustrating the Faith of 
Britain; of the exhibition “‘ Art in the Service of the Church” in 
Lambeth Palace; and “‘The Church in Action”’ exhibition in Liverpool. 
During the Festival year, while there was sustained support for 
such old musical favourites as the Three Choirs Festival (at Worcester, 
September 2nd—7th), the art which seemed to attract most interest was 
religious drama. It would seem as though the year has seen a re- 
surgence of a form of art in which the Church was at one time para- 
mount and through which indeed it may be said to have pioneered the 
stage. Among many notable productions may be mentioned :— 

‘* The Emperor Constantine”, by Dorothy Sayers (at Colchester); ‘* The 
Makers of Violence ”, by Robert Gittings (Canterbury); ‘“ Your Trumpets, 
Angels”? (Southwark Cathedral); ‘‘The Work of Our Hands” (Truro Cathedral) ; 
‘** A Sleep of Prisoners ”’, by Christopher Fry; ‘‘ The House of the Octopus ”’, 
by Charles Williams; the opera ‘““The Man from Tuscany” (words by Chris- 
topher Hassall, music by Anthony Hopkins); the Chester Miracle plays 
(in Chester Cathedral refectory); the Coventry Guild plays (in the ruins of 
Coventry Cathedral); and “‘ Gerald of Wales ”’ (St. David’s Cathedral). 


The Church Assembly and the Convocations.—The Convocations 
of Canterbury and York made rapid progress with the revision of the 
Canon Law (for details see Convocation section), and reached the 
stage when a considerable group of Canons could be submitted to 
the House of Laity of the Church Assembly in accordance with an 
undertaking given by both Archbishops. Such Canons as are later 
to be laid before the Church Assembly in the form of Measures under 
the special procedure laid down for Measures “‘ touching doctrinal 
formule or the services or the ceremonies of the Church of England, 
or the administration of the Sacraments or the sacred rites thereof ”’ 
will come before the House of Laity again, first at the Revision stage; 
and later, after final formulation by the House of Bishops and approval 
by both Convocations, at the stage of Final Approval in the Assembly. 

There were memorable Sessions of the Church Assembly. At the 
Spring Session, 1951, H.M. Queen Mary, who had laid the foundation 
stone of the Church House, Westminster, on June 26th, 1937, un- 
veiled panels commemorating the restoration of the Assembly Hall. 
A notable debate on the ethics of gambling at the Autumn Session, 
1950, was followed at the Spring Session by other important debates, 
including one on the work of Readers, to whom the warmest tributes 
were paid; and at the Summer Session, 1951, by memorable debates 
on the constitutional and other implications of Canon Law revision, 
and on the Church’s attitude to a controversy over Freemasonry. 

Final approval was given at the Spring Session to the Benefices 
(Stabilization of Incomes) Measure, by which many funds for the 
augmentation of incomes of particular benefices, which are at present 
subject to the vicissitudes of the particular stocks held, will receive the 
far greater security of transference to the General Fund of the Church 
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of keeping money. It provides too a simple method of paying 
bills and an automatic record of income and spending ; but there 
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Commissioners, from which a fixed income not less than the income 
at the date of transfer willbe paid. Progress was made with a Measure 
to give further powers to the Pensions Board, including powers in 
connection with the running of Homes for Clergy and their “‘ wives, 
widows and dependants’’. This Measure received General Approval 
at the Spring Session and was revised at the Summer Session with a 
view to Final Approval at the Autumn Session, 1951. 

Another Measure which was passed continued the septennial 
valuations for Dilapidations authorised during the war. The Deacon- 
esses’ and Lay Workers’ Pensions Measure was revised at the Spring 
Session and again at the Summer Session; and a Patronage Measure, 
which had received General Approval at the Autumn Session, 1951, 
and had been referred to an Appointed Committee, was withdrawn 
at the Summer Session, 1951, the Committee having deleted many of 
its general and operative clauses. 

At the Summer Session, 1951, a Budget of £196,000 was approved 
for 1952; and during a debate on the repair and maintenance of 
church fabrics (other than those of cathedrals) the Primate made an 
important Statement in which he gave reasons for estimating the 
probable cost of extraordinary repairs (partly a legacy of war-time) 
and ordinary repairs over the next five years, as £1,500,000 a year, 
which was about what the Church itself raised in 1950 for this purpose. 
In another important Statement the Archbishop of Canterbury urged 
the need to stimulate vocations to the teaching profession among 
practising Christians. a 

Revenues of the Church.—For the first time the revenue and 
expenditure of the Church of England was computed and published in 
August, 1951, in a pamphlet entitled The Work and Revenues of the 
Church of England (6d.) by the Church Information Board. In round 
figures the Church’s income was shown to be £174 million, made up 
as to half by voluntary gifts and as to half by the income from endow- 
ments, i.e., the gifts and legacies of past members of the Church of 
England. The calculation involved the accounts of the forty-three 
dioceses and thirty-four main Church societies and statistics gathered 
from over 12,000 parishes. 

It was revealed that it costs nearly £64 million net to maintain the 
parochial ministry of the Church. Just over 2,400 assistant curates 
receive a total of about £731,000, an average weekly wage of rather less 
than £6. About 12,240 incumbents receive net stipends amounting in all 
to £5,642,000, an average of £451 a year, or just under £9 a week, and 
even out of this they usually have to pay their own expenses for postage, 
telephone, and travelling. £44 million is spent on the upkeep of build- 
ings; £24 million on missions throughout the world; £98,000 on 
training men for the ministry, admitted to be “‘ inadequate provision 
in a vital branch of the Church’s work’’; and £404,000 on schools. 

Men for the Ministry.—In 1951 Trinity Sunday was again appointed 
by the Archbishops as the day upon which all parishes should be 
asked to concentrate in prayer, thought, and giving on the Ministry 
of the Church, and in particular, on the urgent need for securing 
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more men for the Ministry, and providing the means for their training. 

An opportunity was thus provided for people to realise the place of the 
Ministry within the life of the Church, the challenge to face the vocation, 

and the responsibility to provide for the training and maintenance of 
the Ministry in the future. 

The Church Assembly has placed upon the Central Advisory 
Council of Training for the Ministry the task of arranging the finances 
of all candidates recommended by Selection Boards. It will fulfil this 
task in the fullest co-operation with the dioceses. and with all bodies 
engaged on similar work. 

The City Churches.—Revised and final proposals for the reorganisa- 
tion of the City parishes and the re-building of the City churches were 
formulated by the Bishop of London and the London Diocesan 
Reorganisation Committee :— 

“to remedy anomalies and make better use of the Church’s manpower, money, 

buildings, and the great spiritual opportunities in the City; to make good for 

the most part the destruction and damage caused in the war; to strengthen 


the links with the civic life of the City; and to make better pastoral provision 
for the large non-resident day-time population ”’. 


The scheme provides for “‘ Guild churches ’’ which are intended 
primarily for city workers, and the incumbents of which will be freed 
from the traditional ties of a parish church. The present forty-six 
parish churches will be reduced to twenty-four. Fifteen more churches 
will be rebuilt or restored as Guild churches. St. Lawrence Jewry will 
become the official church of the City Corporation, forming part of 
the Guildhall precincts. Some of the parishes will be increased in 
size, notably St. Bride’s, Fleet Street; and the links with the civic life 
of the City will be strengthened by the description ‘‘ Ward Church ”’, 
which may apply either to a parish or a Guild church where this 
connection arises naturally. 

Relations. with Other Churches.—In his Presidential Address to 
the Convocation of Canterbury on May 22nd, 1951, the Primate re- 
ferred to a number of recent Reports on relations with other Churches 
and emphasised the difference between the Report on the Ceylon 
scheme, which alone dealt with a scheme of union between Churches, 
and Reports dealing with ‘“‘ relations which may exist or come to 
exist between Churches which remain separate Churches’’, such as 
the Reports on Church Relations in England and on relations with 
the Church of Scotland. 

Missions and Missionary Organisation.—Outstanding events in the 
mission field included the withdrawal of almost all European mission- 
aries from China, so as to leave the guidance of the Chinese Church 
in Chinese hands; and the reorganisation of missions in Israel and 
Jordan. At home, in the words of Canon J. McLeod Campbell (The 
Churchman’s Handbook, p. 17):— 

“A new vista of ‘ growing together’ has also inspired the missionary 
thinking of the Home Church, ‘ Growing Together’ is title and summary of 
the Report of a Commission charged by the Missionary Council to review our 


missionary system at the home end. That system is described as being not 
‘unitary’ (authority in missionary matters residing in a single body, either the 
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Church itself or a body closely identified with it), but ‘ multiple ’ where authority 
rests with many agencies each of which is autonomous and has its own vistas. 
The Report advocates the infusion of a unitary element to counteract the 
defects of a multiple system. 

“All agencies have combined to open up this new vista, the Societies 
retaining their autonomy but co-operating in the setting up of joint Councils 
for the working out of a joint strategy both in relation to the home dioceses and 
parishes, and in relation to the authorities of overseas Provinces and dioceses. 
That means that there are representative groups at work taking counsel res- 
pectively for the Muslim World, India and Pakistan, Tropical Africa and 
East Asia. A new vista of co-operation has been cleared.” 

One of the highlights in the 250th Birthday Year of the Society for 
the Propagation of the Gospel was the°construction of a replica of 
H.M.S. Centurion; which carried the Society’s first missionary across 
the Atlantic. 

Miscellaneous.x—Among many other items in a year of excep- 
tional activity in the religious sphere was the publication by the privi- 
leged presses on May 25th of a new edition of the Bible entitled 
The Reader’s Bible in the format of a modern book. The growth of 
the observance of Empire Youth Sunday (on May 6th) continued, 
practically all parts of the Commonwealth and Empire taking part, in 
addition to innumerable observances in the cities, towns, and villages 
of the United Kingdom. In such observances, and in such facts as 
increased attendances at Sunday Schools, there seems to be encouraging 
evidence of a growing consciousness of the need of religion in this 
country and a growing desire for closer links between it and the cor- 
porate activities of the community. 
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INCE the Reformation only one body of Canons has been made 
S the Church of England: the 141 Canons enacted in 1603-4. 

Several of these have been modified since 1865; but no general 
revision has been carried out since they were first passed in 1603, and 
many of them are hopelessly archaic and out of all relation to the con- 
temporary reality. Canons are the rules of a Church, expressing con- 
stitutionally the will and experience of the Church, and as such loyally 
to be accepted by allits members, clerical and lay. Every other Church 
in the Anglican Communion has its own Canons, recently made or 
revised, which are representative of the mind of that Church, and are 
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respected by its members; and no Church can be healthy, united and 
spiritually orderly and disciplined which has not valid and up-to- date 
Canons of its own. 

In an attempt to remedy fie lack of up-to-date Canons in the Church 
of England, and to gather together and codify all existing permanent 
English ecclesiastical law suitable for inclusion in Canons, the Convoca- 
tions set to work in 1948 to carry out a complete revision of the Canons 
of 1603, working on the basis of a body of proposed new draft Canons 
set out in the Report of the Archbishops’ Commission on Canon Law, 
1947. 

Eight Sections.—The proposed new Canons are divided into eight 
sections, dealing with (i) The doctrine and government of the Church 
of England (Canons I-XI); (ii) Rules concerning Divine Service and 
the Administration of the Sacraments (Canons XII-LI); (iii) Rules 
concerning Ministers, their Ordination, function and charge (Canons 
LIUI-LXXXIII); (iv) The Order of Deaconesses (Canons LXXXIV-— 
LXXXVI); (v) The Lay Officers of the Church of England (Canons 
LXXXVII-XCY); (vi) Rules concerning Things appertaining to 
Churches (Canons XCVI-CX]I); (vii) Ecclesiastical Courts (Canons 
CXII-CXXV); and (viii) The Synods, Assemblies and Conferences 
of the Church of England (Canons CXXVI-CXXXIV). 

The Convocations decided, for various reasons, to begin on the 
second group. They have considered the whole of this section (Canons 
XII-L]), and have reached final agreement between both Houses of 
both Convocations on the substance and wording of 31 Canons in this 
section. In addition the two Houses of Canterbury have agreed on 
nine more of these Canons. (It must be recognised that these Canons, 
if they are to be useful and enduring, must be very carefully worded. 
Long discussion of precise wording is often essential, and may save 
endless time and strife later.) Both Convocations have proceeded to 
the third section, and Canterbury Upper House has progressed as far 
as Canon LXXIX, the Lower House (which deals with Canons con- 
sidered by the Upper House at the previous group of Sessions) as far as 
Canon LXII. York has reached Canon LXXXI. 

Matters of Crucial Importance.—The sections thus discussed 
contain many Canons dealing with matters of crucial importance or of 
acute controversy. Thus Canons XII and XIII deal with obedience 
to the Book of Common Prayer and with the much-disputed meaning 
of the phrase “lawful authority’. Almost complete agreement was 
reached on both Canons, which have now been referred to the Arch- 
bishops’ Commission on Church and State. (Further information 
on the significance of these Canons may be found in the present author’s 
‘** The New Canons and Obedience to the Book of Common Prayer ”’ 
Alcuin Club, 1950.) 

Canon XIV gives directions concerning the duty of churchgoing 
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and the proper observance of Sundays, Feast Days and Fast Days. 
Canon XVII enacts what are the permissible vestures of Ministers at 
Services in Church, and it is a sign of great hopefulness that a Canon 
on this very controversial subject should have secured the assent of 
every party in Convocation. Canon XVIII sets out the ideal of be- 
haviour in Church. Canons XIX and XX lay down rules for the saying 
of Morning and Evening Prayer. Canons XXI-XXVI deal with 
Holy Communion: how and when it is to be celebrated and received. 
Canon XXVII contains rules for the preaching of sermons, and Canon 
XXVIII the Bidding Prayer. Canon XXIX enacts rules concerning 
hymns and other music in Church. 

Canons XXX-XXXIII deal with Baptism. This is a critical 
subject to-day, in view of the evil effects of “‘ indiscriminate baptism ” 
and the recent discussions on the theology of Baptism. Canterbury has 
postponed consideration of the first two of these Canons, pending the 
issue of the final Report of the Joint Committee on Baptism. Canon 
XXXIV deals with the vital duty of the instruction of the young; 
and Canon XXXV with Confirmation. After it Canterbury is inserting 
a new Canon on the duty of confessing one’s sins, framed on Prayer 
Book lines. 

Canons XXXVI to XLIII deal with Holy Matrimony. The later 
of these eight Canons simply codify and collect existing statute law; 
but Canon XXXVI emphasises the Christian ideal and indissolubility 
of marriage. A suggestion was made that this Canon should include 
provision’ for special Church Courts to deal with cases where an 
ecclesiastical decree of nullity might be pronounced; but this was 
rejected, and the problems of nullity have been referred to a special 
Archbishops’ Commission. Canon XXXVIII includes the new Table 
of Kindred and Affinity already passed in the revised old Canon XCIX 
in 1947. Canons XLIV—XLVI set out the duty of a Priest towards 
the sick, Canon XLVI authorising the service of Unction. Canon 
XLVII includes rules concerning burial and cremation. Canon 
XLVIII concerns registration of baptisms, marriages and deaths, 
codifying statute law; and Canons XLIX-—LI deal with services in 
places other than Churches and in the Latin tongue. | 

The Ministry.—The third section (Canons LIJ-LXXXII) begins 
with a statement of the Church’s doctrine concerning the Ministry. 
It then goes on to lay down rules concerning the necessary qualifications 
and consecration or ordination of Bishops (Canon LIID), Priests and 
Deacons (LIV-LVIID, including provision for the examination of 
ordinands. Canons LIX-LXIV state the conditions under which it is 
lawful for Ministers to officiate, and codify the law concerning In- 
stitution, Induction, Presentation, etc. (Incidentally, the Canterbury 
Lower House deleted one or two of these Canons, on the ground that 
they codify only temporary legislation.) Canons LXV and LXVI 
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concern the “Seal of Confession ’’, and have been re-worded so as to 
keep closely to the corresponding Canon of 1603. Canons LXVII- 
LXX merely codify existing law on the declarations to be required of 
Ministers. Canons LXXI-LXXIX deal with the rights and duties 
of various classes of Ministers, from Archbishops (LXXI) and Bishops 
(LXXII and LXXIII) to Parish Priests. (LXXVIII and LXXIX) 
The remaining four Canons of this group cover the duties of Ministers 
concerning residence (LX XX), devotional life (LX XXI]), dress (LXXXII) 
and manner of life (LXXXIII). An excellent instance of the unreality 
of the Canons of 1603 and the value of the new Canons is afforded by 
comparing the new Canon on Ministers’ dress with the old Canon on 
that subject. 

A Wide Field.—From the above summary it will be seen that the 
Canons already discussed cover a wide field, often of vital importance 
to the Church’s life, worship and well-being. They set great ideals of 
duty, both for clergy and laity, and make plain what is expected of them. 
In just over three years nearly seventy Canons have been discussed, 
more than half of the complete body of draft Canons. Since the 
Convocations meet for only eight days at most in a year, and have to 
transact other important business, this is not a bad rate of progress. 
It is probable that the Convocations will continue to go straight on 
through the proposed Canons, in which case they must soon deal, first 
with Canons concerning the Lay Workers of the Church, then with the 
appointments, fittings, etc. of Churches, and then with the vital section 
dealing with Church Courts, which proposes to set up a new system 
of courts, more practicable than the existing one, and above all to 
remove the anomaly of having the Privy Council as the Supreme 
Court of Appeal in Church matters. It is proposed to substitute a 
new Supreme Court, which would command the respect of all loyal 
Churchmen. 

Thus a great field of work lies before the Church; but that work 
will not be complete until the Canons have been considered by the 
House of Laity, in many cases also by the Church Assembly and Parlia- 
ment, and of course finally by the Crown. The present stage is only 
the first drafting. But the work progresses; and if it is well done it 
should be of great and lasting benefit to the Church of England. 


The Anglican Church in Australia 


OLD PROBLEMS AND NEW DEVELOPMENTS

USTRALIA is a young nation scarcely beyond the days of the 
pioneers, with the strengths and the weaknesses of the pioneering 
stage. The Church in Australia inevitably reflects the character 

of the nation as.a whole. It shares its vigour, its self-confidence alter- 
nating with self-distrust, its generosity, its superficial lack of “ polish’”’. 
And just as the rapid development of Australia has been made largely 
on borrowed capital, so too the Church has borrowed its spiritual 
capital from England, for the English Church has provided a large part 
of its clergy and almost all its early leaders. 

The tendency to draw on England still persists, but with less success 
nowadays, for Australia has developed its own life and outlook so 
rapidly that the imported Englishman is seldom able now to adapt 
himself sufficiently to become a really effective leader. Leadership is 
passing more and more into the hands of native-born Australians. 
The result of the earlier policy has been, however, to make the Church 
in Australia in all essential respects very like that in England. Since 
considerable numbers of the clergy come to England for two or three 
years’ work or to attend one or other of the universities, the connec- 
tion is strongly maintained. 

Two Main Factors shape the life of the Church in Australia: the 
sparsely populated country with its vast distances; and the lack of 
accumulated capital. 

The first of these has been courageously tackled. Half the pop- 
ulation of Australia is concentrated in the capital cities on the sea- 
board, the rest is spread very thinly over the inland areas. Church 
work in the cities is pretty much the same everywhere, when allowance 
is made for general national characteristics. The rapid expansion of 
the cities in Australia, greater even than the rate of expansion of the 
country as a whole, creates considerable problems as the Church tries 
to keep pace with it. It is in the country, however, that the special 
features of the Church in Australia are most clearly seen. It is nothing 
for a single parish priest in a country diocese, without the help of even 
one curate, to have to minister to an area of many thousand square 
miles, in which the homesteads may be scattered far apart and not 
grouped in villages as in England. In the out-centres a service once 
a month is the rule, and these may be in barns or farm-houses. The 
country parson spends a very large part of his time travelling over 
rough roads and bush tracks. He gets little time for reading, and in 
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any case the nearest good library may be hundreds of miles away. 
The nearest brother priest may be fifty miles away, and he will only 
see him on rare occasions. Such a life means that the country clergy 
need to be energetic and resourceful, practical rather than intellectual, 
yet with enough inner resources to maintain themselves in spiritual 
loneliness for long periods: On the whole, the Australian clergy 
stand up to the test magnificently, but the exacting conditions naturally 
leave their mark on them. 

Bush Brotherhoods. Some of the inland areas are too sparsely 

populated for even this type of parochial ministration. Here the 
problem has been solved by the creation of ‘‘ Bush Brotherhoods ”’, 
one of the finest institutions in the history of the whole Church. In 
these men serve under limited vows for periods of five years. The 
Brotherhoods have a central house from which they go out for perhaps 
three months at a time to cover the areas allotted to them. At first 
they were mostly staffed by recruits from England, but more and 
more local men are being trained for the work. They have had an 
influence on the Church far out of proportion to their numbers. 
_ Lack of Capital. The second factor shaping the Church in 
Australia is the lack of accumulated capital in the form of endowments, 
adequate buildings and other equipment, which throws a heavy burden 
on the faithful parishioners. They have to provide the stipends and 
considerable travelling expenses of the clergy, maintain the churches, 
and in addition must be continually raising money for new buildings, 
which in a growing country is a heavy charge. All these demands 
are being successfully met, but in addition the Church in Australia 
undertakes an extensive missionary programme in the Pacific, in 
India and in Africa, with a success shown by the wonderful record of 
the “‘ fuzzy-wuzzy angels’ during the fighting in New Guinea and the 
Pacific Islands in the recent war. All this means that Christianity is 
very practically minded in Australia. What it lacks in intellectual and 
perhaps spiritual development, is made up in these other ways. 

Other Difficulties. The Church is handicapped in the training 
of its clergy by the absence of any primary course in theology at the 
universities. At Sydney and Melbourne it is possible to take a B.D. 
degree, but the universities do not provide the teachers for it, simply 
giving recognition to instruction given elsewhere. As a result the 
level of theological learning is generally low, and Australia has so far 
scarcely produced one outstanding scholar. The proportion of grad- 
uates in the Church is also very low. Far-sighted leaders are trying to 
remedy this by arranging for their best ordination candidates to get 
at least a secular university education, but this imposes a further 
heavy financial burden which it is not easy to meet. The work in 
the theological colleges cannot rise to very great heights because of the 
relatively low standard of general education among trainees. More- 
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over, the work in these colleges is hampered by the prevailing tendency 
to sectarianism, which is one of the marked weaknesses of the whole 
Australian Church. 

This sectarianism is partly responsible for the fact that strictly 
speaking there is no Australian Church. Each diocese is established 
separately and governs itself ecclesiastically. Fifty years of strenuous 
work to try to find a constitution on which the twenty-five separate 
dioceses could unite to form one Church of England in Australia, 
seemed to have reached complete failure by 1950, when the initiative 
of the Archbishop of Canterbury during his visit gave fresh impetus 
to the desire for unity. His suggestions have raised hope that a 
solution may be found. The diocese of Sydney, the largest and most 
important, is the stronghold of “ Protestantism ”’ and even fundament- 
alism, and has been the chief obstacle to union. 

Influence on National Life. The Church does not exercise the 
influence on the national life that it should, although a small number 
of its leaders are listened to with respect. The reasons are inherent 
in what has been said above. The Church is preoccupied with its 
own internal concerns, so the deeper and more subtle relations be- 
tween the Christian faith and national life tend to be neglected by 
most churchpeople. To remedy this two things will be needed—a 
broader education of the clergy and greater participation by leading 
laymen in the thought as well as in the day-to-day work of the Church. 
These are matters of time, but there is a danger that the pressure of 
immediate and local needs may lead to their being neglected. The 
greatest peril confronting the Church at present is a shortage of leaders 
adequately trained and with the breadth of view in ecclesiastical, 
cultural and national matters, necessary to bring to full effectiveness 
the vigour that is already there.

WESTMINSTER ABBEY 


CoLLEGIATE CHURCH oF St. PETER 


The collegiate church of St. Peter in Westminster, usually called Westminster 
Abbey, is 2 Royal Chapel and a Royal Peculiar, but it is not a Chapel Royal in the 
sense of being under the jurisdiction of the Dean of the Chapels Royal. As a Royal 
Peculiar it is extra-provincial as well as extra-diocesan and comes directly under the 
personal jurisdiction of His Majesty the King, who is the Visitor. 


Throughout medieval times it was the Abbey Church of a great Benedictine 
Monastery, which was in existence at Westminster before the Norman Conquest. 
After the dissolution of the monastery in 1540 it became increasingly a great national 
shrine, where famous writers, poets, statesmen, and leaders in Church and State are 
buried. It is the Coronation Church, and in it also take place from time to time Royal 
weddings and many services on great occasions of a Nationa] or Imperial character.

St. George’s Chapel is not a “Chapel Royal”’, and indeed is not the property of 
the Crown. Its position is largely similar to that of Westminster Abbey. It is a 
Royal Peculiar and, as such, exempt from episcopal and archiepiscopal jurisdiction. 
The Chapel, with the cloisters and twenty-four houses adjoining them, are the 
freehold property of the Dean and Canons of Windsor. Like Westminster Abbey, 
St. George’s is a Collegiate Church, but, unlike the Abbey, it was never monastic. 

The Order of the Garter has its stalls and insignia in the Quire of St. George’s. 
Edward IV, Henry VI, Henry VIII, and Charles I—the two latter in one small vault— 
are buried here, and all our monarchs, except Queen Victoria, from George III on- 
wards. The daily services are open to the public.

H.M, TOWER OF LONDON 


Within H.M. Tower of London are situated the Chapels Royal of St. John the Evan- 
gelist and St. Peter ad Vincula, forming what is traditionally described as “ A cure of 
Souls and the King’s Donative”’. The Chapel of St. John is in the White Tower and 
is the older. Bell’s “‘ Notices of the Historic Persons Buried in the Chapel of St. 
Peter ad Vincula in the Tower of London ” states :— 


“The dedication of the Chapel to ‘St. Peter ad Vincula’ (St. Peter in chains 
or bonds) is peculiar, and at once points to its use as the place of worship for 
the prisoners within the fortress, in contra-distinction to the Chapel of St. John, 
which was for the accommodation of the Sovereign and Court when residing in 
the Tower,”

ROYAL MILITARY MEMORIAL CHAPEL, SANDHURST 


The original Chapel on the present site was built by the Royal Engineers in 1879, 
replacing the Chapel (dedicated in 1813) in the Old Buildings of the Royal Military 
College. To commemorate the officers educated there who gave their lives in the 
First World War the Chapel was re-built and enlarged, and was dedicated in 1937. 

On the amalgamation of the Royal Military Academy, Woolwich, and the Royal 
Military College, Sandhurst, by the establishment of the Royal Military Academy, 
Sandhurst, the Chapel became the Royal Military Memorial Chapel, Sandhurst. 
Memorials to commemorate all officers of the Commonwealth Armies who gave their 
lives in the Second World War, including a special Memorial to All Ranks of the 
Indian Army, were dedicated in 1950. The Chapel has become not only a unique 
memorial to past officers but a parent church to officers throughout the Army.

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ROYAL COLLEGE OF CHAPLAINS 


The position of Royal Chaplain is a very ancient one. The Royal College of 
Chaplainss the members of which as such must not be confused with the Priests-in- 
Ordinary, who preach according to a Rota of Waits in the Chapel Royal, is presided over 
by the Clerk of the Closet. The Royal College comprises the Clerk of the Closet, 
the Deputy Clerk of the Closet, and thirty-six Chaplains. When a vacancy in the list 
of Chaplains occurs the Private Secretary to the King asks the Clerk of the Closet to 
suggest possible names to His Majesty. The duties of the Clerk of the Closet include 
the presentation of Bishops to His Majesty when they do homage before taking 
possession of the revenues of their Sees; and he also examines theological books 
whose authors desire to present copies to the King. He preaches annually in St.

THE KING’S CHAPEL OF THE SAVOY 
(Chapel of the Royal Victorian Order) 


_ The Chapel of the Savoy is a private Chapel of His Majesty the King in right of 
his Duchy of Lancaster, and is thus a “ free Chapel”, i.e., a Chapel not under the 
ecclesiastical jurisdiction of the Bishop of London or the Archbishop of Canterbury. 
Since 1937 it has been also the Chapel of the Royal Victorian Order. 

When King Henry IV in 1399 annexed the Manor of the Savoy with all the estates 
of the House of Lancaster to the Crown, he declared them at the same time to be a 
separate inheritance distinct from that of the Sovereign. The distinction is expressed 
in the form of the National Anthem which is sung in the Chapel of the Savoy : 
“God save our Lord the King, 
Long live our Noble Duke, 
God save our King.” 


The Chapel is a link with the old Manor, Palace, and Hospital of the Savoy. It is 
administered through the Chancellor and Council of the Duchy, and its Chaplain is 
appointed by Letters Patent. His Majesty the King is Lord of the Manor of the 
Savoy, in which the Chapel stands. The Services are open to the public with the 
exception of those on special and official occasions. 

On the occasion of His Coronation in 1937, His Majesty King George VI, in right 
of His Duchy of Lancaster, commanded that : ‘“ On or from the date of Their Majesties’ 
Coronation, the Chapel of the Savoy shall be placed at the disposal of the Royal 
Victorian Order and shall be regarded by the Members as the Chapel of the Order.” 
At the same time it was ordained that the Chaplain for the time being should be the 
Chaplain of the Royal Victorian Order.

THE ROYAL FOUNDATION OF SAINT KATHARINE 


“The Royal Hospital and Collegiate Church of Saint Katharine near the Tower ” 
was founded by Queen Matilda in 1148, and refounded by Queen Eleanor in 1273. It 
remained on its site eastward of the Tower of London until its removal in 1825 to the 
Precincts in Regent’s Park to make way for the construction of St. Katharine’s Dock. 

A Royal Peculiar under the patronage of the Queen, who has final authority, 
Saint Katharine’s from ancient time was independent of any Diocesan or Provincial 
control, and had its own Kcclesiastical Court. The Chapter of Saint Katharine’s 
originally consisted of a Master and three Brethren in Holy Orders, and three 
Sisters of equal rank and dignity and voting power to the Brethren, within the limits 
of the Capitular Body. 

In 1914 the Royal College of Saint Katharine was established in Poplar to under- 
take maternity and child welfare work. 

After the passing of the National Health Service Act in 1948 the work of the Royal 
College in Poplar was taken over by the London County Council, and the Patron, 
Her Majesty Queen Mary, approved the recommendation of the Chapter to vacate the 
Precincts (including the Chapel) in Regent’s Park, and to re-establish the Foundation 
on a religious basis as nearly as possible on its original lines in East London, with 
whose history it has for so many centuries been closely linked, and to alter its title to 
the Royal Foundation of Saint Katharine. 

Its present site is in Butcher Row, Ratcliffe. Building operations have already 
begun on a new Chapel and premises in which (to paraphrase the Charter of Queen 
Philippa) the good conduct and works of piety of the Community shall rouse the 
people in the neighbourhood to greater devotion: for where God is worshipped 
devotedly, and the regular daily tasks undertaken with prayer, others are led to 
lead more neighbourly and kindly Christian lives among themselves.

The Church in Wales 


Tuer Church in Wales was disestablished and partially disendowed by the Welsh 
Church Act, 1914, which came fully into force on April Ist, 1920. On that date 
the new Province of Wales was created. 

The Province is practically co-terminous with Wales and Monmouthshire. It 
comprises six dioceses, namely, St. Asaph, Bangor, St. Davids, Llandaff, Mon- 
mouth, and Swansea and Brecon. 

There are 14 archdeaconries, 950 incumbencies and 476 curacies in the Pro- 
vince. There are some 200,000 Easter communicants and the population at the 
census of 1931 was 2,583,410.

The Welsh Church Act enabled the bishops, clergy and laity of the Church in 
Wales to appoint a legislative body with power to frame constitutions and 
regulations for the general management and good government of the Church and 
the property and affairs thereof whether as a whole or according to dioceses. 
The Church in Wales set up a Governing Body for the whole Province consisting 
of the three orders of bishops, clergy and laity. 

The order of Bishops consists of the Archbishop and the Diocesan Bishops; 
the order of Clergy consists of the Deans and Archdeacons (ex officio) and 25 
members elected triennially by each of the six diocesan conferences; and the 
order of the laity consists of 50 lay persons elected triennially by each of the six 
diocesan conferences. In addition there are 10 clerical and 20 lay members co- 
opted. 

Its President is the Archbishop; it has one annual meeting and such other 
special meetings as may be necessary. 

Its powers are very wide and its decisions are binding upon all members of the 
Church. At its first session it passed the following resolution :— 


“The Governing Body does hereby accept the Articles, Doctrinal State- 
ments, Rites, and Ceremonies, and save in so far as they may be necessarily 
varied by the Welsh Church Act, 1914, the formularies of the Church of 
England as accepted by that Church, and set forth in or appended to the 
Book of Common Prayer of the Church of England.” 


THE REPRESENTATIVE BODY OF THE 
CHURCH IN WALES

Provision was made in the Welsh Church Act for the setting up of a Repre- 
sentative Body of the Church in Wales with power, inter alia, to hold property 
for any of the uses and purposes of the bishops, clergy and laity of the Church in 
Wales. 

The Representative Body was incorporated by Royal Charter (S.R. & O. 1919 
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No. 564) on April 24th, 1919. It bears somewhat the same relation to the 
Governing Body as the Central Board of Finance bears to the National Assembly 
of the Church of England. It is subject to the order and control of the Governing 
Body, but this does not mean that everything it does has to be confirmed by the 
Governing Body in order to make it effective. Its powers are mainly financial and 
administrative; it has certain statutory obligations; it has authority to do certain 
things under its charter; by Chapter III of the Constitution it is enabled to carry 
through sales, purchases, leases, investments, etc., and it has further powers under 
schemes approved from time to time by the Governing Body. 

All churches, churchyards, parsonages, glebe lands, and other Church proper- 
ties are vested in the Representative Body. It is expected to initiate financial 
reforms and to make recommendations accordingly for the approval of the 
Governing Body. 

The stipends of the bishops, dignitaries, and beneficed clergy are paid quarterly 
by the Representative Body. It also pays substantial grants towards stipends 
of assistant curates; it pays the pensions of retired clergy and grants for the 
benefit of widows, orphans and dependants of deceased clergy. It administers 
funds out of which all parsonage houses in the Province are kept in good repair. 


RECENT DEVELOPMENTS 


On February 28th, 1950, the Church in Wales mourned the death‘of the Right 
Rev. David Lewis Prosser, D.D., Bishop of St. Davids, who a year previously 
had retired from the office of Archbishop of Wales. The Bishop of St. Asaph 
(Dr. W. T. Havard) was translated to the See of St. Davids and the Rev. D. D. 
Bartlett, M.A., Professor of Theology, of St. David’s College, ec was elected 
to the See of St. Asaph. 

The Governing Body in September, 1949, and again at a gpetial meeting in 
April, 1950, discussed an important Report of a Commission appointed in 1947 
“to consider what reforms might be made to put the Church in a better position 
to take a larger part in the life of the Nation ”’ and also to consider the case for a 
revision of the Book of Common Prayer. 

Many important decisions were made, including some designed to stimulate 
the continued study of theology by clergy. For instance, the Bench of Bishops 
were asked to make arrangements for the publication of a Provincial Bulletin of 
Theological Literature: grants are proposed for the purpose of assisting young 
clergymen at or soon after ordination to purchase theological books: an annual 
lectureship is to be established to enable theologians to publish their thinking 
on the Faith and its relations to various aspects of Welsh life: and enquiries are 
to be made as to the possibility of reserving certain livings, preferably near 
centres of learning, for skilled theologians. 

The Provincial Evangelistic Council has been invited, as a matter of special 
urgency, to undertake an investigation into the problems of the Church in the 
industrial areas of Wales, and in that connection to take special account of various 
topics, including the shortage of assistant curates; new housing estates and 
new towns; hospitals; and migration. A Welsh Church Congress is to be held 
ba gsiate'd and investigations are to be made into the possibility of establishing 

“ Guild of Craftsmen”’. Bishops and Rural Deans are normally to retire at 
the age of seventy-five. ‘(This rule already applies to Deans, Archdeacons and 
Canons). 

In regard to the problem of a revision of the Book of Common Prayer, the 
Archbishop has been asked to appoint a ‘‘ Standing Liturgical Commission ”’, 
whose duty it will be to submit from time to time recommendations to the Bench 
of Bishops concerning such amendments as may be desirable in the Church’s 
law of worship.

Untin January 1, 1871, the Church of Ireland was established by law, and was 
united with the Church of England, by the Act of Union (1800). The Bishops 
and the beneficed Clergy had a freehold in their offices, and in the emoluments and 
privileges belonging to these offices; the resources of the Church were practically 
all derived from tithe rent-charges, from the annual rents or produce of Church 
lands, from occasional private subscriptions, and from the income arising out of 
invested private benefactions. 

The Irish Church Act, 1869, provided that from January 1, 1871, the statutory 
union between the Churches of England and Ireland should be dissolved, and that 
the Church of Ireland should cease to be established by law. 

Subject to the vested interests of the then existing Bishops, Clergy, and other 
Church officers, all Church property of every kind was vested in the “ Com- 
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‘missioners of Church Temporalities,” who were created by the Act, and who carried 

out all the transactions which the Act required—in realising all items of property, 
selling Church lands to occupying tenants and others, discharging all liabilities 
imposed by the Act, and, from time to time, as Parliament might direct, appro- 
priating the surplus to various Irish purposes. 

All the Ecclesiastical Corporations that existed under former conditions 
having been dissolved by the Irish Church Act, the necessity arose for the creation 
of a new corporate body to take over from the Church Temporalities Commiss- 
ioners whatever property and moneys were, under the Act, to be transferred to 
the new authorities of the disestablished Church, and to be the trustee and agent 
in respect of property and funds subsequently acquired. This was met by the 
incorporation, in 1870, of the ‘‘ Representative Church Body.” 

This body was constituted so as to include representatives from every part of 
Treland, and it is a tribute to the wisdom and capabilities of its members— 
especially those who had to deal with the difficulties of the early ’seventies—that 
in their recent reports they are able to show an accumulation of assets amounting 
to over nine million pounds. 

In this connection it is interesting to note that, in the period from 1870 to 
1950, inclusive, the grand total of voluntary contributions received by the 
Representative Body amounted to £14,134,219 16s. 6d. 


CHURCH ORGANISATION 


At a General Convention held in 1870, it was declared, as a general and 
fundamental principle, that a General Synod consisting of the Archbishops and 
Bishops, and of representatives of the Clergy and Laity “‘ shall have chief legislative 
power in the Church and such administrative power as may be necessary and 
consistent with its episcopal constitution.” 

The General Synod consists of three orders, the Bishops, the Clergy, and the 
Laity. These sit as two Houses. The House of Bishops, consisting of all the 
Archbishops and Bishops, for the time being; and the House of Representatives, 
consisting of 216 Clerical and 432 Lay Representatives, distributed among the 
Dioceses and elected every third year by the Diocesan Synods. 

Each Diocesan Synod consists of all the beneficed and licensed Clergymen of 
the Diocese, with lay Synodsmen, elected every third year by the Registered 
Vestrymen of each Parish or Parochial District, two being elected for each 
Clergyman officiating therein. 

The Diocesan Synod, subject to the control of the General Synod, administers 
the temporalities of the Diocese, and appoints an executive body called THE 
Diocesan Covuncit to carry on the financial and other business of the Diocese. 

The RuGistERED VESTRYMEN are Church members who either own property 
or are resident in the parish, or are accustomed members of the congregation of 
the Church or Churches in the parish. They are the constituency that elects (a) 
one of the CHURCHWARDENS—the other being nominated by the Incumbent; 
(6) members of the SseLect Vestry which controls Parochial Charity and Church 
Funds; (c) the lay Synodsmen who sit in the Diocesan Synod; and (d) the three 
ParocutaL Nomryators who with the Bishop and the three Diocesan Nomrna- 
tors, elected by the Diocesan Synod, constitute the Boarp or Nomination, with 
whom rests the appointment of the Incumbent of the Parish, in the event of a 
vacancy. 


THE PRIMATIAL SEES AND THE NATIONAL CATHEDRAL 


The Primate of All Ireland is chosen by the House of Bishops from among 
their own number; a bishop is normally appointed by the clerical and lay mem- 
bers of the Diocesan Synod; and an incumbent by a Board of Nomination on 
which the laity are represented. The Archbishop of Armagh is Primate of All 
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Ireland, and the Archbishop of Dublin, Primate of Ireland. The Bishop of 
Meath is the Premier Bishop (St. Patrick having traditionally converted first the 
ancient Kingdom of Meath) and is also addressed as “‘ The Most Rev.” There 
is no cathedral or chapter in Meath. 

The Cathedral and Collegiate Church of St. Patrick, Dublin, in which the 
Archbishop of Dublin occupies a Prebendal Stall and the Dean of which is also 
the Ordinary, holds a position which bears some analogy to that of Westminster 
Abbey in London, though of course it has not the status of a Royal Peculiar. 
Also, while it was endowed and raised to the status of a Collegiate Church in 
1190 by John Comyn, Archbishop of Dublin, it was given full Cathedral rank 
(unlike Westminster Abbey) by his successor, Archbishop Henry de Loundres. 
In 1872 it was constituted by Chap. V. of Stat. General Synod “ the National 
Cathedral of the Church of Ireland, having a common relation to all the Dioceses 
of Ireland.” The appointments to the other twenty-three prebendal stalls are 
made, as to fourteen by the respective Dioceses of the Church of Ireland, and as to 
nine by the Dean and Chapter. 

An appeal for £20,000 had to be launched in the summer of 1950 for the fabric 
of Armagh Cathedral.

The Episcopal Church in Scotland 


Tue Episcopal Church was formerly the Established Church of Scotland. It was 
disestablished and disendowed in 1689 by King William III., who, almost entirely 
on political grounds, set up the Presbyterian Church in its place. 

The disestablished Episcopal Church continued strongly until 1746, when, again 
for political reasons, severe Penal Statutes were imposed upon all Episcopalians. 
These laws made it illegal for them to possess any churches or chapels; all public 
services were forbidden and Episcopalian clergy were not allowed to minister 
to more than five persons at a time, under penalties of imprisonment or 
banishment. 

These laws continued in force until 1792. Under such conditions it is not 
remarkable that the persecuted Church dwindled in numbers until it became “a 
shadow of a shade.” Nevertheless, throughout the whole period the Bishops 
maintained their continuity and in 1784 gave the Episcopate to the American 
Church by the consecration, in an upper room in Aberdeen, of Bishop Seabury, 
its first Bishop. 

To-day the Episcopal Church in Scotland has 7 bishops, over 340 clergy, and 
about 108,500 members, of whom 56,500 are communicants.

The ‘Council consists of the Bishops, the Deans, all instituted or licensed 
Presbyters, Diocesan Officials and a Lay Representative from each congregation 
and mission in the Church. 

, The following are the Funds raised by the Council and methods of raising 
them ;— 


1. Clergy Sustentation Fund, raised by subscriptions throughout the whole Church. 
From this Fund a Flat Grant of 601. is due to the priests in charge of all independent 
congregations, each Bishop receiving three shares, There are, besides, congregations

whose Rectors or Priests-in-Charge receive Augmentation Grants from the Fund in 
addition to the Flat Grant. Any surplus is used in raising such stipends as are below, 
to the minimum stipend declared for the year. For 1950 this was £365. 

2. Home Mission Fund, raised by an annual offertory in every Church. Dependent 
Missions, Curates’ Stipends, and Extension Work of the Church are supported by this 
Fund. 

3. Hducation Fund, raised by an annual offertory in every Church, and used for the 
support of Sunday School work, Church Day Schools, and Adult Religious Education. 

4. Overseas Mission Fund, raised by annual offertory in every congregation. It is 
for the support of the Special Overseas Mission Work of the Scottish Episcopal Church in 
Chanda, India, and St. John’s (South Africa), 

5. Social Service Fund, raised by subscriptions and donations for Moral Welfare, 
Youth, Eventide Homes, Temperance, and other Social Work. 

6. Endowment Funds. Moneys raised and bequeathed for congregational purposes of 
Endowment are held by the Trustees of the Council and invested, the income thereof being 
paid over half-yearly to congregations. 

7. Theological Hall Fund, raised by subscriptions and collections for the support of the 
Theological College, Coates Hall, Edinburgh, and by interest on endowments. 

8. Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund, raised by assessment on congregations, charged on 
the gross income of the Clergy, and by donations and legacies. At present maximum 
retiring allowances of £240 are granted to Clergy incapacitated by age or permanent ill- 
health. 

9. Widows’ and Orphans’ Supplementary Fund, raised by contributions from con- 
gregations and individuals, also by donations and legacies. Hleemosynary grants are 
given according to circumstances to help to supplement the annuity to widows and 
dependants of clergy from the Statutory Fund. The income is administered by a Com- 
mittee of three laymen and all details are confidential. 


Besides these nine Funds there are other charitable Funds administered: by 
the Council. 


Recent Events: In 1950, four of the five main Central Funds showed de- 
creases, the net result being a decrease of £980, leaving out of account contri- 
butions to special missions and missionary objects outside this country. 

The Clergy Fund was able to pay again a Minimum Stipend of £300 and a 
house or house allowance, together with family allowances supplementing the 
Government scheme in respect of the first child, and helping with the education of 
those of an age higher than that covered by the National allowances. In addition, 
a bonus of £65 was paid, thereby reaching the highest point since the Minimum 
Stipend scheme was introduced. There was a decrease in contributions for the 
year of nearly £700 but the situation was retrieved by some legacies and interest 
thereon. 

This is in the right direction, but it is far from adequate, and the Representative 
Church Council again appealed to responsible representatives of congregations to 
make a personal approach to all members. To reach a Minimum Stipend of £450, 
which is the next aim, an increase of £12,500 in the income of the Fund will be 
necessary. 

The graduated scale of stipends for Mission priests and curates has now been 
in force for two years. It has undoubtedly raised the level of stipends, but it has 
put a great strain on the Home Mission Fund, and to secure the position the 
Church requires to contribute £2,500 more. 

In the diocese of Edinburgh new church-hallis have been dedicated at Moredun 
Park (St. Barnabas’) and Colinton Mains (St. Hilda’s); a new hall is being built 
at St. David’s, Pilton, and at St. Ninian’s, Comely Bank, a new church. In 
Glasgow, St. Aidan’s, Clarkston, has completed a fine new church. At Pollok, a 
new church-hall has been dedicated. Negotiations for several sites are taking 
place. Work has been opened up in Hast Kilbride, an important new town. 
In the diocese of Brechin there are new halls at St. ake’ s and St. Margaret’s, 
Dundee; and, in St. Andrews diocese a new mission church and hall (an adapted 
design for an agricultural building) at Ballingry (new scheme) is on the way to 
completion. Argyll plans a new church at Kinlochleven. 
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The Home Mission Crusade to raise £100,000 for new work has reached 
£55,960, but grants for schemes completed or contemplated have reduced the 
balance to £2,203, not counting the £2,524 held for the church at New Clydebank 
to be built by the children of the Church. 

A Syllabus of Religious Education for Seniors has been drafted. The Board 
of Education has suffered a loss through the departure to England of the Rev. 
D. B. MacGregor who organised Adult Religious Kducation work. The Summer 
Schools proved of great value. 

In March, 1951, the Representative Church Council started a Monthly News 
Letter, a factual record of events, appointments, general notifications to the 
Church, and the like. Copies are free to the clergy and officials of congregations. 

In April, 1951, a Provincial Synod—the first since 1929—considered canonical 
and liturgical changes. The conclusions are provisional, as they must be sub- 
mitted to Diocesan Synods and the Consultative Council on Church Legislation 
(a body including laymen) before being confirmed by the Provincial Synod. 

The exchange of courtesy visits with the Church of Scotland was repeated. 
The Very Rev. Dr. John White and the Rev. Dr. Nevile Davidson visited the 
Annual Meeting of the Representative Church Council, while the Bishops_of 
Argyll and the Isles, and of Moray, Ross, and Caithness, carried the greetings 
of the Episcopal Church to the General Assembly of the Church of Scotland. 
The Bishop of Brechin and Dr. H. Burn-Murdoch (a former Scots Sheriff) acted 
as Observers during the Conversations between representatives of the Church of 
England and the Church of Scotland. 

The Overseas Board in June, 1951, gave a cordial reception to the Rev. 
H. St. J. Tomlinson Evans, Bishop-designate of St. John’s (South Africa), a sphere 
to which the Episcopal Church supports. The other sphere is Chanda District, 
Nagpur, India, and the following is an extract from a report by the Acting 
Head of the Mission :— 


“In letters from Britain we are sometimes asked how the coming of Independence 
has affected the Christian enterprise, particularly the missionary enterprise, in India, 
There can be no doubt about the answer. The Christian Church is in a far more 
favourable position than it was before; and the attitude of the Indians towards 
foreign missionaries is, on the whole, far more friendly and sympathetic than it used 
to be. The old suspicion that in some mysterious way we were agents of the British 
Raj has now gone. There is a more widespread interest in the Christian message, 
and a greater readiness to listen, probably than ever before. There are days of 
unpredecented opportunity for the Church in India.” 


Owing to the death of Captain R. M. Reid of Tillyrie, near Kinross, his house, 
which he had generously placed at the disposal of the Church as a Youth House, 
had to be vacated. The work has been re-established in St. Mary’s Rectory, 
Dalmahoy, near Edinburgh, and the Rector (the Rev. C. V. A. Longden) has been 
appointed Warden and Organiser for the Youth Work of the Church.

of 1950 most American missionaries had been withdrawn from China and the 


remainder were to come out early in 1951. 


In Japan the American staff of about 


20 men and women was to be augmented by 8 or 10 early in 1951. 
In the Philippine Episcopal Church great encouragement results from the 
ordination of several well trained native clergy. Co-operation with the Philippine 


Independent Church continues. 


Its candidates are trained in our seminary. While 


war damage restoration is slow owing to high costs and unsettled conditions, some 
good new buildings have been completed, notably the new stone church in the old 


Mountain Province mission in Sagada. 


Clergy shortage continues in Latin America, but progress is reported from all 
the nine missionary dioceses in Central and South America and the West Indies. 
Liberia continues its interesting programme, advancing slowly and laying firm 


foundations. 


A Church farm teaches modern agriculture and has improved diet 


for students and staff. Better health from improved diet is enabling schools and 
the reopened Cuttington College to produce better teachers and candidates for the 


ministry. 


World Relief. A total of $658,415 was available for 1950 by balance from 


1949 and $400,000 from the National Council budget.

and, while clearing the families and individuals is slow, over 600 such units have 
arrived in the United States and been resettled, under Church sponsorship. 


The Woman’s Auxiliary. In 1950 two trends were accelerated : 


co-operation 
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with the Department of Christian Education of the National Council and closer 
relationship with the women of other communions through the General Department 
of United Church Women of the National Council of Churches of Christ. As the 
Department of Christian Education has moyed into the field of adult education, 
more varied study material has become available to the women of the Church. 
In November, 1950, the United Council of Church Women became the General 
Department of United Church Women of the newly formed National Council of 
the Churches. 

The two national projects administered by the Woman’s Auxiliary show an 
encouraging growth. The United Thank Offering for the present triennium 
amounted on December 31st, 1950, to $802,540.93, an increase of $144,630.60 on 
a comparable date in the last triennium. The value of the nationally assigned 
Supply Work (sometimes called the Church’s Red Cross) was $165,771, including 
new goods, cash gifts to missionary institutions at home and abroad, and gifts to 
retired workers. 

Department of Christian Social Relations. In 1950 a Division of Health and 
Welfare Services was set up, whose activities include surveys and reports on parish 
ministry devoted to social purposes, and to diocesan institutions. Fieldwork 
studies were made on diocesan services to aged men and women. Information 
was gathered about hospitals and convalescent homes associated with the Church. 
Assistance was given to parish clergy for special studies in social work. Institutes 
were held for the study by clergy of urban-industrial problems. 

The Department of Christian Education now has six Divisions: Children’s 
Work, Youth, Adult, Editorial, Audio-Visual and Leadership Training. It is 
expected that Divisions of Preparatory and Parish Day Schools, of Camps and 
Conferences and of Publications will be added. Training conferences for clergy, 
laymen and women are planned for five years. Already about 2,000 clergy, two- 
thirds of the House of Bishops, most diocesan educational advisers and about 
half of the parish educational directors have had courses in educational techniques, 
philosophy, theology and the use of the new curriculum. 

Laymen’s Work. The Presiding Bishop’s Committee on Laymen’s Work co- 
operated with the Department of Promotion in conducting regional training in- 
stitutes in which 1,720 laymen were taught how to present the whole Programme of 
the Church for 1951, with special reference to Missions at home and abroad. 

Division of College Work. A National Canterbury Association was being 
organised at the end of 1950 to unite in programme and objectives all the Canterbury 
Clubs in colleges and universities. Successful faculty institutes were held to 
emphasise the religious perspectives in the various disciplines of study. 

The 57th Triennial General Convention to be held in Boston, Mass., September 
8-19, 1952, will elect trustees for the General Theological Seminary and the Church 
Pension Fund; consider reports from joint commissions on the marriage canon, 
the structure and organisation of the Convention, the possibility of electing women 
as Deputies, social reconstruction and theological education; and adopt a budget 
for the General Church Programme for the next triennium. The Liturgical Com- 
mission expects to present a Report on Intinction.

The Church of India, Pakistan, Burma 
and Ceylon 


Tue Church of India, Pakistan, Burma and Ceylon in 1950 elected its first Indian 
Metropolitan, the Right Rev. A. N. Mukerjee, whose translation from Delhi to 
Calcutta opened a new chapter in Church history. The year 1951 has seen steady 
progress in consolidation under Bishop Mukerjee. His appointment of his 
successor in the see of Delhi—the Rev. F. R. Willis, of the Dublin University 
Mission—was to some a disappointment that continued Indian leaderhip was 
not forthcoming. Racial feeling among Indians themselves in the city of the 
Central Government of India, as well as the vital need of ensuring communications 
with the Church in Pakistan, doubtless influenced the new Metropolitan’s decision 
to appoint an English priest of wide pastoral and scholastic experience. The 
new Assistant Bishop for the Hast Punjab in the Diocese of Lahore, as a Canadian, 
will be able to move more freely to and from the centre than could an Indian. 
The consecration of the second Assistant Bishop for Lahore has been delayed till 
the autumn of 1951 to enable the Rev. Chandu Ray to complete valuable trans- 
lation work for the Bible Society. 

Communications and monetary arrangements between India and East 
Pakistan are no easier, and a new Assistant Bishop in Calcutta Diocese is to 
take charge of the latter province: the Rev. James D. Blair, of the Oxford 
Mission to Calcutta, was consecrated in October, 1951. Assam has suffered from 
earthquake and floods, and diocesan headquarters have had to move to Shillong, 
the damage in Dibrugarh being great. 

The safeguarding of the rights of Christians, both Indian and Anglo-Indian, 
within the new Constitution of the Republic of India means a great deal to the 
whole Church. Article 25 guarantees all persons freedom of conscience and the 
right freely to profess, practice and propagate religion. Those numbered 29 
and 30 ensure to Indian Christians and Anglo-Indians the right to establish and 
administer educational constitutions of their choice, as well as the right of any 
minority with a distinct language, script or culture to conserve the same. Diffi- 
culties will arise as to how certain provincial and local administrations may 
interpret these rights, or define the wording of the articles. 

The Christian Church today in both India and Pakistan can take heart. It 
has stood the test and the greater part of its members have been faithful. 

The business, domiciled and Anglo-Indian communities are undertaking with 
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willingness and self-sacrifice the task of maintaining their own chaplains and 
churches; but with the fewer numbers, such congregations will not be able to 
meet diocesan assessments on the former scales. The problem of how to provide 
for the shepherding of the small and scattered groups of British, Anglo-Indian 
and English-speaking Indians, weighs heavily on the Bishops today. Many of 
these English-speaking people have command of one or other of the vernacular 
languages, but not of the particular vernacular in which local Christian services 
are held in the area where they are working. 

In addition, young men and women are still going out from England to India 
in considerable numbers. The problem of shepherding them provides both an 
opportunity and a challenge. 


COST OF LIVING AND FOOD SHORTAGES 


The continued rise in the cost of living in India calls for a drastic revision in 
the scales of clerical stipends; and new gradings from the village pastor to the 
town or district priest (whether Indian, Anglo-Indian or English) are being made. 

Christians in Bihar and Madras, owing to the continued failure of the monsoon, 
are facing serious food shortage—in some districts actual famine conditions—and 
the cost of living has soared still higher. 


EDUCATION, RE-UNION, ETC. 


The need for educational bursaries to ensure to Anglo-Indian and other 
children Christian education is a vital problem and Englishmen and women are 


“needed and welcomed in the schools. The expense of passages and furloughs 


cannot now be met by diocesan or school funds, and the problem is one for 
united action at home. 

In February, 1950, the new Diocese of Kurunagala came into being in Ceylon. 
The rapid growth of the new university at Patna attracting numbers of Christian 
students, is another challenge to adventure on the part of the Christian Church. 

The Re-union negotiations of the Joint Committee for Ceylon have continued 
and there is a genuine desire on the part of negotiants to avoid if possible the 
obstacles and difficulties that have made for opposition to the South Indian 
union. ‘The proposals for securing full unification of the Ministries of the several 
churches from the beginning are being discussed in detail; publicity in the Press 
tends to confuse points of divergence and of agreement and considered judgment 
must take time. The Joint Committee realises that there is still a long way to go. 

¥or North India a Joint Committee is in process of formation, but a basis of 
negotiation has been provisionally prepared by a round table conference, and like 
the Ceylon scheme appears to offer an improvement on that applied in South 
India. It provides for the acceptance of episcopacy and contains suggestions 
for a unification of the ministry. (See Lambeth Report, pages 59-60.) 

The General Council which met in Delhi in February, 1950, nominated its 
official representatives for taking further steps in the setting up of a Joint 
Committee. 

While the overwheiming majority of the peoples of the two Indian Dominions 
are still Hindus and Mahomedans, the supreme work of the Church of India, 
Pakistan, Burma and Ceylon is the presentation of the Gospel message to the non- 
Christians. The chief associations of the Church of England supporting the 
Church in India are the C.M.S., S.P.G., S.P.C.K., C.E.Z.M.S. and B.C.M.S. In 
addition, the Oxford Mission to Calcutta, the Cambridge Brotherhood in Delhi, 
the Dublin University Mission to Chota Nagpur, the Scottish Episcopal Mission in 
the Diocese of Nagpur and the Religious Communities, both men and women, are 
doing most valuable work. Details of most societies will be found under their 
respective headings elsewhere in this book. 


The Church Overseas 
INDIAN CHURCH AID 


The Indian Church Aid Association, now incorporated under the patronage 
of the Archbishops of Canterbury and York, was originally started to assist the 
Church in its efforts for the welfare of the Domiciled Community. In 1900 it 
was formally adopted as the agent of the Indian Episcopate in this country. It 
acts as Headquarters for Chaplains and the English Church Schools and seeks to 
maintain the interest of former residents in the Church; and will receive and 
forward subscriptions to any object in connection with the Church, and to put 
anyone going to India in touch with church life there. But its principal policy is 
concerned with the cause of the Church schools, the provision of bursaries and 
making known the need for priests, deaconesses, teachers and social workers and 
the training of an Anglo-Indian Ministry.

Official Title :—‘‘ The Church of the Province of South Africa (otherwise known as 
the Church of England or the English Church or Church of the Anglican Com- 
munion in these parts).” 


EXTRACT FROM THE CONSTITUTION OF THE CHURCH OF 
THH PROVINCE OF SOUTH AFRICA 


“The Provincial Synod of this Church ... shall be the Legislative 
Body of the Church of this Province; and every enactment of the said 
Provincial Synod shall be a Law and Rule of the Church of this Province 
in those matters to which it may pertain. 

‘** Provided that the Provincial Synod of the Church of this Province 
shall be subordinate to the higher authority of a General Synod of the 
Churches of the Anglican Communion, to which this Province shall be 
invited to send representatives, whenever such General Synod shall be 
convened.”’—Article IT. 


Tue Provincial Synod meets normally every five years. Every diocese sends 
representatives, clerical and lay, in proportion to the number of clergy in the 
diocese. No enactment can be made without majority votes in the Houses of 
Clergy and Laity. Diocesan Synods meet more often. The Diocesan Synod 
‘‘ shall resemble, as far as possible, the Provincial Synod in its constitution and 
mode of procedure, but may not make regulations contrary to those of the 
Provincial Synod.” 

Bishops are elected by the clergy of the Diocese “‘ with the assent thereto 
of the Representatives of the Laity” at an Elective Assembly, or the election may 
be delegated ‘‘ to the Metropolitan and other person or persons . . . resident in 
the Province.”—(Canon IV.) 


THE CHURCH’S WORK 


The fifteen dioceses in the Church of the Province extend far beyond the 
Union of South Africa and fall under many varying administrations. There 
can, of course, in these circumstances be little common ground in respect of 
education or native policy, and it is not therefore to be expected that beyond 
very broad lines of natural justice the Church can make any general pronounce- 
ments which will be relevant to its work. 

The Church’s work in the Province falls under the following administration : 
the Colonial Office (St. Helena); the Commonwealth Relations Office (the High 
Commission territories); the Portuguese Hast African Administration (Lebombo) ; 
Southern Rhodesia, which has full responsible Government; and the Union of 
South Africa, a self-governing Dominion with separate citizenship. 

The Provincial Synod, which meets every five years, passed two resolutions 
in November, 1950, concerning the Mixed Marriages and Immorality Acts of the 
Union Government, and on Race Relations with special reference to the Union’s 
proposal to alter the status of the Coloured voters. No pronouncement has been 
made on the Protectorates question as such, which would be only relevant to the 
dioceses of Basutoland, Zululand, and in a lesser degree, Kimberley and Kuruman. 

Plans are on foot to divide the diocese of Southern Rhodesia into two and 
create a Central African Province by adding to this the dioceses of Northern 
Rhodesia and Nyasaland.

During 1951 the following Bishops resigned their sees: the Right Rev. A. H. 
Howe Browne (Bloemfontein), the Right Rev. T. 8. Gibson (St. John’s), the Right 
Rev. W. Parker (Pretoria), the Right Rev. H. L. Gwyer (George) and the Right 
Rev. L. N. Fisher (Natal). The Assistant Bishop of Bloemfontein, the Right 
Rey. T. W. Stainton, also resigned on the formation of the new diocese of Basuto- 
land. 

The following appointments have been made: The Rev. J. A. Arrowsmith 
Maund, assistant priest of the Pretoria Native Mission since 1946, was conse- 
crated first Bishop of Basutoland in November, 1950; the Right Rev. R. S. 
Taylor, Bishop of Northern Rhodesia, translated to Pretoria; the Right Rev. 
C. A. Alderson, Bishop of Damaraland, translated to Bloemfontein; the Right 
Rev. John Hunter, Bishop of Kimberley and Kuruman, translated to George ; 
and the Rev. H. St. J. T. Evans to be Bishop of St. John’s. 


OBITUARY 


The Right Rev. A. W. Lee, sixth Bishop of Zululand, died in January, 1951, 
in South Africa, where he had been living since his retirement in 1946. 


SOUTH AFRICAN CHURCH INSTITUTE 


Early in 1951 the Rev. C. T. Wood was appointed Director in succession 
to the Rev. G. C. Streatfeild. The Institute has an Office at 14 Great Peter 
Street, Westminster, S.W. 1, which is also the headquarters of the South African 
Church Railway Mission and the Transvaal and Southern Rhodesia Missions. 
The work done in close collaboration with the Society for the Propagation of the 
Gospel is mainly in finding priests and lay workers for South Africa, and in making 
the needs of the Church of South Africa known throughout England. The 
Institute publishes a quarterly magazine “ The Cape to Zambezi’’ to which the 
majority of the Diocesan Associations contribute; and in addition to this the 
South African Church Railway Mission and the Dioceses of Bloemfontein, 
Kimberley and Damaraland publish Quarterly Papers; ‘‘ Lebombo Leaves”? is 
also issued quarterly; and the Zululand Missionary Association publishes the 
“Net ” three times a year. 


THE ORDER OF ETHIOPIA 


The Order of Ethiopia is a body of Bantu (chiefly Xhosa) Christians belonging 
to the Church of the Province of South Africa. They manage their own affairs, 
receiving no financial assistance whatever. The Order raises about £1,200 a year. 
The Constitution lays down that “‘ there shall be three joint General Treasurers, 
one European and two Natives, chosen by the Chapter.” The Order has a Con- 
stitution, approved by the Provincial Synod, and its Conference meets annually 
in February, when the revenue of the year is divided amongst the workers, the 
stations of workers arranged for the year, and the business of the Order discussed. 
The Provincial is appointed by the Episcopal Synod in consultation with the 
Chapter of the Order, which consists of six members appointed by the Visitor 
(the Archbishop of Cape Town) and six appeinted by the Provincial after con- 
sultation with the Conference. The Order has five priests, five deacons, twenty- 
four catechists who receive a small salary, besides a body of preachers (unpaid). 
The Order works chiefly in the Diocese of Grahamstown, having also stations in 
the Dioceses of St. John’s, Johannesburg and George, and one in Cape Town.

The Church of England in Canada

Organisation. The General Synod, which normally meets triennially, consists 
of the Archbishops, the Bishops, and elected clerical and lay representatives of the 
28 dioceses of the Canadian Church. The President is the Primate of All Canada. 
The archbishops and bishops comprise the Upper, the clergy and laity the Lower 
House. Between the sessions, the Executive Council carries on the work, meeting 

_annually. 

Each of the four Ecclesiastical Provinces, namely, the Provinces of Canada, 
Ontario, Rupert’s Land and British Columbia, is organised under a Metropolitan 
and has its own Provincial Synod and Provincial Executive Council. Each 
diocese has its own Diocesan Synod meeting in most cases annually under the 
chairmanship of its Bishop. 

A great deal of work has been delegated by the General Synod to special Depart- 
ments, the Primate being, ex-officio, chairman of all these. Three are of particular 
importance, namely :— 


1. The Department of Missions (M.S.C.C.): General Secretary: Canon L. A. 
Dixon, O.B.E., D.D. Superintendent, Indian School Administration: Canon H. G. 
Cook, D.D. Field Secretary: Rev. H. G. Watts, D.D. 

All the definitely Missionary work of the Church comes under this Department 
and is administered by a Board of Management made up of the Bishops of the 
Church and elected representatives from each of the dioceses and from the Woman’s 
Auxiliary. An Executive Committee carries on the administration between the 
Annual Meetings. 

In Canada 16 of the 28 dioceses are Missionary dioceses requiring help. Annual 
grants-in-aid are made to them by the Department of Missions. The work 
includes work among Eskimos and Indians; among ‘“‘ white settlers’ in isolated 
areas; among Orientals and Jewish residents in Canada; and among loggers, 
fisherfolk and others along the coasts of Newfoundland and British Columbia. 
In co-operation with the Indian Affairs Branch of the Dominion Government, 16 
residential schools for Indian boys and girls are administered. 

Overseas the work is practically confined to Japan, China and India. In Japan 
Canadian Missionaries have been appointed to the dioceses of Mid-Japan, Kobe, 
and Hokkaido. Canadian Missionaries have been withdrawn from China, where 
they served in the diocese of Honan, but support has been sent to the Chinese 
Bishop there. In India the work of the Canadian Mission in the Kangra District 
has been extended to include assistance in the Archdeaconry of East Punjab under 
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the Rt. Rev. C. H. R. Wilkinson, Assistant Bishop of Lahore. Support is also given 
to Technical Services Associated, in Pakistan; and to a School in Jordan. 

2. The Department of Religious Education (G.B.R.E.): General Secretary: 
Rev. A. H. Priest, D.D. Editorial Secretary: Rey. D. B. Rogers, D.C.L. Assistant 
Secretary: Rev. J. S. Wetmore. Western Field Secretary: Rev. F. A. Peake. 
Central-Western Field Secretary: Rev. A. B. Craig. Eastern Field Secretary: 
(Vacant). 

The work of this Department is under the direction of a General Board, con- 
sisting of all the Bishops, and of elected clerical and lay representatives from the 
28 dioceses. The Board has also power to elect a limited number of members- 
at-large, not more than 12, of whom two at least shall be women. 

All the distinctly educational work of the Church amongst children and young 
people comes under this Department, through which is provided all the material 
for Sunday School and Young People’s work, and for the promotion of through-the- 
week activities. Special features are the Sunday School by Post and the Sunday 
School by Radio, to help the Religious Education of boys and girls in the more 
or less remote areas of the Dominion. 

The work among Young People is carried on chiefly through the Anglican Young 
People’s Association (A.Y.P.A.) which works in close co-operation with the 
Department of Religious Education. This Association is organised in all the 
dioceses. 

3. The Department of Christian Social Service (C.S.S.): General Secretary: 
Canon W. W. Judd, D.D. Field Secretary: Rev. L. F. Hatfield. 

This Department operates through a Council consisting of the Bishops, elected 
delegates from all dioceses, and twelve women appointed on the basis of population 
by the four Metropolitans. The Council is directed 


““to study social problems with a view to the solution of them in harmony with the 
spirit of the Lord Jesus Christ: to adopt such measures as may be advisable to promote 
the care and training of immigrants in Canadian citizenship: the maintenance of just 
conditions of living: the conservation of morals, health and life: and to promote the 
formation of a Christian public opinion upon social problems.” 


The Council keeps in touch with the clergy through The Bulletin and Diocesan 
Councils for Social Service. Besides promoting Christian studies of the larger 
social questions, the Council supports Port Chaplains at the Atlantic and St. Lawrence 
ports for the reception of Anglican immigrants; fosters special training for ordinands; 
and assists in extending the Church’s ministry in public institutions. 

Women’s Work is organised under the Woman’s Auxiliary, which is an auxiliary 
to the whole Church, and works in close co-operation with the Department of 
Missions, the Department of Religious Education, and the Department of Christian 
Social Service. 

As a part of its co-operation with the Department of Missions, the Auxiliary 
maintains all women missionaries, and all work among women and children in the 
overseas fields, and assumes extensive responsibility for similar work in the 
Missionary dioceses of Canada and in the Indian Residential Schools. 

Church papers. There are two official Church papers published by the Depart- 
ment of Religious Education under the direction of its Editorial Secretary. These 
are The Church Messenger (monthly) and The Canadian Churchman (twice a 
month). 

Financial Support. The money to carry on the Departments of Missions, 
Religious Education, and Christian Social Service is raised by Apportionments, 
each diocese accepting, after consultation, its appropriate share. For the past 
three years, these have been considerably overpaid. Last year (1950), the total 
amount raised was $472,189.00, on an Apportionment of $425,629.00.

The Church of England in Australia 
and Tasmania 


Tus General Synod was formed in 1872. Its constitution has been amended 
on several occasions. It meets at least quinquennially under the presidency of 
the Primate. It consists of two Houses, namely: the House of Bishops and the 
House of Representatives. Both Houses sit together but vote separately. 

In addition to the House of Bishops each Diocesan Synod is entitled to elect 
clerical and lay representatives in equal numbers, according to the number of 
clergy licensed in each Diocese. For example, the Synod of a Diocese having 
under 31 clergy is entitled to send two clerical and two lay representatives, and 
the Synod of a Diocese having under 266 clergy is entitled to send twelve 
representatives of each order. 

As at present constituted the General Synod can consult on all matters con- 
cerning the order and good government of the Church. Its conclusions are issued 
in the form of Determinations passed by a majority of the Upper House consisting 
of the bishops, and a majority of the Lower House consisting of clerical and lay 
representatives. Provisions are also made for a vote by orders, when a majority 
of both orders in the Lower House is necessary to secure the passage of a Deter- 
mination. No Determination of the General Synod is binding upon the Church 
in any diocese unless and until such Determination shall be accepted by the Synod 
of the Church in such diocese. 

Distinguished Visitors.—The great event of 1950 was the visit to Australia 
of the Archbishop of Canterbury. It was the first visit of an Archbishop of 
Canterbury to this country and has left a deep impression on Church and people. 
General Synod met during His Grace’s time in Sydney, and his advice about the 
constitution has been greatly valued. The Archbishop of York is expected at 
the end of 1951 and will visit some areas not covered by the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury. 

Among other notable visitors, the Presiding Bishop of the Japanese Church, 
Bishop Yashiro, visited eleven Australian dioceses in June-July, 1950, and it was 
said of him that he had ‘“‘ begun the healing of some sore wounds”. Bishop 
C. K. Jacob, of Travancore, who visited Australia in 1950, was the first Bishop of 
the Church of South India to do so.

Missionary Work.—The General Synod in 1945 by an amendment of the 
Australian Board of Missions Constitution created the Anglican Missionary Coun- 
cil of the Church of England in Australia. While leaving the Board and the 
Church Missionary Society free as heretofore to prosecute their great tasks, this 
Council is designed to bring about one united effort on the part of the whole 
Church in meeting the immense missionary challenges in this part of the world. 
This Council is composed of 12 members from the Australian Board. of Missions 
and the Church Missionary Society respectively. This amendment won an 
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almost unanimous support in the General Synod, and up to the time of writing 
it has been accepted by all the Diocesan Synods in Australia, with one exception. 

The Australian Board of Missions dates its origin from the meeting of the six 
Australasian bishops (five from Australia and one from New Zealand) in Sydney 
in 1850. The object of this historic meeting was to lay the foundation for 
Synodical Government and Church organisation for Australia and New Zealand. 
The first General Synod of Australia in 1872 gave a constitution to the Board. 
In 1916 the Church Missionary Society of Australia and Tasmania was recognised 
as an agency of the Church in connection with the Australian Board of Missions. 
The Australian Board of Missions has missionaries working among the Aborigines 
of Australia, and in Papua, Melanesia, including New Guinea, the Torres Strait 
Islands, Japan and Polynesia. The Board of Missions meets three times a year. 
Its Centenary Rally was held in Sydney Town Hall on October 29th, 1950. The 
Diocese of New Guinea celebrated its Jubilee in August, 1951, and the Primate, 
the Most Rev. H. W. K. Mowll, visited New Guinea for the occasion. 

The Mount Lamington eruption caused the death of 3 European Missionaries, 
one Papuan clergyman and 18 of the best teachers of the Mission, and destroyed 
much Mission property.

The Church Missionary Society of Australia and Tasmania is responsible for 
most of the work in the Diocese of Central Tanganyika (East Africa) providing 
£25,000 per annum for it; and is also responsible for staff and other needs at 
St. George’s Grammar Schools and Church at Hyderabad, South India; and has 
three mission stations for the Aborigines in North Australia—Roper River, 
Groote Kylandt and Oenpelli. In addition, missionaries from Australia are 
working in 14 fields for which C.M.S. London is responsible. There are 104 
missionaries of the Australian C.M.S. in the mission field at the present time. 

The C.M.S. of Australia and Tasmania is extending its work to Indonesia, and 
has opportunities for work in Java, Dutch Borneo, and probably Dutch New 
Guinea. So does Australia’s missionary influence extend.

Other societies recognised by the Board of Missions are the Society for the 
Promotion of Christian Knowledge, of which the secretary is the Rev. A. Kain, 
South Australia; the South American Missionary Society; and the Church of 
England Zenana Missionary Society. 

Australia occupies a strategic position in the South-west Pacific. A large 
country geographically, she has a comparatively small population. Her 
8,000,000 people occupy a country of almost 3,000,000 square miles. ‘The air- 
route from Perth to Brisbane, via Melbourne and Sydney, is slightly longer than 
that from London to Cairo. 

Australia is next door to a huge Asiatic population on her north-western 
perimeter. She is near neighbour to Burma and Malaya, Thailand, Indonesia 
and Indo-China, New Guinea and the Philippines, whilst behind the cordon 
of these smaller areas there are the great sub-continents of India and China. 
This Asia is now awake and alert. Almost two-thirds of the world’s non-Christian, 
coloured, and illiterate population is closer to Australia than to any other white 
and Christian nation. That this population is largely undernourished is a 
further complexity. Since 1814 Australia has been actively concerned in a 
missionary responsibility in the islands of the Pacific, but world-affairs, and 
Pacific trends, are now forcing Australia into a wider missionary and cultural 
influence than that represented by her century-old island orbit. Her strategic 
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situation has vastly enlarged the range of her “frontier” problems. She is aware 
of a red finger pointing down through an Asia in revolt towards her largely un- 
occupied land, and of a brown Islamic finger pointing south-westward from Java. 

The Church of England National Emergency Fund started in Sydney to 
provide spiritual ministrations, recreation huts, meals and useful literature for 
the large bodies of Australian servicemen and women, has received a permanent 
memorial in the opening of C.H.N.E.F. House in Castlereagh Street, Sydney, a 
Church centre for the training of Christian Youth Leaders, where meals are also 
provided for those engaged in business in the City. Here Youth Organisations 
have a rallying centre and are able to find accommodation for their headquarters. 
This supplies a long felt need and although only recently opened is already proving 
of very great assistance in the work of the Church. ‘This centre is probably 
unique in the Anglican Communion. 

The New Australians.—The Jubilee of the Federation of the Common- 
wealth focused attention on Australia’s history and future potential. The 
merging of new migrants into the population is one of the great factors in the 
religious and sociological position today. The Archbishop of Melbourne has 
interpreted the situation in the following words :— 


“Until the new immigration policy brought many people from the European 
mainland, we were, on the whole, of one race, one speech, and one history. We 
have now to face the fact that we must blend into Australian life many people who 
come from other countries, with different backgrounds. 

** All of them have been cradled in the culture of the Christian West. They have 
lived in lands where there are glorious cathedrals, wonderful monuments, and a 
lovely and useful countryside. Music and the arts flourished in profusion. Though in 
many cases they have been through crises which are beyond our comprehension, 
they will always recall the beloved memories of their former heritage. Time tends to 
soften, or even obliterate, the memories of hardship and sorrow. All of us tend to 
add to the charm of things remembered from earlier days. Furthermore, we do not 
recollect that ‘the good old days’ were not without their troubles and had their 
own special handicaps. So, New Australians will glorify the past and contrast a 
non-existent earlier day with a present venture which is different, possibly lonely, 
and may be hard. If we are wise their children will learn to love not Latvia or 
Italy, not Holland or Scandinavia, but Australia. 

“That should challenge us to help in every effort to make them all, old and young, 
feel that they, with us, have a duty to each other and to those who pioneered this 
country, in the difficult and arduous days when men and women tamed the forests, 
drove their teams on unmade roads, suffered isolation and privation and turned 
emptyness into plenty, made the covered wagon into a home and around the home 
cleared a farm and made a garden. All of us, New and Old Australians, even if 
not churchgoing Christians, have our roots deep in the Christian literature, law and 
history. We have to live together ”’. 


The Diocese of Sydney has secured a splendid property known as “ Gilbulla” 
to be used as a Conference Centre for Diocesan and wider purposes.

The Church of the Province of 
New Zealand 


Tuer Church of the Province of New Zealand was established as an autonomous 
Church in full communion with the Church of England, when its Constitution was 
accepted in 1857. Certain of the clauses of the Constitution are termed funda- 
mental and it is not within the power of the General Synod or any Diocesan 
Synod to alter, add to, revoke or diminish any of them. The non-fundamental 
clauses can be altered by the General Synod after being first proposed in one 
General Synod, made known to the several Diocesan Synods, and finally agreed 
to in the meeting of the General Synod next ensuing. The Canons of the General 
Synod can be altered by the passing of a Statute. The Church of England Em- 
powering Act passed by the Parliament of New Zealand in 1928 gives certain 
powers to the General Synod for the alteration of the Authorised Version of the 
Bible and the Formularies of the Church. 

The controlling body of the Province is the General Synod, which under the 
Constitution meets in every third year, but there are provisions for meeting more 
frequently. While the General Synod is not in session there is a Standing Com- 
mittee which under the Canons must meet at least in every year in which General 
Synod does not meet. The General Synod is composed of the Bishop, three 
clergy and four laymen from each Diocese. 

The election of the Primate and Archbishop is made by General Synod after 
nomination by the Bench of Bishops. The nomination must be confirmed by 
both the clerical and lay representatives. If after a second nomination no election 
is made, the Senior Bishop becomes Acting Primate until General Synod elects a 
Primate. 

Each Diocese has its own Synod, which must meet once at least every year. 
Every act of the General Synod, of a Diocesan Synod, or of the Standing Com- 
mittee of either body, must be assented to by a majority of the Bishops and by a 
majority of the clergy and by a majority of the laity present in person. 

The Bishop of a diocese is chosen by the Diocesan Synod, but it may delegate 
its right of nomination to others. When a nomination has been made it is sub- 
mitted by the Primate to the Bishops of the Province to ascertain whether they 
have reason to disapprove. Before the invitation is sent to the nominee it 
must be confirmed by the Standing Committee of each diocese, or by the General 
Synod if in session. The consecration of a bishop-elect must take place within 
the Province of New Zealand. 

Vicars are appointed in one of two ways. In each diocese there is a Board 
of Nomination consisting of the Bishop, and two priests and two laymen elected 
triennially by the Diocesan Synod. ‘The vestry of each parish elects four persons 
annually to act as parochial nominators. On a vacancy occurring in a parish, 
the Board of Nomination and the Parochial Nominators meet together and 
nominate a priest to the Bishop to fill the vacant cure. 'The meeting is presided 
over by the Bishop and a nomination must be made by a majority of the whole 
of the members of the joint body. 

The vicar of a parish can only be removed therefrom for an ecclesiastical 
offence and upon a decision of some competent tribunal constituted by the 
General Synod. Appointments to parochial districts are made by the Board 
of Nomination in the absence of regulations of the Diocesan Synod. The licence 
of a vicar of a parochial district cannot be revoked by the Bishop without the 
consent of at least one-half of the other members of the Board. 
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MISSIONARY DIOCESES 


There are two missionary dioceses associated with the Church of the Province 
of New Zealand and under its general jurisdiction and control. These are the 
Dioceses of Melanesia and Polynesia. 

The Bishop of an associated Missionary Diocese is entitled to a seat in the 
General Synod with the right to speak and vote, and may appoint two clergymen 
and two laymen. The association of Missionary Dioceses is made upon certain 
conditions and the Canons of the Province do not apply except where provision 
to that effect is expressly made. A Bishop is appointed by the bench of bishops, 
but the priests engaged in the work of the Diocese may appoint a delegation to 
confer with the bench of bishops. A majority of the Diocesan Bishops must 
approve of the appointment. The consecration of the bishop-elect need not 
necessarily take place within the Province. 


MAORIS 


A great deal of work is carried out among the Maori race by the Church of 
the Province of New Zealand. The largest number of Maoris are resident in the 
North Island of New Zealand, but most of the Dioceses in New Zealand have 
special funds for such work. There are seven schools fer Maoris and scholar- 
ships are provided. Many are ordained to the priesthood for work among their 
own people, the number of clergymen being approximately forty. A member 
of the Maori race is appointed by the Bishops of the Dioceses of the North Island 
of New Zealand as Bishop of Aotearoa. The Bishop so appointed is a Suffragan 
Bishop to the Bishop of Waiapu, in whose Diocese the greatest number of Maoris 
live. The Bishops of the other dioceses may also give the Bishop of Aotearoa 
episcopal supervision of members of the Maori race in their own dioceses. The 
Bishop has a seat in General Synod with a right to speak and may vote as a 
clerical member if he is elected as a representative of a diocese. The first Bishop 
of Aotearoa (the Right Rev. F. A. Bennett) died in 1950 and the Rev. W. N. 
Panapa was consecrated Bishop in August, 1951. 


GENERAL 


There are many educational and other institutions in the Church of the 
Province of New Zealand. Children’s homes, rescue homes for girls, city 
missions, hostels for students, etc., all play an important part in the work of the 
Church. Many schools, both boys’ and girls’ secondary and primary, provide 
education with a religious background. Bible lessons are now given under the 
Nelson system by special teachers in most of the State Schools, but for many 
years this was not allowed. The teaching of doctrine is not permitted. 

Three theological colleges cater for the training of candidates for the ministry 
and most candidates sit for the examinations conducted by the New Zealand Board 
of Theological Studies. 

During the past few years a considerable number of new housing settlements 
have been established in the four main cities and these have presented many 
problems, especially in relation to the provision of new buildings. ‘The problem 
is being faced and many of the Dioceses are conducting appeals for funds to enable 
the work to be expanded. 

The foreign mission work of the Church of the Province of New Zealand is 
co-ordinated under the New Zealand Anglican Board of Missions. The work has 
been expanded by the appointment of a New Zealand priest as headmaster of St. 
Michael’s School, Kobe, Japan. He also acts as liaison officer between the 
Anglican churches in Japan and New Zealand. 

The Diocese of Christchurch, to commemorate one hundred years of Church 
life, held a Centennial Church Congress in May, 1950. The theme was “ God’s 
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Word and God’s World”, and the following overseas speakers took part: the 
Archbishops of Sydney and Brisbane, the Bishops of Goulburn, Kobe and Olympia 
(U.S.A.) and the Archdeacon of Manchester. 

In December, 1950, the Archbishop of Canterbury and Mrs. Fisher visited 
all the Dioceses. It was an historical occasion as it was the first time an Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury had visited New Zealand. The main purpose of the visit 
was to be present at the Centennial celebrations of Canterbury, N.Z., which was 
founded in 1850 as a Church of England settlement. At a Centennial Service of 
Thanksgiving held in Cathedral Square, Christchurch, on Sunday, December 17th, 
1950, at which all the Bishops of the Province were present, the Archbishop 
of Canterbury from an open-air pulpit addressed a congregation estimated at 


20,000-30,000.

The Church of the Province of the 
West Indies 


Political Changes.—There can be no understanding of the West Indian scene 
unless it is grasped that the Province is comprised of widely scattered colonies none 
of which has a trade balance on the right side. Experts have recommended mixed 
farming, mining the few minerals, new light industries and encouragement of the 
tourist trade. Unfortunately the rapid growth of population makes all such new 
ventures inadequate. The economic strain forces the West Indian to look for any 
political change likely to bring amelioration. Hence the growing support for 
federation and ultimate dominion status. 

Already an effort is being made to bring about unified public services, and a 
Customs union that should stimulate industrial development and, it is claimed, 
increase inter-island trade and raise the standard of living. The Bahamas stands 
aside from the movement. The Hast Indians of the Eastern Caribbean and the 
people of British Honduras are dubious. Elsewhere the growing national aspira- 
tions help forward the new policy. 

Trade has been prosperous in recent years. Revenue has increased threefold 
and sugar production by a third in ten years. Unfortunately over-production in 
the near future may cause a fall in prices. The plantations provide work for only 
eight months of the year and wages, still low, do not keep pace with the rising cost 
of commodities. Industrial unrest is never far away and racial feeling tends to 
exacerbate matters. It is more than six years since adult suffrage and a new consti- 
tution were granted to Jamaica in the hope that new responsibilities would bring a 
new outlook. At the time of writing an inquiry is being called for because the 
majority of voters are illiterate. 

Amid this atmosphere of change the Church’s emissaries have played a con- 
spicuous part, often unrecognised. Some of her leaders have kept in close touch 
with every movement and have spoken out strongly when the well-being of the 
people was at stake. 

Education.—Forty-four per cent. of the East Indians of British Guiana are 
illiterate. In some of the small islands the percentage is even higher. The Church 
everywhere strives to cope with an impossible situation. If only the money were 
forthcoming, tens of thousands of West Indian children could be given a Christian 
education. At Barataria, in Trinidad, a new annexe is to be built at the school 
founded by Archbishop Anstey. The school roll numbers 1,000, there is a waiting 
list of 200, and the district is still growing. In secondary education progress has 
been made at the school of the Sisters of Jesus the Good Shepherd, where buildings 
have had to be extended. The Sisters’ school, St. Gabriel’s, in British Guiana, was 
officially opened by His Excellency the Governor in September, 1950, and has since 
progressed wonderfully. 

Hurricanes and Earthquakes.—Tragedy hovers over all colonies in the hurricane 
belt. The Leeward Islands have suffered terribly from two hurricanes and 
a long series of earthquakes which have done untold damage. In the Antigua 
Diocese many of the poor live in two-roomed wooden shacks, ramshackle and 
rarely weather-proof. Devaluation has made the low standard of living worse. 
Two hurricanes of unusual violence flattened thousands of homes in two of the major 
islands. Crops were ruined; churches, schools, rectories, were destroyed or lost 
their roofs. The devastation was “ like the effects of a bad air raid.” Then the 
Island of Nevis recorded over 200 earthquakes, rocking the entire island. The 
diocese has emerged badly battered. The destruction, loss, want and misery from 
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these calamities were indescribable. 
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It will take many thousands of pounds and 


years of self-sacrifice to rebuild what has been lost in a few nights. 
The Future.—Most of the dioceses have been struggling to maintain their work 


in spite of the dearth of staff. 


In the Windward and Leeward Islands it has been 


necessary to overwork the clergy greviously. The cost of living has made it most 


difficult in every diocese to maintain clergymen at their posts.

priests are few it becomes increasingly difficult to hold the younger element. 

The two outstanding problems for the Church are: (a) the illegitimacy rate, 
which is the outcome of the days of slavery; and (b) the conversion of the Hindus, 


Muslims and Amerindians.

The Holy Catholic Church in China 


(CHUNG HUA SHENG KUNG HUI) 


ANGLICAN missionary work in China has a history of just over one hundred years, 
the pioneers being the Church Missionary Society and the American Church 
Mission, which both started work in China in 1844. The first Bishop of the 
Anglican Communion, the Right Rey. W. J. Boone of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America, arrived in Shanghai commissioned as 
“ Bishop of China” in 1844, Between 1844 and 1846, shortly after Hong Kong 
was ceded to Great Britain, the Rev. George Smith visited it and the new Treaty 
Ports. In 1849 he was consecrated as the first Bishop of Victoria, Hong Kong, 
with jurisdiction over all British Anglican work in China and Japan. In 1872 
Dr. Russell, of Ningpo, another C.M.S. missionary, was consecrated as Bishop of 
North China, the diocese which became in succession Mid-China and Chekiang. 

The Church in China, which now contains fourteen dioceses, is truly catholic 
in its origin. It is the fruit of the work of six Anglican missionary societies: the 
American Church Mission, the Church Missionary Society (with which the Dublin 
University Mission to Fukien is associated), the Society for the Propagation of the 
Gospel, the Church of England Zenana Missionary Society, the Canadian Church 
Missionary Society, the Bible Churchmen’s Missionary Society and also of a section 
of the China Inland Mission. The C.M.S. has worked in South China, Fukien, 
Chekiang, Kwangsi-Hunan, Western Szechwan, and Yun-Kwei; the S.P.G. in 
North China and Shantung; the American Church Mission in Shanghai, Hankow, 
and Anking; the Canadian Church in Honan; the Anglican missionaries of the 
China Inland Mission have been responsible for the diocese of Eastern Szechwan ; 
thd missionary district of Shensi is supported and staffed by the Church in China; 
the B.C.M.S. has had workers in South and West China. 
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In 1912 the Chung Hua Sheng Kung Hui was organised and its first Synod held 
at Shanghai. Its constitution was approved in 1916. In 1930 it was recognised 
by the Lambeth Conference as a constituent Church of the Anglican Communion. 
The first British bishop, elected and consecrated according to the Constitution 
and Canons of the C.H.S.K.H. was the Right Rev. John Curtis, D.D.; consecrated 
in 1929 as Bishop of Chekiang, who has since resigned. 

The former diocese of Victoria, Hong Kong, at one time covered South China, 
but. was reduced by the creation of the diocese of Yun-Kwei. It has now been 
further reduced by the formation of a new diocese of South China. While the 
Bishop of Hong Kong will not in future be connected with the House of Bishops of 
C.H.S.K.H. (which will thus be entirely Chinese) he intends to observe the faith, 
order and worship of this Province. 

The General Synod of the C.H.K.S.H. meets triennially. It consists of the 
House of Bishops and the House of Delegates (four clerical and four lay delegates 
appointed by each Diocesan Synod). At each General Synod the House of Bishops 
elects one of its number as Chairman, who acts as Presiding Bishop for a term of three 
years. During the war with Japan the regular triennial meetings had to be dis- 
continued since nine of the then thirteen dioceses were wholly or in part occupied 
by the Japanese. The General Synod met again, after a lapse of ten years, in 1947. 
But meanwhile, a central office for the C.H.S.K.H. had been opened in West China 
to facilitate the work of the Church and to act as a clearing house for information 
and for the co-ordination of finance and man-power. This experiment proved so 
valuable that the first post-war meeting of the House of Bishops (in Shanghai, 1946) 
decided to establish a Central Office of the C.H.S.K.H. with the Right Rev. 
Y. Y. Tsu, Assistant Bishop of South China and Hong Kong, as the first General 
Secretary, under the direction of the Chairman of the House. It was also agreed 
that Bishop Tsu serve concurrently as General Secretary of the Board of Missions, 
which is responsible for the missionary district of Shensi. Bishop Tsu has since 
resigned the office of Assistant Bishop, also the Secretaryship of the C.H.S.K.H., 
and the General Secretaryship of the Board of Missions. The Central Office is now 
at 152 Minghong Road, Shanghai. 

The House of Bishops also decided to re-organise the Central Theological School, 
the work of which had been disrupted by the war. Bishop T. K. Shen resigned 
from the diocese of Shensi to take up the position of Dean of the School. The Right 
Rev. Lindel Tsen resigned as Presiding Bishop and Chairman of the House of Bishops 
in December, 1949. The Right Rev. Robin T. S. Chen, D.D., succeeded him. 

The Present and Future. At the time of writing (May, 1951), the mainland of 
China is under the ‘* People’s Government ”’ set up on October Ist, 1949, which is a 
coalition government of a number of political groups, the Communist Party being 
the dominating influence. 

A clause in the new Constitution guarantees religious freedom. In most areas 
this is being observed. In many areas civil officials are friendly. But the attitude 
of the local officials and the calibre of the local Church leaders seem to be the 
determining factors. 

Churches, the only large buildings in many towns, are sometimes used for “‘ in- 
doctrination ” classes by officials of the new régime, but they remain available for 
Sunday Services. In some places clergy, especially during “*land reform”, are being 
required to obtain permission from the authorities to hold services and meetings. 

Taxation of schools and hospitals is heavy, but not discriminatory against 
Christian institutions (which in some cases have had taxes reduced or remitted). 
Many institutions are in consequence facing financial crises and have had to seek 
Government aid to carry on and suffer restriction of Christian activities. 

Christian teaching is not permitted in Primary or Lower Middle Schools, but 
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in Senior Middle Schools and in Universities it may be given on a voluntary basis. 
Teachers have to attend “‘ indoctrination classes.”’ 

For some time past missionaries have been unable to travel outside their cities 
of residence, without special permits, which are hard to get. Chinese also must 
have travel permits before going any distance. The reason for these restrictions 
is that they are security measures in view of the prevalence of banditry in country 
districts. 

The Christian ministry is not commonly accepted as a productive occupation and 
in some places clergy have to register in another capacity. 

Hope for the future is encouraged by the willingness of able Chinese to accept 
positions of leadership in the Church, by the readiness of Church leaders and 
scholars to adopt a manual trade in order to continue their work, by the stead- 
fastness of the clergy, by the number of students in the theological colleges, and by 
the number of Baptisms and Confirmations. 

There is little sign of despair among Chinese Christians, or of discouragement. 
On the contrary many of them regard the present situation as a challenge to their 
faith and some see in it a new opportunity. 

At the time of writing an almost total withdrawal of missionaries is taking place 
as the presence of American or British fellow-workers makes the day by day working 
of the Church more difficult for the Chinese bishops and others. The use of money 
help from the United States or the United Kingdom is deprecated by the authori- 
ties, and the dioceses are moving towards self-support and asking that this help 
should be discontinued . 

The Church in China needs our continued support in prayer that it may witness 
a good confession in these difficult times.

Japan Holy Catholic Church 


(NIPPON SEI KO KWAI) 


THE reference made in the last Year-Book to spiritual progress in Nippon Sei Ko 
Kwai is confirmed by recent news. A comparison of the latest statistics with those 
of 1939 shows real advance. The number of adult baptisms has more than doubled 
and there has been a still greater increase in the number of those confirmed. These 
figures bear out the reports which come to hand from many districts telling of the 
greater spirit of enquiry that is abroad in the land. 

Financial Problems. Economic conditions still create grave problems. Be- 
fore the war there was one ordained man for every 50 actual communicants. Immed- 
iately after the war the latter figure had fallen to 25; but even if it should return to 
fifty within the next few years, an acute problem will remain. It is no easy matter 
for that number of communicants to support a pastor when, in many households, 
there may be several communicants but only one wage-earner. 

Up to 1940 help with certain stipends came from the missions. Then came 
the war when circumstances forced many pastors into secular work. Now, witha 
new opportunity before the Church, the problem can be seen in all its acuteness. 
When pastoral work should be a whole-time job, a considerable proportion of the 
clergy still engage in ‘“‘ outside work” to supplement the meagre stipends which 
the congregations can pay. 

The mother Churches undertook to find the stipends of the ten diocesan bishops 
for six years beginning with 1947. Some other source must be planned for sub- 
sequent years, but it is hard to see how a Church with the membership of N.S.K.K. 
can undertake this in addition to the support of its clergy. To the honour of its 
leaders be it said that these financial matters do not loom large in their letters. 

Theological Training. In spite of poverty the parsonage continues to supply 
a good proportion of those who enter the Central Theological College to prepare for 
ordination. The average age of the clergy is so high that there is real need to 
recruit younger men and, in one way or another, room is found for all who are 
ordained. The staff of the college has been re-organised with Dr. Shunji F. Nishi 
(an American citizen) as principal, supported by Japanese and foreign colleagues. 
The Church of England is still represented by the Rev. C. J. Hammer who, with his 
wife, lives in one of the houses in the ample grounds of the college. 

Quite a number of men are enjoying post-ordination courses in England, Canada 
and the United States and, in this way, are able to strengthen the ties with other 
Provinces of the Anglican Communion. 

Missionary Staffing, etc. One of the requests made by the House of Bishops 
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through the Anglican Commission of 1946 was that the mother Churches should 
be represented by certain liaison missionaries or counsellors. Of the four so ac- 
credited in the following year, two (the representatives of the Churches in Canada and 
the United States) have become assistant bishops and so have still closer assoc- 
jations with N.S.K.K. in all its counsels. Of the two representing the Church of 
England, one has died and the other has now retired. So far no successors have 
been appointed, and it may be that this temporary arrangement will now lapse. 

The Church of England contribution in personnel is now (July, 1951) two priests, 
one layman about to retire and a handful of women: a small company indeed, to 
match the greatness of the opportunity. Happily, Canada and America are well 
represented and Australia and New Zealand have made post-war contributions. 
The main responsibility rests, of course, upon the Japanese bishops and clergy, as 
whose colleagues the missionaries are only too happy to serve. 

At a conference of Anglican missionaries in January to consult with the bishops 
about the help which the missionaries could best give at this time, there was full 
interchange of opinion and the conference proved such a useful experience that a 
continuation committee was set up. 

The third tour of the Presiding Bishop has been described in a book entitled 
“O Australia.” This came to the notice of one of the Princes, who was pleased to 
recommend it. Emboldened by this, Dr. Yashiro sought an interview, which re- 
sulted in a promise by the Prince to go to Kobe to lay the foundation stone for the 
junior college department of Shoin Academy and to see something of the kinder- 
garten work of the Church. Careful arrangements were made for this unprece- 
dented visit, but the Dowager Empress died, the Court went into mourning and the 
visit was of necessity cancelled, to the grievous disappointment of thousands. 

There seems to be need of a reminder that, all told, there are only some four 
hundred thousand baptised Christians in Japan, of whom one twelfth or, at most, one 
tenth, are on the rolls of N.S.K.K.

The Church of the Province of 
West Africa 


On April 15th, 1951, with the consent of the Archbishop of Canterbury and 
according to Articles submitted by him after consultation with the dioceses con- 
cerned, the Diocesan Bishops of five West African dioceses holding mission from 
the see of Canterbury “‘ solemnly decreed and declared ’’ that their dioceses were 
by their 
‘‘act and determination united in the Province of West Africa with the intention 
that its organisation should be developed in accordance with the Articles hereinafter 


contained as a Province of the Catholic Church in full communion with the Church 
of England and with the Anglican Communion of Churches ’’. 


The Archbishop of Canterbury relinquished his metropolitical jurisdiction under 
the Articles, retaining certain powers during an interim period until a full Prov- 
incial Synod with three Houses of Bishops, Clergy and Laity should be brought 
into being. Thereafter, in the words of the Archbishop, the Province will be, 
“under God and with due regard to the whole Anglican Communion of which 
it is a part, entirely responsible for its future ordering”’. The Archbishop also 
expressed the hope that the diocese of Liberia might join the Province. He 
stated that this matter was “ being submitted to the Bishop of Liberia and the 
Presiding Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of 
America for their consideration ”’. 

The Articles make special provision for the Provincial Synod of the Church 
of the Province to have power to divide the Church into separate Provinces, 
related to one another within the Church; to admit new dioceses; and to 
authorise the creation of Missionary Dioceses or Missionary Areas. 

Life in West Africa is undergoing many changes simultaneously, some of 
them profound. It would be easy to illustrate this from the working of the 
new constitutions in Nigeria and the Gold Coast, or of the institutions for higher 
education, with their enhanced status ; and it seems probable that further rapid 
changes will follow. All this must present the Church with new problems ; 
and the new local autonomy in Church affairs should not only be consonant 
with the maturing independence and dignity of these Dependencies, but also 
enable the Church to take locally and more flexibly whatever decisions may be 
called for. The experiment will be watched sympathetically in many lands and 
a prayers of the whole Anglican Communion will be with this youngest of her

East Africa 


Tue following are extra-provincial Dioceses in East Africa under the metropolitical 
jurisdiction of the Archbishop of Canterbury. Masasi, Northern Rhodesia, Nyasa- 
land and Zanzibar are supported by U.M.C.A.; Mombasa, Uganda and the Upper 
Nile by C.M.S.; and Central Tanganyika by the Australian C.M.S. The Church 
in all of them is called to redoubled effort in order to meet the situation created by 
rapid economic and political development and by the insistent demand for increased 
educational, medical and social welfare services. 

The Church also has a very special contribution to make towards the creation 
of the right relationships between Europeans and Africans. It is essential for the 
well-being of both that there should be mutual respect, harmony and ready co- 
operation between them, but in fact tension is growing and the full influence of 
Christianity is needed if they are to be brought together in friendship. 

Plans are being made for the creation of a new Province of Central Africa. 
This will include the dioceses of Northern Rhodesia and Nyasaland, together with 
the two dioceses into which Southern Rhodesia is to be divided. The new Arch- 
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bishopric will not be attached permanently to any one See; the Archbishop, when 


elected, will retain his own diocese.

The Church of South India 


(Not part of the Anglican Communion.) 


THE going out of four dioceses from the Anglican Communion in September, 
1947, to join with hitherto non-episcopal bodies in forming the Church of 
South India, was an event in the history of Christendom the results of which will 
be watched with anxious prayer by all Anglicans, and especially by members of 
the Church of India, Burma, and Ceylon. It followed the acceptance in September, 
1946, of the Scheme of Union by the South India United Church; and the Resolu- 
tion in January, 1947, of the General Council of the Church of India, Burma, and 
Ceylon. 

At that meeting the four dioceses of Madras, Travancore, Tinnevelly and 
Dornakal were given their freedom to unite with the Methodist Church and South 
India United Church to form the Church of South India. For the time being, 
these dioceses with their bishops and clergy have ceased to be part of what is 
now the Church of India, Pakistan, Burma and Ceylon, and of the Anglican 
Communion. 

The inauguration of the South Indian Church took place in September, 1947. 
The four ex-Anglican Bishops retained their sees. The diocesan Bishops of the 
United Church number eight Europeans and six Indians. Of the fourteen, seven 
were Anglican and seven Free Churchmen. We give below a list of the dioceses 
that have been created. 

For the comments of the Lambeth Conference of 1948 upon the Church of 
South India, see Resolutions 52-55 of the Report of the Conference. [The most 
important resolutions (52 and 53) will be found on p. 300 of the 1949 issue of 
The Official Year-Book.] 

The growing together of a truly United Church must be a matter of time, 
and steady progress has been made. There is at present little fear of Anglican 
congregations departing from their former traditions, but the problem of staffing 
such churches in the future may be difficult unless more men at home are pre- 
pared to offer to serve in the Church of South India and thereby help in bringing 
her into full communion with the rest of the Anglican Communion.

THE CONSTITUTION 


1. There shall be a National Assembly of the Church of 
England (hereinafter called ‘‘ the Assembly ’’) to deliberate on 
all matters concerning the Church of England and to make 
provision in respect thereof. 


2. The Assembly shall consist of three Houses : The House 
of Bishops, the House of Clergy, and the House of Laity. 


3. The House of Bishops shall consist of the members for 
the time being of the Upper Houses of the Convocations of 
Canterbury and York. 


4. The House of Clergy shall consist of the members for the 
time being of the Lower Houses of the Convocations of Canterbury 
and York. 


5. The members of the Houses of Bishops and Clergy shall 
continue to be members of the Assembly after the dissolution 
of the Convocations until the new Convocations come into 
being. 

6. The House of Laity shall consist of representatives of the 
Laity of the Provinces of Canterbury and York elected in 
accordance with the provisions of the Schedule to this Constitu- 
tion. There shall be an election to the House of Laity every 
five years at such time as the Assembly appoints, or in the 
absence of such appointment, as the Archbishops of Canterbury 
and York direct. 


7. The Assembly shall meet in session at least once a year, 
and at such times and places as the Assembly provides, or, in 
the absence of such provision, as the Archbishops of Canterbury 
and York direct. 

8. The Archbishop of Canterbury, or in his absence the 
Archbishop of York, or in his absence the Bishop next in 
precedence present and willing to act, shall be chairman of 
meetings of the Assembly and of the House of Bishops when 
sitting separately or with another House. 

9g. The House of Clergy and the House of Laity shall each 
elect a chairman to preside over them. When they sit together 
they shall elect a chairman for the occasion, 
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10. Nothing (except what relates only to the conduct of Voting. 
business) shall be deemed to be finally passed by the Assembly 
which has not received the assent of a majority of the members 
present and voting of each of the three Houses sitting together 
or separately; and accordingly at sittings of the Assembly, or 
of any two Houses :— 


(1) any motion relating solely to the course of business 
or procedure shall be determined by a show of hands; 


(2) any other motion may be similarly determined unless 
any ten members present demand a division by Houses, 
in which case the motion shall be lost unless it is carried 
by a majority of the members of each House present 
and voting. 


11. The Assembly shall appoint a “ Legislative Committee,’’ Legislative 
including members of all three Houses, to whom all Measures Committee. 
which it is desired should pass into law shall be referred. The 
Legislative Committee shall thereupon take such action as may 
be authorised by statute in order that such Measure may become 
law. 


12. The Assembly may make, revoke, or alter standing orders, Standing 
consistent with this Constitution, for the conduct of elections Orders. 
and for the meetings, procedure, and business of the Assembly, 
and for joint sittings of any two Houses. 


13. Subject to this Constitution and to any standing orders 
from time to time made by the Assembly with reference thereto, 
the business and procedure at any meeting of the Assembly, 
or of any two Houses sitting together, or of any House sitting 
separately, shall be regulated by the chairman thereof. 


14. The functions of the Assembly shall be as follows :— 


(1) The Assembly shall be free to discuss any proposal] Functions 
concerning the Church of England and to make pro- of the 
vision in respect thereof, and where such provision “sse™>ly. 
requires Parliamentary sanction the authority of 
Parliament shall be sought in such manner as may be 
prescribed by statute : 


Provided that any Measure touching doctrinal 
formule or the services or ceremonies of the Church 
of England or the administration of the Sacraments 
or sacred rites thereof shall be debated and voted 
upon by each of the three Houses sitting separately, 
and shall then be either accepted or rejected by the 
Assembly in the terms in which it is finally proposed 
by the House of Bishops. 
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(2) The Assembly or any of the three Houses thereof may 
debate and formulate its judgment by resolution upon 
any matter concerning the Church of England or other- 
wise of religious or public interest : 


Provided that it does not belong to the functions of 
the Assembly to issue any statement purporting to 
define the doctrine of the Church of England on any 
question of theology, and no such statement shall be 
issued by the Assembly. 


15. Nothing in this Constitution shall be deemed to diminish 
or derogate from any of the powers belonging to the Convocations 
of the Provinces of Canterbury and York or of any House thereof; 
nor shall the Assembly exercise any power or perform any 
function distinctively belonging to the Bishops in right of their 
episcopal office. 

16. Any question concerning the interpretation of this Consti- 
tution shall be referred to the Archbishops of Canterbury and 
York and by them decided. 


17. In the event of the Assembly receiving statutory powers 
in regard to legislation, it shall, before entering on any other 
legislative business, make further provision for the self-govern- 
ment of the Church by passing through the Assembly Measures— 

(a) declaring that the Convocations of Canterbury and 
York have power, by canon lawfully passed and 
promulged, to amend the Constitution of the Lower 
Houses thereof ; 

(b) conferring upon the Parochial Church Councils consti- 
tuted under the Schedule to this Constitution such 
powers as the Assembly may determine.

Church of England Assembly (Powers) Act, 1919 


Church of England Assembly (Powers) Act, 
1919 


An Act to confer powers on the National Assembly of the 
Church of England constituted in accordance with the consti- 
tution attached as an Appendix to the Addresses presented 
to His Majesty by the Convocations of Canterbury and York 
on the tenth day of May nineteen hundred and nineteen, and 
for other purposes connected therewith. [23rd December, 
1919.] 

WHEREAS the Convocations of Canterbury and York 
have recommended in Addresses presented to His Majesty on 
the tenth day of May nineteen hundred and nineteen, that, 
subject to the control and authority of His Majesty and of the 
two Houses of Parliament, powers in regard to legislation 
touching matters concerning the Church of England shall be 
conferred on the National Assembly of the Church of England 
constituted in the manner set forth in identical terms in the 
Appendix attached to their several Addresses : 


And whereas it is expedient, subject to such control and 
authority as aforesaid, that such powers should be conferred on 
the Church Assembly so constituted : 

Be it therefore enacted by the King’s most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parlia- 
ment assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows :— 


I. In this Act— 

(1) “The National Assembly of the Church of England ”’ 
(hereinafter called ‘‘ the Church Assembly ’’) means 
the Assembly constituted in accordance with the Con- 
stitution set forth in the Appendix to the Addresses 
presented to His Majesty by the Convocations of 
Canterbury and York on the tenth day of May 
nineteen hundred and nineteen, and laid before both 
Houses of Parliament ; 


(2) ““ The Constitution’’ means the Constitution of the 
Church Assembly set forth in the Appendix to the 
Addresses presented by the Convocations of Canter- 
bury and York to His Majesty as aforesaid ; * 

(3) ‘‘ The Legislative Committee ’’ means the Legislative 
Committee of the Church Assembly appointed in 
accordance with the provisions of the Constitution ; 


* See Section three (1) of the Representation of the Laity Measure, 
1929, p- 449. 
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(4) ‘‘ The Ecclesiastical Committee ’’ means the Committee 
established as provided in section two of this Act; 


(5) ‘‘ Measure’”’ means a legislative measure intended to 
receive the Royal Assent and to have effect as an 
Act of Parliament in accordance with the provisions 
of this Act. 


2.—(1) There shall be a Committee of members of both 
Houses of Parliament styled ‘“‘ The Ecclesiastical Committee.” 


(2) The Ecclesiastical Committee shall consist of fifteen 
members of the House of Lords, nominated by the Lord Chan- 
cellor, and fifteen members of the House of Commons, nominated 
by the Speaker of the House of Commons, to be appointed on 
the passing of this Act, to serve for the duration of the present 
Parliament and thereafter to be appointed at the commence- 
ment of each Parliament to serve for the duration of that 
Parliament. 


Any casual vacancy occurring by the reason of the death, 
resignation, or incapacity of a member of the Ecclesiastical 
Committee shall be filled by the nomination of a member by 
the Lord Chancellor or the Speaker of the House of Commons, 
as the case may be. 


(3) The powers and duties of the Ecclesiastical Committee 
may be exercised and discharged by any twelve members thereof, 
and the Committee shall be entitled to sit and to transact business 
whether Parliament be sitting or not, and notwithstanding a 
vacancy in the membership of the Committee. Subject to the 
provisions of this Act, the Ecclesiastical Committee may regulate 
its own procedure. 


3.—(1) Every measure passed by the Church Assembly shall 
be submitted by the Legislative Committee to the Ecclesiastical 
Committee, together with such comments and explanations as 
the Legislative Committee may deem it expedient or be directed 
by the Church Assembly to add. 


(2) The Ecclesiastical Committee shall thereupon consider 
the measure so submitted to it, and may, at any time during 
such consideration, either of its own motion or at. the request 
of the Legislative Committee, invite the Legislative Committee 
to a conference ‘to discuss the provisions thereof, and thereupon 
a conference of the two committees shall be held accordingly. 


(3) After considering the measure, the Ecclesiastical Com- 
mittee shall draft a report thereon to Parliament stating the 
nature and legal effect of the measure, and its views as to the 
expediency thereof, especially with relation to the constitutional 
rights of all His Majesty’s subjects. 


(4) The Ecclesiastical Committee. shall communicate its 
report in draft to the Legislative Committee, but shall not 
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present it to Parliament until the Legislative Committee signify 
its desire that it should be so presented. 


(5) At any time before the presentation of the report to 
Parliament the Legislative Committee may, either on its own 
motion or by direction of the Church Assembly, withdraw a 
measure from further consideration by the Ecclesiastical Com- 
mittee; but the Legislative Committee shall have no power to 
vary a measure of the Church Assembly either before or after 
conference with the Ecclesiastical Committee. 


(6) A measure may relate to any matter concerning the 
Church of England, and may extend to the amendment or 
repeal in whole or in part of any Act of Parliament, including 
this Act : 


Provided that a measure shall not make any alteration in 
the composition or powers or duties of the Ecclesiastical Com- 
mittee, or in the procedure in Parliament prescribed by section 
four of this Act. 


(7) No proceedings of the Church Assembly in relation to a 
measure shall be invalidated by any vacancy in the member- 
ship of the Church Assembly or by any defect in the qualifica- 
tion or election of any member thereof. 


4. When the Ecclesiastical Committee shall have reported Procedure on 
to Parliament on any measure submitted by the Legislative saci 
Committee, the report, together with the text of such measure, by ths Fotke- 
shall be laid before both Houses of Parliament forthwith, if siastical 
Parliament be then sitting, or, if not, then immediately after Committee. 
the next meeting of Parliament, and thereupon, on a resolution 
being passed by each House of Parliament directing that such 
measure in the form laid before Parliament should be presented 
to His Majesty, such measure shall be presented to His Majesty, 
and shall have the force and effect of an Act of Parliament on 
the Royal Assent being signified thereto in the same manner as 
to Acts of Parliament : 


Provided that, if upon a measure being laid before Parliament 
the Chairman of Committees of the House of Lords and the 
Chairman of Ways and Means in the House of Commons acting 
in consultation, shall be of opinion that the measure deals with 
two or more different subjects which might be more properly 
divided, they may, by joint agreement, divide the measure into 
two or more separate measures accordingly, and thereupon this 
section shall have effect as if each of the measures resulting from 
such division had been laid before Parliament as a separate 
measure. 


5. This Act may be cited as the Church of England Assembly Short Title 
(Powers) Act, 1919.

commemorating the original building 
of the, Hall and its restoration after 
destruction by enemy action. 


Church of England Pensions Board 


(Powers) Measure, 195-. [C.A. 
981] 
§ 1595. This Measure, which was 


prepared by the Church of England 
Pensions Board and introduced on the 
‘recommendation of the Standing Com- 
mittee, was Generally Approved on the 
motion of the Archdeacon of Manchester 
(the Ven. A. S. Bean) and committed to 
an Appointed Committee. 


Benefices (Stabilization of Incomes) 
Measure, 195-. [C.A. 969] 

§ 1596. This Measure, which had 
been Generally Approved at the 
Autumn Session, 1950 (§ 1583), was 
considered for Revision and at the next 
sitting was Finally Approved without 
amendment. 


Deaconesses’ and Lay Workers’ Pensions 
Measure, 195-. [C.A. 923C] 

§ 1597. This Measure, which had 
been considered for Revision at the 
Summer Session, 1950 (§ 1563), was 
reported with amendments by the Com- 
mittee to which it was referred. A 
motion moved by Mr. W. H. Coles was 
substantially amended on the motion of 
the Bishop of Gloucester (Dr. Wood- 
ward), and carried in the following 
form :— 

That the Assembly desires that the 

Deaconesses’ and Lay Workers’ Pen- 


sions Measure shall provide that the 
pensionable age for all persons 
affected by the Measure shall be as 
follows :— 
(a) Women workers—60 years. 
(6) Men workers—65 years. 
The Measure was then further con- 
sidered for Revision, amended and re- 
committed to an Appointed Committee. 


Report of the Council for Ecumenical 
Co-operation. [C.A. 983] 

§ 1598. This Report, which was 
presented by the Bishop of London 
(Dr. Wand), was received and it was 
resolved :— 

That the Church Assembly instructs 
the Central Board ‘of Finance to 
formulate a money resolution to 
provide a sum of £500 in 1951 towards 
the payment of the expenses of Church 
of England delegates in attending 
meetings of the World Council of 
Churches and its Committees. 


Annual Report of the Missionary Coun- 
cil.

That the Constitution of the Mis- 
sionary Council approved by the

(a) The Council shall appoint 
an Executive Committee con- 
sisting of not more than 15 mem- 
bers of whom a majority shall be 
members of the Church Assembly. 
The Executive Committee shall 
be responsible for the expendi- 
ture of all moneys voted by the 
Church Assembly and shall be the 
sole authority for authorising 
expenditure of the Council’s 
funds. The Executive Com- 
mittee shall also be responsible 
for forming and laying before the 
Central Board of Finance for its 
consideration, not later than the 
first day of March in each year, 
an estimate of the expenditure 
required for the calendar year 
next ensuing.” 


Central Readers’ Board 
§ 1600. On the motion of the Bishop 


of Hereford (Dr. Longworth), seconded 
by Mr. E. P. Poole, it was resolved :— 


That having regard to the resolu- 
tions passed by the Assembly at the 
Spring Session, 1932, commending 
the work of the Central Readers’ 
Board as worthy of the support of the 
Church and requesting the Central 
Board of Finance to consider the 
possibility of granting assistance to 
that Board, the Assembly confirms 
these resolutions and instructs the 
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Central Board of Finance to formulate 
a money resolution so as to provide 
a sum not exceeding £500 per annum. 


Archbishop Germanos

That the Assembly affirming its 
conviction of the supreme value to 
mankind of the spiritual inheritance of 
Europe embodied in the belief in the 
sacredness of human personality and 
the absolute claims of truth, justice, 
freedom and love; convinced that 
this belief utterly depends on the 
acknowledgment of God as _ the 
Creator, Ruler, Judge and Saviour of 
mankind; recognising that this 
belief is gravely menaced both by the 
passionate propagation of and by the 
practical acquiescence in a belief in a 
world order wholly materialistic in 
conception, denying the spiritual 
nature of man, and despising absolute 
morality, urges all members of the 
Church of England to strengthen the 
bonds which bind them to all who 
share their faith whether on the 
Continent of Europe or in Great 
Britain or elsewhere.

SUMMARY OF CHURCH ASSEMBLY MEASURES 
WHICH HAVE RECEIVED ROYAL ASSENT, 1920-51 


(Titles of those since repealed are in square brackets.) 


1920 


1. Convocations of the Clergy Measure, 1920, declares that the 
Convocations of Canterbury and York have power to make canons 
for amending the constitution of their two Lower Houses. (Royal 
Assent, December 23rd, 1920.) 


1921 


2. Parochial Church Councils (Powers) Measure, 1921, confers 
statutory powers on the Parochial Church Councils constituted under 
the Schedule to the Constitution of the Assembly. (Royal Assent, 
July Ist, 1921.) 

3. Ecclesiastical Commissioners Measure, 1921, amends the Kcclesi- 
astical Commissioners Act, 1840, so as to enable the Commissioners to 
apply their Common Fund to granting pensions to clergy of all classes, 
whether beneficed or unbeneficed. (Royal Assent, July 28th, 1921.) 

4. [Union of Benefices Measure, 1921]. (Repealed by the Statute 
Law Revision Act, 1950.) 

1922 


5. [Representation of the Laity (Amendment) Measure, 1922]. 
(Repealed by the Representation of the Laity Measure, 1929.) 

6. [Pluralities Act, 1838 (Amendment) Measure, 1922]. (Repealed 
by the Statute Law Revision Act, 1950.) 

7. Revised Tables of Lessons Measure, 1922, authorises the use in 
churches, at the discretion of the minister, of the revised Tables of 
Lessons, in place of the Tables contained in the Book of Common 
Prayer. (Royal Assent, August 4th, 1922.) 


1928-24 


8. Benefices Act, 1898 (Amendment) Measure, 1923, makes rights 
of patronage of a benefice incapable of sale after two vacancies from 
the date of the passing of the Measure, 7.e. the date on which it received 
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Royal Assent (July 14th, 1924). For Rules see Benefices Rules 1926, 
S.R. & O. 357 as amended by S.R. & O. 1933, No. 1148/35. 

9. Union of Benefices Measure, 1923, provides permanent machinery 
for carrying into effect the union of benefices. (Royal Assent, July 
14th, 1924.) For Rules see Union of Benefices Rules 1926, S.R. & 
O. 967 and additional Rules, S.R. & O. 1930, No. 188. 

10. Ecclesiastical Dilapidations Measure, 1923, sets up a new 
system of dealing with dilapidations on the property of benefices in 
the Church of England based on an annual assessment on the incumbent 
in place of the unlimited and irregular liability to which he was subject 
under the old law. (Royal Assent, July 14th, 1924.) 

11. Bishopric of Blackburn Measure, 1928, provides for the division 
of the diocese of Manchester into two parts by the constitution of 
a diocese of Blackburn consisting of the two archdeaconries of Lancaster 
and Blackburn. (Royal Assent, July 14th, 1924.) 

12. Diocese of Southwell (Division) Measure, 1923, provides for the 
division of the diocese of Southwell into two parts by the constitution 
of a diocese of Derby. Each of the two dioceses consists of one 
county—Southwell of Nottingham and Derby of Derbyshire. (Royal 
Assent, July 14th, 1924.) 

13. Diocese of Winchester (Division) Measure, 1928, provides for 
the division of the diocese of Winchester into three parts by the 
constitution of the dioceses of Portsmouth and Guildford. (Royal 
Assent, August Ist, 1924.) 


1925 


14. Interpretation Measure, 1925, applies the Interpretation Act, 
1889, to Measures passed by the Church Assembly under the pro- 
visions of the Church of England Assembly (Powers) Act, 1919, and 
contains various definitions which are frequently found necessary in 
Measures passed by the Assembly. (Royal Assent, May 28th, 1925.) 

15. Bishopric of Leicester Measure, 1925, provides for the division 
of the existing diocese of Peterborough into two parts by the con- 
stitution of a diocese of Leicester. The proposed division makes one 
diocese of the county of Leicester, and another of the counties of 
Northampton and Rutland. (Royal Assent, July 31st, 1925.) 

16. Diocesan Boards of Finance Measure, 1925, provides for uni- 
formity in the powers and constitution of Diocesan Boards of Finance, 
and for their incorporation by law. (Royal Assent, December 22nd, 
1925.) 


1926 


17. Brislington Parishes (Transfer) Measure, 1926, transfers the 
two parishes of Brislington St. Anne and Brislington St. Luke from the 
diocese of Bath and Wells to the diocese of Bristol. (Royal Assent, 
March 26th, 1926.) 
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18. Rural Deaneries of Pontefract and Hemsworth (Transfer) 
Measure, 1926, transfers the rural deaneries of Pontefract and Hems- 
worth, comprising thirty-five large parishes, from the diocese of York 
to the diocese of Wakefield. (Royal Assent, March 26th, 1926.) 

19. Parish of Manchester Division Act, 1850 (Amendment) Measure, 
1926. The main object of this Measure is to sever four canonries of 
Manchester Cathedral from the benefices which are annexed to them 
under the Parish of Manchester Division Act, 1850. (Royal Assent, 
April 29th, 1926.) 

20. Ecclesiastical Commissioners Measure, 1926, empowers the 
Keclesiastical Commissioners to make payments out of their Common 
Fund towards the augmentation or endowment of archdeaconries, 
the endowment of new bishoprics, the payment, in certain cases, of 
bishops’ costs in legal proceedings, and the upkeep and repair of 
Lambeth Palace and other episcopal residences. (Royal Assent, 
July 15th, 1926.) 

21. First Fruits and Tenths Measure, 1926, extinguishes first fruits 
and tenths with the exception of those paid by sinecures and a few 
lay impropriators. (Royal Assent, July 15th, 1926. Appointed Day, 
July 16th, 1926.) 

22. [Clergy Pensions Measure, 1926]. (Repealed by the Clergy 
Pensions Measure, 1948.) 

23. Episcopal Pensions Measure, 1926, establishes a system of 
pensions for diocesan bishops in England. (Royal Assent, December 
15th, 1926.) 

24. Benefices (Ecclesiastical Duties) Measure, 1926, consolidates 
and amends the administrative procedure available in cases where 
the ecclesiastical duties of a benefice are inadequately performed, 
either with or without “ negligence’ on the part of the incumbent. 
(Royal Assent, December 15th, 1926. Partly repealed by the Incum- 
bents (Discipline) Measure, 1947.) For Rules see Benefices (Kcclesias- 
tical Duties) Rules 1928, S.R. & O. No. 406/L. 17. 


1927 


25. Indian Church Measure, 1927, provides for the dissolution of 
the legal union between the Church of England and the Church of 
England in India, and for the last-mentioned Church becoming a 
voluntary association legally entitled to manage its own affairs (on 
the basis of “consensual compact ’’) like other Churches in the same 
communion in the self-governing Dominions, the United States, China, 
and Japan. (Royal Assent, November 23rd, 1927.) Came into oper- 
ation, January Ist, 1928 (S.R.O. 1927 No. 1231). 

26. [Clergy Pensions (Amendment) Measure, 1927]. (Repealed by 
the Clergy Pensions Measure, 1948.) 

27. New Dioceses (Transitional Provisions) Measure, 1927, enables 
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the Church Assembly to meet certain purely temporary difficulties 
which arise upon the formation of new bishoprics with regard to— 
(a) the representation of the new dioceses concerned in the 
House of Laity of the Church Assembly, and 
(6) the constitution (or re-constitution) of their Diocesan 
Conferences. (Royal Assent, November 23rd, 1927.) 


1928 


28. Ecclesiastical Commissioners (Provision for Unbeneficed Clergy) 
Measure, 1928, extends the powers of the Kcclesiastical Commissioners 
so as to enable them, if they think fit, to make grants out of their 
Common Fund, by way of additional stipend or otherwise, to elderly 
unbeneficed clergymen holding curacies or doing work of a like nature. 
(Royal Assent, July 2nd, 1928.) 

29. Tithe (Administration of Trusts) Measure, 1928, makes the 
position of tithe-owning clergy easier by providing for equal quarterly 
payments of tithe. This is done by an arrangement between the 
Governors of Queen Anne’s Bounty and the Ecclesiastical Commission 
providing for advances to enable the Governors to pay to incumbents, 
whose tithe is being collected through the Area Committees established 
under the Tithe Act, 1925, quarterly sums on account of such tithe 
independently of the time of collection. (Royal Assent, August 3rd, 
1928. Appointed Day, September 30th, 1928.) 

30. [Clergy Pensions (Amendment) Measure, 1928]. (Repealed by 
the Clergy Pensions Measure, 1948.) 


1929 


31. Parochial Registers and Records Measure, 1929, provides for 
the better care, in certain cases, of Parochial Registers and other 
records in ecclesiastical custody. (Royal Assent, May 10th, 1929.) 

32. Representation of the Laity Measure, 1929, repeals the existing 
Rules contained in the schedule to the Constitution of the Church 
Assembly, as well as the Representation of the Laity (Amendment) 
Measure, 1922, and substitutes therefor a new set of Rules which 
are exhibited as a schedule to the present Measure. (Royal Assent, 
May 10th, 1929.) 

33. Ecclesiastical Dilapidations (Amendment) Measure, 1929, amends 
the Keclesiastical Dilapidations Measure, 1923. Most of the amend- 
ments deal with matters of administrative detail, and are the outcome 
of suggestions made either by Queen Anne’s Bounty or by the Diocesan 
Dilapiddtions Boards. (Royal Assent, May 10th, 1929. Appointed 
Day, August Ist, 1929.) 

34. Westminster Abbey Measure, 1929, provides for the reappor- 
tionment of the “annual mcome of the Dean and Chapter of West- 
minster,” a phrase specifically defined in the Measure. (Royal Assent, 
May 10th, 1929.)

35. [Parsonages Measure, 1930]. (Repealed by the Parsonages 
Measure, 1938.) 

36. Archdeaconry of Surrey Measure, 1930, provides for the dis- 
annexation from the Archdeaconry of Surrey, now in the diocese of 
Guildford, of a canonry in Winchester Cathedral which has been 
annexed to it since 1865, and for the suspension of the said canonry. 
It further provides that upon the suspension of the canonry, tithe 
rent-charge amounting approximately to the maximum annual value 
of the canonry is to be held in trust for the Ecclesiastical Commis- 
sioners, who are to apply the income towards the stipends of new 
canonries in the cathedrals of Guildford and Portsmouth. (Royal 
Assent, March 20th, 1930.) 

37. [Marriage Measure, 1930]. (Repealed by the Marriage Act, 
1949.) 

38. Ecclesiastical Commissioners (Pensions of Church Estates Com- 
missioners) Measure, 1930, enables the Ecclesiastical Commissioners 
to pay pensions out of their common fund to the First and Third 
Church Estates Commissioners. 

The Measure does not apply to the Second Church Estates Com- 
missioner who is unpaid, and goes out of office upon a change of 
Government. (Royal Assent, April 15th, 1930.) 

39. Ecclesiastical Commissioners (Sodor and Man) Measure, 1930, 
enables the Ecclesiastical Commissioners to make grants from their 
common fund for the benefit of the clergy of the Isle of Man. (Royal 
Assent, April 15th, 1930.) 

40. Clergy Pensions (Older Incumbents) Measure, 1930, provides 
a certain and uniform system of pensions for those clergy who are 
described in the Measures as “ older incumbents,” 7.e. for beneficed 
clergymen who are outside the main contributory scheme of pensions 
established by the Clergy Pensions Measures, 1926 to 1928, owing to 
the fact that they attained the age of fifty-five years before the Ist 
January, 1927. (Royal Assent, June 4th, 1930. Appointed Day, 
June 16th, 1930.) 

41. Pluralities Measure, 1930, amends the law relating to the 
holding of benefices in plurality—(1) by raising the limit of the annual 
value from £200 to £400, and (2) by providing that a commission 
appointed under the Union of Benefices Measure, 1923, to consider the 
advisability of the union of two or more benefices may instead of 
recommending a union, recommend the creation of a plurality. (Royal 
Assent, August Ist, 1930.) 

42. Benefices (Transfer of Rights of Patronage) Measure, 1930, 
makes provision for placing some check on the secret transfer of 
advowsons. It imposes upon a patron who wishes to transfer an 
advowson, by sale or otherwise, the obligation of disclosing his intention 
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of so doing both to the bishop of the diocese and to the parishioners 
of the parish concerned. (Royal Assent, August Ist, 1930.)

43. Episcopal Pensions (Sodor and Man) Measure, 1931, extends to 
the Bishopric of Sodor and Man the provisions of the Episcopal Pensions 
Measure, 1926 (q¢.v. No. 23). (Royal Assent, March 27th, 1931.) _ 

44. Ecclesiastical Commissioners (Loans for Church Training 
Colleges) Measure, 1931, enables the Kcclesiastical Commissioners to 
make or guarantee loans for purposes in connection with Church of 
England Training Colleges. (Royal Assent, March 27th, 1931.) 

45. Benefices (Exercise of Rights of Presentation) Measure, 1931, 
provides machinery for giving parishioners an effective voice in the 
appointment of their incumbent, and to. the bishop a discretionary 
power of refusing any really unsuitable nominee, without either undue 
restriction of the patron’s night of presentation or injury to the reputa- 
tion of the clergyman whose name is put forward. (Royal Assent, 
July 8th, 1931. Appointed Day, January Ist, 1932.) 

46. Channel Islands (Church Legislation) Measure, 1931, provides 
a simple machinery (in addition and without prejudice to whatever 
machinery may already exist) for the application to the Channel 
Islands of Measures passed by the Church Assembly. (Royal Assent, 
July 8th, 1931.) 

47. Channel Islands (Representation) Measure, 1931, provides for 
the representation of the Channel Islands in the House of Laity of 
the Church Assembly and in the Diocesan Conference of the Diocese 
of Winchester. (Royal Assent, July 8th, 1931.) 

48. Ecclesiastical Commissioners (Provision for Unbeneficed Clergy) 
Measure, 1928 (Amendment) Measure, 1931, extends the provisions of 
the Measure of 1928 (g.v. No. 28) to unbeneficed clerks employed as 
whole-time chaplains of any such religious establishments or institu- 
tions as may be prescribed by schemes or regulations made by the 
Keclesiastical Commissioners under the Measure of 1928. (Royal 
Assent, July 8th, 1931.) 

49. Cathedrals Measure, 1931, provides for the appointment of a 
body of Cathedral Commissioners to assist the Cathedral Authorities 
to revise their statutes, to frame new statutes and to prepare schemes 
for enabling the Cathedrals more properly to adapt themselves to the 
needs and opportunities of the present and future. (Royal Assent, 
July 8th, 1931.) 

1932 


50. Benefices (Diocesan Boards of Patronage) Measure, 1932, pro- 
vides for the establishment of a Board of Patronage in every Diocese, 
with power to hold and exercise rights of patronage. (Royal Assent, 
June 16th, 1932.)

55. Clerical Disabilities Act, 1870 (Amendment) Measure, 1934, 
enables a Clergyman who had executed a deed of relinquishment under 
the Clerical Disabilities Act, 1870, to revoke the deed and resume his 
ministry, subject to the approval of the Archbishop. (Royal Assent, 
June 22nd, 1934.) 

56. [Banns of Marriage Measure, 1934]. (Repealed by the 
Marriage Act, 1949.) 

57. Cathedrals (Amendment) Measure, 1934, seeks to remove 
certain difficulties which have arisen in connection with the prepara- 
tion of schemes under the principal Measure, and to make provision 
for the special requirements of certain individual cathedrals. (Royal 
Assent, July 31st, 1934.) 

1935 

58. Diocese of Southwell (Transfer) Measure, 1935, restores the 
Diocese of Southwell, which formed part of the Province of Canter- 
bury, to its ancient position as part of the Province of York. (Royal 
Assent, August 2nd, 1935. Appointed Day, October 25th, 1935.) 

. 59. Farnham Castle Measure, 1935, facilitates the use of part of 
Farnham Castle as an episcopal residence for the Bishops of Guildford. 
(Royal Assent, August 2nd, 1935.)

60. [Clergy Pensions (Amendment) Measure, 1936]. (Repealed by 
the Clergy Pensions Measure, 1948.) 
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61. Union of Benefices (Amendment) Measure, 1936, makes certain 
amendments in the Union of Benefices Measure, 1923. Of these, the 
most important are contained in section one, which alters the con- 
stitution of the Commission of Inquiry ; and section two which defines 
the matters to which the Commissioners are to have regard in making 
their Report. (Royal Assent, May 29th, 1936.) ~ 

62. [Clergy Pensions (Widows and Dependants) Measure, 1936]. 
(Repealed by the Clergy Pensions Measure, 1948.) 

63. Cathedrals (Houses of Residence) Measure, 1936, makes it 
possible to deal, in certain cases and subject to proper safeguards and 
consents, with the houses of residence of deans and canons of cathedral 
churches. (Royal Assent, May 29th, 1936.) 

64. Ecclesiastical Commissioners (Powers) Measure, 1936, confers 
additional powers and duties upon the Ecclesiastical Commissioners of 
which the most important is a power to make grants from their common 
fund up to £10,000 a year for twenty-two years for the purpose of 
assisting to meet the interest which will become payable under the 
loan scheme of the Central Board of Finance towards the cost of 
building churches and church halls. (Royal Assent, May 29th, 1936.)

65. Queen Anne’s Bounty (Powers) Measure, 1937, provides that 
the income payable by Queen Anne’s Bounty to incumbents be paid 
to them regularly by quarterly instalments and empowers Queen 
Anne’s Bounty to transfer to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners certain 
funds held by the Governors of the Bounty on behalf of “ Ecclesiastical 
Corporations.” (Royal Assent, February 18th, 1937.) 

66. House of Laity (Co-opted Members) Measure, 1987, enables the 
House of Laity to add to its number not more than ten co-opted 
members. (Royal Assent, May 6th, 1937.) 

67. Southwark Cathedral Measure, 1937, establishes a constitution 
and statutes for Southwark Cathedral. (Royal Assent, July 1st, 
1937.) 

1938 


68. [Marriage (Licensing of Chapels) Measure, 1938]. (Repealed by 
the Marriage Act, 1949.) 

69. Guildford Cathedral Measure, 1938, transfers the dignity and 
status of the Cathedral of the Diocese of Guildford from the Church of 
the Holy Trinity in Guildford to the Church of the Holy Spirit in course 
of erection on Stag Hill, Guildford. (Royal Assent, April 13th, 1938.) 

70. Parsonages Measure, 1938, consolidates and amends the law in 
respect to the sale and acquisition of Parsonages. It repeals the 
Parsonages Measure, 1930. (Royal Assent, June 23rd, 1938. Ap- 
pointed Day, July 15th, 1938.) For Rules see Parsonages Rules 1938, 
S.R. & O. No. 636. 
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71. Ecclesiastical Commissioners (Powers) Measure, 1988, confers 
further powers, mainly of an administrative character, upon the 
Kcclesiastical Commissioners. (Royal Assent, June 23rd. 1938.) 

72. Liverpool City Churches Act, 1897 (Amendment) Measure, 1938, 
amends the Liverpool City Churches Act, 1897, and enables the 
Kcclesiastical Commissioners to make grants from the “ Building and 
Endowment Capital Fund ” for the building or endowment of churches 
or for the purchase of sites near to as well as actually within the boun- 
daries of the City of Liverpool. (Royal Assent, July 13th, 1938.) 

73. Faculty Jurisdiction Measure, 1938, without altering the essential 
character of the faculty jurisdiction, makes that jurisdiction more effec- 
tive in those cases where it is now disregarded, and affords greater 
protection to ancient churches; associates the archdeacons with the 
work of the Consistory Court, gives them some independent authority, 
especially in the matter of repairs and gives statutory recognition and 
statutory functions to the Diocesan Advisory Committees. (Royal 
Assent, July 13th, 1938.) For Rules see Faculty Jurisdiction Rules 
1939, 8.R. & O. No. 771.

74. Queen Anne’s Bounty (Powers) Measure, 1939, confers upon 
the Bounty additional powers relating to the application of augmenta- 
tion moneys and securities and the abatement and extinguishment of 
charges upon benefices. (Royal Assent, April 28th, 1939.) 

75. Ecclesiastical Officers Remuneration Measure, 1939, provides 
for the establishment of tables of fees to be taken by ecclesiastical 
officers as remuneration for the performance of their duties, including 
duties imposed by Measures. (Royal Assent, April 28th, 1939.) 

76. [Clergy (National Emergency Precautions) Measure, 1939]. 
(Repealed by the Statute Law Revision Act, 1950.) 

77. House of Laity (Postponement of Elections) Measure, 1939, 
postpones the General Elections to the House of Laity which were 
due to be held in 1940 to a date not later than in 1945, to be fixed by 
the Archbishops of Canterbury and York. The Measure also makes 
provision for future quinquennial General Elections. (Royal Assent, 
December 14th, 1939.) 


1940 


78. Benefice Buildings (Postponement of Inspections and Repay- 
ment of Loans) Measure, 1940, enables the quinquennial inspection of 
benefices under the Ecclesiastical Dilapidations Measures to be post- 
poned where it is found impossible to make them during the war and 
in such cases continues the existing assessment in force until a new 
one can be made. It removes the restriction which prevents interim 
repairs exceeding £10 in cost being carried out without a certificate 
by the Diocesan Surveyor and confers on Queen Anne’s Bounty—at 
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its discretion—power to postpone the repayment of loans made to 
incumbents under the Dilapidations Measures as well as the payment 
of interest. (Royal Assent, July 17th, 1940.) 

79. Ecclesiastical Dilapidations (Chancel Repairs) Measure, 1940, 
enables a Diocesan Authority, in suitable cases and under proper safe- 
guards, to use part of the capital set aside under the Kcclesiastical 
Dilapidations Measures and the Tithe Act, 1936, to provide a fund for 
the future repairs of a chancel, to be used for the purpose of carrying 
out immediate repairs. (Royal Assent, July 17th, 1940.) 


1941 


80. Diocesan Reorganisation Committees Measure, 1941, provides 
for the setting up in every diocese of a, representative committee 
capable of presenting, negotiating and settling claims for compen- 
sation under the War Damage Act, 1941, and of advising the Bishop 
as to such re-arrangement of the existing parochial organisation as 
may be either desirable or even inevitable in badly damaged areas in 
order that the best use may be made of any compensation that may 
be received. (Royal Assent, July 29th, 1941.) 


1942 


81. Ecclesiastical Commissioners (Powers) Measure, 1942, enables 
the Ecclesiastical Commissioners to make grants of temporary stipends, 
or grants of lump sums upon the sole authority of a resolution of the 
Board. (Royal Assent, April 29th, 1942.) 

82. Loans (Postponement of Repayment) Measure, 1942, enables 
Queen Anne’s Bounty to afford to hard pressed incumbents as well 
as to bishops, deans, canons and cathedral chapters a measure of 
relief by the postponement of annual re-payment for a fixed period 
of principal moneys advanced by way of loan. (Royal Assent, 
August 6th, 1942.) 

1943 


83. New Parishes Measure, 1943, consolidates with minor amend- 
ments those provisions of the Church Building Acts, 1818 to 1884, 
and the New Parishes Acts, 1843 to 1884, which can still be regarded 
as alive and useful. (Royal Assent, February 4th, 1943.) 

84. Episcopal Endowments and Stipends Measure, 1948, empowers 
the Ecclesiastical Commissioners to take over the endowments and 
property of any see, to pay to the bishop of the diocese an appropriate 
stipend, to provide for him a suitable residence, to accept responsibility 
in respect of certain stipends and other official expenses and to deal 
with any existing house of residence belonging to the see. (Royal 
Assent, February 4th, 1943.) 

85. Diocesan Education Committees Measure, 1948, provides 
for the setting up of diocesan education committees in every diocese 
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and defines their constitution, powers and duties. (Royal Assent, 
November 11th, 1943.)

86. Reorganisation Areas Measure, 1944, sets up procedure for 
the reorganisation of the parochial system in areas which have suffered 
war damage or in which changes have taken place or are likely to take 
place as the result of the war or of civil re-planning, and gives powers 
and duties to diocesan reorganisation committees established under the 
Diocesan Reorganisation Committees Measure, 1941. (Royal Assent, 
March 21st, 1944.)

88. Episcopal Pensions Measure, 1945, establishes a pension scheme 
for suffragan bishops, provides for increased pension contributions by 
diocesan bishops, enables provision to be made for the widows of 
bishops and in certain respects amends the existing Measures relating 
to clergy and episcopal pensions. (Royal Assent, June 15th, 1945.) 

89. Incumbents (Disability) Measure, 1945, makes provision for 
the cure of souls when through disability arising from age or infirmity 
(whether bodily or mental) an incumbent of a benefice is unable to 
discharge adequately the duties attaching thereto and makes provision 
for payment for the discharge of such duties and for the pension of 
such incumbent. (Royal Assent, June 15th, 1945.) Rules for the 
Election of Ministerial Committees approved by the Archbishops of 
Canterbury and York came into force January Ist, 1948.7

90. Ecclesiastical Commissioners (Curate Grants) Measure, 1946, 
enables the Ecclesiastical Commissioners to establish a revised scheme 
of grants for assistant curates, deaconesses and lay workers by means 
of block grants to the various dioceses, leaving it to the discretion

92. Benefices (Suspension of Presentation) Measure, 1946 (9 and 
10 Geo. 6. No. 3) enables the filling of vacancies to be postponed and 
makes provision during the period of postponement for the performance 
of the cure of souls and for the exercise of the incumbent’s powers in 
respect of the benefice property. (Royal Assent, May 22nd, 1946.) 


1947 


93. Incumbents (Discipline) Measure, 1947, provides new procedure 
for the investigation and trial of charges against incumbents accused 
of conduct unbecoming the character of a clerk in Holy Orders, or 
of serious persistent or continuous neglect of duty. (Royal Assent, 
February 18th, 1947.) For Rules see Incumbents (Discipline) Rules 
1948. S.I. No. 1919.* 

94. Church Commissioners Measure, 1947, sets up from a day to 
be appointed a new Corporation by the amalgamation of Queen 
Anne’s Bounty and the Ecclesiastical Commissioners to “‘ promote the 
more efficient and economical administration of the resources of the 
Church of England”. (Royal Assent, April 2nd, 1947. Appointed 
Day, April Ist, 1948.) 

95. Parsonages (Amendment) Measure, 1947 (10 and 11 Geo. 6. 
No. 3), gives increased powers to Queen Anne’s Bounty to assist 
financially in the disposal and replacement of unsuitable parsonage 
houses. (Royal Assent, July 31st, 1947.)

96. Clergy Pensions Measure, 1948, consolidates with amendments 
the Clergy Pensions Measures 1926-1946, limits the application of 
those Measures to Clergy already ordained and establishes a scheme 
of pensions for all future ordinands. (Royal Assent, March 24th, 
1948.) Applied to Channel Islands by Clergy Pensions (Channel 
Islands) Order 1949. 8.1. 1443. 


1949 


97. Church Dignitaries (Retirement) Measure, 1949, provides for 
the retirement of deans, provosts, archdeacons, canons, prebendaries 
and other Church dignitaries, if incapacitated by age or physical or 
mental infirmity, or if guilty of unbecoming conduct or neglect of 
duty. (Royal Assent, July 14th, 1949.)

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98. Parochial Church Councils (Powers) (Amendment) Measure, 
1949, extends the powers of parochial church councils to acquire, 
manage and administer property. (Royal Assent, July 14th, 1949.) 

99. Pastoral Reorganisation Measure, 1949, provides for the 
appointment of a Diocesan Pastoral Committee, simplifies the pro- 
cedure for the union of benefices and sets up new procedure for the 
holding of benefices in plurality. It also restricts temporarily the 
exercise of rights of patronage in certain cases and provides for the 
partial diversion of endowment income of certain benefices. (Royal 
Assent, July 14th, 1949.)

of England on any question of theology. Repeals the Diocesan 
Conferences Regulation, 1922. 


1947 


Church of England Council for Education Regulation, 1947, 
established a Council directly responsible to the Church Assembly, to 
promote and supervise the educational work of the Church of England 
working through and assisted by five departmental councils, for 
“Schools”, ‘ Children”’, ““ Youth”, “ Adult” and “‘ Church Training 
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Colleges’. The Schools Council and the Children’s Council will be in 
direct relation to the National Society.

Verbal amendments were made in 
Canons XVII; XXI, XXIII, XXIV, 
XXVIII, XXXV, XXXVI, and XLIII. 


Group of Canons from LII. onwards 


Canon LIT. “ Of Holy Orders in the 
Church of England.” 

Clause 1 was passed in the following 
form :— 


“From. the Apostles’ times there bave 
-been these orders in Christ’s Church: 
Bishops, Priests, and Deacons; and no 
man shall be accounted or taken to be a 
lawful Bishop, Priest, or Deacon in the 
Church of England, or suffered to execute 
any of the said offices, except he be called, 
tried, examined, and admitted thereunto 
according to the Ordinal, or has had 
formerly episcopal consecration or ordina- 
tion in some Church whose orders are 
recognized and accepted by the Church 
of England.” 


Clause 2 was agreed as follows :-— 


““While the Church of England holds 
that no person who has been admitted to 
the order of Bishop, Priest, or Deacon, 
can ever be divested of the character of his 
order, yet it allows that a Minister may 
voluntarily by legal or canonical process 
relinguish the exercise of his orders and 
use himself as a layman or may be deprived 
of the exercise of his orders or deposed 
finally therefrom by due process of law.”’ 

Clause 3 was adopted as in the Re- 


port of the Canon Law Commission. 


Canon LI. “ Of the Consecration 
of Bishops.’ Clause 1 was adopted as 
in the Report, except that ‘‘ of the 
Province” was omitted after ‘‘ three 
Bishops” and inserted after ‘* Arch- 
bishop’’. Clause 2 was_ similarly 
adopted, except that ‘“‘ good cause” 
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was altered to “‘ urgent and weighty 


cause’. Clause 3 was agreed as in the 
Report. 
Canon LIV.. ‘ Of the Ordination of 


Priests and Deacons.” Clauses 1 and 2 
were agreed as in the Report; and 
Clauses 3 and 4 in the form suggested 
by the Steering Committee as follows :— 

** One of the Archdeacons, or his deputy, 
shall present to the Bishop every person 
who is to be ordained.” 

““The Priests; taking part in an Ordina- 
tion, shall together with the Bishop lay 
their hands upon the head of everyone that 
receiveth the Order of Priesthood.” (The 
words in italics are from the rubric in the 
Ordinal.) 

The following clauses were renumbered 
5, 6, 7 and 8 and were agreed as in the 
Report, except that in Clause 6 “‘ full” 
was inserted before ‘‘ twenty-four years”’. 


Canon LV. ‘“‘ Of the Quality of such 
as are to be ordained Deacons or Priests.” 
Clause 1 was agreed in the following 
form :— 


‘* Every Bishop shall take care that he 
admit no person into Holy Orders but 
such as he knows either by himself, or by 
sufficient testimony, to have been baptized 
and confirmed, to be sufficiently instructed 
in Holy Scripture and in the doctrine, 
discipline and worship of the Church of 
England, and to be of virtuous conversa- 
tion and good repute and such as to be a 
wholesome example and pattern to the 
flock of Christ.” 

Clauses 2 and 3 were adopted as in 
the Report. For Clauses 4 and 5 a 
single new clause was substituted as 
follows :— 


‘“* No person, born out of lawful wedlock, 
shall for that reason be refused admission 
into Holy Orders.” 


Canon LVI. ‘“ Of the Titles of such 
as are to be ordained Deacons or Priests.” 
Clause 1 was agreed as in the Report, 
except that ‘‘ attend the cure of souls 
and” was inserted after “‘ wherein he 
may ’’, and “‘ execute” was substituted 
for “exercise”. Clause 2 was agreed 
as in the Report, except that ‘‘ pro- 
vided that he be a graduate of a Uni- 
versity ”’ was omitted from Sections B 
and C. Clause 3 was divided into two 
clauses as follows ;— 
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‘© 3. No person shall be admitted into 
Holy Orders by any Bishop other than 
the Bishop of the Diocese in which he is to 
exercise his ministry, except he shall bring 
with him Letters Dimissory from the 
Bishop of such Diocese. 

‘4. Notwithstanding any provision of 
the preceding Clauses of this Canon, the 
ancient privilege of any Fellow or any 
person in right as a Fellow in any College 
or Hall in the University of Oxford and of 
Cambridge to be admitted into Holy 
Orders without Letters Dimissory by any 
Bishop willing to ordain him shall remain 
unimpaired.” 


Canon LVI. ‘‘ Of the Certificates and 
Letters Testimonial to be exhibited to the 
Bishop by such as are to be ordained 
Deacons or Priests”, was passed in the 
following form :— 


““ 1. Every person who is to be made 
Deacon shall exhibit to the Bishop of the 
Diocese :— 


(a) his Birth Certificate ; 

(6) a Certificate or other evidence of his 
Baptism and Confirmation ; 

(c) a Certificate signed by the officiating 
Minister and a Churchwarden of the Church 
of the place where the candidate usually 
resides or of which he is an enrolled member 
certifying that the form commonly called 
SI QUIS was read in the time of Divine 
Service on some Sunday at least a week 
before the day of Ordination and that no 
impediment was alleged ; 

(d) Letters Testimonial of his good life 
and conversation from three Priests, of 
whom one at least must be beneficed, who 
have had personal knowledge of his life 
and doctrine by the space of three years 
next before or of such signatures as shall 
satisfy the Bishop; whose signatures 
shall be countersigned by the Bishop of 
the Diocese wherein the said Priests are 
respectively either beneficed or licensed, 
if he be other than the Bishop to whom the 
said Letters are addressed ; 

(e) if he shall have resided in any College 
or Hall in any University similar Letters 
Testimonial under the seal of the said 
College or Hall. 


“2. Every Deacon who is to be ordained 
Priest shall exhibit to the Bishop of the 
Diocese :— 


(a) his Letters of Orders; 

(b) a Certificate that the form SI QUIS 
was read and no impediment alleged, as 
provided in Clause 1, signed by the 
officiating Minister and a Churchwarden 
of the Church of the place where he serves 
as a stipendiary Curate or, if he be not 
such, where he usually resides: 
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(c) Letters Testimonial signed and 
countersigned as provided in Clause 1, 
bearing testimony to him during the period 
of his Diaconate. 


‘© 3. When any person is to be ordained 
Deacon or Priest who is a Fellow in any 
College or Hail in any University or a 
Master in any School having a Chapel 
belonging thereto, the form SI QUIS may, 
with the consent in writing of the Bishop 
who is to ordain him, be read in such 
Chapel and the Certificate signed by the 
officiating Minister and the Head of the 
College or Hall, or the Headmaster of the 
School as the case may be.” , 


Canon LVI. ‘“* Of Examination for 
Holy Orders”, was passed as in the 
Report, except that “‘ sufficient’ was 
substituted for “‘ weighty” in the 
Proviso. 


Canon LIX. ‘ Of Ministers exercising 
their Ministry ”’, was passed in the follow- 
ing form :— 


‘““1. No Minister shall exercise his 
ministry in any place by performing any 
ecclesiastical duties whatsoever without 
due authorisation as is in this Canon 
provided. 


“2. A Minister duly ordained Priest or 
Deacon and, where it is required, holding 
a licence from the Archbishop of the 
Province may officiate in any diocese only 
after he has received authority to do so 
from the Bishop of that Diocese, or other 
the ordinary of the place. 

Save that :— 

(a) For not more than one Sunday 
within three months in any place a Minister 
otherwise qualified may be permitted by 
the Minister having the cure of souls of a 
Church or Chapel to minister therein 
without reference to the Bishop. 

(b) No member of the Chapter of a 
Cathedral Church shall be debarred from 
performing the duties of his office in due 
course and exercising his ministry within 
the Diocese merely by lack of permission 
from the Bishop of the Diocese, within 
which the Cathedral is situated. 

(c) Any Minister who has a licence to 
preach either throughout the Province 
from the Archbishop or throughout 
England from the University of Oxford or 
of Cambridge, may preach the Word of 
God in any Diocese within that province 
or throughout England as the case may be, 
without further permission of the Bishop of 
a Diocese. 


‘3. The Bishop of a Diocese confers 
such authority on a Minister either by 
instituting him to a benefice, or by ad- 
mitting him to serve within his Diocese by 
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licence under his hand and seal, or by giving 
him written permission to officiate within 
the same. 


“4, No Minister who has such authority 
to exercise his Ministry in any Diocese shall 
do so therein in any place of which he has 
not the cure of souls, unless it be to persons 
whose names are on the Electoral Roll 
of the parish he serves, without the per- 
mission of the Minister having such cure, 
or in any Chapel in such place exempt 
by law from such Minister’s control, with- 
Out the permission of the Minister licensed 
to serve the same. 


“5. A Minister who has been ordained 
Priest or Deacon by a Bishop or by Letters 
Dimissory from a Bishop other than a 
Bishop of a Diocese in the Church of 
England, the Church in Wales, the Church 
of Ireland or the Episcopal Church in 
Scotland may not minister in the Provinces 
of Canterbury or York unless he has re- 
ceived also the appropriate permission 
or licence to officiate from the Archbishop 
of Canterbury or York as the case may be.” 


LOWER HOUSE 


The Form of Prayers and Declaration 
for use when a Consecrated Building or 
-any Consecrated Ground has been or is 
about to be surrendered to secular uses 
under Lawful Authority. The House 
concurred in the issuing of the form 
with the Synodical authority of Con- 
vocation. 


Canon Law Revision 


Canons XXX. and XXXI. “ Of Holy 
Baptism.’ Consideration of these 
Canons, as sent down from the Upper 
House, was deferred, by permission 
of the President, until the Report of the 
Commission on Baptism should have 
been received and considered by the 
Lower House. 


Canon XXXVI. ‘“ Of Holy Matri- 
mony”, Was approved as sent down by 
the Upper House including the previous 
amendments by the Lower House, with 
a further amendment :— 

“That the words ‘a lifelong and per- 
manent union’ be omitted and the words 


‘a union permanent in its nature and life- 
long’ substituted.” 


Canon XXXVII. “ Of the Marriage 
of Unbaptized Persons’’, was approved 
as sent down by the Upper House, with 
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an amendment ‘that all words after 
the word ‘ baptized ’ in the third line be 
omitted.” 


Canon XXXVIII. ‘‘ Of certain Im- 
pediments to the Solemnization of 
Marriage’, was approved as sent down 
by the Upper House, with a Resolution 
(rescinded in a later Session) .“‘ that 
Clause 4 be omitted ”’. 


Canon XXXIX. “* Of the Preliminaries 
to the Solemnization of Matrimony”’, 
was considered as sent down by the 
Upper House. Clause 1 was carried 
with amendments :— 


“That the words ‘ one of’ be inserted 
before the words ‘ the two persons’ .” 

“That the word ‘either’ be omitted 
and the word ‘ has’ be substituted for the 
word ‘ have ’.”’ 

“That all words from the words ‘ or 
in’ to ‘Canon XXXVIII.’ be omitted.” 

“That the word ‘and’ before ‘to ex- 
plain’ be omitted, that a comma _ be 
substituted for the full-stop after the words 
‘married persons ’ at the end of the Clause, 
and that the following words be added: 
‘and to admonish them that, if either of 
them enters upon a form of marriage dur- 
ing the lifetime of the other, he will there- 
by render himself liable to the discipline

of the Church in regard to marriage’. 


Clause 2. It was agreed 


“© That the word ‘ both’ before the words 
‘ of such parties ’ be omitted and the word 
‘one’ substituted.” 

“That all words after the word ‘ re- 
quired ’ be omitted and the following words 
substituted: ‘No person having ecclesi- 
astical authority to grant a licence for the 
celebration of matrimony shall grant such 
licence where either of the parties has been 
previously married to some other person 


>» 


who is still living ’. 

Clause 3. A Resolution (rescinded 
at a later Session) ‘‘ that this clause be 
omitted ” was carried by 39 votes to 37.

UPPER HOUSE 
Canon Law Revision 
Canon LX. ‘‘ Of Collation and Pre- 
sentation’, was passed as in the Report, 
except that ‘‘and not in the patronage 
of the Crown ”’ was inserted after “‘ the 
Bishop’s own collation ”’ in Clause 3, 
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Canon LXI. ‘“ Of Admission and 
Institution.’ Clauses 1-6 were agreed 
as in the Report, except that in Clause 3b 
“insufficiency of learning’ was in- 
serted after ‘‘ infirmity or incapacity.” 
Clause 7 was passed in the following 
form :— 

“The provisions of this Canon are 
without prejudice to the right of a Patron 
or Presentee, on certain grounds, to appeal 


in accordance with the Laws of this Realm, 
against the refusal of a Bishop to Institute.” 


Canon LXIJ. ‘‘ Of Induction”, was 
agreed as in the Report, except that in 
Clause 1 all words after ‘* benefice” 
were deleted. 


Canon LXIII. ‘‘ Of the Licensing of 
Ministers under Seal’, was agreed as 
in the Report, except that at the end of 
Clause 3, ‘‘ 1948 ’”’ was inserted in place 
Ofte 1926.08 


Canon LXIV. “ Of Strangers Minis- 
tering in Churches”, was agreed as in 
the Report, except that “‘ and is other- 
wise qualified under Canon LIX., Clause 
5’ was inserted after “‘ in Holy Orders ”’. 
It was agreed that the President should 
consult the Universities of Oxford and 
Cambridge on this Canon. 

Canon LXV. ‘Of Priests hearing 
Confessions.’ The President moved 
a new version. It was agreed that 
Clause 1 should constitute a separate 
Canon to follow Canon XXXV. The 
remainder of Canon LXV was referred 
to the Steering Committee. 


New Canon to follow Canon XXXV. 
The proposed Clause 1 of Canon LXV 
was adopted as a new Canon to follow 
Canon XXXvV as follows :— 


‘* Clause 1. It is the duty of baptized 
persons at all times to the best of their 
understanding to examine their _ lives 
and conversations by the rule of God’s 
commandments, and whereinsoever they 
perceive themselves to have offended by 
will, word or deed, there to bewail their 
own sinfulness and to confess themselves 
to Almighty God with full purpose of 
amendment of life, that they may receive 
of him the forgiveness of sins which he has 
promised to all who turn to him with hearty 
repentance and true faith; making con- 
fession and seeking absolution both in

their own hearts and in the general con- 
fessions of the congregation and in the 
absolutions therein pronounced by the 
Priest. 


** Clause 2. If there be any who by 
these means cannot quiet his own con- 
science, but requireth further comfort or 
counsel, let him come to some discreet 
and learned Minister of God’s Word: 
that by the ministry of God’s Holy Word 
he may receive the benefit of absolution, 
together with ghostly counsel and advice, 
to the quieting of his conscience, and avoid- 
ing of all scruple and doubtfulness. 


** Clause 3. No man should come to the 
Holy Communion but with a full trust in 
God’s mercy and with a quiet conscience. 


“* Clause 4. A sick person shall par- 
ticularly be moved to make a special con- 
fession of his sins, if he feel his conscience 
troubled with any weighty matter, that the 
Priest may absolve him if he humbly 
and heartily desire it.” 


Ministry of Laywomen. The Bishop 
of Southwark and the President in- 
formed the House of the action taken 
in both Convocations, following the 
presentation of Report No. 669. 

Resolution 1 was adopted to end with 
the words ‘‘ Holy Communion”’ (i.e. 
omitting the words ‘‘ whether statutory 
or non-statutory’’). Resolution 2 was 
passed in its original form and Regula- 
tion No. 1 thereunder was passed in the 
following form :— 


“Before giving permission under Re- 
solution 2, the Bishop should normally 
seek the advice and recommendation of the 
Diocesan Board of Women’s Work, or 
others appointed by the Bishop to advise 
him in these matters.”’ 


Resolution 3 was not discussed.

Canon XLII. ‘“* Of the Solemnization 
of Matrimony.” A proposed additional 
Clause was rejected, and the Canon was 
passed as sent down from the Upper 
House. 


Canon XLIV. “‘ Of the Visitation of 
the Sick,” was considered as sent down 
from the Upper House. It was agreed :— 


“That the words ‘the Minister’ be 
omitted and the words ‘ notice shall be 
given by the friends of the sick person to 
the Minister, and he’ substituted.” 


_ the Priest’: 
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“* That the words ‘ as soon as possible ’ 
should be inserted after the word ‘ shall ’.”’ 

“That the following words contained 
at the conclusion of the original draft 
Canon should be reinserted: ‘ Particularly 
shall he move the sick person to make 
confession of his sins, if he feel his con- 
science trouble him in any weighty matter, 
and to receive the most comfortable 
Sacrament of the Body and Blood of 
Christ ’.”’ 


Canon XLY. “ Of the Communion of 
the Sick.” It was agreed :— 


“That the words ‘is sick’ be omitted 
and the words ‘ being sick’ substituted, 
and that the word ‘ and’ be omitted after 
the words ‘ to Church ’.”’ 

“That the words ‘ timely notice of his 
desire shall be given, and ’ be inserted after 
the word ‘ Communion ’.”’ 

‘“*That the word ‘Holy’ be inserted 
before the word ‘ Communion ’.”’ 

“That the words ‘in his home’ be 
omitted.” 

““That the words ‘at such place and’ 
be inserted between the words ‘ person’ 
and ‘ at such time ’.”’ 


Canon XLVI. “Of the Unction or 
Anointing of Sick Persons.’ It was 
agreed :— 


“That the words ‘in the form of a 
Cross’ be omitted and the words ‘ with the 
Sign of the Cross ’ substituted.” 

‘* That the following words be inserted 
between the word ‘ or’ and the words ‘ by 
“where oil so consecrated 
cannot be had ’.” 

“That Clause 3 as it appears in the 
original draft Canon be reinserted as 
follows :— The Priest shall move the sick 
person, before the anointing, to make a 
special confession of his sins and to receive 
the Holy Communion ’.”’ 

‘* That the title of the Canon be altered 
to ‘Of Laying-on of Hands and the 
Anointing of the Sick ’.”’ 


Canon XLVII. “* Of the Burial of the 
Dead.” Clause 1. It was agreed :— 
‘* That the words ‘ died unbaptized ’ be 


omitted and the words ‘ refused baptism ’ 
substituted.” 


Clause 2 (a). It was agreed :— 

‘*That the following words should be 
inserted in the opening sentence: ‘ Crema- 
tion of a dead body is lawful in connection 
with Christian burial or disposal of the 
ashes in consecrated ground ’.”’ 


(6) It was agreed :— 


“That the words ‘But they may be 
interred or deposited at the crematorium ’ 
be omitted.”

Clauses 3 and 4 were carried without 
amendment. 


Canon XLVI. “ Of the Registration 
of Baptisms, Confirmations, Marriages, 
and Burials” was carried in its original 
form.

Canon XLIX. ‘“* Of Divine Service in 
Unconsecrated Buildings” was deleted 
and the following was substituted :— 


““It is seemly that Public Worship ac- 
cording to the Book of Common Prayer 
should be in consecrated, or at the least, 
dedicated buildings; yet, if need so require, 
in ministering to the sick, or to the whole, 
the Minister may officiate in any convenient 
place, or in the open air, within his Cure or 
elsewhere with the permission of the Bishop 
of the Diocese and the Incumbent of the 
Parish.”’ 


Canon L. “Of Divine Service in 
Private Chapels.’ This was. carried 
without amendment. 


Canon LI. ‘* Of Divine Service in the 
Latin Tongue,’ It was agreed :— 


‘“*That the words ‘in the Convocation 
of the Provirice ’ be inserted after the words 
‘Common Prayer’ and that the words ‘ in 
the Convocations of either Province’ be 
omitted and the words ‘in such other 
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places as the Bishop may license’ sub- 
stituted therefor.” 


Canon XXVIII. “Of the Bidding 
Prayer which may be used by a Preacher 
before his Sermon.” It was agreed :— 


“That this House do concur in the 
omission of the word ‘ Philip’ before the 
words ‘ Duke of Edinburgh ’ in view of the 
fact that the Upper House had been 
advised that there was legal precedent for 
the omission of the Christian name.”’ 


Tuesday, May 22, 1951 
FULL SYNOD 


His Grace the President, in his 
Presidential Allocution, referred to his 
visit to West Africa for the inauguration 
of the Church of the Province of 
West Africa; and to - inter-Church 
relations. 


‘The Church, The Churches and the 
World Council of Churches.” 


A Resolution as follows was intro- 
duced, and referred first to the Upper 
House for consideration :— 


“That His Grace the President be res- 
pectfully requested to appoint a Joint 
Committee of Convocation to examine the 
statement on ‘ The ecclesiological signifi- 
cance of the World Council of Churches’, 
received by the Central Committee of the 
World Council of Churches at its meeting 
in Toronto in July, 1950, and commended 
for study and comment in the Churches 
and report.”’ 


UPPER HOUSE 


“The Church, The Churches and the 
World Council of Churches.’ The 
Resolution proposed by the Bishop of 
Chichester was carried unanimously. 

The wording of certain Canons was 
reconsidered to give effect to the advice 
of the Steering Committee on amend- 
ments suggested by the Lower House, or 
to obtain agreement with the Con- 
vocation of York. 


Canon XXXiIi. 
as follows :— 


“* When any such person as is of riper 
years and able to answer for himself is to be 
baptized, the Minister shall instruct such 
person or cause him to be instructed in the 
principles of the Christian religion and 


Clause 1 was agreed 
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exhort him so to prepare himself with 
prayers and fasting that he may receive 
eh Holy Sacrament with repentance and 
aith.” 


Canon XLIX. ‘“ Of Divine Service in 
Unconsecrated Buildings’ was agreed as 
follows :— 


““No Minister shall celebrate the Holy 
Communion, or read the Common Prayers, 
elsewhere than in a consecrated building 
within his Cure or other building licensed 
for the purpose except he have permission 
so to do from the Bishop of the Diocese; 
Provided that at all times he may celebrate 
the Holy Communion, or read the Common 
Prayers, in any private house wherein 
there is any person sick, or dying, or so 
impotent that he cannot go to Church.” 


Canon LI. ‘‘ Of Divine Service in the 
Latin Tongue.’ The Lower House 
desired a reference to the three Public - 
Schools mentioned in the Act of Uni- 
formity, and it was agreed that the 
Canon should conclude, after ““ or in the 
University Churches in the same” 
with 

“in the colleges of Westminster, Win- 
chester and Eton, and in such other places 


of religious and useful learning as custom 
doth allow or the Bishop may permit ’”’. 


LOWER HOUSE 


The Pro-Prolocutor, expressing the 
unanimous view of the Prolocutor and 
Steering Committee, ruled that a motion 
sent in, dealing with the theological 
implications of Freemasonry, was bad 
both in form and content, and was 
therefore ‘‘out of order”’. 

Report No. 668c of the Lower House 
Committee on Reports 668 and 668a, 
and the Upper House draft of a Form 
of Reception into the Church of England. 
It was agreed :— 


““That the Form of Service therein be 
approved, and be submitted to the Upper 
House for their Lordships’ consideration.” 


Canon Law Revision 


A New Canon on Confession (to follow 
Canon XXXV) was considered as sent 
down from the Upper House. Clause 1 
was carried with an amendment :— 


““That all words after the words ‘true 
faith’ be omitted.” 
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Clauses 2 and 4 were carried in 
amended form, and Clause 3 was referred 
to the Steering Committee. 


Canon XXIV. ‘“ Of the receiving of 
Holy Communion.’ The recommen- 
dation of the Steering Committee that 
no definition of a communicant be 
included in the Canons was accepted. 


Canon XXXVII. ‘“ Of the Marriage 
of Unbaptized Persons” was agreed as 
sent down from the Upper House. 


Canon XLV. 
of the Sick’”’ was agreed as sent down 
from the Upper House. 


Canon XLVI. “Of Laying on of 
hands and the Anointing of the Sick” 
was agreed as sent down from the Upper 
House. 


Canon XLVI. ‘ Of the Burial of the 
Dead” was considered as sent down from 
the Upper House. Clause 1 was accepted. 
In Clause 2(a) the rejection by the 
Upper House of the proposed omission 
of ‘‘ but they may be interred or deposited 
at the crematorium ”’ was accepted by 
34 votes to 31. The reinstatement 
proposed by the Upper House of all 
words after “‘ crematorium ”’ in Clause 
2 (b), was lost by 31 to 42 and the Upper 
House was requested to reconsider the 
omission. 


Wednesday, May 23, 1951 
UPPER HOUSE 


New Canon on Confession (to follow 
Canon XXXV). Clause 1. It was 
agreed that after “faith”? the Clause 
should end as follows :— 

a . acknowledging their sins and 
seeking forgiveness, especially, in the general 
Confessions of the Congregation and in the 
Absolutions pronounced by the Priest in 
the services of the Church.” 

Clause 2. The word “these” was 
retained in the first line. It was agreed 
that after “ God’s Word” should be 
inserted “having due authority.” 

Old Clause 4 to become new Clause 3. 
It was agreed that this should read :— 

‘*In particular a sick person, if he feel 
his conscience troubled with any weighty

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matter, should make a special confession 
of his sins that the Priest may absolve him 
if he humbly and heartily desire it.”’ 


Old Clause 3 to become new Clause 4. 
Referred to the Steering Committee. 


Canon XLVII. ‘ Of the Burial of the 
Dead.’”’ Clause 2. It was agreed that 
the first part should be (a) and that 
the original (a) and (b) should become 
(b) and (c); and that the new sub-Clause 
(c) should read :-— 


“It is desirable that the ashes of a 
cremated body be interred or deposited, by 
the Minister, in consecrated ground.”’ 


Canon LII. ‘‘ Of Holy Orders in the 
Church of England.”’ Clause 1 was passed 
as follows, a capital “‘ O ” being inserted 
in “* Orders ” :— 


‘“* From the Apostles’ times there have 
been these Orders in Christ’s Church: 
Bishops, Priests, and Deacons; and no 
man shall be accounted or taken to be a 
lawful Bishop, Priest, or Deacon in the 
Church of England, or suffered to execute 
any of the said offices, except he be called, 
tried, examined, and admitted thereunto 
according to the Ordinal, or has had 
formerly episcopal consecration or ordin- 
ation in some Church whose Orders are 
recognized and accepted by the Church 
of England.” 


Consideration of Clause 2 was deferred 
until further considered by the Lower 
House. 


Canon LXV. ‘Of the Hearing of 
Confessions.” It was agreed that the 
new Canon LXV should read as follows, 
Canon LXVI being omitted :— 


‘“*1. Whereas it is requisite that any 
with a troubled conscience shall resort to 
some discreet and learned Minister of 
God’s Word, that by the ministry of God’s 
holy Word he may receive the benefit of 
absolution, together with ghostly counsel 
and advice; such ministry shall be exer- 
cised by Priests who have been in Holy 
Orders not less than two years from their 
admission to the Priesthood, and possess the 
authority of the Bishop of the Diocese, 
either by virtue of the office to which they 
have been instituted or licensed, or by reason 
of holding his written permission. 

“2. No Priest may exercise such min- 
istry in any place without the permission 
of the Minister having the cure of souls 
thereof, save with the express authority of 
the Bishop. 

‘©3. Notwithstanding anything herein 
before contained in the previous sections 
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of this Canon, any Priest may exercise 
this ministry anywhere in respect of any 
person who is in danger of death, or if 
there be some other urgent or weighty 
cause. 

“4. If any person confess his 
secret and hidden sin to a Priest for the 
unburdening of his conscience, and to 
receive spiritual consolation and ease of 
mind from him: such Priest is hereby 
straightly charged and admonished that he 
do not at any time reveal and make known 
to any persons whatever any sin so com- 
mitted to his trust and secrecy.”’ 


Canon LXVI. 
Allegiance”? was agreed as in the Re- 
port, except that at the end, in the Oath, 
“VI” was deleted after ‘‘ His Majesty 
King George ”’. 


Canon LXVIII. “‘ Of the Oaths of 
Obedience” was agreed as in the Report. 


Canon LXIX: ‘‘ Of the Declaration 
of Assent’ was agreed as in the Report, 
except that in Clause 2 ‘or on such 
other day as’’ was altered to “‘or on 
such other Lord’s Day or Lord’s Days 


” 


as 


Canon LXX. “ Of the Declaration 
against Simony’”’ was agreed as in the 
Report. 


Canon LXXI. ‘“‘ Of Archbishops” 
was agreed as in the Report, with small 
alterations. 


LOWER HOUSE 


A motion was carried :— 


‘** That this House thanks their Lordships 
of the Upper House for their appreciative 
reception of the recommendations of this 
House regarding the history, manner of 
appointment and functions of Rural Deans, 
and respectfully requests to be informed 
to what extent practical effect has been 
given to those recommendations in the 
various Dioceses.” 


Canon Law Revision 
Canon Lil. ‘‘ Of Holy Orders in the 
Church of England”’’ was considered as 
sent down from the Upper House. 
Clauses 1, and 2 were slightly amended. 
Clause 3 was carried. 


Canon LIM. ‘“‘ Of the Consecration of 
Bishops”’ was carried as sent down 


“Of the Oath of — 
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from the Upper House, save that in 
Clause 2 “‘ take place ” was substituted 
for ‘‘ be performed ’’. 


Canon LIV. “ Of the Ordination of 
Priests and Deacons” was agreed as 
sent down from the Upper House, save 
that in Clause 1 “take place” was 
substituted for ‘‘ be performed’; and 
that the following amendments. were 
agreed :— ; 
Clause 1. 

“* That all words after the words ‘ unless 
the’ be omitted, and the words ‘* Arch- 
bishop shall have granted a faculty to 
ordain extra quattuor tempora’ sub- 
stituted.” 

“That the words ‘ the Sundays immed- 
iately following the Ember weeks’ be 
omitted, and the following words sub- 
stituted: ‘ Ember Saturday or the Sunday 
immediately following each Ember Week ’.”’ 
Clause 3. 

““That the words ‘One of the Arch- 
deacons, or his deputy’ be omitted and 
the following words substituted: ‘The 
Archdeacon Maior or, if he be unavoidably 
absent, one of the other Archdeacons 
appointed by him, or in their absence, a 
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sufficient deputy appointed by him’. 


Clause 4. ' 
““* Who receives’ substituted for ‘ that 


receiveth ’.”’ 


Canon LV. ‘“ Of the Quality of such 
as are to be ordained Deacons or Priests ”’ 
was carried as sent down from the Upper 
House. 


““The Church, The Churches and The 
World Council of Churches.” The 
House concurred in the appointment of 
a Joint Committee on this matter. 


Thursday, May 24, 1951 
UPPER HOUSE 


Canon XLIV. “ Of the Visitation of 
the Sick.” In view of the wish of the 
Lower House, the wording was revised 
as follows :— 

““ When any person is sick or dying in 
any Parish, the Minister, having knowledge 
thereof, shall as soon as possible resort unto 
him to exhort, instruct and comfort him 
in his distress according to the Orders for 
the Visitation and for the Communion of 
the Sick or as he shall think most needful 
and convenient.”’ 
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Canon LI. “ Of Holy Orders in the 
Church of England.” Clause 2 was 
passed as follows :— 


‘“No person who has been admitted to 
the Order of Bishop, Priest or Deacon can 
ever be divested of the character of his 
Order, but a Minister may either by legal 
process voluntarily relinquish the exercise 
of his Orders and use himself as a layman.

Canon LI. ‘“* Of the Consecration of 
Bishops.’ \n Clause 2 the Lower 
House substitution of ‘take place” 
for “‘ be performed ” was accepted. 


Canon LIV. “ Of the Ordination of 
Priests and Deacons.” In Clause 1 the 
Lower House substitution of “‘ take 
place”? for ‘be performed” was 
accepted, but the rest of the Upper 
House version was retained. 

Clause 3 was agreed as follows :— 


“* One of the Archdeacons or his deputy, 
or such other person as by ancient custom 
has the right so to do, shall present to the 

-Bishop every person who is to be ordained.” 

In Clause 4 “who receives’’ was 
substituted for “ that receiveth ”’. 

Clause 6 was agreed as follows :— 

““No person shall be ordained Priest 
except he be full twenty-four years of age, 
unless being over the age of twenty-three 
he have a faculty from the Archbishop of 
Canterbury.” 


Canon LXXII. ‘‘ Of Diocesan Bishops” 
was agreed as in the Report save that 
in Clause 5 “‘ Canon or”’ was omitted, 
and a new Clause 9 was added :— 

** Any Bishop invited to officiate in a 
Diocese other than his own, shall assure 


himself of the goodwill of the Bishop of 
that Diocese before so doing.”’ 


Canon LXXIII. “Of Guardians of 
Spiritualities’”’; Canon LXXIV. ‘Of 
Bishops Suffragan”’; and Canon LXXV. 
“Of Deans, or Provosts, and Canons 
Residentiary of Cathedral or Collegiate 
Churches’, were agreed as in the Re- 
port. 


Canon LXXVI. “ Of Archdeacons.” 
Clauses 1-4 were agreed as in the Report. 
Clause 5 was agreed as follows :— 


“*Every Archdeacon shall within his 
Archdeaconry hold yearly Visitations save 
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when inhibited by a superior Ordinary; 
he shall also survey in person or by deputy 
all churches, chancels and churchyards and 
give direction for the amendment of all 
defects in the walls, fabric, ornaments 
and furniture of the same; and on receiving 
Letters Mandatory of the Bishop, he shall 
induct any Priest who has been instituted to 
a Benefice into possession of the temp- 
oralities of the same.” 


Canon LXXVII. ‘‘ Of Rural Deans”’ 
was agreed as in the Report. 


Canon LXXVIII. ‘“‘ Of Priests having 
a Cure of Souls.’ Clauses 1-4 were 
agreed as in the Report, save for small 
verbal changes. Clause 5 was agreed 
as follows :— 

“He shall be diligent in visiting his 


parishioners, particularly those who are 
sick and infirm.” 


Canon LXXIX. ‘“ Of Priests holding 
two or more Benefices in Plurality’’ was 
agreed as in the Report, except that in 
Clause 1 it was agreed to omit, after 
‘Bishop Suffragan’’, the words “for 
the better maintenance of his dignity ’’; 
to insert, after “if he first obtain ’’, 
the words “‘ through the Bishop of the 
Diocese ’’; and to add at the end of the 
Clause, after ‘‘ Archbishop of Canter- 
bury ’’, the words “or if he be em- 
powered so to do under the provisions 
of a Measure of the Church Assembly ”’. 


LOWER HOUSE 


Canon XXXII. “ Of .the Baptism of 
such as are of riper years” was agreed 
as sent down from the Upper House. 


Canon XLII. “ Of the Solemnization 
of Matrimony”; CanonL. “‘ Of Divine 
Service in Private Chapels”; and 
Canon LI. ‘‘ Of Divine Service in the 
Latin Tongue”, were agreed as sent 
down from the Upper House. 


Canon LVI. “ Of the Titles of such 
as are to be ordained Deacons or Priests” 
was agreed as sent down from the Upper 
House. 


Canon LVI. ‘ Of the Certificates 
and Letters Testimonial to be exhibited 
to the Bishop by such as are to be ordained 
Deacons or Priests’ was carried as sent

down from the Upper House, save for 
the following amendments of Clause 1 :— 

“That all words in sub-Clause (a) be 
Omitted and the following words sub- 
stituted: ‘a Certificate or other sufficient 
evidence of the date and place of his 
birth’.” 

“That in sub-Clause (c) the words 
“or in which his name is on the Electoral 
Roll’ be inserted after the word ‘ resides’. 

‘* That the words ‘ Letters Testimonial 
from his Theological College and’ be 
inserted at the beginning of sub-Clause (e).”’ 


Canon LVIII. ‘‘ Of examination for 
Holy Orders.’’ The Canon was carried 
as sent down from the Upper House, save 
for the following amendments :— 


““That the words ‘may call to his 
assistance’ be omitted and the words 
‘shall call to his assistance’ substituted.’’ 

““That the words ‘ the Archdeacons’ be 
omitted and the words ‘the Archdeacon 
Major ’ substituted.” 


Canon XLIV. “ Of the Visitation of 
the Sick.’ The alterations by the 
Upper House were agreed. 


Canon LIX. ‘“‘ Of Ministers exercising 
their Ministry’’ was carried as sent 
down from the Upper House, save as 
follows :— 

Clause 2. It was agreed :— 


‘* That in sub-Clause (a) the words ‘a 
period of seven days’ be substituted for 
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the words ‘ one Sunday ’. 
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It was agreed that consideration of 
Clause 3 should be deferred until 
Canon LXIII had been considered. 

In Clause 4. It was agreed :— 

““That all words after the words ‘so 
therein ’’ down to the words ‘ having such 
Cure’ be omitted.” 


Canon LX. ‘“‘ Of Collation and Pres- 
entation.” It was unanimously agreed 
that this Canon be omitted as the 
statutory legislation to which it referred 
was in process of amendment. 


Canon LXI. ‘‘ Of Admission and 
Institution”? was agreed as sent down 
from the Upper House, save as 
follows :— 

Clause 1. An amendment was car- 
ried :— 


“That the following words be added: 
‘in some Church whose Orders are recog- 
nised and accepted by the Church of 
England ’.”’ 

It was agreed that Clauses 3, 4, and 5 
should be omitted. 


Canon LXII. ‘“ Of Induction” was 
carried as sent down from the Upper 
House. 

A new Motion on Freemasonry was 
moved, but it was agreed “that the 
House proceed to the next business.”

3. ‘“ That the Assessors be asked to 
consult the Central Board of Finance as 
to the advisability of changing the present 
system of charging the cost of publications 
to the Convocation accounts.”’ 

(b) On the Revision of Canon Law 
(No. 497). This was unanimously 
received by both Houses. The two 
Houses agreed to the recommendations 
in section B of the Report in respect of 
the Canons XVIJ, XX, XXI, XXII, 
XXII, XXIV, XXV, XXVI, XXVII, 
XXVIII, XXIX, XXXII, XXXIV, XL, 
XLI. Both Houses agreed to retain 
the version of Canon XXXII as formerly 
passed by the Lower House of York. 
Canon XXXV was accepted as -pro- 
posed by the committee except that the 
word “‘ place”’ was retained in Clause 4. 
The clause in Canon XLII referring to 
the privileges of the Bishop of Sodor and 
Man was postponed until legal advice 
had been obtained. The proposed 
Clause 1 of Canon XLIII was accepted 


in the Upper House, only two votes 
being cast against it. It was rejected in 
the Lower House by 34 votes to 28.

Beloved, you have brought this child to 
God’s house to be baptized. That is, you 
are asking for him a gift from God. Our 
Saviour Christ himself said, None can 
enter into the kingdom of God, except he 
be born again of water and of the Holy 
Ghost. In the sacrament of holy Baptism, 
the outward sign of which is washing by 
water, our heavenly Father promises to 
give this child that which by his own 
nature Ae cannot have, that is to say, new 
birth as the child of God, the forgiveness 
of sin, and an eternal inheritance by adop- 
tion into God’s family, the holy catholic 
Church. 
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Two amendments of the Duties of 
Parents and Godparents were agreed :— 


That reference to the Catechism be in- 
serted in paragraph 2 (the precise form was 
left to the committee); and that the re- 
sponse be changed to, ‘‘ I do.”

Revision of Canon Law 
The two Houses agreed :—‘‘ That the 
proposed Canons LII-LXIII be now 
considered.” 


Canon LII. ‘‘ Of Holy Orders in the 
Church of England.” Clause 1. It was 
agreed to delete ‘‘in” (line 12) and 
insert “‘ by’’. On Clause 2 the follow- 
ing resolution was agreed :— 


“Delete all the words after ‘ Deacon’ 
(line 3) and insert, ‘ can ever be divested of 
the character of his Order, yet it allows that 
a minister may voluntarily by legal or 
canonical process relinquish the exercise 
of his orders and use himself as a layman 
or may be deprived of the exercise of his 
orders or deposed finally therefrom by due 
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process of law’.

2. The Consecration of a Bishop shall 
be performed upon some Sunday or Holy 
Day, unless the Archbishop, for urgent 
ae weighty cause, shall appoint some other 

ay. 


Canon LIV. ‘ Of the Ordination of 
Priests and Deacons.” Clause 3. It 
was agreed that the clause be divided 
and the other clauses renumbered. 
Clause 6. The amendments to Clause 6 
(Canterbury version) were referred to 
the committee. Clause 7. It was agreed 
to delete ‘‘ shall be kept from ”’ (line 1) 
and insert “‘ shall not be ordained to.” 
The Canon was passed in the following 
form :— 

Ordination to the Office of Priest or 
Deacon shall be performed upon the 
Sundays immediately following the Ember 
Weeks, unless the Bishop of the Diocese 
for good cause shall appoint some other, 
preferably a holy day. [The words in 
italics are the Lower House version only.] 

2. Ordination of Priests and Deacons 
shall be in the Cathedral Church of the 
Diocese, or other Church or Chapel at the 
discretion of the Bishop. 

3. One of the Archdeacons, or his de- 
puty, shall present to the Bishop every 
person who is to be ordained. 

4. The Priests taking part in an Ordina- 
tion shall together with the Bishop lay their 
hands upon the head of everyone that 
receiveth the Order of Priesthood. 

5. No person shall be made Deacon, 
except he be twenty-three years of age, 
unless he have a faculty from the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury. 
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6. No person shall be ordained Priest, 
except he be twenty-four years of age 
complete, unless he have a faculty from 
the Archbishop of Canterbury. 


7. No person shall be ordained both 
Deacon and Priest upon one and the same 
day, unless he have a faculty from the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. [This clause 
was referred to the committee.) 


8. A Deacon shall not be ordained to the 
Priesthood for at least one year, unless 
the Bishop shall find good cause for the 
contrary, so that trial may be made of his 
behaviour in the office of Deacon before 
he be admitted to the Order of Priesthood. 


Canon LV. “ Of the Quality of such 
as are to be ordained Deacons or Priests.” 
Clause 1 was amended in accordance 
with the version of Canterbury Upper 
House. Clause 2. It was agreed to :— 

“Delete all the words from ‘is suffer- 
ing’ to ‘ prevent him from’ inclusive and 


insert ‘by reason of physical or mental 
infirmity is, in the opinion of the Bishop, 
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prevented from adequately ’. 


Clause 3. A proposal for the deletion 
of the word ‘“ but” and insertion of 
“and” (line 2) was referred to the 
committee. Clause 4. It was first 
agreed to ‘‘ Delete ‘ except that if’ and 
substitute ‘ unless’ (line 6)°’; and later 
“* That section 4 be deleted.” Clause 5. 
It was agreed “‘ That section 5 be de- 
leted.””, The Canon was adopted with 
the foregoing changes from the form in 
the Report. 


Canon LVI. “ Of the Titles of such as 
are to be ordained Deacons or Priests.” 
Clause 1 was accepted as amended by 
Canterbury Upper House. Clause 2. 
It was agreed :—“‘ To delete the words 
after ‘ school ’ in each of the two sections 
B. and C.” Clause 3. The amendments 
by Canterbury Upper House were 
accepted. The Canon was passed in 
he following form :— 

1. Any person to be admitted into Holy 
Orders shall first exhibit to the Bishop 
of the Diocese of whom he desires im- 
position of hands, a certificate that he is 
provided of some Ecclesiastical Office 
within such Diocese, which the Bishop 
shall judge sufficient, wherein he may attend 
the cure of souls and execute his ministry. 


2. A Bishop may also admit into Holy 
Orders :— 
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(a) any person holding office in any 
University, or any Fellow, or any person 
in right as a Fellow, in any College or Hall 
in the same ; 

(6) any Master in a School; 

(c) any person who is to be a Chaplain 
in any University or in any College or Hall 
in the same or in any School; 

(d) any person who is living under vows 
in the House of any Religious Order or 
Community : 

Provided that the said University, Col- 
lege, Hall, School, or House of a Religious 
Order or Community be situated within 
his Diocese. 


3. No person shall be admitted in Holy 
Orders by any Bishop other than the Bishop 
of the Diocese in which he is to exercise his 
ministry, except he shall bring with him 
Letters Dimissory from the Bishop of such 
Diocese. 


4. Notwithstanding any provision of the 
preceding clauses of this Canon, the ancient 
privilege of any Fellow or any person in 
right as a Fellow in any College or Hall in 
the University of Oxford or of Cambridge 
to be admitted into Holy Orders without 
Letters Dimissory by any Bishop willing to 
ordain him, shall be unimpaired. 


Canon LVI. “Of the Certificates 
and Letters Testimonial to be exhibited to 
the Bishop by such as are to be ordained 
Deacons or Priests.’ Clause 1. It was 
agreed to delete the word “two” 
(section D, line 2) and substitute ‘‘ one ”’; 
and to refer the Canterbury amendments 
to the committee.

That His Grace the President be respect- 
fully asked to appoint a joint committee 
to consider the recommendations for the 
spiritual discipline of the laity set out in the 
Church Assembly report CA 836: that 
the committee be instructed to confer 
with any similar committee appointed by 
the Convocation of Canterbury, and to 
report. 


Displaced Persons. It was agreed :— 


That this Synod recognises that, among 
the claims upon the thoughts, prayers 
and generosity of English Churchmen, 
intercourse with European Churchmen at 
all levels and co-operation in ministering 
to refugees and displaced persons must 
continue to have a high priority. It there- 
fore asks the dioceses and churches of the 
province to continue to the Inter-Church 
Aid and Refugee Service Department of 
the British Council of Churches the help 
which they gave through Christian Recon- 
struction in Europe. 


Broadcasting the Holy Communion 
Service. It was proposed :— 


That this Convocation respectfully 
requests His Grace the President, in con- 
sultation with the President of the Con- 
vocation of Canterbury, to consider what 
steps should be taken to regulate the broad- 
casting and the televising of the Order of 
Holy Communion either in whole or part. 

The debate was adjourned to the next 


group of sessions. 


LOWER HOUSE 


Report of Committee on Holy Baptism 
(No. 498). It was agreed that “ all that 
is evil’’ be substituted for “‘ the evil 
powers of darkness ”’ in line 2 of para- 
graph 2 of the three-fold promise; 
and that the rubric before the blessing 
of the water be amended to read: 
“Then the Minister shall say”. An 
amendment was accepted to delete 
“take” and insert ‘‘ preserve’’. The 
blessing was then accepted in the 
following form :— 

N., the Lord preserve thee in his holy 
household, clothe thee with the robe of 
innocency, write thy name in the Book of 
Life, and keep and govern thee evermore. 

It was agreed to delete “‘in our 
Saviour Christ's own words’ and to 
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substitute “‘ in the words of our Saviour 
Christ ’’; to delete ‘“‘ and if no service 
follows’? and to substitute “‘and if 
Baptism be administered at any time 
other than in Morning or Evening 
Prayer’’; and to leave the revision of 
the rubrics to the discretion of the 
committee. 

The Committee submitted the rubrics 
to the Upper House in the following 
form :— 


1. The Ministers of every Parish shall 
admonish the people that they bring their 
children to Baptism as soon as possible 
after birth, and that they defer not the 
Baptism longer than the fourth, or at 
furthest the fifth, Sunday unless upon a 
great and reasonable cause. 


2. Notice of Baptism should be given 
in writing to the minister a week before 
the proposed day. 


3. It is proper that a child be brought 
for Baptism either to the church of the 
parish in which the parents dwell or to the 
church where they habitually worship. 


4. And note, it is desirable that for 
every male child to be baptized there 
shall be two godfathers and one godmother, 
and for every female one godfather and 
two godmothers. Parents may be sponsors 
for their own child provided that the child 
shall have one other sponsor. 


5. The font shall be set in as spacious 
and well ordered surroundings as can be 
compassed. When not in use it must be 
decently covered; and a reverent care 
at all times should be given to the seemli- 
ness and dignity of its appointments. 


6. It is desirable that Baptism should on 
due occasion be administered at Morning 
or Evening Prayer upon Sundays and other 
Holy Days when the most number of 
people come together; both that the 
congregation may testify the receiving of 
them that be newly baptized into the number 
of Christ’s Church, and also that every- 
one present may be put in remembrance 
of his own profession made to God in his 
baptism. 


7. If the Baptism be held at Morning or 
Evening Prayer, it shall follow the Second 
Lesson, and be followed by the second 
Canticle, Versicles and the Collects; the 
Creed, Lesser Litany and Lord’s Prayer 
being omitted. 


8. Should the disposition of the church 
and the seating render it appropriate, 
any part of the service, other than the 
Blessing of the Water, the naming and the 
Baptizing of the child, may take place, 
in the discretion of the minister, at the 
entrance of the Chancel facing the people. 
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9. In case of dangerous illness of the 
child. no mimister being available, a lay 
Person present may name the child and 
pour water upon it, saying: 

WN. I baptize thee in the Name of the 
Father. and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost. Amen. 

And then those that are present shall say 
the Lord’s Prayer. And afterwards notice 
of the Baptism shall be given to the 
minister of the parish and the child’s name 
duly entered in the parish register. Further. 
if the child do live, it shall be brought to 
the church that it may be received publicly 
into the congregation. 

It was agreed that in the third of the 
duties of parents and godparents, after 
the reference to confirmation, there be 
inserted “ so that he. strengthened by the 
Holy Spirit, and...” The first and 
third of these duties now read :-— 


First, to see that fe is taught the Creed, 


Thirdly, to bring Aim in due time to the 
bishop to be confirmed so that fe, being 
strengthened with the Holy Spirit_and 
receiving the Holy Communion of the 
Body and Blood of Christ, may go forth 
into the world to serve God faithfully in

His Grace the President spoke of the 
Festival of Britain, of the Church’s

The Report of the Joint Committee 
on Cremation (No. 500) was presented 
and the following Resolutions passed :— 


1. * That the report be now received.”

(c) In the case of ashes being brought 
to a church or churchyard, they should be 
reverently disposed of. One or more 
prayers from the Order of the Burial of the 
Dead may be used at the discretion of the 
minister, and the words of committal 
—— be those recommended for section 

J. 

(d) The choice of music at any ser- 
vice before cremation should rest with the 
minister in consultation with the relatives.” 

4. “ That the ashes of a cremated body 
should be disposed of in consecrated or 
dedicated ground. This may be done:— 

(a) by burial; (5) by strewing them 
reverently on the surface of the ground and 
covering them lightly with earth; (c) by 
enclosing them after obtaining the necessary 
faculty, in a part of the church or other 
consecrated building set apart for the 
purpose. 

To scatter ashes broadcast on either 
consecrated or unconsecrated ground 
without covering them is a method which 
may be unseemly or irreverent and cannot 
be recommended.” 

5. “ That, when ashes are disposed of in 
a churchyard, this may be done in or upon 
an existing grave, or alternatively suitable 
provision should be made in a special plot 
of ground.”

The Lambeth Conference

ALL preparations had been made for the eighth Lambeth Conference 
to meet in 1940, but the outbreak of the Second World War caused its 
indefinite postponement. In the event it could not meet until 1948. 
The Report of the 1948 Conference was published by §.P.C.K., 
price 5s. net., and was summarised in The Official Year-Book 1949.

HISTORY, STATUS AND FUNCTIONS 


The following articles summarise the history, status and functions 
of the Conference :— 


The nature and status of the Anglican Communion may be described in the 
following terms, taken from a Resolution adopted by the Lambeth Conference of 
1930. 


“The Anglican Communion is a fellowship, within the One Holy Catholic and Apostolic 
Church, of those duly constituted Dioceses, Provinces or Regional Churches in com- 
munion with the See of Canterbury, which have the following characteristics in common :— 

(a) they uphold and propagate the Catholic and Apostolic faith and order as they are 

generally set forth in the Book of Common Prayer as authorised in their several 
Churches ; 

(b) they are particular or national Churches, and, as such, promote within each of 

their territories a national expression of Christian faith, life and worship; and 

(c) they are bound together not by a central legislative and executive authority, but 

by mutual loyalty sustained through the common counsel of the Bishops in con- 
ference.” : 


Opportunities for such “‘ common counsel” are provided by the Lambeth Con- 
ferences which meet from time to time within the walls of Lambeth Palace, the 
official residence of the Archbishop of Canterbury. The origin of these Episcopal 
gatherings is not without interest. 


ORIGINS 


The first Lambeth Conference arose out of a resolution passed in 1865 at a 
meeting of the Provincial Synod of the Canadian Church, urging that means should 
be adopted “‘ by which the members of our Anglican Communion in all quarters of 
the world should have a share in the deliberations for her welfare.” The terms 
of this resolution having been communicated to Archbishop Longley of Canterbury, 
His Grace raised the matter in Convocation, and in spite of the grave misgivings 
of some of his Episcopal Brethren, including the Archbishop of York, eventually 
decided to summon a gathering “‘ of the Bishops in visible Communion with the 
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united Church of England and Ireland ”’ to be held at Lambeth Palace. Out of 
144 Bishops who received an invitation, 76 accepted—of these, 18 were from Eng- 
land and Wales, 19 from America and the remainder from Ireland, Scotland and 
the Colonies. Among the absentees were (besides the Archbishop of York), the 
Bishop of Durham and certain other English Diocesans whose apprehensions with 
regard to so dangerous an innovation were not allayed by assurances from the 
Archbishop of Canterbury that it was not contemplated that the Conference 
“should assume the functions of a General Synod ”’ or take upon itself ‘‘ to enact 
canons.” 

The full Conference lasted only four days, September 24-28, 1867. In the 
course of his opening speech, Archbishop Longley was careful to explain the 
limited scope of their deliberations. ‘‘ We merely purpose,”’ he said, “‘ to discuss 
matters of practical interest, and pronounce what we deem expedient in resolu- 
tions which may serve as safe guides to future action.” 

When the second Lambeth Conference met in July, 1878, Archbishop Tait had 
already been at pains to assure Convocation that he agreed with the limitations 
imposed by his predecessor. He stated emphatically that it was not proposed “ that 
questions of doctrine should be submitted for interpretation in any future Lambeth 
Conference, any more than they were at the previous Lambeth Conference.” 


GROWTH 


All subsequent Lambeth Conferences have followed the general lines laid 
down by Archbishops Longley and Tait. The size of the Conference has increased 
with the lapse of years, as the figures given below willshow. The volume of work 
undertaken has grown to formidable dimensions. The time devoted to the con- 
sideration of the agenda has been extended to some six weeks. But the character 
of the Conferences has remained unchanged. The Lambeth Conference is to-day, 
as it was in 1867, a purely deliberative body, meeting in private, without either 
synodical authority or legislative powers. The decisions at which the Conference 
arrives are recorded in a series of resolutions based upon the Reports of the various 
Committees—but those resolutions are expressions of opinion, and not authorita- 
tive decisions binding upon the consciences of Anglican Churchmen. At the 
same time, expressions of opinion arrived at after prolonged consideration by a 
majority of the Bishops of the whole Anglican Communion gathered from all 
quarters of the globe must necessarily carry great weight, and many of the resolu- 
tions passed by successive Conferences have in fact exercised a profound influence 
far beyond the borders of the Churches in communion with the See of Canterbury. 

Reference has been made above to the Reports of Committees. These Com- 
mittees are a most important feature of the Conference—they consist of a selected 
number of Bishops to whom is entrusted the detailed consideration of the main 
subjects on the agenda. At the 1948 Lambeth Conference, for example, there were 
eight Committees, which dealt with The Christian Doctrine of Man; The Church 
and the Modern World; The Christian Way of Life; The Unity of the Church; 
The Anglican Communion; The Church’s Discipline in Marriage; Baptism and 
Confirmation; and Proposed Chinese Canon on Ordination of a Deaconess to the 
Priesthood. f 

The Report of each committee, for the contents of which that Committee is 
alone responsible, is laid before the whole Conference, and the recommendations 
of the Committee form the basis of the Lambeth Conference Resolutions. Not a 
few of these Reports are documents of lasting value and of far-reaching importance 
—as, for example, the Appeal to all Christian People incorporated in the Report of 
the Committee on Reunion in 1920 and adopted by the whole Conference, or the 
statement of the Christian Doctrine of God presented to the Conference of 1930. 

It may be of interest to show in statistical form the number of Bishops attend- 
ing each of the eight Conferences held hitherto. These figures give an indication 
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of the remarkable growth of the Anglican Communion during the course of the 
past eight decades.

During the intervals between the successive Conferences, Committees of 
Churchmen are sometimes appointed by the Archbishop of Canterbury, at the 
request of the Conference, to consider special questions, such as relations with the 
Eastern Orthodox Church, the Old Catholics, the Church of Scotland, the English 
Free Churches, the Scandinavian Churches and the Moravians. 


THE CONSULTATIVE BODY 


Further, the Archbishop of Canterbury is in the habit of summoning at inter- 
vals, as occasion may demand, the Consultative Body of the Lambeth Conference, 
which acts as a kind of Continuation Committee of the Conference, without 
executive or administrative power. 

This Body consists of all Primates and 24 other members, “ appointed to 
represent the Lambeth Conference by the Archbishop of Canterbury, with due 
regard to regional requirements, after consultation with the Metropolitans and 
Presiding Bishops.” 

Its duties are: (1) To carry on the work left to it by the preceding Conference ; 
(2) To assist the Archbishop of Canterbury in the preparation of the business of 
the ensuing Conference; (3) To deal with matters referred to the Archbishop of 
Canterbury on which he requests its aid; and (4) To deal (so far as it is com- 
petent to do so) with matters referred to it by any Bishop or group of Bishops of 
the Anglican Communion. 

The fact that the Lambeth Conferences are held at the official residence of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury is an indication of the primacy of honour accorded to 
the Archiepiscopal See of Canterbury by Anglicans throughout the world. 

The occupant of the throne of St. Augustine stands to the world-wide Anglican 
Communion in a relation not unlike that of His Majesty King George VI to the 
world-wide British Commonwealth. 

It has been truly said that the British Monarchy is “the keystone of the 
Imperial Arch.” The same might be said with certain obvious differences of 
the position which the Archbishopric of Canterbury occupies in the structure of 
the Anglican Communion. As Canterbury Cathedral may justly claim to be the 
Mother Church of the Anglican Communion, so Lambeth Palace may be said to be 
itshome. Thither once every ten years Bishops come from every part of the word 
to be welcomed by the Archbishop of Canterbury as members of one family, and 
to take counsel together as inheritors of a common tradition. 


THE AUTHORITY OF THE LAMBETH 
CONFERENCE 


In view of misunderstandings which arise from time to time, the 
following extract is reprinted from the article on “The Anglican 
Communion” by the Right Rev. F. J. Western, formerly Bishop of 
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Tinnevelly, and the Right Rev. E. J. Palmer, D.D., formerly Bishop 
of Bombay, which appeared in the 1940 issue of this Year-Book :—- 


The Lambeth Conference is . . . the only central authority among the Anglican 
Churches, and it is important to make clear the value of its contribution to the 
life of those Churches and the nature of its authority. 


1. It is a deliberative assembly and as such, has a great value to the Bishops 
who attend it. For them this value lies quite as much in their discussions and 
consultations during the Conference as in its resolutions and the reports of its 
Committees. They have the opportunity of meeting other Bishops who carry the 
same responsibilities in widely different circumstances. Outside the meetings 
they can compare their experiences and can consult those who have special know- 
ledge or are regarded as leaders. Inside the meetings they hear problems of 
common concern discussed from every possible angle by Bishops working in most 
various conditions. There is no surer way of distinguishing the essentials of a 
problem from the non-essential or accidental phases of it, than to hear it discussed 
by persons who see the problem against an entirely different background of 
circumstances. 

The conclusions reached are of value both to the fully organised Churches 
and to the most isolated Bishop. The latter continually feels his isolation and the 
great responsibility which he takes if he acts without consultation and without 
knowledge of the opinions and practice of other Bishops. The fully organised 
Churches are always in danger of taking a decision which, though it seems obviously 
expedient and right in their circumstances, may turn out to be wrong if viewed 
in the light of the experience of the whole Church. Yor there is some parocbial- 
ism in every national or regional Church. Or again, the fully organised Churches 
may rightly wish to discover whether a certain action which they are inclined to 
take would commend itself to the Fellowship of the Anglican Churches as a whole 
or would endanger their fellowship with those Churches. 


2. The fruit of the deliberations of the Lambeth Conference is advice. Its 
decisions do not claim to be more. There is an historical reason for this. When 
Archbishop Longley gathered together the first Lambeth Conference at the request 
of the Church of England in Canada, his action roused suspicion and encountered 
opposition. The Archbishop of York of that date refused to attend the Confer- 
ence, and the Dean of Westminster refused the use of the Abbey for its worshi)). 
Archbishop Longley had cause enough to walk warily. He declared that the 
Conference which he was inviting to meet would not pretend to enact any canons, 
to make any decisions binding on the Church, or to lay down definitions on points 
of doctrine. Subsequent Conferences have all been summoned under the same 
understanding. 

The Bishops meet at Lambeth as Bishops. They meet solemnly in the presence 
of God and invoking the aid of His Holy Spirit. They give advice. It is solemn 
advice. - 

It has been said sometimes that their resolutions have no authority. This 
opinion seems to be a hasty conclusion from the fact that the resolutions of a 
Lambeth Conference do not in themselves constitute the law or affect the practi: « 
of any Church. But any one of the Anglican Churches may enact a law or take 
administrative action on the lines of the advice of the Conference, which is therc- 
upon converted into part of the law or of the adminsitrative rules of that 
Church. 

When, therefore, it is said that the decisions of the Lambeth Conference have 
no authority, this is true only if there is no other kind of authority in the Church 
of God except legislative, administrative or coercive authority. But this would 
be a strange opinion for a disciple of Christ to hold. He spoke indeed with 
authority, but He used His authority primarily to persuade. He preferred the 
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understanding loyalty of friends to whom He had explained His will, to the blind 
obedience of slaves. 

Such is the authority which belongs to spiritual advice. It convinces by 
being true or wise. ‘‘ Not by might nor by power but by my Spirit, saith the 
Lord of Hosts.” It is to this ideal of Church authority that the Archbishops of 
Canterbury have been forced back. Whether its present constitution will re- 
main unchanged the future will show. But for the present the authority of the 
Conference is that of God’s Bishops met in His name to set forth (so far as they 
are able) the persuasive guidance of the Spirit of Truth. It is now (as it was in 
antiquity) the part of the Church at large to judge whether they have represented 
this guidance rightly. But that is only to say that the duty of the Conference is 
not command and coercion but guidance and persuasion. 


ANGLICAN CONGRESS 


The General Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States of America in 1949 took note of Resolution 87 of the 1948 Lambeth Con- 
ference welcoming the suggestion that a Congress be held in 1953, at which 
bishops, priests, and lay persons of all dioceses and missionary districts of the 
Anglican Communion might gather to witness to our common faith and to confer 
on matters of common interest. The General Convention voted to request the 
Presiding Bishop to extend through the Archbishop of Canterbury an invitation 
for the holding of such a Congress in the United States in 1953 and appointed 
a committee to make the necessary arrangements should such invitation meet 
with general acceptance. 

The date has been changed to August, 1954, in order to correlate the Congress 
with the meeting of the World Council of Churches. It will be held at Minne- 
apolis, Minnesota, U.S.A. 

The Committee appointed consists of the Bishop of Connecticut (the Rt. 
Rev. Walter H. Gray), Chairman; the Rev. Dr. Frederic 8. Fleming, Vice- 
Chairman; Mr. Robert McCracken, Secretary; also the Bishop of South Carolina 
(the Rt. Rev. Thomas N. Carruthers); and the Rev. Dr. A. Vincent Bennett. 

The Central Committee, as appointed by the Archbishops, Metropolitans, 
and Presiding Bishops of the Churches to work with the American Committee, 
is composed as follows :—

It is hoped that ways will be worked out to 
provide an opportunity for the representatives of other sections of the Anglican 
Communion to become well acquainted with the Dioceses and Missionary Dis- 
tricts in the U.S.A.

In accordance with requests of the Church Assembly made in 1928 and 1930, 

the Archbishops of Canterbury and York constituted in 1933 a Church of England 

Council on Foreign Relations to survey and advise upon all matters concerning 

the contacts and relations of the Church of England with (1) the Roman 

Catholic Communion, (2) the Eastern Orthodox Communion, (3) (i) the Assyrian 
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Church (ii) and the Communion consisting of (a) the Coptic and Ethiopian 
Churches, (b) the Syrian Orthodox (Jacobite) Church, including its daughter 
Church of South India, and (c) the Armenian Church; (4) the Old Catholic 
Churches and (5) the Protestant Evangelical Churches of the Continent. 


It is authorised by the Archbishop of Canterbury :— 


(i) To secure and make available to its members, and to such other persons as the 
Archbishop of Canterbury approves, reports on the general condition of foreign 
Churches, and on those political, economic and social conditions which closely 
affect their life. 

(ii) To consider such questions as the Archbishop of Canterbury may refer to it, and to 
tender advice to His Grace on the policy which it seems wise to pursue. 

(iii) To draw the attention of the Archbishop of Canterbury to those questions in the 
foreign relations of the Church of England which appear to merit his attention and, 
if requested, to recommend a course of action. 

(iv) To recommend, if requested by the Archbishop of Canterbury, when and in what 

form he or the Church of England should be represented in interdenominational 

committees or interdenominational discussions concerned with the foreign relations 
of Churches. 

To assist the Archbishop of Canterbury, when he so desires, in initiating negotiations 

with foreign Churches. 

(vi) To promote with the approval of the Archbishop of Canterbury mutual visits 
between English and foreign Churchmen and, when necessary, to cause suitable 
arrangements to be made for the reception and entertainment of visitors. 

(vii) To carry out the wishes of the Archbishop of Canterbury in any matter affecting 
foreign relations. 


~ 
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The Council on Foreign Relations is not authorised :— 


(a) To concern itself with relations with other Churches in these islands, e.g., the 
Church of Scotland and the Free Churches. 

(b) To concern itself with the problems of other Provinces of the Anglican Communion, 
or with overseas missionary dioceses directly under the Archbishop of Canterbury. 

(c) To determine or state the policy of the Church of England in relation to foreign 
Churches. 

(d) To open or pursue any negotiations with foreign Churches on its own initiative. 


Among other activities of the Council have been (1) the arrangement for send- 
ing English religious periodicals to foreign ecclesiastics, (2) the interchange of 
officially recommended foreign theological students with Church of England 
students, and (3) the arrangement for foreign clergy to stay in English parishes in 
order to obtain first-hand knowledge of the Church of England and its life. The 
Council has published surveys on the affairs of foreign Churches and keeps careful 
records of all transactions brought to its notice affecting the relations of the 
Church of England with foreign Churches. 

The Council works in constant co-operation with those departments of the 
British Council of Churches which deal with inter-Church aid, refugees, foreign 
students and visitors, European voluntary workers, and similar matters. It 
keeps in close touch with the World Council of Churches and with foreign- 
relations organisations of other Churches of the Anglican Communion. 


Nikaean Club 


This club was founded in commemoration of the Service held in Westminster 
Abbey on June 29, 1925, in celebration of the 16th centenary of the Great Council 
of Nikaea and attended by an Official Orthodox delegation led by the Patriarchs 
of Alexandria and Jerusalem, the Swedish Archbishop of Upsala, the Patriarch 
Mar Shimum, etc. The club exists primarily to entertain, with the approval of 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, foreign ecclesiastics and laymen. 
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The Club has had the honour of entertaining a number of distinguished 
guests from time to time, among whom have been outstanding leaders of the 
Orthodox, Lesser Eastern, Old Catholic and Protestant Churches. Patron :

Tue Constitution of the Board, framed in June 1914, was altered by licence 
of the Board of Trade after special resolutions passed on August 31st, confirmed 
on September 15th, 1921, and ratified by the Board of Trade so as to secure to 
the Church Assembly the control of this central organisation. The first meeting 
of the new Board was held on September 16th, 1921. 


Constitution of the Board.—Thus altered, the membership of the Board 
consists of :— 


Presidents: The Archbishops of Canterbury and York. 

One representative of each Diocese—forty-three—in England, elected from 
the members of the Church Assembly in the manner set forth below. 

Five members, nominated by the two Archbishops jointly. 

Ten members, appointed by the Standing Committee of the Church 
Assembly. 


(Norr.—Nominated and appointed members need not necessarily be 
members of the Assembly, and may be Clerical or Lay.) 


The Chairman of the Board is always a Lay member of the Assembly, and 
is elected directly by it. 

The representative of each Diocese may be a member of any of the three 
Houses of the Assembly, and is elected by all the members of the Assembly who 
belong to that Diocese. No member of the Assembly can take part in the election 
of the representative of any Diocese except his or her own. 


The Duties of the Board are :— 


To carry out the instructions of the Church Assembly. 

To raise and administer the Central Church Fund. 

To hold property. 

To present an annual report and budget to the Church Assembly. 

To administer the votes voted by the Church Assembly. 

To co-ordinate the work of existing central organisations raising and 
administering central funds. 


It should be noted that the whole of the Church Assembly Budget is 
apportioned on to the Dioceses who actept responsibility for raising the 
amount, but by a Resolution of the Assembly passed at the Summer Session, 
1922, contributions may also be sent direct to the Central Board for the 
Central Church Fund (q.v.). Any so forwarded should be addressed to The 
Secretary, Central Board of Finance, Church House, Dean’s Yard, Westminster, 
S.W. 1, and earmarked accordingly, 
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The Central Church Fund._This Fund was established before the Church 
Assembly was constituted, and the subsequent establishment of the Assembly 
has not affected it. It was called the Central Church Fund, for which in the 
years 1918 and 1919 a general appeal was issued, based upon a carefully con- 
sidered statement of the home needs of the Church of Pngland at that time. A 
considerable proportion of the amount received was expended upon the training 
of candidates for Holy Orders; upon grants for the increase of clerical stipends ; 
upon the renovation of the Theological College buildings and upon the Church 
Training Colleges for Teachers. 

The residue was invested partly in accordance with the expressed wishes of 
the donors of large gifts, and partly as representing the view of the Central Board 
of Finance of the proportion which ought to be capitalised in satisfaction of the 
terms of the appeal. The income is at the disposal of the Central Board subject 
to the observance of any trusts declared or implied. The total assets of the Fund 
as shown in the Balance Sheet at December 31st, 1950, amounted to £752,528. 


The Church Assembly Fund.—On the establishment of the Church Assembly 
and the passing of the Church of England Assembly (Powers) Act, 1919, which 
conferred upon it certain statutory powers and functions, the constitution of the 
Central Board of Finance was altered so as to allow it to become the Financial 
Executive of the Assembly. The tentative steps which it had taken towards 
raising an annual income by apportionment on Dioceses were developed. 
Gradually all the Diocesan Conferences accepted wholly or partially the measure 
of responsibility which the Church Assembly assigned to them, and since 1920 
there has been a gradual increase of income from this source. 

Under this procedure the Central Board of Finance presents a Budget to the 
Assembly at its Summer Session each year with a Scheme of Apportionment. 
When approved this is considered by the Diocesan Conferences at their Autumn 
Sessions, and the sum asked from each Diocese is in most instances added to its 
Diocesan Budget. The parishes of the Dioceses are asked in most cases to con- 
tribute a single quota towards the amount required. 

It should be noted, therefore, that the Assembly controls directly the Church 
Assembly Fund, but does not so control the Central Church Fund, Nevertheless, 
since the Central Board of Finance is elected by members of the Assembly from 
their own number, the administration of the Central Church Fund is closely 
associated in practice with the Church Assembly Fund, as is shown by the fact 
that for some years nearly all the balance of income of the Central Church Fund 
was transferred yearly for the benefit of Church Assembly work. In this way 
the deficiency on the Church Assembly Fund, which otherwise would have been 
extremely serious, has now been extinguished. 

The difference between the position of the two Funds will be readily under- 
stood by those accustomed to parochial administration, when they remember 
that the Parochial Church Council does not control the income of trusts which were 
in existence before the Parochial Church Council was established. It manages 
only such monies as it raises or receives from Church people. The administration 
of trust funds continues as in the days before the establishment of the Parochial 
Church Council. Like circumstances govern the Central Church Fund, a trust 
fund with the establishment of which the Church Assembly was not concerned. 


Church Assembly Overseas Fund.—This Fund was established in 1926 by the 
Missionary Council (now the Overseas Council), with the co-operation and assent 
of the Missionary Societies, for the purpose of receiving and applying the donations 
which had been sent in response to the World Call. The Centra] Board of Finance 
agreed to manage the Fund. When this Fund was opened it was decided that 
95 per cent. of the proceeds should be distributed among the Missionary Societies 
and Diocesan Missionary Associations in proportion to their income, and that 
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5 per cent. should be retained for allocation at the discretion of the Overseas 
Council. In 1931 the 5 per cent. was increased to a maximum of 25 per cent. in 
order that the Overseas Council might have funds at its disposal for contribution to 
objects which are closely connected with the Missionary work of the Church, but 
which are not recognised as the concern of any particular Society. But as the 
Council has been able to contribute to such objects from other funds at its dis- 
posal, it was later agreed that the whole amount contributed to this Fund shall be 
distributed among the Societies, recognised by the Overseas Council, on the basis 
of the current representation of those Societies on the Council. 


Committees.—The Board appoints its own Committees. Its administrative 
and general work is normally carried on by Standing Committees and special 
committees are appointed as and when required. The Standing Committees 
appointed for the current quinquennium are :—Finance, Trust, Training Colleges, 
Lay Pensions. In addition a Consultative Council, comprising the Chairmen 
of the Standing Committees and the officers of the Board, assists the Chairman of 
the Board in the direction of its work. 


WORK OF THE BOARD IN 1950 


Centrai Loan Fund.—The establishment of this Fund was officially authorised 
by the Assembly at the Summer Session of 1931. Asa result of negotiations with 
the Board’s Bankers the Central Board obtained credit facilities up to £500,000. 

The Dioceses are not charged interest on the loans made, but are asked to 
repay the capital sum borrowed in as short a time as possible and in any case 
before 1957. The Board has also accumulated the nucleus of a small permanent 
loan fund for church buildings, and has indicated its readiness to consider applica- 
tions for loans from this fund for suitable cases, but a small rate of interest will be 
charged. 


Archbishops’ Tithe Compensation Fund.—In 1936 the Archbishops requested 
the Board to organise an appeal for the Archbishops’ Tithe Compensation Fund. 
The appeal was made in the name of the two Archbishops to all tithe payers of £1 
and upwards that they should contribute to a central fund the difference between 
the original rates payable under the Tithe Act of 1925 and the rates payable 
under the new Act of 1936. The appeal was carried out during the latter part of 
1936 and among the gifts were many covenanted subscriptions, many of which 
have now expired, but a number of subscribers have been kind enough to make 
further promises of support. Any monies received which are earmarked for 
particular parishes are distributed through the agency of Diocesan Boards of 
Finance. 


Church Training Colleges——The Board’s plan for financing the post-war 
schemes of extension and equipment of Church Training Colleges is dependent 
upon an annual grant of £35,000 from the Church Assembly Fund. On the 
security of this grant and of the Church Assembly resolution authorising the issue 
of Loan Stock, the Board has issued the following Loan Stocks :— 


£200,000 33% Loan Stock, 1968 (including conversion of Debentures). 
£75,000 3% Loan Stock, 1959. 

£75,000 279% Loan Stock, 1954. 

£100,000 4% Loan Stock, 1974-77. 


To complete the scheme it will be necessary to issue a further £100,000 Stock 
at a later date. It is calculated that the Assembly grant will be sufficient to 
cover both interest and capital repayments on all these issues. 
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Church Assembly Estimates.—The Estimates for 1952 (see p. 285) were pre- 
pared by the Central Board of Finance in consultation with the various Depart- 
ments concerned. 

The Central Board presented the Estimates at the Summer Session of the 
Church Assembly which approved a total of £198,935. These cover :— 


Votes I(a), 1(b) and I(c). Contractual obligations to the Clergy Pension Fund, 
Church Training Colleges—Service of Loan Stock and Lay Workers’ 
Pensions—the Church Assembly contribution of one-quarter share 
of the premium for all workers admitted to the Scheme after 
January 1, 1944. 

Section A. The Church Assembly Organisation: (including the Assembly and 
its Committees, the Legal Board, the Committees of the Con- 
vocations, the Central Advisory Council of Training for the 
Ministry, the Overseas Council, the Church Information Board, 
the Central Board of Finance and its Committees, and Statistical 
Returns of Parochial Work). 

Religious Education: the expenses of the Church of England 
Council for Education, including the Council of the Church 
Training Colleges. 

Women’s Work in the Church: the Central Council for Women’s 
Church Work and the Church of England Moral Welfare Council. 

Church of England Council on Foreign Relations. 

Central Council of Diocesan Advisory Committees for the Care of 
Churches. 

Section B. The grants in this section are distributed in five instalments, the 
amount of the final payment being dependent on the income of the 
Fund for the foregoing year. Included in this section are :— 


The grants to.the British Council of Churches and to the World 
Council of Churches, the Central Advisory Council for the Spiritual 
Care of the Deaf and Dumb, the Council for the Order of 
Deaconesses, the Churches’ Committee for Women Serving in 
H.M. Forces and the Central Readers’ Board. 
Section C. Grants under this section are only made after the end of the financial 
year when the amount available has been ascertained. 


Training Bursaries for Lay Workers—grants are allocated by a 
Joint Committee set up for that purpose. 

Pensions for Widows and Dependants of Clergymen and for Lay 
Workers. The grant for Pensions for Widows and Dependants 
of the Clergy, now only a token figure, will be paid over to the Church 
of England Pensions Board. The grant for Lay Workers will be 
used by the Central Board of Finance to assist aged workers who 
may be in need and who were too old to join the Pensions Scheme 
at its inception; some part of the grant will also be set aside to 
help any worker whose pension starts at age 65 but who needs to 
retire sooner. 

- A reserve for unforeseen contingencies. 


Apportionment.—The total amount of the Estimates was, by Resolution of 
the Assembly, apportioned on the dioceses in accordance with the scheme of 
apportionment adopted by the Church Assembly in 1948 (vide C.A.F. 210 and 216). 

During the period 1922-49, when the original method of apportionment 
adopted by the Assembly in 1921 was in force, the method of apportionment had 
been a mathematical scheme based on Population, Communicants and the total 
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sum actually raised for all Church purposes. The new method of apportionment 
is based on two factors only, each having the same weight, namely, 


(a) the relative number of Church members, taking for this purpose the 
communicants on Easter Day, plus the additional number during Easter 
Week; 

(b) the relative amounts of available money, taking for this purpose :— 


(i) The aggregate of all contributions as shown in the parochial 
statistical returns, plus 

(ii) one-half of endowment income, with a ceiling of £700 in respect 
of any one benefice, less 

(iii) a deduction at the rate of 10s. for each communicant. 


The 1947 figures were used for factors (a), (b) (i) and (6) (iii); and the 1946 
figures for factor (b) (ii). 

The new scheme has been brought into operation by three stages. For the 
year 1950 the apportionment was based as to two-thirds on the old scheme and 
one-third on the new; for 1951 as to one-third on the old scheme and two-thirds 
on the new; and for 1952 entirely on the new scheme. 


CONFERENCE WITH SECRETARIES OF DIOCESAN BOARDS 
OF FINANCE 


The first Conference, held in 1929, proved so successful that the Central 
Board decided to make it an annual event. Secretaries who have attended the 
Conferences have much appreciated it as a valuable opportunity for discussion 
and consultation on points of mutual interest arising in connection with their 
work. The annual Conference had to be cancelled during the war years, but 
it was revived in 1946 and 1947 when very successful week-end meetings took 
place, and further Conferences have been held in the spring of each year since. 


FREE-WILL OFFERING SCHEMES 


Although The New Way in Church Finance is no longer in print, pamphlets 
and envelopes are available to provide the machinery of Free-Will Offering 
Schemes. The 1947 official Parochial Returns show that the total sums annually 
collected by way of these schemes had increased by £120,000 to £919,599 since 
1940 when the last available figures were collected. This result was obtained in 
spite of a fall in the number of parishes participating from 8,445 to 7,561. It is 
to be hoped that this fall was a war phenomenon which will pass with the return 
to more peaceful conditions. They serve to emphasise, however, what was 
already abundantly evident, that wherever Free-Will Offering Schemes have been 
adopted by parishes, a satisfactory and encouraging improvement has occurred 
in the finances of those parishes. The number of parishes now participating is 
a little over one-half of the total. There is, therefore, plenty of scope for broaden- 
ing the flow of parish contributions generally by the introduction of these 
economical and efficient schemes. 


STATISTICAL KETURNS 


In 1921 the Church Assembly assumed responsibility for the official Parochial 
Returns which hitherto had been undertaken by the 8.P.C.K. In 1922 it was 
felt that the time had come to revise the return to bring it into conformity with 
the changes which had taken place in Diocesan and Parochial Finance. A 
revised form was accordingly prepared and approved by the Board for provisional 
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use in 1923. The return, however, was further revised in the light of the experi- 
ence gained in the following years. 

After 1927 the collection of statistics with regard to Benefice Income was 
taken over entirely by the Church of England Pensions Board. Consequently in 
the Statistical Return Forms for 1928 and onwards, the sections relating to 
the Incomes of Benefices were deleted. , 

No statistics were collected between 1940 and 1946, but this work was revived 
in 1947. Statistical Return forms, issued to Incumbents in January, 1948, and 
collected by Rural Deans during the course of the year, were duly tabulated, 
and a summary of statistics was published in The Official Year-Book for 1949. 
A further issue of forms was made in the early part of 1951, but on this occasion 
the forms were sent direct to incumbents. 


TRUST COMMITTEE 


Up to the beginning of 1926 the management of the Special Trusts held 
by the Board was carried out by the Legal Committee. It had been felt for 
some time past that as the number of trusts held by the Board was growing, 
and larger management entailed questions of a financial rather than a legal 
nature, there should be a special committee whose duty it should be to manage 
these trusts. 

Consequently, by resolution of the Board dated May 12th, 1927, the Trust 
Committee was accorded the following powers and duties :— 


““The powers and duties of the Trust Committee shall (subject to the 
control of the Board) be to exercise all the powers of the Board in 
relation to property accepted by the Board upon any trust under 
paragraph 3(C) of its Memorandum of Association, to deal with all 
matters relating to such trust and the property thereof, with power to 
refer any legal question to the Legal Committee for its decision, and with 
the like power of instructing solicitors and counsel as is hereby given 
to the Legal Committee and to keep or cause to be kept separate 
accounts of each trust rendering an annual report to the Board in 
respect of all trusts for the time being under its control, and showing 
the financial position of each trust. Such separate accounts shall be 
kept and financial statements prepared by the Accountancy Depart- 
ment of the Board.” 


The Committee now administers 55 Trusts on behalf of the Board. 


LAY WORKERS’ PENSIONS 


Pending the introduction of a new Scheme the Central Board continues to 
administer the Church Assembly Lay Workers’ Pension Scheme instituted in 
1931. Over 500 deaconesses and lay workers are insured in this Scheme, of 
whom fifty-two entered in 1950, whilst twenty-three withdrew from membership 
within the year. 

The Board also maintained its co-operation with the dioceses and with the 
Central Readers’ Board in supplementing the Pension Scheme by making retire- 
ment grants to workers who had been too old to enter the Scheme. During the 
year forty-six grants amounting to £973 3s. 9d. were made by the Board. 


BUDGET FOR 1952 


The Central Board of Finance prepared the Budget giving the estimates of 
monies required in 1952 for the general purposes of the Church of England. The 
Budget was presented to, and approved, as printed on the following pages, by 
the Church Assembly at the Summer Session, 1951.

CONSTITUTION 


The Church Commissioners were set up by the Church Commissioners Measure, 
1947, on April Ist, 1948, to unite Queen Anne’s Bounty (incorporated 1704) and 
the Ecclesiastical Commissioners (established 1836) ; they exercise all the functions 
of the constituent bodies. 

The full Church Commissioners meet as required and at least annually to 
consider the report and accounts (which are transmitted to Parliament and the 
Church Assembly and published by the S.P.C.K.) and to elect to the Board of 
Governors and Estates and Finance Committee by whom the business of the 
Commissioners is transacted under the Measure. 

The Board of Governors, which normally meets monthly, comprises not more 
than thirty Commissioners. Of these, the Archbishops and the three Church 
Estates Commissioners are members ex-officio; twenty-two are appointed by the 
Commissioners, of whom six must be diocesan bishops, two deans or provosts, six 
other clergymen and eight laymen, six of them laymen appointed by the Church 
Assembly; and up to three more Commissioners may be co-opted. The term 
of office is six years and elections are triennial to eleven of the twenty-two 
places, thus securing continuity. The Board is responsible for the bulk of the 
Commissioners’ business except the management of estates and finance and the 
control of staff, which are the exclusive responsibility of the Estates and Finance 
Committee. 

The Estates and Finance Committee comprises the three Church Estates 
Commissioners (who are joint treasurers and control the day-to-day direction of 
business) and not more than four additional Commissioners appointed annually 
of whom at least one half must be laymen who are Commissioners otherwise than 
in right of office. The Committee also acts as the general executive of the 
Board jointly with a committee appointed by the Board, the Administrative 


Committee. 
SCOPE OF THE WORK 


The activities of the new body cover a wide range of subjects which cannot 
adequately be described in a short survey. They arise partly under a number of 
Acts and Measures, and partly from a long tradition of services on behalf of the 
Church and the clergy. 

The many administrative functions in relation to Church organisation for 
which the Church Commissioners are responsible include duties in connection 
with the ecclesiastical reorganisation of areas affected by the War or civil planning, 
general parochial rearrangement under the Pastoral Reorganisation Measure, 
1949, formation of new parishes, alterations of parochial boundaries and bound- 
aries of rural deaneries, unions of benefices, the conveyance of sites for churches 
and houses, the fixing of tables of parochial fees, transfers and exchanges of patro- 
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nage, central administration in regard to parsonage houses, sales and purchases of 
glebe, securing of gifts of property, and the regulation of capitular accounts. The 
Commissioners are responsible for the payment of pensions to bishops, diocesan 
and suffragan, under a contributory pensions scheme. 


FINANCE 


The revenues of the Commissioners are derived from their estates, principally 
the ancient Church estates transferred from bishoprics, deans and chapters and 
certain abolished dignities or offices in cathedrals, and from Stock Exchange and 
other securities. All their revenues, other than specific trust funds, are carried 
to a general fund. The income of the general fund amounted to £5,730,250 for 
the year to March 31st, 1951. The secured commitments amounted to £4,175,223, 
leaving a surplus of £1,555,027 for disbursement during the current year in the 
maintenance and extension of the schemes of grants for the benefit of the clergy. 

The cost of the Commissioners’ schemes of grants is met from the Appropria- 
tion Account of the General Fund. This Account held £2,716,189 in the year to 
March 31st, 1951; £1,190,127 was spent in grants for the benefit of the parochial 
clergy (£1,049,312 being the cost for the year of recurrent grants, £12,730 the 
amount of grants to incumbents on appointment to first benefices, and £128,085 
grants of capital to meet benefactions and bequests for benefices and for endow- 
ment of new benefices); £15,472 was given for the assistance of living agents 
in cathedrals; £2,723 was paid to the Central Board of Finance to reduce interest 
on loans for new churches; £143 represents the interest charge in respect of loans 
made free of interest for the provision of buildings for worship in newly-developed 
areas; £150,000 was appropriated for grants to diocesan stipends funds for the 
further benefit of the parochial clergy; £568,000 was set aside to provide for the 
endowment of new parishes and districts; £50,000 was set aside for use during 
the next four years in dealing with the problem of parsonage houses; £100,000 
was invested to offset loss of income from certain securities redeemed; £17,500 
was reserved to maintain trust incomes of certain benefices proposed to be taken 
over by the Commissioners in order to avoid hardship to the incumbents; and 
£622,224 was carried forward in the Account. 

This carry-forward of £622,224 represents little more than the bare safety 
margin which must be kept in hand against any unforeseeable emergency. The 
corresponding figure carried forward two years ago was £2,735,782. The 
Commissioners have thus given the maximum possible help to the clergy at the 
present difficult period, while other resources are being developed. 


SCHEMES OF ASSISTANCE 


The Commissioners have approved a new scheme for assistance towards the 
provision, improvement, repair or maintenance of benefice property. An 
annual allocation is now made to each diocese, and, subject to continuance of 
certain grants to which the Commissioners were previously committed, is dis- 
bursed by them for benefice property purposes at the request of the diocesan 
dilapidations board concerned. The initiative thus rests with the diocesan board. 

The Commissioners have also established a freer policy of assistance in main- 
taining the stipends of the parochial clergy and others engaged in the cure of 
souls. The bulk of the money available for grants which has hitherto been dis- 
tributed in accordance with various particular schemes set out in the Com- 
missioners’ regulations, and any further money available from the Commissioners, 
will be allocated to the diocesan stipends funds of the respective dioceses to be 
expended as directed by the diocesan boards of finance at their discretion within 
the permitted field generally laid down by the Commissioners. This scheme 
ig to begin in an interim form on April Ist, 1952, although it cannot take full 
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effect until April 1st, 1954, as some of the Commissioners’ schemes of grants 
are guaranteed until that date. Apart from certain grants to clergymen on entry 
to their first benefices, the only new grants still made directly by the Com- 
missioners are (a) grants to meet benefactions or bequests for augmentation of the 
incomes of benefices, and (b) grants for endowment of new districts. 

All correspondence with the Commissioners should be addressed to The 
Secretary, Church Commissioners, 1 Millbank, Westminster, S.W. 1; but it is 
to be noted that applications for grants should no longer be sent to him except 
in the case of an application for a grant to meet a benefaction or bequest. . If the 
enquiry relates to benefice property, the application should be addressed to the 
secretary to the diocesan dilapidations board, and if it relates to augmentation 
of benefice incomes, to the secretary to the diocesan board of finance.

By the terms of its original Royal Charter granted in 1888 and, in order to 
adapt the constitution of the Corporation to the present new possibilities and 
needs of the Church, by a Supplemental Charter granted in 1940, the business 
of the Corporation is vested in its Council. The Council consists of 30 members ; 
10 ex-officio, 9 elected, 6 nominated by the Church Assembly and 5 co-opted 
by the Council. The main synodical bodies of the Church and every proper 
ecclesiastical authority of to-day are represented, and the Council is thus brought 
into as intimate contact as possible with all the central representative bodies 
of the Church of England. 

In Queen Victoria’s Jubilee Year the Church lacked an administrative head- 
quarters, and the original Church House was built as the Church’s memorial of 
the Queen’s Jubilee. 
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At the end of 1932 all the outstanding leases on the property acquired in 1891 
had fallen in and full development became possible. It was degided to clear 
the whole site and reconstruct the buildings to suit modern needs. A design by 
Sir Herbert Baker was accepted by the Council, and by the Church Assembly so 
far as its own accommodation was concerned. 

The boarding house for Westminster School, built in exchange for houses on 
the site of the new Church House, and the Gateway to Dean’s Yard contemplated 
by the new scheme were completed i in 1936; and the foundation stone of the 
main building was laid on June 26th, 1937, by Her Majesty Queen Mary. Early 
in 1940 the Church Assembly bodies and other tenants began moving into their 
new offices; in January, the Canterbury Convocation met in the House; and on 
June 10th, 1940, H:M., King George VI, in the presence of H.M. the Queen, 
formally opened the new House, and graced with his presence the first session 
of the Church Assembly in the great circular hall designed for its use. 

The war in Europe then entered the phase when London became the target 
for intensive bombardment from the air, and the Church House, in common with 
so many buildings in London, did not for very long escape inevitable damage. 
On the night of October 14th, 1940, it received a direct hit. The large circular 
hall was ruined, and other parts of the Church House received severe damage. 
Six lives were lost in this unfortunate incident. 

His Majesty’s Government were aware that the Palace of Westminster did not 
afford sufficient protection for the Houses of Parliament to meet there during 
heavy aerial attack. The Church House, by its close proximity and the security 
offered by its structure, already tested by its successful reaction to a direct hit, 
made it the official choice as the alternative meeting-place of the Houses of Parlia- 
ment; and in fact whenever circumstances made it necessary to sit elsewhere 
than in the Houses of Parliament, the House of Lords sat in the Convocation Hall, 
and the House of Commons in the Hoare Memorial Hall. Oak panels have 
been inscribed in these halls commemorating their use respectively by the House 
of Lords and the House of Commons during the war years. During the periods 
when the Houses of Parliament were not using the building, other important 
bodies were housed there, including the Ministry of Aircraft Production and the 
War Crimes Commission. 

Arising out of the San Francisco Conference, the Preparatory Commission of 
the United Nations Organisation occupied Church House and ultimately, when 
the first General Assembly of U.N.O. was held in London, Church House was the 
scene of the activities of the Security Council of that body. 


PRESENT AND FUTURE POSITION 


Much history was thus made within the Church House during the infancy 
of its newly constituted life. After nearly six years’ occupation by H.M. Govern- 
ment, the Church House was de-requisitioned on May 31st, 1946. So scarce, 
however, is accommodation available for Government purposes, that its release 
was conditional upon about half of the building being retained by H.M. Govern- 
ment, to serve as the new Colonial Office. By October, 1946, the work of removing 
blast walls and other fortifications had so advanced as to permit the administrative 
offices of the Corporation to be re-occupied and for the Church Assembly, the Cen- 
tral Board of Finance and other departments of the Church Assembly to re-occupy 
their offices in Church House from their various scattered war-time homes. 

The Hoare Memorial Hall, Convocation Hall, Bishop Partridge Hall and 
several committee rooms were immediately reinstated for them to be used forth- 
with by the Canterbury Convocation, The Assembly Hall was completed in 
time for use by the Church Assembly at its Autumn Session, 1950. On January 
29th, 1951, Her Majesty Queen Mary formally unveiled Commemorative Panels 
recording the re-building and re-opening of the Assembly Hall. 
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Church House has proved an increasingly important and popular centre for 
conferences and gatherings of all kinds, and there is ample evidence that there 
will be many demands for the use of the Assembly Hall outside the Sessions of the 
Church Assembly. During its reconstruction additional facilities and ameni- 
ties required for congresses and large international meetings were introduced. 
These include a system of amplification giving complete audibility throughout, 
whether speeches are made from the platform or from any seat in the body of the 
hall. The system is too technical to describe in detail, but one of its features, so 
essential for the preservation of the intimacy of debate, is its unobtrusiveness. 
For the increasing number of international gatherings, facilities for simultaneous 
interpretation into any other language are available. 

Much of the other equipment throughout the building has also been improved. 
The halls and committee rooms have been fitted with curtains, allowing films to 
be shown, and re-designed seating has been provided. 

Thus the Church House, with the original beauty of its Assembly Hall fully 
restored, has now emerged from the shadow of its war-time destruction and the 
Church Assembly can meet in its own hall, in a centre worthy of the great 
Communion which the Church House is designed to serve. 

The Library has been reorganised to make it more accessible for the debates of 
Convocation and the Church Assembly, and one of its rooms, in which members of 
the Corporation of the Church House may consult books and other publications 
at their leisure, has been comfortably furnished and provided with writing 
facilities. Books cannot, however, be issued on loan away from the Library. 

The management of the restaurant and cafeteria has been entrusted to a 
well-known firm of City caterers, and users of the House are invited to make full 
use of its facilities. 

Now that the main part of the building for Church purposes has been released 
by the Government, membership of the Corporation of the Church House is 
again available. Its amenities include the use of the Library, together with 
reading and writing facilities and the use of the Church House as an address and for 
interviews. All members of the Church of England are cordially invited to make 
application for membership, so that, within the limits of its partial restoration, 
the Church House may be fully worthy of its original conception. The annual 
subscription for membership has been suspended. Members, when elected, pay 
an entrance fee of £1 1s. Od.

THE CLERGY PENSIONS MEASURE, 1948 


This Measure governs the procedure relating to the superannuation of all 
clergy of the Church of England under the age of 76 on January Ist, 1948. Every 
clergyman under this age and engaged in ecclesiastical service, or holding an 
educational, charitable or public post within the Provinces of Canterbury or 
York is, whether licensed or not, a compulsory contributor under the Measure so 
long as he earns more than £150 per annum. 

If, however, a clergyman is contributing under some other superannuation 
scheme (apart from the State insurance scheme) and can satisfy the Board that 
the benefits he will receive under that scheme are at least equal to those he could 
expect under the Pensions Measure, he may be excluded from the provisions of 
the Measure whilst he remains in the other scheme. He may also be excluded 
if he is a member of a Community which provides under its Rules for its members 
in old age or infirmity, and also if his possible service before age 70 is less than 15 
years. 

The Measure divides clergymen into two main classes :— 


Class A—Clergymen ordained before January Ist, 1948. 
Class B—Clergymen ordained on or after January Ist, 1948. 


CLASS A CONTRIBUTORS 


A Class A contributor pays an annual contribution (which is allowed in full 
as an expense of office for income tax purposes) of 3 per cent. of his net official 
income in multiples of £25 as assessed by the Board—e.g. on an assessable income 
of £376 to £400 the annual contribution is 3 per cent. on £400, i.e. £12. For this 
is received :— 


(i) A pension on retirement at the age of 70, the maximum being £200 per annum for 
40 or more years of service. A smaller pension is payable for a smaller number of years 
of service, e.g. for 35 years’ service it is £155; for 30 years’ service £112; ete. (A 
minimum of 15 years’ service is required to qualify for a pension of £34.) 
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(ii) A reduced pension on retirement other than through ill-health between the ages 
of 65 and 70. The amount of the reduced pension is a percentage of the pension which 
would have been payable had the contributor remained in office tillage 70. If retirement 
takes place at age 65 the percentage is 55, at age 66 it is 64%, at age 67 it is 73%, at 
age 68 it is 82%, at age 69 it is 91%. 

(iii) A disability pension on retirement before 70 equal to one-half of the pension 
which would have been paid at 70 plus £2 per annum for each year actually served over 
15 years. 


In addition to the contribution towards his own pension, a clergyman ordained 
between July Ist, 1936, and January Ist, 1948, pays compulsorily, if married (an 
unmarried clergyman may pay if he wishes to do so), a small annual contribution 
for a widow’s or dependant’s pension. This contribution provides a capital of 
£200 whenever the contributor dies, which is converted into a pension dependent 
upon the age of the wife or other nominated dependant at the time of the 
contributor’s death. This contribution is allowed for income tax as a life assurance 
premium. 

If the contributor dies after having entered upon a disability pension, the 
pension payable to his widow will be based upon a capital sum of £400 and not 
£200. 

If a Class A contributor dies before entering upon receipt of a pension the 
contributions he has paid with interest are either :— 

(a) refunded to his estate if he is not a contributor under the Widows and Dependants 
section of the Measure; 

(6) if he is a contributor under the Widows and Dependants section, added to the 


£200 provided by his annual contributions under that section and the whole amount 
converted into a pension for his widow or nominated dependant. 


In either case, if the contributor was ordained after 1926 and the contributions 
and interest are less than £200, then £200 is substituted for this sum. 


CLASS B CONTRIBUTORS 


A Class B contributor has to pay an annual contribution of 5 per cent of 
his net official income as assessed by the Board in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the Measure (i.e. 1s. for each £ of assessable income). Two-thirds of 
this annual contribution is allowed in full for income tax purposes as an expense 
of office, and one-third as a life assurance premium (see income tax scale of life 
assurance allowances). For this annual contribution is received :— 

(i) A pension on retirement at the age of 70, the maximum being £200 per annum 
for 40 or more years of service. A smaller pension is payable for a smaller number of 
years of service, e.g. for 35 years’ service it is £155; for 30 years’ service it is £112, etc. 
(A minimum of 15 years’ service is necessary to qualify for a pension of £34 per annum), 

(ii) A reduced pension on retirement other than through ill-health between the ages 
of 65 and 70 The amount of the reduced pension is a percentage of the pension which 
would have been payable had the contributor remained in office till age 70. If retire- 
ment takes place at age 65 the percentage is 55, at age 66 it is 64%, at age 67 it is 73%, 
at age 68 it is 82%, at ago 69 it is 91%. ; ; 

(iii) A disability pension on retirement before 70 equal to the pension which would 

- have been paid at 70 less £2 for each year the contributor’s age at retirement is less than 70. 

(iv) A pension of £50 per annum during widowhood to the widow of a clergyman who 
is either assessable to contribution or in receipt of a pension at the time of his death. 

(v) A grant for each fatherless child until age 18 of £25 a year. 


SOME DETAILS OF THE SCHEME 


The annual contribution is assessed fur the calendar year, but is normally 
based on the assessable income of the previous income tax or fiscal year (e.g. the 
contribution for the year 1952 is based upon the income for the year April Ist 
1950 to March 31st, 1951). If, for any reason, it is impossible to use this normal 
method of arriving at the assessable income, e.g. in the case of the assessment of 
those newly ordained, an estimated annual income is used for the purpose, 
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Contributions are payable quarterly in arrear on March 31st, June 30th, 
September 30th and December 31st in each year. 

On behalf of the Board the Church Commissioners deduct the contributions 
of incumbents who receive payments from them. An assistant curate is normally 
asked to pay direct to the Board, but the contributions can be deducted from the 
incumbent’s stipend and he may then, in turn, deduct from the curate’s stipend. 

All pensions are payable quarterly in arrear on March 31st, June 30th, 
September 30th and December 31st in each year, with a proportionate first and 
last payment. Should a contributor die, however, before receiving a full year’s 
pension, the balance of his pension for the first year will be paid to his personal 
representatives apart from any pension benefits which may be due to his widow 
or children. 

The pension is assessable to income tax, but is treated as earned income, any 
tax due being deducted from the quarterly instalments of the pension under the 
P.A.Y.E. system. 

A clergyman receiving more than £150 per annum for ecclesiastical work 
is assessable as a contributor under the Pensions Measure, so a pensioner cannot 
normally earn more than this amount and still receive his pension. 

If, however, a pensioner wishes to hold an appointment or take duty and re- 
ceive more than £150 per annum, his pension will not be suspended if the Bishop 
of the diocese in which he is to work sanctions the appointment and the con- 
currence of the Pensions Board is received. 

It is not necessary for the above procedure to be followed if the excess earned 
over £150 per annum is spent in travelling, special board and lodging and similar 
expenses. If this is thought to be the case the pensioner should write to the Board 
giving details of the estimated amount to be earned, and the estimated expenses, so 
that the decision of the Board may be given. If there is any doubt the figures 
after a year’s working will be awaited. A pensioner cannot, however, be in- 
stituted to a benefice without forfeiting his pension. 


SERVICE OVERSEAS 


The Board has entered into reciprocal arrangements with many of the 
Pensions Authorities of Churches overseas in communion with the Church of 
England. Under these agreements the actuarial value of a contributor’s rights 
under the Pensions Measure is transferred to the Pensions Authority of the 
area in which he takes up work. ‘The contributor is then credited with equivalent 
benefits in the scheme of that Church. The same principle applies to move- 
ments in the reverse direction. 

If a contributor takes up work overseas in an area where there is no estab- 
lished pensions scheme, he may continue by agreement to contribute to the 
Pensions Board. Most of the Missionary Societies require their missionaries to 
contribute in this way, the contributions being paid by or through the Societies. 


SUPPLEMENTARY PENSIONS 


The Pensions Board grants a supplementary pension of half the amount 
required to make up a pensioner’s total income, including that of his wife, to 
£250. The dioceses have undertaken, subject to conditions in one or two cases, 
to grant the other half. In calculating the total income, the Pensions Board 
does not count £52 of a wife’s income or £52 of a pensioner’s earned income or 
the annuity purchased by contributions paid to the Clergy Pensions Institution. 
In most cases, the dioceses apportion their share of the supplementary pension 
in ratio to the number of years of service rendered in each diocese if over 10 
years. The Pensions Board’s supplementary pension is obligatory, the diocesan 
part is purely discretionary. This supplementary pension is not given to those 
who retire before age 70 otherwise than through disability. 
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CLERGY WIDOWS AND OTHER DEPENDANTS 


In 1938 the Board created a fund which is available to help those widows of 
clergymen who are in need. It is called ‘‘ The Clergy Widows Fund ”, although 
its full title is “The Clergy Widows and Dependants Pensions Augmentation 
Fund”, and the Board relies for support for this fund on church collections, 
legacies, donations and subscriptions. 

Out of this eleemosynary fund the Board grants renewable pensions up to 
£50 a year, and, where there are children, makes additional smaller grants for 
them also. In co-operation with the diocesan and central societies, the Board’s 
aim is to see that every widow or other aged or infirm dependant has from all 
sources an income of at least £150 a year upon which to live. When the pensioner 
is over 70 years of age and in receipt of the State non-contributory pension the 
maximum income must not exceed £132 per annum, as any amount given in 
excess would mean a reduction in the State pension. The Board is already 
paying out nearly £15,000 a year in these pension grants. Church collections 
and annual subscriptions for the fund are urgently needed. 


ACCOMMODATION FOR RETIRED CLERGYMEN 


At the June, 1949, Session of the Church Assembly a resolution was passed, 
encouraging the Board to go forward with the work of providing homes for 
retired clergymen and their elderly dependants. The Board now administers 
the following homes :— 

Ramsay Hall, Worthing, for 22 residents; The Moorings, Hindhead, for 10 residents ; 
Esther Skrine House, Ashburton (in co-operation with the Exeter Diocese),for 6 residents ; 
Ellesborough Manor, near Aylesbury, for 19 residents; Maristow, near Plymouth, for 
55 residents, including 19 in a nursing wing; Fosbrooke House, Lytham, for 20 residents ; 
Trelawne Manor, nr. Looe (on behalf of the Homes of St. Barnabas), for 22 residents. 

The Board has created a “Clergy Homes Fund” out of which it finances 
these homes. It is derived solely from annual church collections or subscriptions 
from parochial church councils, and donations, legacies and subscriptions from 
church people generally. £10,000 a year is wanted to enable the Board to 
maintain these homes, as few of the clergy or their widows are able to pay the 
full cost of their maintenance. 


THE CLERGY PENSIONS INSTITUTION 


The Pensions Board also administers the Funds of the Clergy Pensions 
Institution.

On Ist April, 1950, the Church Information Board, set up by Resolution of the 
Church Assembly at the Autumn Session, 1948, took over the functions of the Press 
and Publications Board of the Church Assembly. It consists of 20 members, of 
whom 12 are appointed by the Standing Committee, 4 by the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, and 4 co-opted by the Board. The latter was constituted as a Board of the 
Assembly on October Ist, 1923, when the Press and Publications Committee and the 
Central Church Committee for Defence and Instruction were amalgamated. 

Like its predecessor, the new Board carries out the work of spreading news 
about Church activities in every way possible. 

This is done through four main channels which may, for convenience sake, be 
grouped as follows. 1. Publisher. Carrying out the full routine business of a 
publisher from the initiation of MSS. to the publishing of printed books and 
pamphlets. The Board acts as publisher for other councils as well as for books of 
its own. 2. Bookseller. There is a bookshop at Church House where enquiries 
are always welcome. This opens off a stock-room where bulk stock is kept, and 
where mail orders are invoiced and packed. 3. Press and Publicity. There is a 
regular service of press dispatches to the daily and weekly press, and also a service 
of monthly notes for parish magazines. Advice on publicity for exhibitions, dis- 
plays, conferences, etc., is frequently sought. 4. Information and Enquiries. A 
wide variety of enquiries are handled, by telephone and letter, from newspapers and 
the general public. 

Outstanding publications of the year included: ‘‘ The Work and Revenues of the 
Church of England’’, which for the first time attempted to present a general picture 
of the central revenues of the Church; and ‘‘ The Churchman’s Handbook”’, 
which was planned by the Church Electorate Committee.

Among subjects of general interest which the Board has considered, the 
following may be mentioned as examples :— 


(a) The Board was consulted by the Archbishop of Canterbury upon the draft 
Canons XL to XLIII. The Board adopted a memorandum prepared by Chan- 
cellor W. S. Wigglesworth and Mr. H. T. A. Dashwood which established that 
under the proposed new Canon XLI the granting of marriage licences except 
under the authority of an Archbishop or Bishop would cease. It also estab- 
lished that Canon XLIII authorises the incumbent of a parish to read the 
Marriage service over those who have been married in a registry office in a 
case where one of them dwells in or is on the electoral roll of a parish, but does 
not authorise an incumbent to read the service where the parties have no resi- 
dential or other qualifications in his parish. 


(6) A former opinion given on the subject of marriage in England between foreigners 
and English persons was reconsidered and revised. 


(c) The new pamphlet ‘‘ Suggestions for the Guidance of the Clergy ’’, prepared by 
the Registrar General and containing helpful advice for the clergy on the subject 
of marriage and registration, was referred to the Board for consideration. The 
Board considered certain alterations and returned the pamphlet with their 
proposed amendments. 


Considering the question of the legality of making a charge for peal ringing, 
it was resolved that as the bells are under the joint control of the incumbent 
and the churchwardens, anyone desirous of ringing the bells must comply with 
their joint requirements. 


(e) It was resolved that by reason of the definition of “‘ person ”’ in Section 17 (1) 
of the Legal Aid and Advice Act, 1949, neither the incumbent, as such, and 
churchwardens nor the P.C.C. were eligible for legal aid thereunder.

Many inquiries are received on legal points besides those which go before the 
Board. In those in which the Board has already given an opinion the inquirer is 
informed of that opinion. In matters of immediate urgency an effort is made, in 
consultation with the Chairman or other member of the Board to solve the 
problem without waiting for the next meeting of the Board. Approximately 170 
letters on legal questions have been written during the year under review. It 
remains the policy of the Board to avoid supplying material to one of the parties 
to a dispute. 

[The Alphabetical Summary of Legal Information for the Guidance of Clergy 
and Others will be found on p. 419.] 
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Tue Ecclesiastical Courts consist of (1) the Archidiaconal Courts, (2) the Diocesan 
or Consistory Courts, and (3) the Provincial Courts. From these there is an 
appeal to the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council. 

(1) The Archidiaconal Courts.—An Archdeacon has a Court and may appoint 
an Official to preside over it or may preside himself. The jurisdiction, limited to 
the archdeaconry, is similar to that of the Diocesan Court, to which an appeal 
from the Archdeacon’s Court lies. The jurisdiction of the Archdeacon’s Court 
has fallen into abeyance, but the Court is still available for the trial of a parish 
clerk accused of neglect or misbehaviour. 

(2) The Diocesan Courts.—Every diocesan Bishop has.a Court for administering 
ecclesiastical law within his Diocese. In the Diocese of Canterbury this Court is 
known as the Commissary Court, but elsewhere as the Consistory Court. The 
judge of the Court is in Canterbury styled the commissary-general, and in other 
dioceses the chancellor. The status of the Bishop himself in his Court depends 
upon the terms of the patent appointing the judge. In some cases the Bishop 
expressly reserves to himself the power to sit and try certain cases. But except 
so far as this power is reserved, the commissary-general or chancellor is the sole 
judge, and indeed may try cases to which the Bishop is himself a party. There 
is no appeal from him to the Bishop. ‘The principal jurisdiction of the chancellor 
is (a) the granting of Faculties (i.e. licences to permit something to be done in 
regard to alterations in the fabrics or fittings and ornaments of churches and 
consecrated chapels, and the erection of monuments therein), the removal of a 
body buried in consecrated ground, the reservation of grave spaces, and the 
laying out of closed churchyards as open spaces; (b) the granting of marriage 
licences. He may also be required to hear cases under the Clergy Discipline Act, 
1892, the Church Discipline Act, 1840 and to preside over the “ Special Court ” 
under the Incumbents (Discipline) Measure, 1947. An appeal lies from the 
Diocesan Court to the Provincial Court, and thence to the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council, except in cases under the Clergy Discipline Act, 1892, when 
the appeal is either to the Provincial Court or the Judicial Committee. Cases 
under the Church Discipline Act, 1840, are frequently sent direct to the Provincial 
Court by a process known as “‘ Letters of Request.” 

(3) The Provincial Courts are the Courts of the two Archbishops. ‘The Court 
of Arches is the Provincial Court of the Archbishop of Canterbury, and the Dean 
of the Arches is its Judge, acting by delegation from His Grace. The Chancery 
Court of York and its Judge occupy similar positions with regard to the Northern 
Province. As already stated these Courts hear appeals from the Consistory 
Courts, and that is their primary function. In some cases, however, it is possible 
for the parties to a cause to carry their case direct to the Provincial Court 
withous a preliminary hearing in the Consistory Court by means of “‘ Letters of 

equest.” 

Under the Benefices Act, 1898, a guasi-Ecclesiastical Court has been consti- 
tuted to deal with cases of refusal by a Bishop to institute to a benefice the pre- 
sentee of the patron. The Court consists of the Archbishop of the Province in 
which the benefice in question is situate, and of a Judge of the Supreme Court 
nominated by the Lord Chancellor. 

A special Provincial Court has been constituted by Canon 144, promulged in 
May, 1948, to hear appeals under the Incumbents (Discipline) Measure, 1947, 
from the special Diocesan Court constituted by that Measure. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, in his capacity of Primate of All England, 
and since the breach with Rome in the sixteenth century, exercises certain 
powers without restriction of area. These are, chiefly, the granting of special 
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marriage licences, which may allow the solemnisation of marriages without 
compliance with the usual conditions of time and place, the grant of ordinary 
marriage licences to parties resident in any Diocese of either Province, the con- 
ferring of Degrees, the appointment of Notaries and the granting of dispensa- 
tions for holding two benefices in plurality. These powers are exercised in part 
by the Archbishop personally and in part by His Grace’s Master of the Faculties 
to whom certain of these powers are delegated. The duties of the Master of 
the Faculties are mainly administrative, but when matters of dispute arise with 
regard to cases within this jurisdiction, he sits as a Judge in the Court of 
Faculties in order to decide them. 

Each Archbishop has an officer—the Vicar-General of the Province—who 
has certain administrative powers, especially as to the granting of ordinary 
marriage licences to parties resident within the Province, and who acts as the 
adviser of the Archbishop in legal matters. The Vicar-General also advises 
Convocation when requested to do so. The Vicar-General of each Province sits 
as a Judge in the Court of Confirmation, which is held for the purpose of confirming 
the election of a new Bishop by the Chapter of his Cathedral.

The Central Council’s 11th Report is entitled ‘The Problem of England’s 
Historic Churches”. It costs 6s., but is much more than a mere Report. It 
contains a full record of recent work in Cathedrals and churches and detailed 
guidance on most of the difficulties which confront the average Parochial Church 
Council. The Archbishop of Canterbury writes a preface, and there is an excellent 
sermon by the Archdeacon of Durham on the deeper aspects of art in relation to 
the Church, a subject on which there is considerable and dangerous misunder- 
standing, for example when people treat external and artistic beauty as things 
in the second rank, and not as of first importance. 

It is really a handbook which every parish ought to possess. Beside the 
record of good work done, there is ample authoritative information about the 
difficulties with which almost every parish is confronted at one time or another: 
those of the maintenance of the fabric, war damage repairs, roof coverings, the 
question of the organ in a parish church, the proper treatment of valuable monu- 
ments which so often retain much of their original colouring, and the very 
modern problem of dual-purpose buildings used both as halls and as churches. 
Attention to the advice given on all these is necessary in these days of financial 
stringency. For example, repairs to an ancient building done in the proper way 
are much less costly than those done by people accustomed to handling only 
modern materials. 

There is no need for anyone to be ignorant of the first principles which guide 
us in these important matters to-day or of the main questions to be studied in 
every important church. Drainage of roofs and the efficiency of down pipes and 
gutters comes first, a matter within the capacity of the Parochial Church Council 
to watch and see if all is well. If all is not well, it is probably a matter for an 
architect, as defective drainage is at the root of the majority of costly cases of 
repair. Good and bad pointing mean a lot, and the majority of recent pointing 
in our ancient churches is on the bad side, chiefly owing to the use of cement. 
It is strange how little interest this problem excites, compared with that of insect 
attack in timber, about which there is a tendency to get unduly scared. 

Public Interest. Never before has there been such widespread interest in 
ancient churches. Some are visited by thousands, where only a handful used 
to go, while others receive occasional visitors where no one used to penetrate a 
few years since. It is really urgent that there should be a definite movement to 
improve interiors. Bad Victorian windows, dingy hangings and dark walls do the 
cause of religion a lot of harm among younger people accustomed to the light 
and bright interiors now the rule in public buildings. White walls, bright colour 
and plenty of light are but a return to what the ancient builders themselves 
desired. Those rough, unplastered internal walls do not represent ancient 
practice, but nineteenth-century ignorance and vandalism. It is often difficult 
for churchpeople long used to the interiors we have in mind, to realise that such 
walls are neither what the original builders intended nor what present-day taste 
desires. 

To-day we find an increasing number of guide books to parish churches. This 
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is to the good; but there are two pitfalls. One is the tendency to try to include 
a little religious propaganda. The building and its beautiful features do that far 
better than we can. ‘The other is the bad practice of trying to make out that the 
building is older than it really is. There are a few notorious cases. One which 
shows nothing earlier than the later medieval period has been spoken of as 
built by an early pre-Norman King. At another an incident in a popular 
novel is stated to have taken place, which was born in the author’s imagina- 
tion, though it is fair to say that no blame rests on the church authorities in 
this case. But the increase of non-religious visitors makes it vital to avoid 
anything which conveys the suggestion that what is said and done in church is 
based on imagination or on the romantic approach. 

Nothing can be better than controlled tours of our larger churches, as they give 
the opportunity for questions, which can often be used with great advantage. 

The Council regrets that the advice so often given during past years is still 
ignored in case after case. Again and again “ you have been warned ”’ that it is 
in everybody’s interest to consult the Diocesan Advisory Committee, before, 
and not after a scheme has been formulated. It is difficult to tell donors that 
what they have set their hearts on cannot, or ought not to be carried out, while 
it is comparatively easy to do this during a general discussion when several 
proposals are being considered, and no one is committed to any of them. 

The ‘‘ Festival *’ year has done a lot of good in stimulating exhibitions up and 
down the country. In these have been shown interesting things both old and new. 
In particular, we have in mind two specially good ones. First there was a remark- 
able one at Lincoln, where a wonderful collection of ancient church plate and 
vestments was gathered together, including many of the rarest treasures, some 
never shown to the public before. Then there was the Exhibition of modern 
church art in the Great Hall of Lambeth Palace, lent by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury. It was a surprise to many that it was found possible to gather so 
much really good material. The amount of worth-while stained glass and 
metal-work was unexpectedly large. ‘There were some comparatively inexpensive 
textiles without embroidery, side by side with exceptional embroidered work; 
excellent examples of writing on vellum and illumination; two or three good and 
attractive altars and many good designs for others; several specially fine proces- 
sional crosses; and some interesting and not too extreme examples of modern 
sculpture. 

No other exhibitions on so large a scale seemed to be possible, but the Council 
was asked to give advice on several smaller ones, and it was strongly repre- 
sented on the Committee responsible for the one at Lambeth. 

There can be no doubt also as to the usefulness of the photographic exhibi- 
tions of churches, old and new, repair work properly done, altars and fittings, 
and stained-glass designs which have been sent to local gatherings by the Central 
Council. Cards mounted with photographs conveying warnings about decay in 
buildings, and interiors before and after special treatment, can always be obtained 
from the Central Council for a small fee. 

Other Matters. We again stress the need to make known the procedure 
whereby certain works of minor importance can be carried out under an Arch- 
deacons’ Certificate for much less than the cost of a faculty. In this way cases 
of the restoration of monuments, redecoration of walls, minor matters of surface 
repair, such as pointing will receive the much needed scrutiny of the Diocesan 
Advisory Committee, and the wrong methods of doing some of these things can be 
eliminated, with a consequent saving of cost. 

We also repeat the warning that many churches are under-insured, a very 
false policy, as it makes great difficulties in the event of a fire. Parishes whose 
churches have lead roofs should at once consult the Ecclesiastical Insurance 
Office, whose advice should be taken. 
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There seems no limit to the abominations which certain commercial 
firms are prepared to put into churchyards. The parishes should protect them- 
selves by the P.C.C. adopting model rules for the churchyard, under which action 
can be taken with the minimum of offence to well-meaning people who are apt 
to be over-persuaded by the trade, under stress of bereavement. In all cases of 
anything other than an ordinary headstone, the incumbent should indicate 
that a faculty must be sought. This applies not only to monstrosities like white 
marble angels, but also to kerbs, stone pots for flowers, wire covers or glass 
shades. Special attention should be drawn to the latest form of defilement, 
namely coloured chippings like broken glass with which kerbs are being filled. 
This calls for drastic action. 

Tt still seems necessary to stress the value of Renaissance architecture and 
fittings. ven people who appreciate Georgian houses, at times seem unable 
to appreciate the churches of that period. This may in part be due to the fact 
that their interiors are so often disfigured by Victorian attempts to de-classicise 
them that their original artistic unity is destroyed. It is therefore urgent that 
these incongruous fittings should be removed wherever possible. The monuments 
of the later renaissance are usually uncoloured and are often very dirty: a 
clear case for cleaning and surface polishing. 

The Friends of Ancient English Churches has been developing for some 
time. It is a body rather like the familiar “‘ Friends’ of the various cathedrals. 
It raises money for the repair of the fabrics and their artistic treasures on what 
might be called a “ non-ecclesiastical”’ basis, that is to say, it will help only 
ancient churches and will devote none of its resources to modern work or to 
new fittings and the like. Its existence can now be disclosed and an appeal made 
for donations to it.

CURRENT NOTES 


Exhibitions.—The Central Council office has prepared 4 photographic 
exhibitions, one on the care of old churches; another on the improvement of 
church furniture, and arrangement; a third on the design of new churches, 
pre-fabricated temporary church buildings, and duel-purpose church-halls ; 
and a fourth modern plate, screens, sculpture, murals, reredoses and other 
furniture and fittings. These may be hired for a very small fee. The exhibition 
of stained glass designs by 40 modern designers is also still available. 


Insurance.—Many churches are still very much under-insured. No less 
than 22 churches have been destroyed through accidental fires since the end 
of the war. We believe that in none of these cases was the insurance adequate 
to cover the cost of replacement. 

In the last two years 30 churches have had their lead roofs stripped and 
stolen. Unless this item is especially mentioned in the Insurance Policy it will 
not be covered. Parishes are advised to examine their Policies with both these 
points in mind. 

Licensing of Repairs.—If any difficulty is encountered in obtaining 
licences for the repair of churches, particularly those which are ancient buildings 
and require immediate attention to check deterioration, the Central Council can 
take steps to secure sympathetic consideration by the Licensing Authorities, if 
they are notified, preferably by the architect in charge. The same consideration 
will be given wherever possible where difficulty is encountered in obtaining 
materials in short supply.

THE constitution of the Council provides for 25 members of the Church Assembly, 
20 representatives of the Missionary Societies, and 15 nominated by the Arch- 
bishops and 12 Chairmen of Subsidiary Councils. On June Ist, 1951, the member- 
ship was as above. 

It is the function of the Overseas Council to stimulate the sense of corporate 
responsibility in the Church in such a way as to increase the volume and effective- 
ness of the service rendered by the missionary societies as officially recognised 
agencies of the Church of England for its overseas work. The Council seeks to 
promote every form of activity which may bring home to members of the Church 
of England and to the constitutional bodies of the parish, rural deanery and 
diocese, the responsibility which rests upon them to regard the overseas work of 
the Church as an essential part of theirduty. It seeks to present accurately and 
effectively the needs of the Church overseas and to stimulate in the home Church 
the will to provide, through the missionary societies, the funds and workers that 
are asked for. It promotes co-operation between the missionary societies and the 
constitutional bodies of the Church and among the missionary societies themselves.

A Commission appointed to report on the missionary organisation of the 
Church advised that the Missionary Council should be known as the Overseas 
Council, as “ more in keeping with the growing autonomy of the Overseas Prov- 
inces, and the new relationship which has grown up between all branches of the 
Anglican Communion”. The name was changed on January Ist, 1951. 


FUNCTIONS 


This Commission in its Report ‘‘ Growing Together” (Church Information 
Board, 1s. 6d.) also re-defined the functions both of the Central Council and the 
Diocesan Missionary Councils. The Overseas Council has a two-fold composi- 
tion. The majority of its members is appointed by the Church Assembly and 
the Council is responsible to the Assembly for the maintenance of its relations 
with, and the discharge of the Church of England’s obligation to, the Churches 
overseas. Its membership is also representative of the Societies. The Com- 
mission advocated—and the Societies have registered their agreement—a new 
development of co-operation both between the Societies’ members, and between 
Society-centred and Church-centred missionary organisations: co-operation in 
external relations with the Church of England at home. The Overseas Council 
by its composition is the official organ of such co-operation. On the overseas 
side it has set up four of the Councils recommended by the Commission— 
Territorial Councils for India—Pakistan—Burma—Ceylon, Tropical Africa and East 
Asia, and a Council for the Muslim world. These Councils are authorised to 
deal with questions of Church strategy in their respective spheres, maintaining 
contact with the authorities of the Church in the field, and introducing an 
unifying element into the general policy of the Church as carried out through its 
recognised agencies, the Missionary Societies. 

The further application of the principle of co-operation in the field of home 
organisation, also recommended by the Commission, is now proceeding both at 
the centre and in the dioceses. ‘To this end, the Overseas Council has set up a 
Home Council, with subsidiary Development and Education Committees. 

Relations with the Lambeth Conference Advisory Council on Missionary 
Strategy are being fostered. The Archbishop of Canterbury has appointed the 
General Secretary of the Overseas Council to be at the same time Secretary to 
his Anglican Communion Council. The Territorial Councils of the Overseas 
Council will thus be in close touch with this body and assist in work at the Church 
of England end. 

An important development of the Overseas Council’s work has been in the 
direction of enlisting laymen to lead in the presentation of the missionary appeal 
thoughout the country. The Council has been fortunate in securing the services 
of Mr. T. F. Sandford, C.M.G., M.B.E., as an honorary member of its head- 
quarters staff. In 19 Dioceses, Lay Co-Secretaries on the D.M.C. have been 
appointed to organise the work in connection with this development, whose 
aims and objects have been described in a pamphlet recently published by the 
Overseas Council entitled ‘“‘ Laity and the Church Overseas : a new initiative.” 

Residential courses, as well as regular evening lectures during winter months, 
have been organised in various dioceses, to train laymen and laywomen who 
have expressed willingess to give a lead in the presentation of the work of the 
Church overseas, in accordance with the Council’s plan for development of this 
work. Steps have also been taken to form a consultative group of lay advisers 
to assist the Honorary Lay Secretary of the Overseas Council. 

The Youth Council and the Moral Welfare Council in so far as their work 
overlaps with that of the Overseas Council are partners in joint committees. 

The Overseas Council is charged by the Church Assembly with responsibility 
towards the host of students who come to Britain from Africa and the East. 
A centre for African students has been acquired at 13 Chelsea Embankment, 
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thanks largely to the Dean of Westminster’s Committee which was originally 
appointed by the Overseas Council. 

The Overseas Council is.also charged with responsibility for helping mission- 
aries to find suitable spheres of work on their return to England. In this it is 
helped by many Patrons, Bishops, Cathedral Chaplains, Colleges, Trusts and 
private Patrons. ;

MISSIONARY SOCIETY FINANCE 


The Overseas Council reports that the Missionary Societies are anxious both 
about the supply of recruits and the maintaining of their funds. This does not 
mean any falling off in the missionary giving of the Home Church, which has been 
well maintained. This is a remarkable achievement seeing that so many who in 
the past have been able to make substantial gifts are no longer in a position to do 
so: it is evidence that the basis of support has been extended, though inevitably 
at the cost of enhanced expenditure in the home field. 

On the other hand these resources are no longer adequate to sustain existing 
work, still less to meet urgent claims for advance. The cost of existing work 
has been intensified by the rising cost of living. It is found for example, by one 
Society that whereas in 1937 the sum of £39,000 was supporting 181 missionaries 
in China, in 1948 £36,000 was necessary to support 67 missionaries: in other 
words, the cost of a missionary’s support had more than doubled. Since that 
date that rise in costs has steadily continued. 

The exchange situation which has been a source of difficulty for some years 
has been further aggravated by devaluation, which is costing the Societies 
£22,000 for the current year. The Societies are thus compelled to re-consider 
their commitments and to contemplate the withdrawal of missionaries and the 
closing of institutions. These difficulties are complicated by the necessity of 
adjusting policy to a situation which in many parts of the world presents new 
problems, and is still fluid.

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TE Council (whose membership is as shown above) was established in 1912 as 
the résult of Resolutions passed by the Convocations of Canterbury and York. 
In 1924 its constitution was altered in order to bring it into direct: relationship 
with the Church Assembly. Its functions and composition are as follows :— 


I.— Functions. 


1. To watch the supply of Candidates for Holy Orders, and its sources. 

2. To consider the best methods of training and testing Candidates, and to 
control the General Ordination Examination. 

3. To provide for the inspection of Theological Colleges and any other institutions 
offering similar preparations to candidates for Holy Orders; and to advise as to the 
formation and supply of new Theological Colleges. 

4. To receive money in order to finance individual candidates and make grants 
in aid of Diocesan Ordination Candidates Funds, and other bodies engaged in tlie 
work of preparing Candidates for Ordination. 

5. Generally to promote unity of action between all those concerned in the 
training of Candidates for Holy Orders, and to collect information and make sug- 
gestions for the guidance of the Bishops. 


II.—Com~position. 


As a result of a resolution passed by the Church Assembly in March, 1943, 
the Council was reconstituted as follows :— 

15 members nominated by the Standing Committee of the Church Assembly; such 
members to retire triennially, but be eligible for reappointment ; 

15 members appointed by the Archbishops of Canterbury and York; such members 
to retire triennially, but be eligible for reappointment ; 

6 members appointed by the Conference of Principals of Theological Colleges ; 

1 member each representing the Theological Faculties of Oxford, Cambridge, 
Durham, London, Manchester, Leeds, and St. David’s College, Lampeter. 


The main work of the Council at the present time is divided into four parts : 
(1) to implement so far as possible the findings of the Archbishops’ Commission 
on Training for the Ministry, and to advise the Bishops on the steps to be taken 
in the post-war period; (2).to arrange inspections of the Theological Colleges and 
to consider the various problems connected with the training of students; (3) 
to arrange for “‘ recruitment ”’ for the Ministry in schools, colleges, the Services, 
and among older men; and (4) to arrange for selection of candidates for training 
in accordance with plans approved by the Bishops, and the organisation of Selec- 
tion Centres. 

The Council meets regularly for business meetings and annually for residential 
conferences, to consider these and other matters. The various committees of the 
Council meet frequently to conduct routine business. The great increase in 
recent years in the work of the Council has of necessity involved a corresponding 
increase in staff. 

Plans for the selection, testing and training of candidates for Holy Orders 
have in particular been very carefully considered and proposals have been 
submitted to the Bishops who have approved of the following regulations. 


A. SELECTION 
All candidates shall be required before acceptance for a recognised course of training : 


1. To have passed an examination of at least Matriculation standard or, in exceptional 
cases, to hold qualifications regarded as satisfactory by the Central Advisory Council of 
Training for the Ministry. 

2. To pass such medical examination as shall be prescribed by the Central Advisory 
Council of Training for the Ministry. 

3. To attend a Selection Centre at which a Selection Board appointed by the Central 
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Advisory Council of Training for the Ministry shall (a) decide whether they shall be 
recommended as candidates for testing and training, and (b) if necessary advise what 
course of training they shall follow. 


N.B.—Candidates of the age of 40 and over are exempt from Regulation A. 1 
and may be exempted by the Bishop from Regulation A. 3 provided that before 
acceptance for training they are sponsored by the Bishop. 


B. TRAINING 
1. All candidates of the age of 25 and under shall be required : 


either to obtain a University degree which shall be followed by two years’ posts 
. graduate theological, pastoral and devotional training, including residence at 

a recognised Theological College, and to pass the General Ordination Examina- 
tion or its equivalent; 

or tf a University course is not recommended, to take a course of three years’ 
theological, pastoral and devotional training either at a recognised Theological 
College, or under some other authority approved by the Bishop in consultation 
with the Central Advisory Council of Training for the Ministry and to pass the 
General Ordination Examination or its equivalent. 

2. All candidates between the ages of 30 and 40 shall be required : 


(a) to be accepted for training by a Diocesan Bishop and, if exempted by him 
from the Regulations under B. 1; 

(6) to take a course of two years’ theological, pastoral and devotional training 
either at a recognised Theological College or under some other authority approved 
by the Bishop in consultation with the Central Advisory Council of Training for the 
Ministry, and to pass the modified General Ordination Examination or its equivalent. 


3. Candidates of the age of 40 and over shall be required to follow such course of 
theological, pastoral and devotional training as shall be prescribed by the Bishop. 


BISHOPS’ SELECTION CENTRES 


These centres, which were begun in the autumn of 1944, have received wide 
approval in the Church Assembly and elsewhere. The Bishops have recently 
agreed to their continuance as the method of selecting all candidates under 40 
years of age for testing and training. 

The method of Selection Centres is to hold conferences lasting 3 or 4 days 
to which are invited about 25 candidates and 5 selectors. The selectors are 
appointed by the Diocesan Bishops. Each diocese has nominated 6 priests and 
3 laymen to serve in this capacity and the individual boards are composed from 
the diocesan lists. Each candidate is seen separately by each of the selectors 
and in the common life of the conference, in the discussions, lectures and services 
which are held, a real effort is made to discover the true vocation of each man. 
At the conferences the lay as well as the clerical vocation is fully stressed and the 
claims of the whole Church at home and overseas are emphasised. 

The Centres have recently been held in Conference Houses in different parts 
of England. 


PRE-TRAINING 


No grants for pre-training are available for candidates, who are expected to 
reach matriculation standard before the Church can begin to finance their training. 


UNIVERSITY TRAINING 


It is most desirable that those candidates who will be expected to read for 
a university degree before going on to a Theological College should get provisional 
acceptance at a college in a university at as early a date as possible. 


THEOLOGICAL COLLEGES 


The following Theological Colleges are now open :—Bible Churchmen’s

College, Durham; The Theological College, Ely ; The London College of Divinity ; 
The House of the Sacred Mission, Kelham; The Theological College, Lichfield ; 
Schole Cancellarii, Lincoln; King’s College, London; The College of the Resur- 
rection, Mirfield; Ripon Hall, Oxford; St. Stephen’s House, Oxford; Wycliffe 
Hall, Oxford; The Theological College, Salisbury; Oak Hill College, Southgate ;

It is important that candidates should apply for provisional acceptance at the 
college of their choice well in advance of the date at which they hope to begin 
their theological training. 


FINANCE 


The Archbishops’ Appeal for Service Candidates has now been closed. A 
very considerable sum is required annually in order to meet the cost of men in 
training and to ensure that those coming forward are not prevented from begin- 
ning their training through lack of funds. Unfortunately it is impossible to 
give an accurate estimate of the sum needed annually. Two or three years’ 
working experience will be necessary before any firm figure can be arrived at. 
At the Autumn Session of the Church Assembly, 1949, the following resolutions 
were passed :— 

‘That the Central Advisory Council of Training for the Ministry continues for the 

time being to arrange the finance of candidates accepted for training.” 

““That the Central Board of Finance be instructed to open a Central Fund for the 
training of the Ministry.” 

““That the Archbishops of Canterbury and York be requested to ask the Diocesan 
Bishops to arrange collections in church on Trinity Sunday or some other Sunday 
for the benefit of this Fund.” 

““ That the subject of finance for the training of the ministry be kept under review 
and that before the end of 1952 a further report be submitted to the Assembly.’ 


A Grants Committee has been set up by C.A.C.T.M. Details about the 
administration of grants can be obtained from the Secretary of the Grants 
Committee, C.A.C.T.M., Church House, Dean’s Yard, Westminster, 8.W. 1. 


NUMBERS OF CANDIDATES 


The number which is now registered is about 6,627. About 3,230 have 
already been selected for training. A large proportion of those selected are now 
in training either at universities or at theological colleges.

The routine work of the Council is carried on by the General Secretary of 
C.A.C.T.M. and two Secretaries.

The Faculty Board of Divinity consists of the four Professors of Divinity, the 
Regius Professor of Hebrew, the Dixie Professor of Ecclesiastical History, and certain 
members (a) elected by the Faculty of Divinity; (b) nominated by the Council of the 
Senate and appointed by the Regent House; and (c) co-opted by the Faculty Board.

Tuz Central Readers’ Board, as constituted with the approval of the Arch- 

bishops and Bishops, consists of the Archbishops of Canterbury, York and 

Wales, four Bishops, six representatives of the Church Assembly, two elected 
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representatives from each diocese, and not more than twelve co-opted members. 
The Board co-ordinates the work of the Lay Ministry in the several dioceses ; 
trains Readers and maintains and develops the work of Readers generally; and 
arranges for annual and other conferences. At the Spring Session (1951) of the 
Church Assembly approval was given in principle to the provision for the Board 
of “a sum not exceeding £500 per annum.” 

Immediately after the Reformation, early in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, 
owing to many parishes being destitute of Clergy, the ancient office of Reader 
was revived for a time to provide some religious teaching in these parishes. 
When the deficiency of Clergy was made good the Reader disappeared. In 1866 
the office was again restored with the approval of Convocation, by the Bishops. 

Briefly, the present regulations are as follows: The candidate is required 
to be nominated by an Incumbent and to produce a written testimonial as to 
fitness. After examination, and the signing of a declaration of loyalty to the 
doctrine of the Church of England and to the Bishop and Incumbent, he is to 
be admitted to “‘ the Office of Reader,” accompanied by the delivery of the New 
Testament, but without the laying-on of hands. He shall receive a certificate 
signed by the Bishop indicating his admission into the Lay Ministry, and a list 
shall be kept by each Bishop (i.e. his Registrar) of all Readers so admitted, to- 
gether with the declarations made by them on admission. 

There is only one office of Reader divided into two classes— 


1. Parochial Readers, whose work is restricted to the parish to which they 
are licensed; and— 

2. Diocesan Readers, whose commissions authorise them to exercise their 
office throughout the diocese. 


A certain amount of elasticity is allowed, however, in assigning particular 
functions or special duties. 

The Licence of a Parochial Reader may include all or any of the following 
duties— 

(a) To visit the sick, to read and pray with them, to teach in Sunday School 
and elsewhere, and generally to undertake such pastoral and educational work 
and to give such assistance to the Incumbent as he may direct. (b) To read 
Morning or Evening Prayer, to publish Banns of Marriage, to say the Litany, 
to read the Scriptures, to give addresses except at the Holy Communion, to. 
catechise children in Church. The Commission of a Diocesan Reader enables him 
to perform all the above duties in any consecrated buildings throughout the 
Diocese. 

Additional duties which, in exceptional circumstances and by special authori- 
sation from the Bishop, may be assigned to a Reader are: To read the Epistle at 
the Holy Communion; and to administer the Cup at the Holy Communion.

Tue Church of England Council for Education, which is still a very new Council 
of the Assembly, has completed its fourth year, and there is no doubt that it is 
drawing together many of the strands of the Church’s educational work which 
hitherto have been regarded as the concern of separate departments. More 
and more clearly the members of the Council are becoming aware of the under- 
lying unity of its work and are able to deal with it in the light of a very wide 
educational experience. 

The reports made to the Council for Education by the Departmental Councils 
at the end of last year show how wide is the range of the Council’s interests. 
Attention was called by the Schools Council to the possibility of securing reliefs 
and easements for the Church schools within the framework of the 1944 Act and 
to the negotiations to this end which were taking place. The Children’s Council 
report referred to the Family Holiday weeks, and the Youth Council called atten- 
tion to the need for an increased supply of trained voluntary leaders. The 
report of the Adult Education Council showed that discussions about the possi- 
bility of creating a Residential College for Adult Education were continuing, 
while the need for encouraging vocations for teaching, especially amongst women, 
was brought to the notice of the Council by the Council of the Church Training 
Colleges. 

The Study Centre reported still increasing demand for its services on the part 
of those who are only able to carry on their studies with the help of correspondence 
courses. 

The Council has set up Advisory Groups to examine the work of the Church in 
the Modern Universities and to consider the opportunities in the field of technical 
education. 
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The Home Office Departmental Committee’s Report on “ Children :and the 
Cinema ”’ was discussed by the Council at its January meeting. Three recom- 
mendations of this Report were of particular concern, and a resolution dealing 
with the relationship of the cinema and education was sent to the Home Secre- 
tar 

The Secretaries of the Departmental Councils, together with some members of 
the Council, presented a Memorandum on the expansion of the Church’s educa- 
tional work. This Memorandum was given general approval by the Council, and 
has been sent to all Diocesan Education Committees for their comments. It 
is hoped that the result may be that the Council and dioceses may be enabled to 
see more clearly how best the educational resources of the Church may be used, 
and the form of organisation which may best be developed to achieve this. 

The travelling van purchased at the end of 1950 with money given by King 
George’s Jubilee Trust has assisted work in rural areas, particularly that of the 
Children’s Council, by making easier the transport of books, apparatus and equip- 
ment.

SCOPE OF THE WORK 


The title Children’s Council is short and pleasant and thus suited for its 
association with those small and pleasant people—children. Children—out of 
school—at home, at play, busily occupied or not occupied at all, in Church and » 
Sunday School, out in the streets, or in the cinemas. They are the Church’s 
concern: they are this Council’s concern. 

Perhaps unfortunately most planning for children is made through grown-ups; 
in fact, it might be said that one of the keys to adult religious education is an 
interest in children. Parents want to know how to answer their questions and 
how to teach them to pray; teachers want to know more about the faith which 
they teach; club leaders want to know what stories to tell and how to “ get 
across” informal religious education. 

For today it is, recognised that education is not confined to school, class, or 
lesson, but that some of the most potent factors for learning lie outside formal 
teaching altogether. Recent Ministry of Education publications emphasise 
this: how much more is it true of specifically religious education since Christi- 
anity is a way of living rather than a body of learning. 


LECTURES 


_ The Children’s Council plans for children, but deals mainly with adults who 
work with them; and its lecturing staff is constantly answering requests for help. 
These come from many quarters: Clergy; Diocesan Advisers in Religious 
Education; the Mothers’ Union; Health Visitors; Church Societies, e.g. the 
Girls’ Friendly Society; and voluntary organisations, e.g. the Boy Scouts; the 
Church of England Children’s Society, and the Nursery Schools Association. 
Invitations also come from Training Colleges and from the Parents Associations 
of schools of every type. 

Lectures and discussions on religious training have again been included in 
the Child Care Courses arranged in connection with the Home Office, and the 
Council provided lecturers for a number of these. 
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BOOKS AND FILMS 


The Council has shown its concern about films.and reading, two subjects 
which have a great effect upon children. Information and advice about films 
and film strips suitable for Sunday Schools and Children’s Services, is made 
available through an Advisory Group which has been formed for research into 
this subject. The question of magazines and comics for children has also been 
considered with useful results, and the Council is prepared to make recommenda- 
tions about these and other books which are of interest to parents, teachers and 
children. 

Sunday School lesson books and other literature for use in voluntary religious 
education are of great importance to those who are working in this field, and a 
Publications Committee with various sub-committees helps with the writing and 
production of such material. Tomorrow's Church, a book by Fr. Gibbard, a 
member of the Council, has made a sterling contribution to the whole field of 
work with children. 

TRAINING 


Almost every diocese in England has a woman Adviser in children’s work, 
and there is a close link between them and the Council’s staff, particularly in 
the matter of training of Sunday School teachers. Visits of a week’s duration, 
including lectures, were paid to various Summer Schools and a large number of 
residential week-ends, evening training courses and other meetings have received 
help from the lecturers. 

Fourteen Theological Colleges receive regular help through the Council in 
the matter of religious education. This varies from’a few days in some cases to 
three separate weeks during the two-year course in others. Highteen visits 
have been paid to these colleges in 1951. 

The Van given by King George’s Jubilee Trust to the Church of England 
Council for Education has been used on numerous occasions by members of the 
staff. It has been found most convenient for carrying apparatus which has 
made their visits of more practical value both on education courses and for 
demonstration lectures.

RELATIONS WITH THE NATIONAL SOCIETY 


Since the formation of the Church of England Council for Education in 1947 
the National Society and the Schools Council have worked in close co-operation, 
but the separate meetings of the Standing Committee of the Society and the 
Council have entailed much repetition and some waste of time and money by 
members of both. In view of the importance of the Church being able to speak 
with an undivided voice and take effective action on matters affecting the 
Schools, the following arrangements have been accepted by both bodies :— 

(i) That for the present, the Standing Committee should meet with the Schools Coun- 
cil at its two meetings in the year, but that both bodies should be free to hold separate 
meetings when necessary. 

(ii) That all business peculiar to the National Society should continue to be trans- 
acted by the Society. 

(iii) That the Society should preserve its freedom of propaganda, 

(iv) That to facilitate the working of this arrangement the Executive Committee of 
the two bodies should hold joint meetings twice a year. 

The first two of the joint meetings of the Standing Committee and the Council 
have now been held and it has been generally agreed that this new arrangement 
should prove of great assistance in expediting and simplifying joint work. 


FIELD SECRETARY 


In September, 1950, the Rev. J. G. Williams was appointed Field Secretary 
of the National Society and the Schools Council. Mr. Williams had been for 
ten years Assistant to the Religious Director at the B.B.C. and had been largely 
responsible for the Schools Services and the Children’s Hour Prayers. This 
experience has given him a unique opportunity with teachers, parents and children 
throughout the country. 

The underlying purpose of his work is to help teachers, parents, clergy and 
any others concerned with training children in religion to make the best possible 
use of their opportunities. It is hoped that much of his work will be with day- 
school teachers in both Church and County Schools. In particular Mr. Williams 
is able to help with guidance about the conduct of School worship, which the 
1944 Act has made obligatory in all schools. Already his assistance has been 
much sought at Conferences of teachers. 


EDUCATION ACT 1944 


The Council has shared with the National Society the responsibility of holding 
discussions with representatives of the Roman Catholic Church and the Free 
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Churches on possible further reliefs for the Voluntary schools. While’no generally 
agreed decisions have been reached the discussions have served’a useful purpose 
by clarifying the points at issue. 


VILLAGE SCHOOLS 


The Council has concerned itself with the danger of extinction witidh con- 
fronts many village schools. A careful enquiry was made of all Diocesan 
Directors and in the light of their replies it is clear that a large number of village 
schools are down for ultimate closure in the Development Plans of the Local 
Education Authorities. In view of the Minister’s statement that he would look 
at each proposal for the closing of a village school with the real interests of the 
whole village community in mind and not only the purely educational and 
administrative implication, the Council hopes that the claims of the small village 
school may be re-considered by all those responsible for educational adminis- 
tration.

CONSTITUTION 


Tur Church of England Youth Council was first constituted by the Church 
Assembly in 1942, and was entrusted with the work of the Church for youth, 
being primarily concerned with all aspects of the Church’s ministry to young 
people between 14 and 25 years of age, who had left school. Under the Church 
of England Council for Education Regulation, 1947, which came into force 
on January Ist, 1948, the Council became one of the five Departmental Councils 
of the new Council for Education. . Part III of the Schedule to this Regulation 
provides for one representative to serve upon it from each of the Diocesan Youth 
Councils in England and one representative from each national voluntary youth 
organisation which has at least 5,000 members in units under Anglican auspices 
and whose work is approved by the Council. In addition to certain other 
representatives not more than 9 persons may be co-opted. 
The Council invites observers from the Church in Wales, the Episcopal Church 
in Scotland, and the Church of Ireland, to attend its meetings. 


A NEW GENERATION FOR CHRIST 


The Council has declared its main task to be that of assisting the clergy and 
lay youth leaders of the Church of England to equip young men and women 
“to go forth into the world to serve God faithfully in the fellowship of His 
Church,” and its first concern is therefore to assist in the strengthening and 
extending of the Church’s own youth work. But the Council is concerned with 
all aspects of the Church’s ministry to young people, both within and outside the 
membership of the Church, and therefore has a responsibility for furthering both 
central and local co-operation between the Church of England and the statutory 
Youth Service, the Pre-Service Training Units and all national voluntary youth 
organisations. 

The Council in no way desires to segregate youth from any other age group, 
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and therefore is happy to determine and carry out its policy in close co-operation 
with all other bodies seeking to build up the life and witness of the Church. 

In the light of experience of success and failure gained by Youth Leaders 
of the Church of England in various forms of youth work, the Council recommends 
that all Anglican youth groups, however organised, should be guided by the 
following aims, which should be expressed in their programmes and activities :— 

Worship :—To provide opportunities both for the understanding of, and for progress 


in, corporate worship and private prayer. 
Thought :—To enable young people to learn together the meaning of the Christian 


faith, and of its relevance to the life of their generation. 

Service :—To lead young people to offer their work and their leisure to God as members 
of His Church, in local, national and international life. 

Witness :—To prepare young people for Christian witness by life, word and action. 

Recreation :—To give due recognition to the importance of fitness of body and mind, 
and to the provision of suitable and varied forms of recreation in all youth organisations 
and groups. 


The Council believes that youth work which is guided by these aims will 
help young people to find true fellowship in and through the life of the Church 
in loyalty to Jesus Christ. 


THE TRAINING OF LEADERS 


The Council offers its experience and the practical assistance of its staff to 
the dioceses, the theological and training colleges and other bodies, in the training 
of leaders for Christian youth work through national, regional and local courses. 
The term “ leader” is understood to include : 


(i) Clergy (beneficed or unbeneficed). 
(ii) Full-time paid youth leaders in the service of the Church, the Local 
Education Authorities or the Voluntary Organisations. 
(iii) Part-time voluntary or paid leaders who wish to equip themselves for 
youth work in their leisure time. 


The Council consults with the Ministry of Education and other bodies con- 
cerning future policy for the training of full-time men and women youth leaders. 
The Council seeks to promote courses which make provision for the study of 
theology as an integral part of the training. Through its Training Committee 
and its Training Officer it is in close touch with existing courses arranged by 
Universities and other training bodies and practical assistance has been given 
to many of them. 

Bursary aid is available from Central Church funds to selected candidates 
taking approved courses. 

The advisory services of the staff are available to men and women contemplat- 
ing youth leadership training. 

Short training courses are arranged by the Council from time to time for 
Diocesan Youth Organisers, as are also specialist courses of different kinds 
designed to help clergy and others who are working among young people. These 
include training courses for those engaged in youth work in rural areas. 

Part time courses in voluntary youth leadership are arranged by a number 
of dioceses and the Council seeks to encourage and help forward these courses 
in every possible way, especially those which endeavour to provide continuous 
training for senior members of youth groups. 

The services of the Church of England Council for Education Study Centre 
are commended as an aid to training schemes.

PRESENTING THE CHRISTIAN FAITH TO YOUTH 


The Council is concerned to assist leaders in every type of youth organisation 
to present the Christian Faith to their members and to build them up into

membership of the Church. It seeks to do this by encouraging the closest 
co-operation with every agency in the field, and by advising national youth 
organisations and cadet units on their religious policy as opportunity arises. 
One of the significant developments of recent years has been the concern of 
the organisations which have not a specifically Christian basis to provide for the 
spiritual welfare of their members. Among the organisations which now have 
Religious Advisory Panels are the Boy Scouts Association, the Girl Guides 
Association, the National Association of Training Corps for Girls, the Army 
Cadet Force, the National Association of Boys’ Clubs, and the National Asso- 
ciation of Girls’ Clubs and Mixed Clubs, on all of which the Council is represented.

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FUNCTIONS AND PURPOSES 
Resolution 33 of the Lambeth Conference of 1948 reads as follows :-— 


“The Conference calls special attention to the urgent need for more 
effective and continuous adult education through study and discussion. It 
believes that adult religious education should be included in the normal 
work of parish and diocese.” 


It would not be possible to find a better description of the purpose of the 
Adult Education Council. Its members are convinced that the need for this 
work is indeed urgent; that it will be of little value if it is treated only as an 
occasional stimulant—it must be continuous if it is to be effective; and that it 
were foolish to treat this as the special concern of a few enthusiasts alone—it 
must become normal in the life of parish and diocese. 

The responsibility for the detailed development of adult educational work 
within a diocese must rest upon a Diocesan Committee. Its members are 
familiar with local needs and are the best judges of the local situation. The 
functions which remain to the Adult Education Council are as follows :— 


(a) Inspiration and Stimulus: to keep before the Church the part to be played by 
adult education in educational and evangelistic work, and to give some guidance about 
the content as well as the purpose of adult education. 

(b) Co-ordination ; to arrange for the exchange of information about adult education. 

_(c) Training : to arrange for the provision of training courses in formal and informal 
methods of adult education. 

(ad) Publication : to encourage the production of printed material and pictorial 
material that will help those engaged in the work. 

(e). Representation : to represent the Church in discussions at the national level with 
other bodies concerned in adult education. 


CURRENT WORK 


The volume of enquiries and requests for help has increased considerably. 
They vary from enquiries about books to requests for help in starting and develop- 
ing a programme of adult religious education. 

The year 1950-51 has been the first full year in which a member of the staff 
could give all his attention to work in the field. This has made it possible to 
visit in one diocese a considerable number of people connected with industry 
and interested in adult religious education. Besides this special piece of work 
the Secretaries have visited meetings and Courses in twenty-one dioceses and 
taken part in a number of Courses arranged by L.E.A. Residential Colleges for 
Adult Education. 

The Council was empowered by the Church of England Council for Education 
to take all necessary steps to bring into being, on a Church basis, a residential 
college for adult education, provided that no call was made on the central funds 
of the Church. Within these terms of reference the Council has taken such 
measures as give ground for hope that this project may take concrete shape. 

The importance of using methods in adult religious education that are suitable 
for adults is still not fully appreciated. Short training courses in methods of 
adult education have been held in some dioceses, and the Council held a training 
course at Pendley in co-operation with the Centre of Adult Education there, but 
much still needs to be done in the matter of training. 

In conjunction with the Church of England Moral Welfare Council a Con- 
ference was held to consider ways in which the two Councils could co-operate 
in making the study of human relationships the starting point of a wider pro- 
gramme of adult religious education. There were demonstrations of methods, 
and a number of experimental courses were drawn up for use in such an adult 
education programme. Plans were approved for publishing pamphlets to help

people leading these courses. Other publications were put in hand to improve 
methods in tutorial classes and for use in discussion groups. 

A conference of works directors and managers was held when the responsibility 
of the adult worker for young people entering industry was considered. This 
conference showed clearly that the Council can do a great deal to promote dis- 
cussion about Christian responsibility in industry and so encourage the provision 
of adult Christian education. 

Through its membership of the Adult Education Committee of the British 
Council of Churches and of the National Institute of Adult Education the Council 
has kept in touch with the work both of other religious bodies and of bodies 
concerned with the whole field of adult education.

CONSTITUTION AND FUNCTIONS OF THE COUNCIL OF THE 
CHURCH TRAINING COLLEGES 


The Council came into being (under the name of The Board of Supervision) 
in 1918 as the result of a Commission appointed by the Archbishops. ‘The main 
purpose of its formation was to secure a closer co-ordination of the work of the 
individual Colleges, and their Governing Bodies, and to provide a central body 
capable of representing the needs of the Colleges both to the Church and to the 
(then) Board of Education. The instrument by which the Board of Supervision 
was established made it abundantly clear that its function was to reinforce, 
not to supersede, the activities and responsibility of Governing Bodies; and from 
the first it has been realised that its authority was consultative rather than 
executive. 

The Constitution was modified in 1938 when the membership was increased 
from fifteen to twenty-three: and further changes were introduced in 1944 
when, after careful consultation, the name ‘‘ Board of Supervision’? was changed 
to “ Council of the Church Training Colleges.” : 

‘On January Ist, 1948, the Council became a Departmental Council of the 
Church of England Council for Education, and was increased in size to 33 members. 
There is an increased representation of the Church Assembly, but the principle of 
representation of the Governing Bodies of the Training Colleges acting in regional 
electoral groups is retained. The function of the Council was defined as “to 
promote the educational work of the Church of England in Training Colleges for 
teachers ”’. 

STANDING CONFERENCE 


The Standing Conference of the Church Training Colleges consists of the 
members of the Council, together with three representatives of each College, 
of whom two shall be the Principal and the Chairman of the Governing Body. 
The Standing Conference meets annually for a two-day gathering, and serves as 
an opportunity for general discussion of common policy and interests. 


OFFICERS 

In addition to the Chairman, the officers of the Council are a Moderator, 
appointed by the Archbishops, with general oversight of the religious life and 
teaching of the Colleges, and a Secretary, appointed by the Council as its 
executive officer. Canon R. W. Stopford holds both posts. 

The Council meets normally four times a year, though emergency meetings 
are called when required, and some of the interim work is entrusted to sub- 
committees appointed for special purposes. 

The Council receives a vote from the Church Assembly Budget for expenses. 


WORK OF THE COUNCIL IN 1950-1951 
Development Plan.—In 1945 the Ministry of Education requested the Council 
to ‘** plan a concerted policy for the Church Colleges which would enable them to 
use their resources in the most effective way”. The Council therefore invited

the Colleges to make plans for their development. In view of the many claims 
on the limited resources of the Church, the Council classified the needs of the 
Colleges in three orders of priority :— 


Priority I: work urgently required to enable a College to maintain its 
efficiency and, in some cases, to increase its numbers to a total agreed with the 
Ministry as immediately desirable. 

Priority II : work without which the amenities and equipment of a College 
would fall below modern requirements. : 

Priority III ; work which, while definitely desirable, was not immediately 
necessary for the maintaining of a reasonable standard of efficiency. 


The Church Assembly has provided the Church’s half share of the cost of 
Priority I by the issue of Loan Stock, the service of which is financed by an annual 
charge upon the Church Assembly Fund. Priority II will be financed by con- 
tributions from the dioceses to the Central Gifts Fund authorised by the Church 
Assembly. 

Every scheme for new buildings or alterations is carefully considered by the 
Council, which has the advice of its Consulting Architects, and every effort is 
made to ensure that the money available is used to the best advantage. 

The greater part of the work in Priority I has now been completed, including 
the re-building of Norwich Training College, destroyed by enemy action. Work 
has started on extensions at Derby and at Berridge House, Hampstead, and on 
the new Dining Hall and Hostel at Ripon. 

Religious Instruction.—The Council, in consultation with the Colleges, gives 
much thought to the religious instruction in the Colleges. The amount of time 
allotted to this subject has been increased by nearly every College. Religious 
- Teaching Certificates are issued by the Colleges with the authority of the Council. 
They indicate a student’s competence to give religious instruction in regard both 
to knowledge of the subject and to experience in teaching it. 

Three Colleges have established Third-Year Supplementary Courses in 
Divinity, and, many Colleges are co-operating in part-time courses for practising 
teachers. 

Teachers for Secondary Grammar Schools.—In 1949 important discussions were 
held with various interested bodies with the object of ensuring that facilities 
should be available for Secondary Grammar School teachers to become qualified 
to give religious instruction. The Schools Council was associated with these 
discussions. Three Institutes of Education have now established courses for 
Certificates in Religious Knowledge. Saltley College, Birmingham, is now 
admitting postgraduate students. 

General.—Though the demand for women teachers remains very great, the 
supply of qualified candidates is barely sufficient to fill all the places provided in 
women’s Colleges. The number who apply for admission to the Church Colleges 
nevertheless is satisfactory. 

The centenaries of the College of St. Mark and St. John and of Derby Training 
College were celebrated on June 2nd and on June 5th, 1951, in the presence of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. 

Conference.—A combined conference for Principals and Lecturers was held at 
Whitelands College from April 3rd to April 7th, 1951.

THE objects of this Council have been defined clearly in the amended Constitution 
of 1951. These are :— 


(1) To improve the quality and extend the range of the service given by 
-women to the Church. 
(2) To interpret as Church work all that is done in the fellowship of the Church 
to build up and extend the Kingdom of God. 
(3) To seek out, train and care for, women who will devote their lives, in whole 
or in part, to specific work of this character. 
(4) To plan and correlate training schemes and to maintain standards of 
qualifications, 
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The Council encourages the formation of diocesan boards of women’s work. 
It provides a centre of information and means by which the work of the boards 
may be co-ordinated and consolidated and their experience shared. It surveys 
the changing conditions of Church life in town and country, and initiates and 
adopts schemes for the development of women’s work in relation to modern needs. 

To particularise, the diocesan boards undertake in their respective dioceses 
the work which the Central Council undertakes centrally. They are bodies 
representing all interests in women’s Church work in the dioceses, and are respons- 
ible for the welfare of women employed in them, for the recruiting and advising 
of candidates and for recommending workers for posts as these fall vacant. They 
also arrange lecture and refresher courses, quiet days and retreats, and act as 
information centres regarding all questions on women’s Church work. 

The following are some of the ways employed to achieve the Council’s aims :— 


(a) Giving information to clergy and laity, about the contribution of women 
to the work of the Church. 

(6) Assisting in the selection and recruiting of candidates for Church work, 
and making arrangements for their training. 

(c) Awarding the Inter-Diocesan Certificate after approved training and on 
diocesan recommendation. 

(d) Recommending to the central financial authorities of the Church the dis- 
posal of any funds available, for women’s Church work. 


The Inter-Diocesan Certificate is awarded to women who are Communicant 
members of the Church of England; have passed a Selection Board and medical 
examination; have reached a satisfactory standard in Theology; and have 
been trained in the practice and theory of Pastoralia, or General Social Work 
(including Moral Welfare), or Religious Education, or have other professional 
qualifications to use in the service of the Church. The final recommendation 
of a candidate must be made by a Diocesan Board of Women’s Work, or where 
no such Board exists, by the Diocesan Bishop. 

Training for the Inter-Diocesan Certificate normally lasts for two years and 
is done at a residential college. Before beginning training, candidates attend a 
three days’ residential selection centre arranged by this Council. Five or six 
such centres are held each year in different parts of the country. The follow- 
ing houses are recognised by the Council for training in Theology and in one 
or more other branches : 


The Bible Churchmen’s Missionary College for Women, Bristol; Church Army 
Training College, Reading; St. Michael’s House, Oxford ; College of the Ascension, 
Selly Oak; College of Christ and Blessed Mary the Virgin, Durham; Gilmore 
House, Clapham Common; Josephine Butler Memorial House, Liverpool; Ranyard 
House, London; St. Andrew’s House, Southsea; St. Christopher’s College, Black- 
heath; Talbot Settlement, Bromley, Kent; William Temple College, Hawarden. 


Other Activities. The first Assembly for full-time women workers was held 
in September, 1950, at Birmingham. Over 100 workers enjoyed this opportunity 
for fellowship with others doing the same work, and appreciated the light thrown 
on their problems by the Leader of the Assembly (the Archdeacon of Aston), 
Canon Bryan Green, Rector of Birmingham, and the Rev. Mother Clare. 

At four Selection Centres during the year 41 candidates were recommended for 
training in addition to 16 who were interviewed by members of the Selection Board. 

A new publication has taken the place of ‘‘ The Bulletin”’. This is a ‘“‘ Hand: 
book ”’ giving lists of lay women workers holding the Inter-Diocesan Certificate ; 
Secretaries of Diocesan Boards of Women’s Work; other relevant information; 
and articles of wider interest. 

In co-operation with the Council on Foreign Relations, the Council entertained 
the wives of chaplains of foreign churches working in London. The guests were 
received by Mrs. Bell and later attended Evensong in Westminster Abbey.

Tze Order of Deaconesses was formally restored by the Convocation of Canterbury 
in 1923 and by that of York in 1925. In their Resolutions they stated that 
“the Order of Deaconesses is an Apostolic Order of Ministry in the Church 
of God: That the women admitted thereto are episcopally ordained with prayer 
and the laying on of hands: That a deaconess in her ordination is dedicated to a 
life-long service, though the extent and manner of its exercise by} her may vary 
at different times of her life in accordance with her circumstances 

A form of service entitled ““ The Form and Manner of Making of Deaconesses,”’ 
was adopted by the Upper Houses of the Convocations of Canterbury and York 
for use in the two Provinces, and in 1939-41 Resolutions on the Status and Func- 
tions of Deaconesses were passed in the same form by all four Houses of the Con- 
vocations. 

In the Resolutions passed by the Convocation of Canterbury (1923) and the 
Convocation of York (1925) it was stated (Resolution 6) “ That it is desirable 
that for the superintendence of matters connected with the Order of Deaconesses 
and of the preparation of candidates for that office, there should be in the province 
under the Archbishop and in each diocese or group of dioceses under the 
or Bishops, an advisory Council, on which deaconesses should be adequately 
represented.” 

In aceordance with this resolution a Provincial Council for the Order of Deacon- 
esses was formed in the Province of Canterbury in 1925 and in the Province of 
York in 1927. In 1934 it was decided to merge these two Councils to form the 
Council for the Order of Deaconesses. This Council is at — the responsible 
body for both Provinces. 
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The Council has a Standing Committee and a Selection Committee which 
deals with the selection of candidates. Candidates should normally be fully 
qualified lay workers (with the Central Council Certificate, in Grade A or B) and 
should have done a period of lay work under a Bishop’s licence before applying 
to the Selection Committee. If accepted they are required to take a short final 
training before ordination. 

Another Committee of the Council is concerned with the Central Deaconess 
House, Hindhead. This House provides a centre for the whole Order for pur- 
poses of devotion, study and rest. It is a centre for intercession for the Order 
and is used by deaconesses on furlough from overseas, by candidates for ordina- 
tion, and by those who want to know more about the Order. 2 

The Council’s house for retired deaconesses—The Close, Vicarage Lane, 
Staines—is now full and has a waiting list. The Council hopes to alter some 
out-buildings in the near future so as to provide an annexe with a sick-bay. At 
present the house accommodates fifteen deaconesses and staff.

At the Autumn Session, 1950, of the Church Assembly, a new constitution 
was approved for the Moral Welfare Council which becomes operative in 1952. 
The purpose of the Council was re-affirmed. It is the central council of the 
Church for the co-ordination of thought and action in relation to sex, marriage 
and the family within the Christian life. 

The Council came into existence in 1939 to continue the work of the Advisory 
Board for Moral Welfare Work (founded in 1919) and of the White Cross League 
(founded in 1883 and incorporated in 1913). 

The significance of the Moral Welfare Work of the Church lies in the conviction 
that problems of sex morality are to be seen, not in isolation, but as part of a whole 
situation. They arise in close association with the family. In some cases failure 
of parents to prepare their children for the emotional problems of adolescence: 
leads to moral disaster at that age. Wrong attitudes to sex inculcated by parents 
lead also to difficulties in marriage for their children. When there isan illegitimate 
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child, a family is again involved—the new family unit thus started—and both 
the father and mother as well as the child need help. 

Thus the work of the Council is twofold: a personal service to those who 
need help to rebuild their lives and avoid further tragedies; and a teaching or 
evangelistic work, interpreting Christian doctrine about sex, marriage and the 
family. Modern scientific research brings new possibilities to light. The 
Christian must be aware of their implications and able to relate them to the basic 
truths upon which moral choices must be made. These issues are regularly dealt 
with in Moral Welfare, the quarterly journal of the Council. 

The most urgent need is to recruit more workers for the dioceses. A primary 
task of the Council is to serve the needs of diocesan councils and local associations, 
with help in finding trained staff, and with literature to inform and inspire public 
opinion in upholding Christian standards in sex morality. 

Reference was made to these issues in “ Moral Crisis’, a statement on the 
work of the Council which was prepared for the Church Assembly and published 
in October, 1950. It aroused interest far outside the Church and was widely 
quoted in the press here and overseas. 

Another important publication in 1950 was a Guide giving the addresses of 
Homes, Outdoor Workers, Organising Secretaries and Lecturers in the dioceses 
of England and Wales. This Guide promotes closer co-operation between the 
social work of the Church and that of other bodies, statutory and voluntary. 
Much of the work in the dioceses is recognised and subsidised to a greater or less 
extent by the local authorities; hence the importance of the Council being in 
close touch with those who frame policy in the Ministry of Health and the Home 
Office. 

Many officials of statutory bodies co-operate with the Church in this work 
and naturally demand adequate standards in equipment, and businesslike methods 
of negotiation. The responsibility for these must be accepted by the clergy 
and laity, who serve on the councils and conimittees for moral welfare work. 

Three Refresher Courses, one Residential Retreat and Conference for Workers, 
and a Conference for representatives of the Diocesan Moral Welfare Councils, 
were held in 1950. A working party was run in co-operation with the Church 
of England Council for Adult Education to examine openings for educational 
projects in which both Councils might share. Study outlines are being prepared 
for such work. A Conference of Chaplains and Superintendents has led to the 
revision of a handbook for Chaplains of Moral Welfare Homes. An examination 
of the moral issues involved in human sterilisation has been put in hand. 

Members of the central staff gave 250 lectures, the main groups being as 
follows :— 

Theological Colleges (65 lectures); Olergy Schools (14 lectures); Training Colleges for Church Work 
(9 lectures), and for Missionary Work (14 lectures); Courses of training for Social Work (13 lectures), 


for Moral Welfare Work (20 lectures), and for Marriage Guidance Work (7 lectures); Local meetings to 
further moral welfare work in 16 dioceses, including conferences of Committee Members. 


Social and Industrial Council 


THE Council is the successor of the Social and Industrial Commission, which 
was constituted in 1923. At the Summer Session, 1951, the Commission was 
renamed and a revised constitution was approved. No appointments have as yet 
been made to the Council but the membership is as follows :— 

12 members of the Assembly appointed by the Standing Committee of the Assem- 


bly; 4 persons nominated by the Archbishop of Canterbury; 3 persons nominated by 
the Archbishop of York; not more than 4 co-opted members. 


The Chairman is appointed by the Archbishops, and the Vice-Chairman by the 
Council, both from among the members of the Council. 

The functions of the Council are:—(1) To consider social, industrial and 
economic questions referred to it by the Church Assembly or by the Archbishops; 
(2) To bring to the attention of the Church Assembly social, industrial and economic 
questions, to indicate as far as may be the religious and moral issues involved, and 
to provide the Assembly, by means of reports and resolutions, with the material 
needed to form its judgment on such questions.

He had served the interests and welfare of 
the Deaf and Dumb for many years with great devotion, and as organising 
secretary of the Council for the last four years had given every proof of his 
wide knowledge and ability. Until this post is filled, communications should 
be addressed to the Chairman at The Provost’s House, Coventry. 


Tue Council was constituted a Council of the Church Assembly in November, 

1933. The principal objects of the Council are :—(1) To see that the Deaf and 

Dumb in every Diocese shall be provided with the privilege of Church ministra- 

tions; (2) To endeavour to improve the facilities for Church ministration in those 
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areas, where this provision is believed to be lacking; (3) To assist the organisations 
for the Deaf and Dumb throughout the Dioceses of the Provinces of Canterbury 
and York, with information and advice, with encouragement for propaganda, 
and to promote the spiritual interests and moral welfare of the Deaf and Dumb; 
(4) To get into touch with the governing Committees of Missions, and the local 
Chaplains and Missioners; (5) To gain contact with the Bishops, Diocesan 
Officials, the Clergy, and others, and initiate or stimulate interest in the Deaf 
and Dumb, to provide speakers for Diocesan or Ruri-decanal Conferences, and 
public meetings, and to advocate the training of qualified Missioners and Church 
Workers; (6) To encourage Church Teaching, and preparation for Contirmation, 
in the Schools for the Deaf; (7) To obtain statistics concerning religious work for 
the Deaf, and to draw up a Register of deaf and dumb communicants in each 
Diocese; (8) To make and embrace opportunities for educational work in making 
known the needs of the Deaf; (9) To act as an advisory bureau in all matters 
dealing with the religious side of work for the Deaf. 

There are approximately 40,000 adult deaf and dumb people in this country, 
and 3,500 deaf and dumb children in the special schools, and some 70 Missions for 
the Deaf and Dumb in the Provinces of Canterbury and York are doing their best 
for the spiritual and social welfare of these handicapped fellow citizens. 

The Secretary keeps closely in touch with the Dioceses and with the work of all 
these Missions, and visits as many as possible each year. In some places, where 
there is no Ordained Missioner, he is able to celebrate Holy Communion for the 
Deaf and Dumb, who greatly appreciate such opportunities for receiving the 
Sacrament from a Priest who is able to celebrate for them without the services 
of an Interpreter. The Council is also continuing tomake the work better known 
to all those training for Ordination and Women’s Church Work by arranging 
- regular Talks by experts at the various Theological and Training Colleges. 

Diocesan Festivals for the Deaf and Dumb and similar services have been 
again held in Cathedrals and large Churches; have been much appreciated by the 
Deaf and Dumb; and have helped them to realise that the Church is interested 
in them, and also to bring the work to the notice of hearing Churchpeople and the 
general public. 

The Council is able to arrange for the training of suitable men for this specialised 
ministry, and has a Joint Examination Board for this purpose with the Council 
of Church Missioners to the Deaf and Dumb, which is at present revising its 
Constitution and Examination Regulations with a view to raising its standard 
and enlarging its scope. 

Future activities include the consideration of more thorough and uniform 
provision for religious education in the Schools for the Deaf, possibly by means 
of the adoption of an Agreed Syllabus for general use by them; and in con- 
junction with the Joint Examination Board mentioned above, a Scheme for 
examining Deaf candidates for a Lay Reader’s Licence. There is also a possi- 
bility of providing a Training College for Chaplains and Missioners to the Deaf 
and Dumb, where they could obtain improved facilities for training on the 
technical side of the work. 

The usual activities of the Council, the “ Ephphatha”’ Fellowship of Prayer, 
etc. have been continued and the Secretary is especially anxious for further 
opportunities of preaching about the work especially in Cathedrals and the 
larger Parish Churches, Colleges and Schools, and giving talks to appropriate 
organisations. The Council through its Secretary is kept closely in touch with 
the more important National Organisations concerned with the welfare of the 
Deaf and is ready at all times to give information and encouragement in all 
matters related to the spiritual welfare of the Deaf and Dumb.

ConsTITUTED by the Church Assembly in 1925 for the purpose of dealing with all 
matters concerning migration in connection with the Church of England at 
Home, and to establish and maintain close and constant relations with H.M. 
Government, the Governments of the Dominions and the Church Overseas. 

The settlement of the young in the Dominions is the most promising side of 
the work, but it involves careful selection, kindly reception, placing and 
scrupulous aftercare overseas. The Church of England has of recent years 
specially developed this side of its work, and is now proceeding with the settle- 
ment of children between the ages of 3 and 14 in the following States of Australia : 
Western Australia, Victoria, New South Wales, Queensland and Tasmania. 
One hundred and fifty children between those ages have been sent to these various 
homes during the last three years. 

The Council also has its own schemes for young men and women between 
the ages of 18 and 45, in addition to which it is able, in a limited degree, to cater 
for the family unit. Efficient and energetic Committees play an important part 
in finding suitable employment and housing accommodation on their arrival, 
and putting them in touch with parish life; over 1,000 have been placed in this 
way since 1946. 

The spiritual welfare side of the work flourishes. Prospective Church of 
England migrants applying through their parish priest, either to the 8.P.C.K. 
or to the Council, are issued with letters of commendation and a badge which 
enables them to contact Church of England Chaplains at the ports of embarkation 
and disembarkation and in the ships. Latest emigration figures published 
show that the number of migrants who left these shores for settlement in the 
Dominions in one year is near the 100,000 mark, and it is interesting to note that 
60 per cent. of these belonged to the Church of England.

WHAT S8S.P.C.K. I8 


- §.P.C.K. is the oldest Missionary Society in the Church of England—having been 
founded on March 8th, 1698-99—and is the only Society which concerns itself 
with work at home and abroad. It is a learned Society producing theological 
and general literature, mothering the Church Historical Society and other special- 
ised groups. 

WHAT 8.P.C.K. DOES 


It helps the Church overseas by concentrating chiefly on supplying Christian 
literature and providing for the education of Christian leaders, clergy and teachers 
to serve their own people in their own lands. 

Assistance is given in the establishment and building of Theological schools 
and Teacher Training Colleges. Recent instances are Theological and Divinity 
Schools at Shanghai (for the Church in China) and at Mundri (for the Church in 
the Sudan); and Teacher Training Colleges at Gwelo (Southern Rhodesia) and 
Malindi (Nyasaland). In addition about 600 boys and girls in many countries 
overseas are helped by scholarships granted by the Society. 

Religious and Educational literature is published in more than 100 languages. 
With the increase of literacy among the backward peoples of the world there is a 
constant and growing demand for sound Christian Literature. 

Large scale immigration plans have been adopted by the Commonwealth of 
Australia which is taking great numbers of. emigrants from the British Isles, 
whilst many more are going to Canada and New Zealand. To meet the spiritual 
needs of migrants the Society has appointed chaplains at the chief ports of 
embarkation, and arranges for voyage chaplains to sail with vessels outward 
bound. 

The Society maintains St. Katharine’s College for Women Teachers, Totten- 
ham, London. At the request of the Ministry of Education, the students have 
been increased to 200 and the Society has been faced with heavy expenditure 
for the extension and modernisation of the buildings. 

Overseas the Society has eight bookshops in the British West Indies, and 
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others at Dar-es-Salaam, Tanga and Lindi (Tanganyika), Salisbury (S. Rhodesia), 
Johannesburg (Transvaal), Singapore (Malaya), Bagdad (Irak), Isfahan (Iran), 
Rangoon (Burma) and Cairo (Egypt). 

In Britain it operates a chain of bookshops in London at Northumberland 
Avenue and Westminster, in Bath, Bournemouth, Bradford, Brighton, Bristol, 
Canterbury, Cardiff, Chester, Darlington, Edinburgh, Ely, Exeter, Gloucester, 
Ipswich, Jersey, Lincoln, Liverpool, Manchester, Newcastle, Peterborough, 
Salisbury, Sheffield, Truro, Wakefield, Worcester and York.

The Ecumenical Movement 


Tue Church of England has taken a full share in the modern ecumenical 
movement ever since Archbishop Davidson spoke at the Edinburgh Conference 
in 1910 when William Temple, later to be one of its outstanding leaders, was a 
steward in the hall. Previous editions of The Official Year-Book have told, 
under various entries, the story of this complex movement of inter-church 
co-operation. In this section will be found particulars of the two inter- 
national bodies now linked in formal association, the World Council of Churches 
and the International Missionary Council, together with information about the 
two bodies which are the expressions of the ecumenical movement in the British 
Isles, the British Council of Churches and the Conference of British Missionary 
Societies. 

On p. 267 will be found details of the Council for Ecumenical Co-operation 
set up by the Church Assembly in 1949 to bring forward in the Assembly such 
matters arising out of the business of either the World Council or the British 
Council as require action by the Church of England. 

This Council has also taken over responsibility for facilitating the continued 
support of the Church of England for inter-church aid and refugee service, which 
is now the concern of a special department of the British Council of Churches 

see p. 361). 

Tt will DS seen that the Overseas Council of the Church Assembly and twelve 
Church of England missionary societies are constituent members of the Conference 
of British Missionary Societies, through which body the Anglican missionary 
societies are linked with the International Missionary Council.

The World Council of Churches was brought into formal existence by a 
resolution of its first Assembly, held at Amsterdam from August 22 to September 
4,1948. [tis composed of 160 constituent churches, which include every Province 
of the Anglican Communion throughout the world, Orthodox Churches (outside 
areas of Communist control) and all the main Protestant traditions. The Church 
of Rome does not participate. The functions of the Council are defined in its 
Constitution as follows :— 

(i) To carry on the work of the two world movements for Faith and Order and for Life and Work. 

(ii) To facilitate common action by the Churches. 

(iii) To promote co-operation in study. 
(iv) To promote the growth of ecumenical consciousness in the members of all Churches. 
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(v) To establish relations with denominational federations of world-wide scope and with other 
ecumenical movements. 

(vi) To call world conferences on specific subjects as occasion may require, such conferences being 
empowered to publish their own findings, 


Details of the meetings leading up to the formation of this Council, and of 
the work of the Provisional Committee, were recorded in the 1942 issue of this 
Year-Book, pp. 599-600. But its origins may be summarised as follows :— 


(a) Co-operation in overseas missionary work of Protestant Churches through- 
out the world received wide representation and new impetus from the World 
Conference on Christian Missions held at Edinburgh in 1910. This was followed 
in 1921 (delayed by the 1914-18 War) by the establishment of the International 
Missionary Council. 

(b) The Faith and Order Movement, which seeks to study the outstanding 
differences of belief and practice separating Christian Churches, was founded 
under the initiative of Charles Brent, Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
of the United States of America in the Philippines. This movement held world 
conferences at Lausanne in 1927 and Edinburgh in 1937. 

(c) The Life and Work Movement, which promoted common Christian study and 
action with regard to the social, political and economic problems of the time, 
was founded largely under the leadership of Nathan Séderblom, Archbishop of 
Upsala. World conferences were held at Stockholm in 1926 and at Oxford in 
1937. 

*At Westfield College, Hampstead, London, in July, 1937, the following 
resolution was adopted by a meeting attended by 35 officers representing the 
Faith and Order and Life and Work movements :— 

“That, with a view to facilitating the more effective action of the Christian Ohurch in the modern 


world, the movements known as ‘ Life and Work’ and ‘ Faith and Order ’ should be more closely related 
in a body representative of the Churches and caring for the interests of each movement.’’ 


At the Oxford Conference of Life and Work in July, and the Edinburgh 
Conference of Faith and Order in August of the same year, a “‘ Committee of 
Fourteen ’’ wasformed. Anenlarged conference, with the Committee of Fourteen 
as a nucleus, was held at Utrecht, Holland, from May 9th to 12th, 1938, when a 
constitution for the proposed new Council was drawn up and a Provincial Com- 
mittee formed. This Committee held its first meeting, also at Utrecht, on May 
13th, 1938, under the chairmanship of William Temple, then Archbishop of York. 
In the autumn of 1938 the following documents were sent out to those Churches 
which had been invited to the Oxford and Edinburgh Conferences :— 

(1) The Constitution of the proposed World Council of Churches. 

(2) An explanatory memorandum drawn up by Archbishop Temple. 


(3) A letter of invitation to participate in the proposed Council signed by the members of the Committee 
of Fourteen. 


The story of the following ten years is told in detail in a publication entitled 
Ten Formative Years. Full meetings of the Provisional Committee were im- 
possible during the years of war, though when a sufficient number of members 
from other areas was available the Committee met by sections at intervals in 
Geneva, London or New York. The first full post-war meeting of the Pro- 
visional Committee was held at Geneva from February 21st, to 23rd, 1946, and 
another meeting was held from April 22nd to 25th, 1947, at Buck Hill Falls, 
Penn., U.S.A. At the latter meeting it was decided from the side of the World 
Council that in future it should be described as working ‘‘in association with ”’ 
the International Missionary Council, a decision later ratified by a meeting of the 
ad interim Committee of the I.M.C. itself. 

It was in Geneva in 1946 that the decision was taken to hold the first and 
constitutive Assembly, on the basis of the Utrecht draft constitution, in Amster- 
dam in the summer of 1948, and a list of the Churches which had accepted the 
invitation sent out in the autumn of 1938, and which sent representatives to the 
Assembly, is given in the Assembly Report.

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AMSTERDAM ASSEMBLY OF THE WORLD COUNCIL OF 
CHURCHES 


(August 22nd to September 2nd, 1948) 


The Assembly programme (apart from acts of corporate worship) fell into two 
main parts, when the Assembly membership was divided into Committees and 
Sections. 


A. There were four Committees responsible for the constitutional adminis- 
trative aspects of creating the new Council. Their principal decisions were :— 


(1) To adopt a budget of 300,000 dollars (£75,000) as basic income to be 
derived from the participating Churches. (In addition, the 1949 budget contained 
the sum of 60,000 dollars derived for the work of the Ecumenical Institute from a 
donation by the Rockefeller Foundation, a special donation of 3,000 dollars to 
promote an enquiry into the work of women in the Church, and a separate budget 
of 176,000 dollars for the administration of the Department for Reconstruction 
and Inter-Church Aid). 

(2) The budget envisages a whole-time staff of some 37 persons (including 
7 whole-time and 3 part-time workers in the Reconstruction Department) 
operating from a main headquarters office at 17 route de Malagnou, Geneva, with 
regional offices in London and New York. 

(3) The following departments for the work of the World Council of Churches 
were authorised :—(a) A General Secretariat (see names above). (b) The Com- 
mission on Faith and Order (which is, in the first instance, composed of the 
members of the Continuation Committee of the Edinburgh Conference of 1937). 
(c) A Study Department to promote international and inter-church co-operation 
in Christian studies. (d) A Department for Inter-Church Aid and Service to Refugees 
- (including spiritual welfare of refugees and displaced persons). (e) A Youth 
Department. (£) The Commission of the Churches on International Affairs. See p. 
356. (g) Lhe Heumenical Institute (made possible by the Rockefeller Foundation). 
(h) A Department of Finance and Business. (i) A Department on Prisoners of 
War (keeping in existence the work carried on during the régime of the Provisional 
Committee). (j) A Department of Information (including informative material 
for the participating Churches and general Press relations). The Ecumenical 
Press Service (17s. per annum for clergy and 20s. for others) and The Ecumenical 
Review (14s. per annum) are available through the London office of the World 
Council. (k) A Commission on the Work of Women in the Church (continuing a 
wide-spread enquiry initiated in preparation for the Amsterdam Assembly). 
(1) A Secretary for Bvangelism (to co-ordinate and advise the participating Churches 
in their evangelistic work, as requested by them to do so). 

Certain modifications of proposals (j) and (k) became necessary during 1949, 
but the proposals stand as intentions to be fulfilled when funds allow. 

The whole Assembly also adopted a Message, addressed to ‘‘ all who are in 
Christ and to all who are willing to hear’, which was widely publicised, and is 
published in the Assembly Report. 

(4) A Central Committee was appointed, in accordance with the Constitution, 
consisting of 90 members with power to appoint its own Executive. This Com- 
mittee meets annually. Its Anglican members are the Bishop of Chichester, the 
Bishop of Washington, the Bishop of Malmesbury, Mr. F. W. Gilpin, Mr. Kenneth 
Grubb, Canon R. A. Hiltz, Mr. T, C. Luke, the Archbishop of Sydney, Mr. C. P. 
Taft and Bishop Y. Y. Tsu. 


B. The four Sections received preparatory material issued by the Study 
Department in advance under the general title “‘Man’s Disorder and God’s 
Design ’’, and issued reports on the four following subjects :— 


I. The Universal Church in God’s Design. II. The Church’s Witness to 
God’s Design. III. The Church and the Disorder of Society. IV. The Church 
and the International Disorder. 

Both Committees and Sections brought their findings to plenary meetings of 
the Assembly, which received them and commended them to the Churches for

their serious consideration. It is clearly laid down in the Constitution that the 
Assembly has no legislative power or authority over the participating Churches, 
so that all its acts are of an advisory character, depending upon their acceptance 
by the member Churches for implementation. 


CENTRAL COMMITTEE MBETINGS 


The first full meeting of the Central Committee was held at Chichester, Eng- 
land, in 1949 under the chairmanship of the Bishop of Chichester. In 1950 the 
meeting was held at Victoria University, Toronto, Canada, and in 1951 the 
Central Committee met at Rolle, Switzerland. The printed minutes and reports 
of the Central Committee meetings can be obtained from 39 Doughty Street, 
London, W.C. 1.

The Commission of the Churches on International Affairs is a joint agency 
established by the World Council of Churches and the International Missionary 
Council. It advises them and is an instrument for implementing their decisions 
in the realm of world order. 

The Commission is a group of forty-six eminent churchmen in twenty-eight 
countries, commissions or committees on international affairs in twenty countries 
and officially designated correspondents in other lands. Some sixteen of the 
members of the Commission itself hold, or have held, positions of governmental 
responsibility. This helps to ensure the relevance of the Commission’s actions 
to the actual circumstances of international life. 

The Commission has consultative relations with the Economic and Social 
Council of the United Nations and with certain of the specialised agencies. In 
particular the C.C.I.A. has made representations to these organisations concerning 
provisions for religious liberty in the draft First Covenant on Human Rights, and 
also on refugee questions. 

The Commission has circularised its constituency of approximately 350 corre- 
spondents in over seventy countries with information concerning the communist- 
sponsored ‘‘ Stockholm Peace Appeal ’’, and concerning racial questions, with 
particular reference to Southern Africa.

The International Missionary Council, which has offices of equal status in 
London and New York, is composed of 31 national missionary organisations and 
Christian councils in different countries, and is in constant communication with a 
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further 21 conferences and committees, not in formal membership in other 
countries. (See appendix to this statement). 

Developing from the Edinburgh Missionary Conference of 1910 and its Con- 
tinuation Committee, the International Missionary Council was formally con- 
stituted in 1921, and in the succeeding years through the devoted and inspired 
service of such great figures in the ecumenical movement as Dr. John R. Mott 
(for many years the Chairman of I.M.C.), Dr. J. H. Oldham, the Rev. Dr. William 
Paton and the Rey. Dr. A. L. Warnshuis, the importance and scope of the work 
grew and gained impetus by the formation of an increasing number of Christian 
councils in the areas of the younger Churches, and in the results of certain world 
missionary conferences, notably Jerusalem, 1928, and Madras, 1938, which are 
still regarded as milestones in the ecumenical movement and as directives to 
further action. 

At Madras careful consideration was given to future relations with the 
World Council of Churches, and after World War II, during which there had been 
collaboration in study, international affairs, the Ecumenical Press Service, etc., 
the need for close association was reaffirmed in a statement issued at an enlarged 
meeting of the I.M.C. at Whitby, Ontario, in 1947, viz. :— 

“Tt is our judgment that the World Council cannot leave outside its purview the missionary enterprise 
of the Churches; that, at the same time, the Churches need a functional agency in this field such as the 
1.M.O. with its wider basis of membership and its particular responsibilities; and that the growing tasks 
of both these ecumenical bodies, and their common Christian interests and purposes, will require that they 
be increasingly united in vision, plan and sacrificial action.’’ 


At that time, the World Council of Churches was still ‘‘in process of formation ”’ 
but, on the recommendation of the Joint Committee of the two bodies, the 
Whitby Committee of the I.M.C. (1947) and the Amsterdam Assembly of the 
World Council of Churches (1948) agreed that the principle of interdependence 
should be acknowledged in the mutual use of the following titles: “‘ The Inter- 
national Missionary Council, in association with The World Council of Churches ”’ ; 
and: ‘“ The World Council of Churches, in association with The International 
Missionary Council.”’ In addition to implementing this resolution in an increasing 
number of common undertakings, a standing Joint Committee provides for regular 
consultation and planning. 

Work is proceeding on the special series of studies in the Missionary Obligation 
of the Church. Consultations have been held in North America on the study 
themes, and at present study groups are working on Aims One and Two. Similar 
groups have been set up in Great Britain and at various places on the Continent, 
An enlarged meeting of the Committee of the I.M.C. has been planned for 1952, 
to be held in Germany, and the ‘‘ missionary obligation ’’ of the Church will be 
the main theme of this conference. This theme is also being employed increasingly 
in conferences of such bodies as National Christian Councils, the World’s Student 
Christian Federation, etc. 

There are two committees of the Council which operate as separate Depart- 
ments, namely the International Committee on Christian Literature for Africa, 
which exists to further co-operation in the promotion, publication and dis- 
tribution of Christian literature in that great continent; and the International 
Committee on the Christian Approach to the Jews, which seeks to promote under- 
standing on the theological and evangelistic approach to the Jewish world, to 
combat anti-semitism, to show to Christians through literature and the “ parish 
approach ”’ their responsibilities to the Jews, and by direct approach to Jewish 
leaders to establish confidence and goodwill. The International Review of 
Missions, the official organ of the I.M.C., is edited at the London Office and 
published quarterly. On such issues as religious liberty, the I.M.C. works in 
close association with the Commission of the Churches on International Affairs, a 
body brought into being under the joint auspices of the I.M.C. and the World 
Council of Churches. Orphaned-Missions and Inter-Mission Ard continued 
during 1950 through the Fund set up by the I.M.C. Nearly $200,000 were 
contributed, of which $96,000 went to the German Societies, which continue to 
be the neediest. Other beneficiaries included the Paris Mission ($50,000) and 
the Dutch Missions and Indonesia ($35,000). The needs for 1951 are substantially 
the same. A Conference sponsored jointly by the I.M.C. and the W.C.C. was 
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held in Beirut in May, 1951, to survey the plight of the refugees in the Near East 
and to consider what the Churches might do to help them.

FUNCTIONS 
The British Council of Churches was formally inaugurated on September 23rd, 
1942, with the consent of the constituent Churches by the merging of the three 
bodies named in the first of the functions of the Council, which are defined as 
follows :— 
(1) To carry on the work of the Council on the Christian Faith and the 
Common Life, the Commission of the Churches for International Friendship and 
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Social Responsibility and the British Section of the World Conference on Faith 
and Order. 

(2) To facilitate common action by the churches in evangelistic enterprise, 
in promotion of international friendship, in stimulating a sense of social responsi- 
bility and in guiding the activities of the churches for the welfare of youth. 

(3) To promote co-operation in study and to ensure adequate British par- 
ticipation in the studies promoted by the World Council of Churches. 

(4) fo assist the growth of ecumenical consciousness in the members of all 
churches and generally to promote Christian unity.

In 1947 by resolution of the Church Assembly the method of appointing the 
thirty representatives of the Church of England to the British Council of Churches 
was changed, ten are now elected by the Church Assembly, ten appointed by the 
Standing Committee of the Assembly, and ten appointed by the Archbishops 
of Canterbury and York.

ACTIVITIES 
The Council works through six main Departments :— 


(1) The International Department, which has accepted responsibility as a 
‘“local commission’ in Great Britain of the Commission of the Churches on Inter- 
national Affairs. It seeks to apply Christian principles to international relations, 
and to promote international friendship through the Churches. It arranges 
united national services of witness and intercession and has issued pamphlets on 
“The Christian Church and World Order’; ‘‘ The Christian and World Pro- 
blems’’; ‘Relief and Reconstruction”; ‘‘ European Food and Clothing Relief ”’ ; 
‘The Churches and the United Nations”; ‘“‘ Human Rights and the United 
Nations’; and “Is it Peace? A Christian Answer.” In 1949 the Department 
assumed responsibility for the work of the Joint Committee on Religious Liberty. 

(2) The Social Responsibility Department, which is concerned with developing 
instructed Christian responsibility in industrial, economic, civic and home life. 
It has established a Standing Conference on Sex, Marriage and the Family, 
and represents the Churches on many public welfare bodies. It has issued 
statements on ‘‘ Social Justice and Economic Reconstruction,” on ‘* Home 
and Family Life,’’ and a report on rural reconstruction under the title ‘‘ The 
Land, the People and the Churches.”’ It is deeply interested in the Churches’ 

art in the provision of new centres of community life. 

(3) The Youth Department, which, composed of representatives of the Youth 
Departments of the Churches and of the Interdenominational Organisations, 
promotes ecumenical education amongst young people, provides opportunities 
for them to meet Christians from overseas, and is recognised by the Ministry of 
Education as the official link with the Churches in the field of the Service of Youth. 
Among many pamphlets issued by the Department are ‘‘ Christian Leadership 
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in the Service of Youth’’; ‘‘ Christian Youth Work and the Future’’; ‘‘ Pro- 
gramme Possibilities for Church Youth Groups”; ‘“ Living in Families ”’; 
** Can the Churches Work Together ?”’ and ‘‘ The Christians at Work.” 

(4) The Fath and Order Department, which fosters the growth of ecumenical 
consciousness in the members of all Churches which accept Jesus Christ as Lord 
and Saviour. Its work is not to formulate schemes of reunion but to act as the 
handmaid of the Churches in the preparatory work of clearing away misunder- 
standing, discussing obstacles to reunion and providing opportunities for frank 
discussion between theologians of different traditions. 

(5) Inter-Church Aid and Refugee Service. (See below). 

(6) The Education Department, which has a committee for Adult Religious 
Education, advises the Council on issues in the field of education which are of 
concern to the Churches and makes representations to the Ministry of Education 
and other bodies on matters on which the Churches can speak unitedly. During 
1948 it took over, with the approval of the Charity Commissioners, the work of 
the Churches’ Committee for Supplementing Religious Education among Men 
Serving with H.M. Forces. 

In the Central Churches Group the Council co-operates with the National 
Council of Social Service, and the Religious Bodies Consultative Committee 
functions as an advisory Committee in relation to the Churches’ support of the 
United Nations and their co-operation with the United Nations Association. 
In these two last-named Committees representatives of the Roman Catholic 
Church and members of the Jewish community take part. 


RELATIONSHIPS 


The British Council of Churches as such has no organic connection with the 
World Council of Churches; it did not appoint the delegates to the First As- 
sembly, these being appointed by the constituent Churches. It carries, however, 
a large share of the responsibility for bringing before Christians in this country 
the message and findings of the Assembly, and is responsible for raising money 
for the World Council in Britain. 

The Council encourages the formation of Local Councils of Churches on the 
pattern of its own membership. Out of a considerably larger number of such 
Councils in existence one hundred and fifty are formally associated with the 
British Council of Churches, receive its bi-monthly bulletin ‘‘ The Church in the 
World ” and other literature. There are also Local Youth Councils of various 
types. Regional Conferences of representatives of both senior Councils and the 
Youth Councils are arranged periodically. 


FINANOE 


The Council is financed in part by grants from the co-operating Churches, in 
part by subscriptions from associated local Councils, and in part by individual 
subscriptions and donations. When the Council was formed in 1942 the Churches 
agreed to contribute £2,500 annually on a proportional basis to the funds of the 
British Council of Churches, two-fifths of this to be transmitted to the World 
Council of Churches. The three-fifths retained represented just under fifty per 
cent. of the income required at that time by the British Council of Churches. In 
1947, owing to the development of the work and increased costs, the Churches 
were approached to double their grants and almost without exception agreed to 
do so. The Church Assembly agreed to make grants in 1951 of £1,530 to the 
British Council of Churches and £1,120 to the World Council. This amount has 
to be supplemented by subscriptions from individuals and parishes to make up 
the increased contribution asked for from the Church of England by the World 
Council since the Amsterdam Assembly.

In the belief that inter-Church Aid is a permanent obligation upon the 
British Churches, the British Council of Churches agreed during 1949 to set up 
a new department of inter-Church Aid and Refugee Service. The objects of 
this department are to develop and continue the work of Christian Reconstruc- 
tion in Europe and the Ecumenical Refugee Committee and to seek to provide 
help to churches, church institutions, and individuals overseas or from overseas 
who are in want as a result of war, persecution, famine, or other distresses caused 
by crises throughout the world. These objects are furthered in full co-operation 
with the recognised churches or church agencies in the areas concerned, and in 
association with the World Council of Churches Department of inter-Church Aid 
and Service to Refugees. 

The Department is managed by a Board of Directors appointed by the Council, 
together with the Chairmen of committees set up by the Board within the 
organisation of the’Department. One-third of those appointed by the Council 
retire each year and are eligible for re-appointment. 

The Board has its own budget, is responsible for raising its own monies and 
has complete control of monies at its disposal. The Board must report twice a 
year to the British Council of Churches, and in this way all the constituent 
Churches of the Council are kept informed about its work. 

The Department is actively engaged through its internal organisation and its 
field workers in (a) Refugee relief and partial support of a ministry in their own 
traditions to Foreign Workers domiciled in Britain. (6) Rehabilitation of youth 
and interchange of youth personnel with Churches abroad. (c) Provision of 
Christian literature to Europe and the Middle East. (d) Administration and 
assistance of student courses in Great Britain and Ireland in co-operation with the 
theological committee of the World Council of Churches. (e) Establishment of 
an ecumenical library of theological books from overseas. 

The Department is founded on the principle of full ecumenical co-operation 
with the British Churches as the vehicle of their inter-Church Aid and Refugee 
Service obligations. 

In October, 1950, the Department appointed the Rev. F. W. T. Craske, 
formerly Education Secretary of the Missionary Council of the Church Assembly, 
and the Rev. Bryce Nisbet, a Church of Scotland Minister and a former Control 
Commission Chaplain, to be its representatives resident in Germany for laison 
between the British and German Churches.

The Conference of Missionary Societies in Great Britain and Ireland which was 
the outcome of the Edinburgh World Missionary Conference, was formed in 1912, 
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It now embraces sixty-two British Missionary Societies, including the C.M.S., 
S.P.G., C.H.Z.M.S., U.M.C.A., S.P.C.K., Church Missions to Jews, Jerusalem and 
the East Mission, South American Missionary Society, and the Representative 
Council of the Episcopal Church in Scotland. 

The basis of the Conference is that the bodies entitled to determine policy 
are the churches and missionary societies, and that the Conference exists to 
enable the societies concerned in any question to express their mind and where they 
desire to do so to take joint action. The British Conference, as it is often called, 
is the centre of co-operative planning and consultation in the British missionary 
enterprise. 

All the main Missionary Societies are constituent members of the Conference, 
as well as most of the smaller ones, and also the specialist societies like the British 
and Foreign Bible Society, S.P.C.K., and United Society for Christian Literature. 
A large number of interdenominational societies like the Student Christian 
Movement, Y.M.C.A. and Y.W.C.A. are also members. Secretaries of the 
various member societies meet one another regularly at the Conference com- 
mittees and maintain those close personal contacts which have proved so valuable 
in the growth of British missionary co-operation, and in its contribution to the 
Church throughout the world. 

The Conference works mainly through a series of committees, with three per- 
manent Secretaries, each of whom has had special foreign or home experience. 
The Foreign Committees cover East Asia, {ndia, Africa, Burma and the Near 
and Middle East. The Home Committees are the Home Base Committee, Youth 
Missionary Council, Christian Literature Council and the Bureau for Visual 
Aids. There is also a Schools and a Finance Committee, a Medical Advisory 
Board, a Committee on work among Jews, and the Standing Committee, which is 
the Executive Committee of the Conference. 

The subjects discussed are numerous and varied, and include methods of 
work abroad, conditions affecting the growth of the Younger Churches, treatment 
of native peoples, education, medicine, welfare, relations with Government, 
financial exchange, propaganda methods at home, broadcasts and special united 
appeals and investigation into modern methods in the presentation of the mission- 
ary challenge. The Medical Advisory Board advises the societies on medical 
service abroad. 

Edinburgh House is also the recognised channel of relationships between the 
missionary enterprise as a whole and Government Departments, the B.B.C., the 
Press and the film world. It also maintains close liaison with the British Council 
of Churches. 

The Missionary Societies support this co-operative centre by a levy on their 
income. They pay 54s. for every £1,000 of home income towards the Conference 
budget. (Not only does this money provide for the British Conference, but 
also includes the British contribution to the International Missionary Council 
which has its London headquarters at Edinburgh House.) 

The income of the Conference in 1950 was £7,490, exclusive of the grants to 
the Bureau for Visual Aids, which amounted to £1,578. 

A carefully planned campaign to increase the amounts given for supplying the 
urgent need for more Christian literature has resulted to date in the sum of 
£44,219. 

The Conference continues to deal with the transmission of funds to areas 
overseas outside the sterling bloc.

*ARCHBISHOP OF CANTERBURY’S EXAMINATION FOR THE 
LAMBETH DIPLOMA IN THEOLOGY, THE.—This examination was 
instituted by Archbishop Davidson in 1905 for the purpose of training women 
to be qualified to receive his licence as Teachers of Theology. It has since been 
extended to men as well. 

The preparation takes three years’ full time study but it can be planned over 
a longer period for those only able to devote part of their time to study. This 
has to be done under the guidance of a supervisor and coaches approved by the 
Director, whether at an approved College or privately. The examination which 
takes place in January is equivalent to an honours degree in Theology at Oxford 
or Cambridge. 

The purpose of the examination is to fit men and women to receive the Arch- 
bishop’s Licence to teach Theology. This is conferred by the Archbishop at his 
discretion on holders of the Diploma, being communicant members of the Church 
of England, who desire to make Religious Teaching their special work, and of 
whose personal fitness and teaching capacity the Archbishop has satisfactory 
evidence.

*ARMY, CHURCH WORK IN THE.—Chaplaincy Services in the 
Regular Army.—tThere is a definite Establishment of Chaplains, Church of 
England, Church of Scotland, Roman Catholic, Methodist, United Board (Con- 
gregational and Baptist). This Establishment is governed by the strength of 
the Army. Chaplains of all denominations (except Roman Catholic) are ad- 
ministered by the Chaplain-General, assisted by the Deputy Chaplain-General, at 
the War Office, and through Assistant Chaplains-General at the Headquarters of 
Commands at home and overseas. The Chaplain-General is responsible to the 
Permanent Under-Secretary of State for the general well-being of the Department, 
and works under licence from the Archbishop of Canterbury. 
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Chaplains are ‘“‘ responsible for the provision of religious ministrations to the 
personnel of the Army, and their families, when these are accommodated in 
Government quarters, and for promoting by all practical means the spiritual and 
moral welfare of the troops’”’ (King’s Regulations, para. 154). This is further 
elaborated in King’s Regulations, para. 1609, which reads: ‘‘ The duties to be 
performed by a Chaplain include the Sunday Services, baptisms, churchings, 
funerals, attending the sick in hospital and reading prayers with the convalescents, 
visiting soldiers under sentence in military prisons or detention barracks at least 
once a week, and giving special religious instruction to the children and enlisted 
boys during one or two working hours in every week, besides attending generally 
to the religious instruction and welfare of the officers and soldiers and their 
families.” 

A Chaplain is commissioned to be a minister of religion and not to be a welfare 
or entertainments officer, although his help in these things is always welcomed. 
The religious training of the Army is an integral part of military life. There is 
regular instruction at Padres’ Hours, and a plan of work. The Royal Army Chap- 
lains’ Department Training Centre and Depot has been established at Bagshot 
Park, Surrey, which is wholly concerned with the spiritual message to the Army. 
It has a chapel, library, reception, reading and writing rooms, and private bed- 
rooms for Chaplains and students. This Centre serves the double purpose of 
a spiritual home for all Chaplains, and a Training Centre for all ranks, with 
different Courses designed to develop leaders, refresh churchmen, or inform en- 
quirers. 

Commissioned Chaplains are under the same military discipline as all other 
officers, but have the right of direct communication on ecclesiastical matters with 
the recognised head.of their denomination. Chaplains accompany units going on 
overseas service, and if they are married and local conditions permit, are entitled 
to take with them, or be joined later by, their wives and families at Government 
expense. 

ies addition to Confirmation Classes, Christian Leadership Courses for Officers, 
N.C.O.s, Men and W.R.A.C., modelled on the Bagshot Courses, are held at different 
centres overseas, and these have been proved to provide a fine Christian leaven 
throughout the Army. 

Short Service Commissions for 3 to 8 years. In order to meet Chaplaincy 
requirements in the post-war Army, Short Service Commissions of 3 to 8 years 
are granted to clergy under 45 years of age. 

The National Service men, by reason of their age and overseas service, need 
all possible spiritual care. A clergyman so commissioned would do one tour of 
foreign service of three years, spending the remainder of his time in the United 
Kingdom. 

The initial rate of pay is 27s. 6d. per diem plus allowance of 15s. 6d. per diem 
for married Chaplains. In addition there is a gratuity of 751. for every year of 
completed service. An outfit allowance is made to newly-commissioned Chaplains, 

Confirmations and Easter Communicants.—In. 1950 the return of Confirmations 
for the Army show that there were 2,393 male confirmees, and 400 female con- 
firmees, making a total of 2,793. The number of HKaster Communicants was 
9,382.

*CENTRAL CO-ORDINATING COUNCIL FOR EVANGELISM .— 
A Council of thirty-three clergymen and lay people has been set up with the 
approval of the Archbishops and Bishops, and a Memorandum of its constitution 
- has been circulated to the Church Assembly. The primary function of the 
Council is to carry out the recommendations made in the Report of the Arch- 
bishops’ Commission on Evangelism, ‘“‘ Towards the Conversion of England.” 

One important activity of the Council is to arrange an annual Conference 
for Diocesan Missioners and Directors of Evangelism to discuss the problems 
and opportunities of Evangelism today. The Council has issued a list of clergy 
and laity drawn. from dioceses throughout the country, who are able and willing 
to conduct teaching missions, evangelistic campaigns, and children’s missions.

The Council acts as a clearing house for information on evangelistic matters. 
It is hoped shortly to arrange a large representative conference to discuss the 
special opportunities of Evangelism amongst young people today.

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*CHURCH ARMY.—The Church Army was founded in 1882 by the late 
Prebendary Wilson Carlile, C.H., D.D., and incorporated in 1892. It consists of 
a body of laymen and women who have dedicated their lives to the service of 
God and His Church. 

It is a society pledged to the doctrine and practice of the Church of England, 
and its Officers work under the bishops in the dioceses and the clergy in the 
parishes. The social, preventive and reclamation work is done in co-operation 
with the appropriate authorities. 

Those who form the Church Army undergo definite training in evangelistic 
work and social service. The men are known as “ Captains ” and the women as 
“Sisters.” At the conclusion of their training they are admitted as Evangelists 
by the Bishop of London and commissioned by the General Secretary of the 
Church Army. Where necessary they are then licensed by the Bishops in whose 
dioceses they work. 

The Training College for both men and women is at present at Reading, and 
it is hoped to prepare a scheme for a new College to be built as a memorial to 
Prebendary Carlile, the Founder. Particulars of qualification and training will be 
forwarded on application. 

The Captains and Sisters (called Officers of the Church Army) are lay men and 
women who strive for Conversion, Consecration and loyal Churchmanship in 
the lives of those among whom they work. It is their constant endeavour, by 
the witness of lives. and lips, ‘‘to present Christ Jesus in the power of the Holy 
Spirit, that men shall come to put their trust in God through Him, to accept Him 
as their Saviour and serve Him as their King within the fellowship of the Church.” 

The Church Army is as comprehensive as the Church of England and knows 
no party spirit. The Officers are of all types of churchmanship and work loyally 
under the clergy wherever they are sent. Their purpose is, particularly .by 
winning those outside organised religion, to extend the Kingdom of God. 


1. Parochial Workers. In parishes, Captains and Sisters are appointed to 
work under the clergy in all forms of evangelistic effort, especially in visiting, 
leading Mission services, open-air witness, Bible classes and young people’s 
work. 

2. Marching Crusaders. Columns of Chaplains and Sisters undertake evan- 
gelistic route marches each summer; and united missions are organised in one or 
more parishes combined, in which the Officers are employed as missioners. 

3. News Teams. Evangelism is promoted by means of News Teams, com- 
prising lay members in a parish who are instructed and led to give their own 
witness. There are about 500 such teams and the extension of this method of 
Evangelism will absorb many more Officers, as it is considered, in the words of the 
late Archbishop of Canterbury, to be ‘“‘ the most effective form of evangelism 
in the Church in the future.” 

Diocesan News Team evangelists are at work in the following dioceses :— 
Chelmsford, Coventry, Guildford, Liverpool, London, Manchester, Newcastle, 
Ripon, Rochester, Southwark and Worcester. 

4. Mission Vans. The Gospel is carried to towns and villages in England, 
Wales and Northern Ireland by Officers (both men and women) who live and move 
from place to place in vans, from which they organise teaching and preaching 
missions for short periods amongst the young and old. This work is done under 
the direct guidance of the diocesan bishops. Vans are at present working in 
the following dioceses :—Bath and Wells, Blackburn, Carlisle, Derry, Ely, 
Gloucester, Oxford, Truro, York (staffed by Captains); Lichfield, Norwich, 
Exeter, St. Albans, Chichester, Lincoln, Worcester, Rochester (staffed by Sisters) ; 
and Durham (staffed by a Captain and his wife). 

5. Moral Welfare Work. Sisters specially trained in Moral Welfare are 
supplied to staff diocesan and other homes, and the social work of the Church 
Army enables them to give effective assistance to those who have strayed and so 
lead them to lives of self-respect and usefulness. There are Church Army Moral 
Welfare Sisters stationed in :—

6. Work in Prisons. Great opportunities are offered to Captains and Sisters 
who give whole-time service supporting the work of Chaplains in prisons. Other 
workers make periodical visits to prisons and Borstal institutions. Prison 
Missioners of the Church Army are permanently stationed in the following 
prisons :—Birmingham, Wormwood Scrubs, Durham, Wakefield, Holloway, 
Parkhurst, Wandsworth, Stafford, Liverpool, Manchester, Leeds and Pentonville. 

7. Church Army Scouts and Guides. Boy Scouts and Girl Guides are encouraged 
in parishes and centres. By affiliation, the Church Army is recognised as a 
*‘ Kindred Society ” of these two movements, of which there is an Assistant 
Headquarters Commissioner for the Scouts and a Headquarters Director for the 
Guides. 

8. Sunbeams. The object is to link those children who are better off with 
those who are not so well off by means of letters and gifts as well as practical 
help. Many holidays for needy children have been arranged through the organ- 
isation. 

9. Youth and Social Centres. Social Centres and Youth Centres or Clubs owe 
everything to leadership, and it is here where trained Captains and Sisters as 
leaders can and do exercise a Christian influence over the adolescent. These 
Youth Centres are at :—

10. Forces’ Welfare Work. The two World Wars gave vast opportunities 
for evangelistic and general welfare work among H.M. Forces. Subsequently 
work has continued on a reduced scale at Home where there are still centres with 
the Army, R.A.F. and R.N. Air Service. In the B.A.O.R. such clubs and mobile 
canteens play a vital part in the life of the forces of occupation, their wives and 
families. A Chapel in each centre is the focus for spiritual activities, and cultural 
programmes offer varied scope for those who seek to lead their fellows to Christ. 

ll. Lantern and Cinema Department, Bookshop and Printing Works. The 
former department is responsible for the supply of lantern slides, films, lantern 
and cine screens and full equipment. The latest development is the making and 
hiring of film strips. The Bookshop supplies Bibles, Prayer Books, story books, 
etc., to Mission Vans and to the Clergy and Sunday School workers, and is 
available for the purchase of general literature. Printing at the Church Army’s 
own Press at Oxford includes a widely circulated weekly evangelistic Gazette and 
Bi-Monthly ‘‘ Review.” 

12. Overseas Mission Work. Many Captains and Sisters work in the mission 
fields overseas in co-operation with the Missionary Societies and under the direction 
of the bishops. There are about thirty Officers working in India, Tanganyika 
and other parts of Africa, and serving in the Australian, New Zealand, United 
States and Canadian Church Armies. 

13. Hostels for Women and Girls. Residential Hostels for working women and 
business girls provide safe and comfortable accommodation with ‘a homely 
atmosphere and Christian influence. These hostels are as follows :—

16. Sanatoriwm. There is a Sanatorium in healthy country surroundings 
at Farnham, Surrey, for the treatment of boys suffering from tuberculosis. It is 
complete with its own Chapel and schoolroom and all the necessary equipment to 
assist the lads to improved conditions of health, both physical and spiritual. The 
Officer in charge co-operates with the Medical Superintendent and the Schoolmaster, 
and they and the Matron combine to provide a home life for the young patients. 

17. Work for Disabled Men. A scheme for the training of men injured in 
the Great War was set up in 1919 and has recently been greatly extended by the 
provision of additional workshops and a residential hostel at Brixton for both ex- 
Service men and disabled civilians. Here under a sympathetic Captain and 
Matron the men are helped to forget their handicaps and are encouraged, when 
trained, to take their place in permanent paid occupations. 

18. Help for Prisoners’ Families. A link of much value is afforded by a 
Department which looks after wives and families, with whom contact is made as 
a result of visits to prisoners in their cells. 

19. Holiday Homes for Working Women and Children. Sisters take charge of 
Fresh Air Homes, several of which are established at the seaside and in the 
country, where mothers and small children renew their strength and health 
during holiday and rest periods. The following is a list of the Fresh Air Holiday 
Homes :—Merrow, Weston-super-Mare, St. Leonards (2), Bexhill, Hurstpierpoint, 
Ryde, Pevensey Bay, Sheringham, Southport, Tankerton. 

~20. Clothing Department. Those in need or distress and existing on scanty 
means are visited by Sisters and cared for in their own homes. There is an active 
““Old Clo’? Department from which they are able to obtain clothing, and when 
necessary they are helped by grants. 

21. Motherless Children’s Homes. Motherless Children’s Homes in the charge 
of Sisters provide for the care and upbringing of children whose fathers, often 
serving in the Forces or ex-Service men, are unable to maintain their homes 
after the loss of their wives. Motherless Homes are at :—Babbacombe, St. 
Leonards-on-Sea, Tunbridge Wells, West Malvern. 

22. Homes for Elderly People. At the other end of life, are Sunset and 
Anchorage Homes for elderly women and men, to whom in their loneliness the 
friendly company of others with Christian sympathy and guidance is a blessing 
in their declining years. Sunset Homes are at :—

23. Work for Distressed teaalosonieh and ‘‘ Black-Coated”” Men. For many 
years the Church Army has given assistance to gentlewomen in distress by the 
provision of work, help in securing pensions, help with rent, clothing, food, light 
and heat, etc. Many hundreds of “ black-coat ’ men have been helped by the 
Church Army in the course of years of this work. Many have come to grief 
through fault or misfortune. The Church Army provides work, grants and assist- 
ance in securing suitable work, and has a special Hostel for such men at Spencer 
Lodge, 15 Etchingham Park Rd., Finchley, N. 3.

24. Clergy Rest Houses. There are Clergy Rest Houses at Clevedon and 
Birchington-on-Sea for Clergy with low incomes. 

25. Needlecraft. In the Banner and Needlecraft Department all kinds of 
Church needlework are undertaken as well as the marking of household linen, 
etc. Banners are made, repaired and renovated. 

26. Church Army Housing Lid., now owns about 900 houses and flats in London 
and elsewhere, built to accommodate large families of the lower-paid wage earner, 
in all cases rehoused from overcrowded rooms and slum areas. Welfare work 
among the tenants offers unlimited opportunity for bringing Christ into the 
lives of many who have not known Him. A post-war development is the acquisi- 
tion and adaptation of a number of houses and small flats to provide unfurnished 
bed-sitting rooms with all amenities for elderly people at rents they can afford. 
These are known as ‘ Churchill Houses,” commemorating the leadership of 
Mr. Winston Churchill in the recent war.

*CHURCH MISSIONARY SOCIETY.—The C.M.S., founded in 1799, 
celebrated its 152nd Anniversary in May, 1951. Events have driven home the 
fact that it is within a radically altered ‘“‘ Africa and the East ”’ that the Society 
has to adjust its planning. Continued effort is needed to readjust to new con- 
ditions and to discover how limited resources can best strengthen the young 
Churches that the C.M.S. serves in Africa, the Middle East, and Asia; and far- 
reaching questions for missionary statesmanship are involved. 
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Areas of Change. The two areas in which long-established C.M.S. work 
has undergone most radical change are China and the Holy Land. 

In former Palestine and Transjordan the C.M.S. always regarded its witness 
to the Arabs as its primary responsibility. With the changes in the Middle East 
and the wholesale dispersal of the Arabs after the ending of the Palestine mandate 
in 1948, C.M.S. work in Israel has come to a close, though the Society is con- 
tinuing for the present its activities in Jordan, including the important Arab 
refugee work at Zerka and Hs Salt. By agreement the Bishop in Jerusalem and 
ae ap and the East Mission are assuming responsibility for C.M.S. interests 
in Israel. 

In Communist China, while the Government has not summarily expelled 
the missionaries, it became obvious in 1950 that their presence was an em- 
barrassment to the Chinese Church. On the advice of the Chinese Bishops of the 
dioceses concerned, practically all C.M.S. missionaries had withdrawn from the 
mainland by April, 1951. Before this the transference of responsibility to Chinese 
hands had already largely taken place in line with the Society’s own policy and 
that of the Church. To maintain the closest spiritual links with the now isolated 
Chinese Church, the C.M.S. has embarked on a three-point programme for China : 
a call to Prayer, Understanding, and Partnership. 

The Society is able to use in new work some of the resources freed in China. 
In response to an invitation by the Bishop of Singapore to work among the large 
Chinese population in Malaya, the Committee decided in February, 1951, to in- 
augurate a limited Malaya Mission of the C.M.S. for an experimental period of 
three years. Missionaries with long experience of work among Chinese will form 
the nucleus of this new Mission. 

Strengthening the Churches. In making its primary aim the strengthening 
by every means in its power, of the life and witness of the young Churches which 
it serves, the whole policy and planning of the C.M.S. has continued to receive 
thorough scrutiny and review. The Report of the Commission on “‘ The Re- 
alignment of the Foreign Work of the Society ”’, published in 1950, represents 
a careful consideration of ways in which the best use can be made of available 
resources in preaching the Gospel and helping in the building up of indigenous 
Churches which will ultimately be self-supporting, self-governing, and self- 
propagating. The Report stresses as priorities of the first importance : to maintain 
the Society’s contribution to the Church of South India; to concentrate on theo- 
logical training; to bring to this country for training and experience selected 
nationals. 

The provision of bursaries, whereby men and women from overseas may 
spend a year or more in this country, is one of the special projects which has been 
assisted by the Society’s Third Jubilee Fund. To strengthen personal links 
with visiting nationals the C.M.S. has a full-time liaison officer at C.M. House; 
and concern for the welfare of overseas students has led the Society to acquire 
a small hostel and to embark on a much larger hostel on a co-operative basis. 

The Third Jubilee Fund has provided extra resources for strengthening 
the life of the Church overseas in a variety of ways. The invaluable renewal 
of contacts between the leaders of the German missionary societies and their long- 
orphaned missions overseas was made possible by a grant of 3,000. Further 
grants enabled the present Principal of Ridley Hall, Cambridge, to visit West 
Africa in 1950 to conduct refresher courses for clergy on the principles of Christian 
worship; and strengthened the Church in the Sudan by helping with the expenses 
involved in bringing African delegates from:the south to attend the first Synod 
at Khartoum in 1951 and to share in an evangelistic campaign in northern 
centres. 

A grant from the same fund made it possible for Bishop Lasbrey (formerly 
Bishop on the Niger) to represent the ©.M.S. at the Inauguration of the Church 
of the Province of West Africa. Three of the five dioceses in the new Province 
owe their origin to the work of the C.M.S., and the first elected Archbishop, the 
Most Rev. L. G. Vining, has been a C.M.S. missionary since 1938. 

Men and Money. Alongside the increasing needs and problems and the 
increasing opportunities before the growing Churches in the changed conditions 
of today, the C.M.S., in company with other Societies, has to face the stark 
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reality. of continually rising costs at home and overseas, which far outstrip its 
present resources; and the serious shortage of manpower. 

The C.M.S. views with the deepest concern the continued dearth of missionary 
recruits of suitable calibre and qualifications. Far from having made good the 
diminished recruitment of the war years, the Society is barely keeping pace with 
its annual losses through retirement and death. In the autumn of 1950 a re- 
cruiting campaign was embarked upon; and increased number of inquiries 
about service overseas, and a growing awareness of the Society’s recruiting needs 
are evidence that this is proving fruitful. Reiterating that it has a number of 
vacancies for which funds are available in pastoral evangelism, in medical and 
educational work, and in other avenues of service, the C.M.S. earnestly appeals to 
young Christian men and women to face the challenge of missionary service overseas. 

During a period of greatly increased strain on its financial resources, the 
continuing rise in the cost of living and the hard winter of 1950-51 which dis- 
astrously reduced attendances at services and meetings, were reflected in a drop 
of 34,8241. in cash receipts, compared with the previous year. In spite of a 
reduction of 44,0001. in expenditure, which imposed not only rigid economy 
but drastic cuts especially in the work overseas, the year’s available income of 
471,3321. meant a heavy deficiency of 51,397/. This could only be relieved by 
the emergency measure of drawing on the Legacy Equalisation Fund and so 
reducing the net deficiency to 10,402/. Only by greatly increased support can 
the Society hope to reach the target figure of 580,0001. 

Home Education. In bringing before its home constituency the position 
overseas, the chief aim of the C.M.S. is to increase the number of supporters 
whole-heartedly committed to the service of Christ and His world-wide Church, 
and through them to widen the range of the Society’s support. New inspiration 
and equipment for service have been given to many key workers in the parishes 
through training conferences for leaders in various parts of the country; and a 
growing number of C.M.S. Action Groups are drawing together little cells of pray- 
ing, thinking, working and giving people. There have been many encouraging 
signs of response to the missionary aim stressed in the home campaign: “ Each 
one bring three ”’, a principle emphasised as basic to the winning of fresh support. 

Faced with immense opportunities and straitened resources, the C.M.S. 
is anxious to place all its facilities for making known the development and present 
position of the World Church at the disposal of incumbents and others concerned 
with Christian education. Through books and magazines; through films, 
exhibitions and other visual aids, the Society offers an up-to-date and compre- 
hensive service for missionary education. Particulars are available from area 
secretaries or headquarters.

*CHURCH MISSIONS TO JEWS (London Society for Promoting 
Christianity amongst the Jews) founded in 1809 is the oldest society for work 
amongst Jews. Its Patron is the Archbishop of Canterbury. The Society 
claims to be the founder of Medical Missions and a pioneer in parochial and 
industrial missions. 

Its work ranges from parochial grants in England to pioneer itineration in 
Persia and North Africa, with mission schools in Cairo, Tehran and Tunis. The 
work in Ethiopia is being re-established under a clerical missionary. A small 
school and a clinic have been opened. 

Special efforts are being made in the new State of Israel to influence the 
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Jewish immigrants, and numerous contacts are being made. Pastoral work is 
carried on amongst Hebrew Christians and enquirers who in their lands of 
origin were in touch with Christian missionaries. Institutional work is still 
suspended, but Church services, clubs and meetings are well attended. There 
is a great demand for the Bible and Christian literature in Hebrew, and a new 
edition. of the whole Bible in Hebrew is now available. Missionaries have 
opportunities of visiting the Jewish collective agricultural settlements. Recruits 
are urgently needed, especially for Israel and Persia.

*CHURCH OF ENGLAND CHILDREN’S SOCIETY (formerly Waifs 
and Strays Society).—The “‘ Waifs and Strays ” was established in 1881 as the 
official organisation of the Church of England for rescuing and caring for children 
in need, at a time when homeless and destitute children in thousands troubled the 
hearts of compassionate people in the cities. Today, although the ‘‘ waif” or 
“stray ” is no longer with us, the work of the Society does not diminish and there 
are many more children in its care than before the war. The Society specialises in 
the care of babies and very small children, and has greatly developed its always 
important boarding-out activities. The Society is a registered adoption society. 

Over 66,000 children have been provided for since 1881. The present family 
numbers 5,000. The Houses and Nurseries are small, there is no regimentation 
or uniform, and the children receive individual care in a home-like atmosphere. 
A number of the children have done very well educationally, and there is every 
encouragement to take scholarship examinations and, in suitable cases, to train 
for professional occupations. Children of all ages are accepted. 

The religious training of the children is undertaken by local parochial clergy, 
and much of the voluntary help accorded the Society is organised on a parochial 
basis, including the committees of the various Houses. 

The Society’s new title came into use in July, 1946, and has been generally 
approved by its supporters. 

At the present time nearly 1,500 of the Society’s children are boarded out 
in good private homes, while others are in Houses and Nurseries throughout 
the country. The Society administers a grant system and certain of its funds 
are available for weekly payments in suitable cases so that children may re- 
main in their own homes, or be placed by mothers themselves with suitable 
foster-mothers. The Society attaches the greatest possible importance to the 
preservation of family life and believes that the happiest and best place for a 
child is in the home. 

Apart from a recently extended and reorganised plan for boarding-out (always 
a major item on the Society’s programme), the extension of aftercare work has 
also been vigorously pursued. Several conferences have been held by the Society 
to discuss the problems of aftercare work with other workers and officials. Particu- 
larly noteworthy are the Society’s new “ mixed” and “ family ’? Houses for 
boys and girls. The Society does not receive Family Allowances for the children in 
its care, and it remains a Voluntary Society not Nationalised or State subsidised.

*CHURCH OF ENGLAND ZENANA MISSIONARY SOCIETY.—

societies were still unwilling to send unmarried women overseas, it emerged from 
an older women’s interdenominational society working in India.

The intolerable financial burdens of the Clergy, due in no small measure to 
the stringency of life today, are being tackled at the centre, in the dioceses and 
in the parishes alike, and they are a first charge upon the laity to remedy. 

Many who have this crying need at heart, have given to the limit of their 
diocesan and parochial demands, but there are some who could still give addi- 
tionally to help those outside their own locality who are less fortunate. To 
these it is that the Queen Victoria Clergy Fund appeals for a still further and 
sustained effort. 

The Fund is intended to aid (1) in raising those incomes of Benefices which are 
normally very small; (2) in making up those incomes of Benefices which have 
suffered reduction owing to Tithe redemption and other causes; and (3) in raising 
those incomes of Benefices which are nominally of substantial value, but which, 
owing to the large population and consequent claims on the Incumbents, demand a 
much larger income. 

Block grants from the Central Fund are made to the affiliated Diocesan 
Organisations, and administered by them in accordance with the general principles 
of the Fund.

The normal method of entry into the Chaplains Branch of the R.A.F. is 
through the medium of a Short Service Commission. This Short Service Com- 
mission is for three years, extensible by a further three years. Candidates must 
be medically fit for service in any part of the world. A candidate for appoint- 
ment as a Chaplain must, as a general rule, have been three years in Priest’s Orders, 
and the written commendation of the candidate’s Bishop must be sent to the 
Chaplain-in-Chief. There is no age limit for Chaplains on entry, but normally on 
first appointment he will be approximately 28 years. 

Selections for Permanent Commissions will normally be made from those 
holding Short Service Commissions. ; 

Chaplains enter the Service at a daily rate of pay of 27s. 6d. per day with a 
biennial increase of 2s. 6d. per day during service. Marriage allowance on entry is 
15s. 6d.—18s. 6d. per day and is taxable. 

Moral Leadership Schools are doing excellent work in various parts of the 
world and have become a normal part of the post-war activities of the Chaplains’ 
Branch. In addition to the Chaplains’ School at R.A.F. Dowdeswell Court, nr. 
Cheltenham, Moral Leadership Courses are held in the Far East, in the 
Middle East and in Germany. 

Women ‘Chaplains’ Assistants’ are serving with the Royal Air Force on 
stations which have a large number of W.R.A.F. 

Confirmations and Haster Communicants. In 1950 the return of Confirmations 
throughout the Royal Air Force in the United Kingdom and overseas shows 
that there were 996 male confirmees, and 209 female confirmees, making a total of 
1,205. In 1951 the number of Haster Communicants of R.A.F. personnel in 
station churches in the United Kingdom and overseas was 2,600.

*ROYAL NAVAL LAY READERS’ SOCIETY, THE.—It is a Church 
Society founded in 1860 by Naval Officers working in co-operation with their 
Chaplain. Its object is to help the men of the Royal Navy and Royal Marines 
in their spiritual lives. 

It consists of a staff of Lay Readers licensed by the Archbishop of Canterbury 
and administered by a Committee in which Naval Officers predominate. 

The Readers are carefully selected laymen of the Church of England, pre- 
ferably ex-Servicemen, who live and work amongst Sailors and Marines, setting 
forth the simple truths of the Gospel and endeavouring to lead men to personal 
faith in Our Lord Jesus Christ. Hach Reader works under the direction of a Naval 
Chaplain. They are employed in Dockyards, Barracks, Air Stations and Hos- 
pitals, visiting on the messdecks and in barrack rooms and wherever men are to 
be found. Some Readers are accommodated in Naval messes and thus not only 
work but live amongst Sailors, Marines and Naval Airmen. Many of these men 
are young and away from home influence and the friendship and advice which 
the Readers (most of whom have served on the Lower Deck) are able to offer is 
of untold value. H.M. the King is Patron of the Society, which is fully recognised 
by the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty.

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*ROYAL NAVY, CHURCH WORK IN THE.—The appointment of clergy 
to work as Chaplains in the Royal Navy is handled in the first instance by the 
Chaplain of the Fleet acting on the recommendation of the Bishop of the diocese 
in which the candidate is working at the time of making application. 

Chaplains are entered initially for a Short Service Commission of four years’ 
duration and must be in Priests’ Orders and of not more than 32 years of age, 
except in certain exceptional cases. 

Chaplains are employed not only in seagoing ships in all parts of the world 
but also in Dockyards at home and abroad, in Naval and Marine Barracks, in 
Hospitals, in Naval Colleges, in Royal Naval Air Stations, and in the various 
Training and Technical Establishments. The Training Establishments afford 
unexcelled opportunities for teaching the Christian Faith and these appoint- 
ments are filled by Chaplains specially fitted for such work. 

Apart from conducting the customary Services in his Ship for which all the 
necessary facilities and equipment are provided, a Chaplain will find numerous 
opportunities for extending the work of the Church by such means as “‘ Chaplains’ 
Hours ”’, the visiting of the sick and those undergoing punishment, dealing with 
family welfare problems and taking part in the social, recreational and sporting 
activities of the ship. A Naval Guild of St. Andrew exists to bind together the 
communicant members of the Church in fellowship and witness. Moral Leader- 
ship Courses for all Naval ranks are provided at the R.A.F. Chaplains’ School, 
Dowdeswell Court, nr. Cheltenham. In general, the Navy offers a splendid 
field of work for hard working, enthusiastic clergymen of the right type. 

In 1902 a very important step was taken towards bringing the Church in the 
Royal Navy into closer touch with the Church ashore when the Archbishop of 
Canterbury instituted the Chaplain of the Fleet, Archdeacon for the Royal Navy. 
The Archbishop issues a special Licence to all Chaplains on the Active List which 
is recognised by the bishops of the Anglican Church and of Churches in Com- 
munion with her throughout the world. This procedure received the sanction 
of H.M. the King in an Order in Council dated August 13th, 1902.

In 1950 the return of Confirmations 
for the Royal Navy shows that there were 1,051 male confirmees, and 64 female 
confirmees, making a total of 1,115. The number of Haster Communicants was 
4,623. It should be noted that in the case of most shore establishments and ships 
in home waters, Easter falls during a leave period when comparatively few 
remain on board. Easter Communicants in 1951 were 5,946, the increase being 
partly accounted for by the fact that some of the training establishments did 
not go on leave until after Easter, owing to its early date. 


*ROYAL SCHOOL OF CHURCH MUSIC.—Founded in 1927 by the late 
Sir Sydney H. Nicholson, M.V.O., D.Mus. Incorporated in 1930 as a company 
limited by guarantee and not having a share capital. Its aim is to promote 
worthy Church music throughout the Anglican Communion.

G. H. Knight and Dr. W. N. McKie, M.V.O. The Nicholson Memorial Fund, to 
raise funds for carrying on and developing the late Sir Sydney Nicholson’s work, 
was launched in 1948.

FOREIGN PARTS.—FPurpose. Dr. Thomas Bray founded the S.P.G. 250 
years ago, to minister to the British settlers in other lands, and to propagate the 
Gospel amongst the heathen. Since then it has played a leading role in building 
up the Anglican Communion in every part of the world. 

Policy. In every aspect of this 8.P.G. is obedient to the authority of the 
Church. The Archbishop of Canterbury is always its President and its spheres 
of work are chosen at his request or that of the Bishops overseas, and developed 
in consultation with them. Clergy are sent overseas as the servants of the 
Church, not of the Society. The Board of Examiners which selects them is 
appointed by the Archbishops of Canterbury and York and the Bishop of London. 
Missionaries are placed under the Bishop in whose diocese they serve, and are 
wholly at his disposal. They are not even paid directly by 8.P.G., which makes 
its grants to the Bishop, so that he may allocate the money according to his 
own plans. 

Present Position. S.P.G. has always stood firm for the building up of the 
oversea episcopate. To-day the Metropolitan of India, Pakistan, Burma and 
Ceylon is an Indian, the Presiding Bishop of Japan is a Japanese, and recently 
the first Burmese, Karen, and Nicobarese bishops have been consecrated. The 
Bishops of North China and Shantung have had to resign, but were able to leave 
Bishop Timothy Lin, a Chinese, in charge of both dioceses. A strong indigenous 
ministry is growing up in every land, and missionaries are needed more than 
ever to train and advise the leaders of these younger Churches, and to staff the 
Church schools and theological and training colleges. 

The Church in South Africa works in a society where racial discrimination 
is an accepted fact. This challenges the Church to proclaim with no uncertain 
voice the truth of the Fatherhood of God and consequent equality of all His 
children. The policy of “‘ apartheid ”’, which aims at placing the various race 
groups in different localities, will strain Church finances when buildings have to 
follow the Africans to new locations. The new Province of West Africa (see 
p. 156) has its difficulties too, not least the increasing strength of Islam in its midst. 

The Church in India, adjusting itself to new political conditions, cries urgently 
for wise missionaries to work as colleagues of and subordinates to Indian leaders. 
Schemes for church union in North India and Ceylon, as well as the Nandyal 
“island ”? of Anglicans in the Church of South India territory, call for wise 
and careful handling. 

The Chinese Church is being given a chance to show its mettle. Practically 
all foreign missionaries have been withdrawn and the Chinese Christians, supported 
by the prayers of the Home Church, struggle on bravely. 

Burma and Malaya, too, are politically unsettled; the Church’s work tends 
to become isolated in different areas, making local leadership the key to the 
situation: Christian schools have great opportunities in Malaya. 

In the West Indies there is a serious shortage of priests. Several of the 
clergy in Nassau diocese have each twelve or more churches to care for. Every- 
where plans for church development are frustrated through lack of finance and 
manpower. 

In the Home Church, S.P.G. continues to encourage interest and support 
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through exhibitions, conferences, and summer schools. Thought has been 
stimulated in large gatherings of sixth-formers and students discussing such 
vital problems as ‘“‘ Colour Bar ”’, and ‘“‘ Slavery, Then and Now ”. Many 
new links have been formed with schools, clubs and other young peoples’ organ- 
isations; 250 clubs are now linked to the S.P.G. under the title “‘ World Ven- 
turers ’”? and King’s Messenger Branches continue to give the children the vision 
of the world-wide Church. Following on from these junior organisations, the 
S.P.G. Fellowship has 4,800 members who pledge themselves to prayer, study, 
and personal service and giving for the Society. 

Finance. Every effort must be made by Home parishes and organisations 
to increase the General Fund. In many places 8.P.G. is the main Anglican 
Society to which the Bishops look for missionary staff and support. If this 
Fund is not maintained, the Church’s regular work in all these dioceses is threat- 
ened with retrenchment, and development becomes impossible. In 1950 the Gen- 
eral Fund (Subscriptions, Donations and Collections) fell by 2,939/. (141,393/.), 
and the Medical Missions General Fund by 1,065/. (24,0091.). The South India 
separate account totalled 8,5351. 

Increased costs everywhere make the Society’s income quite inadequate. 
Far more is needed if the great opportunities are to be met. By consolidation 
grants and grants towards the endowment of new dioceses 8.P.G. is making a 
great contribution towards the growing stability and independence of the Over- 
sea Church.

The nationalistic tendencies in all the Republics seem likely to necessitate a 
change in the Society’s educational policy, mainly on account of increased costs 
of living and salaries. Provision for more intensive training of the native 
evangelists with a view to the ordination of suitable candidates is one of the 
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new features of the post-war plans for the extension and stabilising of the Church 
already in being. In Araucania the native Church has its own native pastors and 
its own missionary society operating within the 8.A.M.S.

Great numbers of Africans now desire something better than their old heathen 
life. Governments are urging increase in the medical, educational and social] 
work and will help with the cost. The supreme responsibility remains always 
the same—to respond to the call of Christ and to win Africa for Him. But 
new forms of responsibility are coming upon the Mission. Economic development 
is turning Africa upside down. Africans need Christian help that they may 
adjust themselves to their new life. A purely secular civilisation would be a 
disaster for Africa, but the British Government, however well intentioned, 
cannot teach religion. Only the Church can save the situation.

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Again, the interests of the native Africans and the European settlers appear to 
conflict. Arbitrary restrictions on African development are causing increasing 
bitterness among the Africans. Friondly co-operation for each other’s welfare 
and mutual respect between the two races can come only on the basis of common 
membership in the one family of God. The happiness and welfare of both black 
and white in Africa depend upon what the Church can do, and there is no time 
for delay. A greatly increased staff is urgently needed : priests, doctors, nurses 
and men and women educationists. To support them the Mission must have a 
larger income.

To this end corporate worship and opportunities for individuals to 
build up a life of prayer contribute an essential part. ,The College is useful 
to all those who in industry, commerce, social work or education desire to be more 
articulate about their Faith and thus to pursue their Christian vocation and 
witness. It is recognised by the Ministry of Education for supplementary 
courses in Divinity. Teachers from different types of schools find the combination 
of theological and social studies peculiarly valuable. The consideration of the 
problems of our contemporary industrial society from the Christian angle is 
particularly relevant for those who have responsibility in industry.

The Religious Life 


ADVISORY COUNCIL ON THE RELATION OF BISHOPS AND 
RELIGIOUS COMMUNITIES .—This Council, to serve the needs of the two 
Provinces of Canterbury and York, has been established by the Archbishops 
after consultation with the Bishops and the Lower Houses of the Convocations. 
Its functions are: (1) to advise the Bishops upon (a) questions arising about the 
charters and rules of existing Communities, (b) the establishment of new Com- 
munities, (c) matters referred to it by a diocesan bishop, especially in regard to 
the Regulations proposed by the Bishops, (d) any amendment that may seem to 
the Council to be desirable in the said Regulations; (2) to advise existing Commun- 
ities with a view to their obtaining enrolment in accordance with the Regulations 
or in other matters if they so desire; (3) to give guidance to those who wish 
to form Communities; (4) to certify to the Bishops as to Communities which have 
a rule consonant with the Regulations with a view to their being enrolled at 
Lambeth. 

The Chairman and Convener of the Council must be a diocesan bishop 
appointed by the Archbishops of Canterbury and York. The Council consists 
of twelve members, six of whom are appointed by the Bishops and six by the 
Communities. The Chairman of the Council is the Bishop of Oxford. Hon.

MEN 


The Community of the Resurrection is a community of celibate Clergy living under a Rule 
and with a common purse. Each Priest who joins the Community after a novitiate 
makes a profession for life under a specific promise and vow of obedience to the Rule 
and Constitution. It is intended that the Community shall consist of Priests 
occupied in various works—pastoral, evangelistic, literary, educational—with the 
life of religion as their foundation. The Community may also include lay brethren. 
The Community had its origin in 1892 at the Pusey House, Oxford, moved in the 
following year to Radley, and had for a time an additional house in Little Cloisters. 
Westminster. In 1898 the House of the Resurrection, Mirfield, became its centre; 
at the beginning of 1903 a College for training Candidates for the Ministry was opened 
there, and later in the year a House at Johannesburg, for Mission work among 
Europeans and Natives. The Community is now in charge of a college for training 
African Clergy, the mission work in Sophiatown and Orlando, Johannesburg, the 
mission work in Sekukuniland, Northern Transvaal, as well as St. Augustine’s, 
Penhalonga. Retreats for Clergy and for Laymen are held at intervals at Mirfield, 
and are conducted by Members of the Community. There is a Branch House at 
8 Holland Park, W. 11, and a Hostel at Leeds for Theological Students during their 
attendance at the University. The Community also has charge of St. Teilo’s Hall, 
Cardiff, a house of residence for students at Cardiff University College, and also a 
centre for evangelistic work in Wales. The Superior is the Rev. R. E. Raynes, 
House of the Resurrection, Mirfield, Yorks. 

Society of St. John the Evangelist. The Society of Mission Priests of St. John the 
Evangelist, commonly called the Cowley Fathers, The Mission House, Marston St., 
Oxford. Superior General, Rev. F. B. Dalby. The Society was founded by the 
Rev. R. M. Benson in 1865 for the cultivation of a life dedicated to God according 
to the principles of Poverty, Chastity, and Obedience, and is engaged in works 
both Missionary and Educational, at home and abroad for the advancement of 
the Kingdom of Christ. Lay Brothers are united with the Clergy in Dedication 
to the Religious Life, and assist in the works of the Society. The Mother House is 
at Marston St., Oxford. The London House is at 22 Great College St., West- 
minster, 8.W.1. The Scottish House is on the outskirts of Edinburgh, 7 Milton Rd.} 
Joppa, Midlothian. The Society has also houses where Mission work is carried 
on at Bombay and Poona in India, and in South Africa at Cape Town and St. Cuthbert’s, 
Kafiraria. It is also established, as an independent Congregation, in the United 
States with houses at Cambridge, Boston, and in Japan. A third Congregation 
has a house at Bracebridge in Canada. 

Society of the Sacred Mission, Kelham, Newark, Notts. The Society of the Sacred 
Mission, founded in 1894, is a Religious community of men bound together for the 
service of the Church. Its objects are: (1) By its rule and discipline to maintain the 
spirit of devotion and self-forgetfulness in the members. (2) To render such devotion 
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effective by an organisation which allows of the concentration of many gifts upon a 
common plan. The Society has not attempted to confine itself to any special form 
of work, but its first interest has always been in training men for the Divine Service, 
especially for Ordination, this being done at Kelham, Newark. ‘Where necessary, the 
Society provides for the Candidates chosen. The lay members of- the Society are 
recruited from. those who have some technical or professional knowledge, or from 
unskilled men who are willing to acquire it under the Society’s tuition. The Society 
has a mission work in South Africa, centred at Modderpoort, with Schools, Training 
College, the pastoral care of a large part of the Orange Free State and a centre in 
the new diocese of Basutoland. It has three priories in England for pastoral work, 
at Nottingham, Sheffield and Averham and has recently established a House and 
Theological College in Australia at the invitation of the Bishop of Adelaide. Vol.

Society of the Divine Compassion, 42 Balaam St., Plaistow, E. 13. The Society was 
founded in 1894, and consists of Priests, Deacons, and Communicant Laymen, 
banded together in.a common life under the three vows of Poverty, Chastity, and 
Obedience. The spirit of the Rule is Franciscan and received in its original form the 
approval of Archbishop Benson. Active works include the Mission District of St. 
Philip’s, Plaistow. 


Order of St. Benedict, Nashdom Abbey, Burnham, Bucks. A Community of priests and 
laymen living under the Rule of St. Benedict. 


The Society of St. Francis, consists of those who are called to live the life of Friars. The 
object of the Brothers is to follow our Lord in His poverty, and to minister especially 
to the poor and destitute. At the Franciscan Friary, Cerne Abbas, Dorset, they have 
a home for men, a market garden, and several industries, hand printing, basket 
making, etc. There is accommodation for about 24 men in addition to the Brothers. 
The Brothers conduct parochial Missions, Conventions and Retreats. 'The Friars 
also work in Cambridge, and in East London, and have a school for maladjusted 
boys. The Minister is the Rev. Douglas Downes, 8.8.F., and the Assistant Minister 
is the Rev. W. S. A. Robertson, S.S.F., St. Francis Friary, Cerne Abbas, Dorset. 


The Brotherhood of the Holy Cross, 66 Linden Grove, Peckham, S.E. 15, is one of several 
communities in the English Church which try to set forth the Franciscan ideal. It 
originated in 1924 in the parish of St. Chrysostom, Peckham, where the Rev. 
George Potter was Vicar until 1938. A small band of Brothers living under simple 
rule was drawn together. They help in the ordinary parochial activities and are 
also responsible for Hostels for students, working lads and difficult and homeless boys. 


Oratory of the Good Shepherd. The Oratory is a society of unmarried priests and 
laymen of the Anglican Communion who have set themselves to live, under a rule, 
a life of devotion and service in accordance with Catholic practice. It was founded 
by a group of priests in Cambridge University in 1913. Canon G. K. Tibbatts, 
Chaplain of Sidney Sussex College, Cambridge, is Superior. There is a Fellowship 
of the Oratory for priest and lay-companions.

Alphabetical Summary of Legal 
Information 


For the Guidance of Clergy and Others 


COMPILED UNDER THE AUTHORITY OF THE LEGAL BOARD OF THE 
CuurRcH ASSEMBLY 


Nove.—This summary, which is not to be regarded as exhaustive, is intended to help 
the clergy and others in the general problems arising in the ordinary life of the Dioceses 
and parishes. 


ACCOUNTS .—Scee Churchwardens ; Parochial Church Council. 


ADVISORY COMMITTEE.—tThe Faculty Jurisdiction Measure, 1938, has 
given statutory authority to these Diocesan Committees, for it provides by Section 
5 that one shall be appointed by the Bishop in every Diocese and its duties are defined 
as the giving of advice (a) to intending applicants for faculties (b) to the Chancellor (if 
required) before the grant of a faculty and (c) to the Archdeacon before the issue of a 
certificate under the Measure. Rules in relation to the proceedings of the Committees, 
and the methods by which members thereof may be summoned to give evidence in the 
Consistory Court, were made in May 1939. ‘The discretion, however, to grant or refuse 
an application remains as heretofore with the Chancellor alone. The Committees do 
not deal with the legal or religious aspects of an application. ‘There is also a Central 
Committee to deal with questions of difficulty relegated to it by the Diocesan 
Committees or the Chancellor.

ADVOWSON.—See Patronage. 


ALMS AND COLLECTIONS .—The Communion alms, or money given at the 
Offertory in the Communion Service, are to be disposed of in accordance with the Rubric 
placed at the end of that Service in the Book of Common Prayer, that is, for such 
“pious and charitable uses ” as the Minister and churchwardens think fit. If these 
cannot agree, the Bishop decides how the money shall be used. The churchwardens 
should keep an account of these moneys. The Parochial Church Councils (Powers) 
Measure, 1921, has not substituted the P.C.C. for the churchwardens for the disposal of 
those moneys. (See Sec. 6 (iv) of that Measure.) 

Other Collections in church.—The purposes to which these are to be allocated are to be 
determined by the Parochial Church Council, jointly with the Incumbent, and in case 
of disagreement the Bishop may give directions. (See Sec. 6 (iv) and Sec. 16 (i) of the 
Parochial Church Council (Powers) Measure, 1921.) The Parochial Church Council 
must keep accounts of all moneys so collected. The Treasurer or Treasurers of the 
Council are the responsible officers of the Council for this purpose. The church- 
wardens are the proper officers to make the collection, either alone, or with the aid of 
the sidesmen or other persons selected by them, and, where they are not themselves the 
Treasurers, they hand over the moneys (other than the Communion alms) to the 
Treasurers of the Council. 


ARCHDEACON. J but 
is usually smaller. It is presided over by the Archdeacon, who is usually appointed by 
the Bishop. He must be over thirty years of age, and must have been at least six 
years in priest’s orders. 

Subject to the paramount rights of the Bishop of the Diocese, an Archdeacon has the 
power of visitation within his archdeaconry, and it is normally at his visitation after 
Easter that churchwardens and sidesmen are admitted to office. In respect of such 
admissions his functions are purely ministerial, and can be enforced by mandamus. 
He is the person who of common right has power to “induct” (or to appoint a com- 
missary to “induct ”’) clergy who are presented to benefices, 7.e., place them in pos- 
session of the temporalities of the benefice, though others may make inductions by 
prescription. 
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The two senior Archdeacons in every diocese who are. willing are ex-officio members 
of Convocation, and all Archdeacons are ex-officio members of their diocesan 
conference. 

An Archdeacon has a court and an “ official,” who advises the Archdeacon upon any 
legal matter referred to him, and can admit churchwardens for him. Litigation in 
the Archdeacon’s court is practically extinct, but during his visitation he is technically 
holding a court. 

The 86th Canon directs that every Archdeacon shall survey the churches in his 
jurisdiction once in every three years. But this does not preclude more frequent 
visitations. 

An Archdeacon conducts the elections of Proctors for Convocation, and is 
responsible for the examination and presentation of ordination candidates. 

The Bishop may delegate to the Archdeacon the exercise of any of the powers or 
duties assigned to him by the Ecclesiastical Dilapidations Measure, 1923, other than 
the issuing of sequestrations, and also all the powers of the Bishop under section 2 of 
the Benefices (Sequestrations) Measure, 1933. 

Under Rule 12 (1) of the Rules scheduled to the Representation of the Laity Measure, 
1929, the Archdeacon may convene an extraordinary meeting of the Parochial Church 
Council if requested to do so by not less than one-third of the lay members of the 
Council, or'an extraordinary parochial church meeting if requested to do so by one-tenth 
of the persons on the electoral roll. P 

Under various ‘other Measures, e.g. the Benefices (Keclesiastical Duties) Measure, 
1926, the Benefices.(Exercise of Rights of Presentation) Measure, 1931, the Benefices 
(Diocesan Boards of Patronage) Measure, 1932, ex-officio membership of Diocesan 
Boards or Committees is given to the Archdeacon. 

By the Faculty Jurisdiction Measure, 1938, the Archdeacon is placed with regard 
to faculties in much the same position as a parishioner. He is also empowered, with 
the approval of the Advisory Committee, and in some cases also of the Chancellor, to 
issue certificates, equivalent to faculties, in cases of minor repairs to and decorations 
of churches. 

See also Faculties and Advisory Committee. 

BANNS OF MARRIAGE.—See Marriage. 

BAPTISM.—A rubric in the office for Holy Baptism enjoins that the baptism of 
infants is to take place within a fortnight of birth, and from this it appears that the 
incumbent. of a parish must be prepared to baptise his infant parishioners at any 
reasonablo time, but notice must be given to him. In the case of adults at least one 
week’s notice must be given to the Bishop “ or whom he shall appoint for the purpose,” 
presumably the Incumbent himself. No fee or reward may be demanded for the 
celebration of this sacrament or for the registering thereof. ty 

All public and private baptisms must be registered in a book provided for the 
purpose at the expense of the parish and kept in the custody of the Incumbent in a 
fire-proof safe, similarly provided. Under the Forgery Act, 1830, s. 21, errors may be 
corrected within one month of their discovery in the presence of the “‘ parents of the 
child baptised.” Under s. 20 of the Act there are severe penalties on the making of 
false entries, and as to forging entries, see Forgery Act, 1913, s. 3 (2). 

When the birth of a child has been registered without a name, or with a name which 
has been altered at baptism, the baptismal name may, within 12 months after registra- 
tion of the birth, be inserted in the register of births and deaths on delivery to the 
Registrar of a certificate in the prescribed form by the person who baptised the child, 
which he must give on payment of a fee not exceeding one shilling (Births and Deaths 
Registration Act, 1874, s. 8 and Schedule I). 

The Report of the Joint Committee of the Convocation of Canterbury on the 
Administration of the Sacrament of Holy Baptism is published for the Joint Committee 
by the Church Information Board, Church House, Dean’s Yard, Westminster, S.W. 1, 
and by 8.P.C.K., Northumberland Avenue, W.C. 2. Price 3d., by post 5d. 

BENEFICE.—Scee Enforcement of Duties of Benefice ; Induction to Benefice ; 
Institution to Benefice; Loans to Benefices; Plurality ; Parochial Registers ; 
Presentation ; Sequestration : Union and Disunion of Benefices ; Vacancy in Benefice. 

BISHOP.—tThe only essential unit of ecclesiastical organisation is the diocese, 
just as the only essential officer is the Bishop who presides over it. All spiritual 
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authority in the diocese comes from him, and he has a cure of souls over the whole 
diocese, though he delegates a share in it by institution or licence. At his consecration 
he takes the oath of canonical obedience to the Archbishop, and he is bound to govern 
his diocese in accordance with ecclesiastical law. 

The Bishop may hold a visitation of his diocese when he pleases, though in practice 
he does not do so oftener than once in 3 years; the visitations in other years being 
held by the Archdeacons. During an episcopal visitation the Archdeacons are inhibited 
from visiting.’ 4 


BURIAL.—KEvery parishioner has the right of burial in the burial-place of his 
own parish, that is, the parish where he resides, or owns rateable property. For the 
purposes of burial the body of a person who dies in a parish, or whose body is found or 
cast on shore from tidal or navigable waters within a parish, is a parishioner of that 
parish. The establishment in rural parishes of large camps and airfields has raised the 
question of the burial of “‘ parishioners’ in churchyards. Any person whose death 
takes place within the area of a parish is by law entitled to be buried in that parish as 
a parishioner, irrespective of the length of time he has lived there—e.g., the victim of 
an air “ crash ”’ or motor accident, who may have entered the parish only a few minutes 
before his death occurred. Every person has an unqualified right to burial in the parish 
in which he dies, but this right coexists with hisright to be buried in the parish in which 
he lived and his personal representations ‘are therefore entitled to remove his bcedy 
to that parish and demand its burial there. 

Inhabitants of a New Parish under the New Parishes Measure, 1943, retain their 
original rights of burial until a burial ground is provided for the new parish. 

Burial where no other arrangements can be made is regulated by the National 
Assistance Act, 1948, 8.50. 

Parishioners (including persons who for this purpose are regarded as parishioners) 
are entitled to Christian burial except those who die unbaptised, or excommunicate, or 
have laid violent hands upon themselves. In practice the last-named class is restricted 
to‘those who have died knowingly by their own hands; those who were not responsible 
for their action are usually allowed the Church service. 

Apart from these special cases, the Incumbent is bound to say the Burial Service 
in its entirety over every parishioner, upon pain of three months’ suspension. But 
he is entitled to convenient warning of the funeral. By the Burial Laws Amendment 
Act, 1880, ¢.g., a minister in Holy Orders may use at the burial (@) in any case when the 
Prayer Book service may not be used, and (6) in any other case when requested to do 
so, such service consisting of prayers taken from the Book of Common Prayer and 
portions of Holy Scripture as may be prescribed or approved by the Bishop. The Act 
allows parishioners to be buried in the churchyard without any religious service or 
with such Christian and orderly religious service as the person responsible for the 
burial may think fit. 

It should be noted that whereas parishioners have the right of burial in the church- 
yard, they have no right to be buried in any particular spot, nor have they any right to 
the exclusive property in a grave. The selection of the particular grave is a matter 
which is within the discretion of the Incumbent, and he cannot give any person ex- 
elusive rights in it. This can only be done by Faculty. 

It is most desirable that a complete list of fost should be displayed, and that 
it should be sanctioned by the proper authority. In all parishes the Church 
Commissioners can on application being made to them establish tables of fees. See 
Fees recoverable by the Clergy. 

The responsibility for digging a grave is upon the executors or other persons re- 
sponsible for the funeral arrangements, The Incunibent’s duty is merely to indicate 
the place at which the grave is to be dug, and its depth; he is not obliged to provide a 
grave-digger. 


CHANCELLOR.—The Chancellor is the Bishop’s Official and Vicar-General, 
appointed by him to exercise his “ Ordinary ” jurisdiction, whether in the Consistory 
Court, or in granting marriage licences or otherwise. He is the principal lay officer of 
the Diocese, and holds his office “‘ for life,”’ so that he cannot be removed either by the 
Bishop who appointed him or by any succeeding Bishop. When the Archdeacons are 
inhibited, the Chancellor may at the request of the Bishop hold a visitation for ad- 
mittance to office of churchwardens. 
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The Chancellor frequently acts as the adviser of the Bishop when legal or other 
questions arise in the administration of the Diocese; though these in the first instance 
are generally referred to and dealt with by the Diocesan Registrar or the Bishop’s 
Legal Secretary. He also, in many cases, similarly advises the Clergy of the Diocese. 

See Consistory Court. 


CHOIR .—See Organist and Choir. 


CHURCH.—tThe persons having recognised rights or duties in the church are— 
(1) the Rector (if any), who has the freehold in the whole church. He may have 
the right to the chief seat in the chancel, and should be consulted as to any alterations 
in the chancel; if a lay Rector he is generally liable for its repair unless his liability has 
been compounded under the Ecclesiastical Dilapidations Measure, 1923, s. 52, or has 
ceased through the replacement of his tithe rentcharge by redemption stock under 
the Tithe Act, 1936; (2) the Vicar, who (if no Rector) is generally entitled to the 
freehold, and in any case to access to, and the use and control of, the whole church for 
church purposes; (3) the Churchwardens, who have a right of access for the purpose of 
their duties (see Churchwardens); (4) the Parochial Church Council for the like purpose 
(see Parochial Church Council), and (5) the Parishioners for church services, and other 
offices. j 

Generally speaking, no alterations in or additions to a church, or anything in it, 
can be lawfully made without a Faculty; and any repairs (beyond ordinary current 
repairs) and any repairs involving removal outside the precincts of the church, require 
a Faculty, but now under the Faculty Jurisdiction Measure, 1938, minor repairs to, 
and decorations of, churches can be effected under the authority of a licence from, the 
Archdeacon (see Faculties, Seating). 


CHURCH ASSEMBLY, or more fully, ‘‘The National’ Assembly of the 
Church of England”’ is governed by a Constitution (see p. 166) drawn up by the Con- 
vocations, and, by the Church of England Assembly (Powers) Act, 1919 (see p. 169), 
has power firstly, to discuss matters concerning the Church of England and “ to make 
provision ”’ (by legislative Measure) ‘‘ in respect thereof,’ and secondly, to “ debate 
and formulate its judgment by resolution upon any matter concerning the Church 
of England or otherwise of religious or public interest.” The Assembly may not 
issue any statement purporting to define the doctrine of the Church of England. 

Legislative Measures passed by the Church Assembly are submitted through the 
Legislative Committee of the Assembly to a Joint Committee of the two Houses of 
Parliament (the Ecclesiastical Committee) whose duty it is to make a report to Parlia- 
ment “‘ stating the nature and effect of the Measure ’’ and giving the Committee’s views 
“‘ as to the expediency thereof especially with relation to the constitutional rights of all 
His Majesty’s subjects.’ If the Committee reports favourably upon a Measure a 
resolution is moved in each House recommending that it be presented for the Royal 
Assent, and when this is given the Measure has in all respects the force and effect of an 
Act of Parliament. Parliament has thus a right of veto on Measures, but no power to 
amend or alter them. 

The Assembly consists of three Houses, the House of Bishops, the House of Clergy 
and the House of Laity. The first two consist respectively of the members of the 
Upper and Lower Houses of the Conyocations of Canterbury and. York. The House of 
Laity consists of representatives of the laity elected by proportional representation for 
five years by the lay members of the diocesan conferences in accordance with the Rules 
for the Representation of the Laity scheduled to the Representation of the Laity 
Measure, 1929 (see p. 449). Not more than ten additional members may be co-opted 
—House of Laity (Co-opted Members) Measure, 1937. : 

The procedure of the Assembly is governed by Standing Orders. In enacting a 
Measure it follows closely the procedure of Parliament in respect of Bills, the stages of 
“General Approval,” ‘‘ Revision”? and ‘‘ Final Approval?’ corresponding to the 
parliamentary stages of “ Second Reading,” “ Committee and Report,” and ‘‘ Third 
Reading.” By the same procedure the Assembly can make “‘ Regulations ”’ in regard 
to matters concerning the Church of England when such provision does not require the 
sanction of Parliament (e.g. the Diocesan Conferences Regulation, 1935). Regulations 
have not, of course, any statutory authority. 

The three Houses generally sit together and vote as one body, They can, however, 
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sit.and debate separately, and may vote by Houses. Any proposition voted upon “ by 
Houses ’’ requires.a majority in each of them. 

Through the Central Board of Finance, whose budget and accounts it considers and 
sanctions every year, the Assembly is responsible for raising and expending money for 
central Church purposes. It also exercises control to a greater or less degree over many 
other central administrative bodies, either through representation, or financially by 
the voting of money in the annual budget. 

The Assembly usually holds three sessions in every year, in February, June and 
November, each session taking from Monday afternoon to Friday morning. The work 
of Committees goes on throughout the year. 


CHURCH COMMISSIONERS.—See pp. 294-297. 


CHURCHWARDENS AND SIDESMEN.—By Canon 89 of 1604, “all 
churchwardens or questmen in every parish shall be chosen by the joint consent 
of the minister and parishioners, if it may be; but if they cannot agree upon such a 
choice, then the minister shall choose one and the parishioners another; and without 
such a joint and several choice none shall take upon them to be churchwardens.” 
By custom in most ancient parishes the incumbent chose one churchwarden and 
the (eraeaonets in vestry the other, or others where there were more than two 
in all. 

The choice of churchwardens has now passed from the vestry to a joint meeting 
consisting of the vestry and the parochial church meeting (Parochial Church Councils 
(Powers) Measure, 1921, s. 13), Having regard to Canon 90, this joint meeting should 
apparently be held during Kaster Week; but an earlier election, though irregular, 
would not necessarily be invalid. In view, however, of the necessity of admission by 
the Ordinary, an earlier election is hardly feasible. The sidesmen are in all cases 
elected by the parochial church meeting and the incumbent (s. 14 of the Parochial 
Church Councils (Powers) Measure, 1921, and Rule 8 (3) of the Rules scheduled to 
the Representation of the Laity Measure, 1929). As their duties are to assist, particu- 
larly in matters of public worship, the churchwardens, by whose instructions they 
should be guided, it is desirable that they should be elected at about the same date. 
Sidesmen must be on the electoral roll. 

By virtue of the New Parishes Measure, 1943, which may be described as a con- 
solidating Measure, in every district or new parish constituted under that Measure 
and in every ecclesiastical district constituted before that Measure under the Church 
Buildings Acts, 1818 to 1884, or the New Parishes Acts, 1843 to 1884, two church- 
wardens shall be annually appointed and shall be chosen at a joint meeting (convened 
as provided by s. 13 of the Parochial Church Councils (Powers) Measure, 1921), of the 
Parochial Church meeting of the parish or district and persons who would be entitled 
to vote at the election of a churchwarden if the parish or district. were an ancient 
parish, if possible, by the joint consent of the incumbent and the meeting; other- 
wise one shall be chosen by the incumbent and the other elected by those present and 
entitled to vote at the meeting. To qualify for the appointment, a person must. be 
of full age and must either be a member of the Church of England resident in the 
district or parish or on the electoral roll. 

The usual method of choosing a churchwarden is by show of hands. A poll may 
be demanded, however, even if no show of hands is taken. Detailed directions as to 
a poll in connection with the annual meeting are contained in Appendix V to the Rules 
scheduled to the Representation of the Laity Measure, 1929, but s. 13 of the Parochial 
Church Councils (Powers) Measure prescribes for the joint meeting the ordinary vestry 
procedure (including a poll) though limiting every person qualified to vote to one vote 
only, save a casting vote for the chairman. ‘The cost of a poll demanded by a candidate 
is borne by him. Under the ordinary vestry procedure, the chairman fixes the dura- 
tion, time and place, and all other details, of the poll. 

But nomination by the incumbent or election by the parishioners is not in itself 
sufficient. Before entering upon their duties the churchwardens must each year be 
admitted or readmitted to office. This takes place at the visitation. In the year of an 
episcopal visitation the admission takes place before the Bishop or Chancellor or his 
deputy, and in other years before the Archdeacon or his official. 

Generally speaking, every householder is liable and every parochial elector is eligible 
to be made churchwarden. 
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The Parochial Church Councils (Powers) Measure provides that, without prejudice 
to existing qualifications, any person who is eligible as a member of a parochial church 
council is eligible as a churchwarden. ‘Thus, a person who is a “ non-resident ”’ elector 
and a person who is not a householder may now be elected. 

A person who is not a communicant is eligible for election as churchwarden if he 
is otherwise qualified; but such a churchwarden is not a member:of the parochial 
church council. 

Minors, aliens, Jews, and persons who have been convicted of felony, perjury or 
fraud are absolutely disqualified from serving; and by s. 15 (2) of the Parochial Church 
Councils (Powers) Measure a person is disqualified from being elected or acting as 
churchwarden or sidesman if a conviction order or finding becomes or has become con- 
clusive against him, which, if he were a clergyman, would render him incapable of 
holding preferment under s. 1 of the Clergy Discipline Act, 1892. 

Subject to the foregoing rule as to disqualification, and certain professional claims 
which may be made for exemption, every householder is liable to serve as a church- 
warden. 

Churchwardens vacate their office on and their duties continue up to the admission 
to office of their successors. Before finally quitting office they must hand over to 
their successors all the funds and other property and documents belonging to the 
church which are in their possession, and they may be sued if they do not do so. 
A churchwarden can resign with the consent of a joint meeting of the vestry and 
parochial church meeting called for that purpose, and (if chosen by the incumbent) of 
the incumbent. If he dies in office his colleague may act alone, or another person may 
be chosen to fill his place. If a churchwarden permanently quits the parish, and has 
no property there, his place should be filled, as soon as his name ceases to be on the 
electoral roll. In addition, the office is vacated if the churchwarden is convicted of 
treason or felony and if sentenced to death or imprisonment for more than twelve 
months. He may also be removed from office by an ecclesiastical court for miscon- 
duct. See leaflet L.C. 40 issued by the Legal Board of the Church Assembly. 

Churchwardens have a right of access to the church for the purpose of their duties, 
Lut they have no right to possession of the key. The property in the goods of the church 
is vested in them, though the care, maintenance, preservation and insurance of such 
goods is in the Parochial Church Council. If such goods are unlawfully taken away, 
they are the persons entitled to recover them, and this is one of the purposes for which 
admittance to their office is essential. It is their duty to maintain order in the church 
and churchyard, and they may remove persons who disturb divine service. Under 
the Ecclesiastical Courts Jurisdiction Act, 1860, they can arrest persons guilty of bad 
behaviour in the church or churchyard, and bring them before the magistrate. They 
seat the congregation, and act in general as officers of the Ordinary. They have various 
statutory duties under the Charitable Trusts Amendment Act, 1855, s. 44, the Benefices 
(Transfer of Rights of Patronage) Measure, 1930, and the Benefices (Exercise of Rights 
of Presentation) Measure, 1931, and they frequently act as sequestrators (as to which 
see Sequestration). 


CHURCHYARD.—The freehold in the churchyard is in the Rector (if any); if 
there is no Rector, it is generally in the Vicar. The freehold gives certain rights of 
herbage, ete. The Rector or Vicar can also enter into agreements for using a disused 
burial-ground as an open space under the Open Spaces Act, 1906 (cap. 25), but such an 
agreement on his part should be sanctioned by Faculty. 

The Parochial Church Council have the care and maintenance of the churchyard, 
including, in most cases, a closed churchyard. They and the incumbent together have, 
subject to the jurisdiction of the ordinary, and any rights by faculty, complete contro! 
of the churchyard. The Parochial Church Council can recover the costs and expenses 
certifiéd as such of keeping a closed churchyard in decent order and repair from the 
rating authority, under the Burial Act, 1855, s. 18; if they do so in any Parish in a 
Borough or Urban District, or in a Rural Parish having a Parish Council, the functions 
and liabilities of the Parochial Church Council with respect to the maintenance and 
repair of the churchyard are transferred to the Council of the Borough or Urban 
District, or to the Parish Council as the case may be (see s. 269 (2) of the Local Govern- 
ment Act, 1933). i 

As to trees in a churchyard, see leaflet L.C. 35, issued by the Legal Board of the 
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Church Assembly, and as to closed churchyards, see leaflet L.C. 43; leaflet L.C. 45 isa 
form of the certificate above referred to. 


CLERGY DISCIPLINE.—Criminal proceedings in ecclesiastical matters have 
been regulated by the Church Discipline Act, 1840, the Public Worship Regulation 
Act, 1874, and the Clergy Discipline Act, 1892. The Church Discipline Act, 1840, 
empowers the bishop to issue a Commission of Inquiry in case of an alleged offence by a 
clergyman in ecclesiastical matters, such as doctrine, ritual, and the due performance 
of the services of the Church, or alternatively the bishop may by letters of request 
send the case to the court of appeal of the Province. If the Commission report a 
prima facie case or letters of request are issued, the matter proceeds to a hearing, 
and suspension or deprivation may follow. The proceedings must be taken within 
two years from the offence. Offences against morality no longer come under this Act. 
Under the Public Worship Regulation Act, 1874, there is a more simple form of 
procedure where a clergyman is charged with the use of unlawful ornaments or decora- 
tions, with interfering unlawfully with the fabric of the church or with using unlaw- 
ful services, rites or ceremonies. The Clergy Discipline Act, 1892, deals with offences 
by the clergy against morality in its widest sense as distinguished from offences in 
respect of doctrine or ritual or breaches of ecclesiastical regulations. Certain con- 
victions in the criminal courts accompanied by imprisonment or any greater 
punishment, or a bastardy order, or adultery proved in a divorce or matrimonial 
cause, involve immediate deprivation. Otherwise if a clergyman is convicted 
in the temporal courts of an ecclesiastical offence, or is alleged to be guilty of 
immorality, he may be prosecuted by any parishioner or by the bishop or anyone 
approved by him in the Consistory Court before the chancellor sitting with or without 
assessors, and if found guilty may be sentenced to suspension or deprivation, and, in 
case of deprivation, he may be deposed from Holy Orders. Proceedings must be 
taken within five years from the offence. 

The bishop may exercise a veto against the taking of proceedings under all three 
Acts, and in each case an appeal may be made against the decision or sentence. 

By the Incumbents (Discipline) Measure, 1947, proceedings may be instituted 
against an incumbent in respect of conduct unbecoming the character of a Clerk in 
Holy Orders or in respect of serious or continuous neglect of duty, whether or not 
cognisable under the Clergy Discipline Act, 1892. This Measure permits the Bishop 
to refer complaints to the Ministerial Committee set up in each diocese under the 
Incumbents (Disability) Measure, 1945, and on receipt of the report of the Ministerial 
Committee either to deal with the complaint in person or to refer it to a Special Court 
and consisting of the Judge of the Consistory Court, two Clerks in Holy Orders and 
two lay representatives. 

By the Church Dignitaries (Retirement) Measure, 1949, provisions are made for 
the retirement of deans, provosts, archdeacons, canons, prebendaries and other church 
dignitaries if incapacitated by age or physical or mental infirmity or if guilty of 
unbecoming conduct or neglect of duty. 

See also Enforcement of Duties of Benefice. 


CONSISTORY COURT.—Every diocesan Bishop has a Court for administer- 
ing ecclesiastical law within his diocese. In the diocese of Canterbury this court is 
known as the Commissary Court, and elsewhere as the Consistory Court. The judge 
of the court is in Canterbury styled the Commissary-General, and in other dioceses 
the Chancellor (g.v.). The status of the Bishop himself in his Court depends upon the 
terms of the patent appointing the judge. In some cases the Bishop expressly reserves 
to himself the power to sit and try certain cases. But except so far as this power 
is reserved, the commissary-general or chancellor is the sole judge, and indeed may try 
cases to which the Bishop is himself a party. There is no appeal from him to the 
Bishop. An appeal lies from the Diocesan Court to the Provincial Court, and thence to 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council, except in cases under the Clergy Discipline 
Act, 1892, where the appeal is either to the Provincial Court or the Judicial Committee. 
Cases under the Church Discipline Act, 1840, may be sent direct to the provincial 
court by a process known as “‘ Letters of Request.’’ See Chancellor, Clergy Discipline. 


CONTROL OF SERVICES.—The incumbent’s control of the arrangements for 
Divine Service is absolute, but he must, of course, comply with the provisions of the 
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Book of Common Prayer. He must hold morning and evening service on Sundays and 
certain Holy Days, but the times fixed for such services are matters for him. He 
must celebrate the Holy Communion as directed by the Prayer Book, but the frequency 
of celebrations is within his discretion, ‘‘ He may direct when the organ shall and shal] 
not play, and when the children shall or shall not chant.” 


CONVENTIONAL DISTRICT.—Where a large new population grows up as 
the result, it may be, of a housing scheme, the question may arise of making special pro- 
vision for its ‘spiritual oversight without or (more often) as a preliminary to the forma- 
tion:of a new district or parish. A convenient method of doing this is to constitute the 
area a ‘‘ Conventional District,’ by means of an agreement between the bishop and the 
incumbent or incumbents. of the parish or parishes concerned. By such an agreement 
the.area is taken out of the legal incumbent’s charge and placed under that of a separate 
‘Curate in Charge,’ who may be licensed by the bishop and given by his licence a 
greater or less degree of independence in ministering to the population of the “ Con- 
ventional District’? and building up the work towards its legal separation. Since the 
status of the district rests upon agreement only, the legal position of the parishioners 
remains unaffected, and they remain parishioners of the parish of which the area in 
which they dwell forms part. Their rights and obligations as to marriage, burial, and 
attendance at their parish church and so forth remain unaltered. The area as a whole 
is, however, able to organise itself as a distinct parochial unit, and in particular, under 
the: Rules for the-Representation of the Laity, may have its own Parochial Church 
Council.. While an agreement for the formation of a Conventional District may 
strictly bind only the individual parties to it and require to be renewed on any change 
of incumbent, such renewal is, in the absence of any steps to denounce it, ordinarily 
assumed. In some: cases a greater degree of stability is sought by joining the patron 
or patrons in the agreement. 


_ CONVOCATION .—The Convocation of each Province consists of two Houses, an 
Upper anda Lower. The Upper Houses consist of the diocesan Bishops of the Province, 
and the Archbishop is President of the whole Convocation. 

In the Lower House of the Convocation of Canterbury the following persons sit as 
members :— 

(1), The Dean of every cathedral church in the Province and the Deans of the two 
collegiate, churches of St. Peter in Westminster and of St. George, Windsor; if the 
Dean of any such cathedral or collegiate church be unwilling or unable to act, one 
proctor elected by the Dean and Chapter; when there is no Dean, one proctor elected 
by the Chapter from among the members of the Chapter; the Provost of Eton, if in 
page s orders in the Church of England. 

(2) The two Archdeacons in each Diocese who are senior by date of appointment as 
Archdeacons in the diocese, or if either of them is unwilling or unable to act, the 
Archdeacon who is next.in seniority of appointment. 

(3) The proctors for the clergy, elected in the manner following in such proportion 
to the number of electors as shall from time to time be determined. by Convocation, 
provided that no Diocese shall have less than three proctors :— 


(a) ‘The Electoral Areas are— 


(i) The several Dioceses in the Province. 
(1i)) The Universities in the Province, namely, Oxford, Cambridge,. Fouktow 
and the other Universities acting together for this purpose. 


(6) The electors are— 


(i) Where the Diocese is the area, all clergymen beneficed in the Diocese, 
or licensed under seal by the Bishop, or holding office either in a 
cathedral or in the above-mentioned collegiate churches, provided that 
they be not ez officio members of Convocation, and that no one shall 
be entitled to vote in more than one Diocese. One proctor is elected 
for every hundred electors in the Diocese. 

(ii) Where a University, or group of Universities, is the area, all clergymen 
whose names are entered on an electoral roll kept in accordance with 
rules made from time to time by Convocation. 


Provided that‘no one shall be entitled to vote in more than one such electoral area. 
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(c) All clergymen in the Church of England who have been admitted. to priésts’ 
orders are eligible for election. ' 

(d) The mode of voting is determined by Convocation, at present by the method‘of 
proportional representation. : 


In the Province of York similar rules apply, except that the Diocese of Sodor and 
Man returns only one proctor. The electors are all the clergy beneficed in the Diocese, 
and all unbeneficed clergy who hold the Bishop’s licence to officiate in the Diocese, and 
are resident therein. One proctor is elected for each seventy electors in’the Diocese: 
No one votes in more than one Diocese, and only priests entitled to vote are eligible as 
proctors of that Diocese. The method of voting in every Diocese is to be decided by 
the Bishop of the Diocese subject to the approval of the Archbishop. 

The National Assembly of the Church of England, shortly called ‘the Church 
Assembly,” consists of the Convocations and the House of Laity. 

See Church Assembly. 


COURTS.—See Archdeacon ; Clergy Discipline ; Consistory Court ; Faculties ; 
Provincial Court. 


CURATE.—See Curate-in-Charge ; Perpetual Curate ; Stipendiary Curate. 


CURATE-IN-CHARGE.—Apart from the case of a Conventional District, there 
are from time to time circumstances (e.g. the vacancy of a benefice or the inhibition of 
the Incumbent) in which a clergyman is placed temporarily in charge of a parish to per- 
form the duties of the Incumbent, and placed for all practical purposes in the same 
relation to the Bishop as an Incumbent, not, however, instituted as to a benefice but, 
licensed as to an assistant curacy or stipendiary curacy. A Curate so appointed is 
styled “ Curate-in-charge.” His tenure of office in some measure depends upon the 
Cie in which he is appointed, but it is not the tenure of an Incumbent of a 

enefice. 


DECORATIONS .—The Church Commissioners have set aside an annual sum of 
20,0002. to be allocated among the dioceses, in proportion to the number of benefices 
eligible, for grants towards the cost of decorations to parsonage houses, where such 
help is most required. Incumbents of benefices with incomes not exceeding 5001. 
may be eligible for grants. The merits of each case are considered by the Diocesan 
Dilapidations Board, priority being given, in judging relative needs,.to incoming in- 
cumbents faced with heavy expenditure on decorations which have long been neglected. 
Application forms may be obtained from the Secretary to the Dilapidations Board. 


DILAPIDATIONS .—The law relating to the dilapidations of benefice buildings 
is now for the most part contained in the Ecclesiastical Dilapidations Measure, 1923, as 
amended by the Hcclesiastical Dilapidations (Amendment) Measure, 1929. These 
Measures have no application to buildings annexed to Archbishoprics, Bishoprics, 
Deaneries or Canonries. ne 

The chief principle of the Measures is that an incumbent’s liability for dilapidations 
(other than wilful dilapidations) is limited to an annual payment. This annual 
payment, however, may be varied at the discretion of the Diocesan Dilapidations Board, 

The result is that an Incumbent has the assurance that on his vacating the benefice 
no claim for dilapidations can be made against him or his estate except in respect of 
(1) any annual sums due from him and in arrear and the proportion of the current 
annual sum up to the date of vacation, or (2) wilful dilapidations, %.e. dilapidations 
caused by his deliberate action or gross neglect. 

The buildings of a benefice are liable to an official survey under the Measures every 
five years. But a survey may be postponed under the provisions of the Benefice 
Buildings (Postponement of Inspections and Repayment of Loans) Measure, 1940, as 
extended by Section 7 of the Emergency Legislation Measure, 1944. 

The “ buildings ” of a benefice liable to survey include all such houses of residence, 
glebe buildings, walls, fences and other buildings and things as the Incumbent is by 
law or custom bound to maintain in repair, and the drainage and water supply thereof, 
but do not include churches or chancels, or buildings vested in trustees for a benefice, 

The repairs which can be ordered under the Measures are such repairs as are needed 
in order to put the buildings in good and substantial repair. Papering and other 
decorative work are not included in this category. 
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The Measures contain special provisions as to buildings let on lease, but these pro- 
visions apply only to leases for lives or years entered into by the Incumbent in such a 
form as to be binding on a successor for the term of the lease. No lease of this kind is 
legally possible in the case of the parsonage house of a benefice, except by sequestrators 
under special powers conferred for a limited period by the Benefices (Suspension of 
Presentation) Measure, 1946. ; 

The estimated cost of the immediate repairs and future repairs respectively, and also 
the estimated sum for which the buildings ought to be insured, are based on the figures 
given in the surveyor’s report as confirmed by order of the Diocesan Dilapidations 
Board, with or without variation, after consideration of objections made by any person 
sought to be made responsible for the dilapidations. 

Notice of any objections must be given in writing to the Board within-one month 
after service of the report. The Board may require the person objecting to pay asum 
not exceeding 5/. to meet the cost of inquiry, and the Board, if it finds an objection to 
be well founded, is to refund the whole or so much of the amount paid as in the 
circumstances may seem to be reasonable. 

The Measures contain provisions under which the Diocesan Dilapidations Board 
can order.superfluous buildings either to be removed or to be allowed to dilapidate. 

Future repairs are divided into two categories: (a) repairs which in the opinion of 
the surveyor, and upon the assumption that the immediate repairs will be duly carried 
out, will be required to be carried out during the next five years (quinquennial repairs), 
and (6) any additional future repairs for the execution of which during a period exceed- 
ing five years from the date of his report it is, in the opinion of the surveyor, desirable 
to provide a fund (deferred repairs). 

A copy of the Board’s order is sent to the Church Commissioners, who then proceed 
to issue a formal Assessment of Assessments, based on the estimated amounts for 
future repairs and fire insurance stated in the surveyor’s report as confirmed by the 
Dilapidations Board. 

_ An assessment to provide for the quinquennial repairs is called an “‘ Ordinary Assess- 
ment,” and an assessment to provide for the deferred repairs is called a “ Long 
Assessment.” 

_ The annual sum payable under an Ordinary Assessment is made up of three 
components— 


(a) The “ Repair Rate ” to meet the estimated cost of the quinquennial repairs ; 

(b) The “Insurance Rate ”’ to provide the premium to insure the benefice buildings 
against fire loss for the capital sum stated in the surveyor’s report as confirmed ; 

(c) The “* Administration Rate” (not to exceed 10 per cent. of the Repair Rate) 
towards the expenses of the Diocesan Dilapidations Board, including the salaries or fees 
of the Surveyors. 


In some Dioceses no Administration Rate is at present being levied, the expenses of 
the Dilapidations Boards being met from other sources. 

An additional Administration Rate (not to exceed 1 per cent. of the Repair Rate) 

can ‘be charged. towards the administrative expenses of the Church Commissioners, 
but:the Commissioners have decided to waive the charge until further notice. 
«)The first annual payment for future repairs becomes due to the Commissioners on 
the date named in the Assessment and subsequent payments fall due at equal intervals 
of twelvemonths, beginning from the date fixed for the first payment. The payments 
are’a' charge on the revenues of the benefice and can be recovered by sequestration or 
distraint. 

The Repair Rate as received by the Church Commissioners is credited in their books 
to the Repair Account of the benefice, and can be disbursed by them for repairs 
ordered by the Dilapidations Board on the certificate of the diocesan surveyor, counter- 
noes by the Incumbent, or (in certain cases) of a certificate of the Dilapidations 
Board. : 

As from the due date of the first annual payment under the first Ordinary Assess- 
ment in respect of each benefice, the Church Commissioners insure the benefice build- 
ings‘in their own name for the capital sum stated in the surveyor’s report as confirmed. 
This sum is normally the sum estimated by him as adequate to reinstate the buildings 
of the benefice in the event of destruction by fire, but, if any building is considered by 
the Dilapidations Board unsuitable to the needs of the benefice, the insurance can 
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hadai-gres by them to the sum estimated as necessary to provide an adequate 
uilding. 

If a benefice building is destroyed by fire, the Incumbent should report the fact 
without delay to the Dilapidations Board, and obtain their instructions as to 
procedure. 

If a benefice becomes vacant, the annual sum payable under an Ordinary or Long 
Assessment is apportionable between the outgoing incumbent or his representatives, and 
the incoming incumbent, on the footing that the annual sum accrues from day to 
day. 
A “ Long Assessment ” is similar in form to an Ordinary Assessment, except that (i) 
the annual payments are spread over such a period longer than five years as the 
Dilapidations Board may think reasonable, and (ii) no insurance rate is included. 

The main object of a Long Assessment is to provide in good time for the cost of 
some expensive work of reconstruction or renewal (e.g. the provision of a new roof) 
which can be foreseen at the time of survey, although not likely to be necessary during 
the next five years, and thus prevent this heavy charge having to be raised wholly in 
*83 Lip aang period. Long Assessments are therefore the exception rather than 
the rule, 

The Repair Rate included in a Long Assessment when received by ‘the Church. 
Commissioners is carried to the Deferred Repair Account of the benefice, and can be 
disbursed on certificate in the same manner as money standing to the credit of the. 
Repair Account. 

The Church Commissioners have power to retain the annual dilapidations payment, 
in quarterly instalments as it accrues, from the quarterly payments of income payable 
by them to an incumbent. In most cases this is the practice. 

The Measures contain provisions for the variation of Ordinary or Long Assessment 
as may be necessary for special reasons, such as sale or purchase of buildings. t 

For benefices not exceeding 400/. in annual value, the Church Commissioners 
make grants under their Dilapidations Scheme of two-thirds of the annual sums 
“payable under Ordinary and Long Assessments. 

It is the duty of the Incumbent or (if the benefice is under sequestration) of the 
sequestrator to execute the repairs ordered by the Diocesan Dilapidations Board under: 
the Measures, but neither is under an obligation to execute any repairs the cost.of which 
exceeds the sums actually standing to the credit of the Repair Account, or in the case 
of deferred repairs to the credit of the Deferred Repair Account of the benefice, plus (in 
the case of an Incumbent) any sums due from him to the Church Commissioners to 
the credit: of those accounts respectively. 

If an Incumbent, after entering into a contract to execute the repairs, vacates the 
benefice before they are completed, he or his representatives, subject.to certain limita- 
tions, are entitled to complete the repairs. 

The Church Commissioners have power under the Measures to make good a deficit 
either in the Repair Account or in the Deferred Repair Account of a benefice by 
advancing such sum as may be required and charging the revenues of the benefice with 
the repayment of the advance by annual payments over a term of years with interest. 
The usual term of a loan for repairs is five years. The Commissioners, however, do: 
not as a rule create such a charge except with the concurrence of the Incumbent (or 
the sequestrator), and the length of the term is decided by the Commissioners with the’ 
consent of the Diocesan Dilapidations Board. The instrument creating the charge is 
termed a ‘‘ Charging Assessment.” : 

For benefices not exceeding 500I. in annual value, the Church Commissioners may 
make grants from their Corporate funds towards deficits in repair accounts. In the 

case of benefices between 4001. and 5001., grants, if made, will be for one occasion only, 
being intended as a special contribution towards the excess cost on completion of 
repairs recently ordered, or to be ordered, at the next full inspection. Applications 
are considered on the recommendation of the Diocesan Dilapidations Board. 

An Incumbent wishing to apply to the Church Commissioners for an advance to- 
wards the cost of repairs ordered under the Measures or for a grant under the scheme 
above referred to should apply to the Commissioners for the necessary application 
forms, but should forward his application through the Dilapidations Board. 

If, after the requirements of the Ecclesiastical Dilapidations Measures in respect of 
the repairs of the buildings have been satisfied, there remains a surplus to the credit of 
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the Ordinary Repair Account or Deferred Repair Account of a benefice, it can be paid to 
the Incumbent (or to the late Incumbent or to the Parochial Church Council or to any 
Diocesan Body) proportionately to the amount contributed by them, unless it is applied 
in payment or reduction of an outstanding loan under the Measures. 

In the event of interim repairs becoming necessary during a quinquennial period, it 
is open to the incumbent to apply to the Dilapidations Board to allow the cost to be 
paid by the Church Commissioners out of the Repair Account or Deferred Repair 
Account of the benefice as the case may be. The application to the Board should be 
made before the repairs are executed. It is not, however, contemplated that every 
trifling repair (e.g. a broken window) should result in a special payment. 

If the amount to the credit of the benefice is insufficient to meet the cost of the 
interim repairs, or if the amount required is so large as unduly to deplete the sum 
available for repairs at the end of the quinquennial period, the Church Commissioners 
can, if they think fit, advance the amount for a term of years on a Charging Assess- 
ment; or they may make a grant, where the benefice income does not exceed 4001. 

The Measures empower the Commissioners, with the consent of the Dilapidations 
Board, to deal in certain ways with repair money appertaining to benefice buildings 
which have been sold or removed unrepaired. Such repair money is not automatically 
returned to the contributors. 

An Incumbent who, as Rector or otherwise, was solely liable under the old law for 
the repair of the chancel of his parish church is now relieved from this liability, but an 
Incumbent who, as Incumbent, owns impropriate property in another parish may still 
remain liable for the repairs of the chancel of the church of that parish. It is possible 
under the Measures to compound this liability by a capital payment. 

It should be noted that, under section 48 of the Ecclesiastical Dilapidations 
Measure, 1923, it is now unlawful for an incumbent to make any additions to or 
alterations of the buildings belonging to a benefice without the sanction of the 
Dilapidations Board and the consent in writing of the patron, and that if he makes 
unauthorised additions or alterations he can be compelled to bear the cost of rein- 
statement. The expression “ additions” includes not only additional buildings in the 
ordinary sense, but also additions to the permanent fittings of a house, e.g. new electric 
light or hot-water installations. 


DILAPIDATIONS BOARD.—See Diocesan Conference, etc. 


DIOCESAN CONFERENCE.—The Diocesan Conference now has statutory 
functions and consists of three houses, the Bishop, the Chamber of Clergy and the 
Chamber of Laity. Its constitution must comply with the Diocesan Conferences 
Regulation, 1935, but apart from this it may vary in different dioceses. The Diocesan 
Board of Finance, which in some cases is incorporated under the Companies Acts, is 
the finance department of the Diocesan Conference and acts under its directions. The 
body which acts in a diocese as the Diocesan Trust is either the Board of Finance or 
some other body recognised for the purpose by the Diocesan Conference. The Diocesan 
Dilapidations Board is constituted by a scheme framed by the Diocesan Conference. 
Some important functions of the Diocesan Conference are the election by the Chambers 
of Clergy and Laity of the members of the Diocesan Board of Patronage and of the 
Advisory Body for the purposes of the Benefices (Exercise of Rights of Presentation) 
Measure, 1931: also the appointment of a Committee to survey conditions in the 
diocese in relation to the Union of Benefices, and of a panel of persons eligible to serve 
on commissions of enquiry under the Union of Benefices Measures, 1923 and 1936. 


DISTRICTS AND NEW PARISHES—FORMATION OF.—(See also Con- 
ventional Districts) —The creation of new parishes and districts is now governed by 
the New Parishes Measure, 1943, which consolidated with minor amendments the 
numerous Church Buildings Acts and New Parishes Acts of the 19th century. The 
Measure brings into one simple code the long and involved provisions of the earlier 
Acts of which no fewer than twenty-three are repealed in whole or in part. The 
Measure sweeps away the many different types of new ecclesiastical areas, each with 
their different titles and status, so that in future any new area will, sooner or later, 
correspond in every way to an ancient parish except that unless and until it has a 
parish church it will be a “‘ district ”’ only. 

Both “ Districts’? and “ Parishes’’ are formally created by Order in Council 
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confirming a Scheme prepared by the Church Commissioners. The Scheme accom- 
panied by a map, defines the area of the new district or parish which may be taken 
from either one or more than one existing parish or parishes, whose incumbent, patron 
and parochial church council have rights of objection but no veto upon the proposals. 
Before promoting the Scheme the Commissioners have to be satisfied upon three points, 
that the spiritual interest of the area will be best served by the creation of a new parish 
that a suitable church exists or is intended to be provided and that a suitable endow- 
ment has been or will be provided. 

Whether the area becomes a parish depends upon the existence of a consecrated 
church. If there is no such church, it becomes a “ District’ and its incumbent the 
“ Minister,’ having the status of a perpetual curate, with such cure of souls as his 
licence from the bishop may define and a right of succession when the district. becomes 
a parish. When a church in the district has been both consecrated and approved by 
the Commissioners as suitable to be a parish church the district becomes a parish, and 
the church and incumbent acquire the rights and status similar to those enjoyed by an 
ancient parish. 

The patronage of districts and parishes formed under the New Parishes Measure, 
1943, belongs to the bishop of the diocese wnless 

(a) it has been or is otherwise assigned or 
(6) an existing church becomes the parish church the right of presentation to 
which already belongs to someone other than the bishop. 


The Measure provides also for the dissolution of a district by Scheme and Order in 
Council if after a reasonable time a parish church has not been provided.and is unlikely 
to be provided within a reasonable time. 


EASTER OFFERINGS —The ancient “ ecclesiastical duties ” accustomably due 
to the Incumbent of a parish at Easter rarely survive to this day, but, founded on 
these, there has grown up a very general practice of the parishioners making to their 
Incumbent at Easter a special voluntary offering known as the ‘‘ Kaster Offering,” 
given to the Incumbent for his own use. It has become an important method of 
adding to the often inadequate provision for Incumbents arising from the endowments 
of their Benefices. They are voluntary offerings made or collected in a variety of ways, 
most generally by collections in church on Easter Day, but sometimes by collections 
supplemented by individual gifts from parishioners or other well-wishers, or wholly by 
way of private gifts or gifts specially collected out of church. The ways in which the 
offering is raised or the grounds upon which it is given may affect its liability to 
income tax, but in accordance with decisions in the Courts the Inland Revenue Com- 
missioners are usually in a position to claim payment of income tax in respect 
thereof. 

See Whitsun Offerings. 


ECCLESIASTICAL COMMISSIONERS .—See Church Commissioners, 
pp: 294-297. 


ELECTORAL ROLL.—tThe basis of lay representation in the Parochial Church 
Council, Ruridecanal Conference, Diocesan Conference and House of Laity of the Church 
Assembly is the Church Electoral Roll which is directed to be kept in every parish. It 
is of the utmost consequence, therefore, that this, Roll should be kept in accordance with 
the statutory directions. These are set out in detail in the Rules for the Representation 
of the Laity scheduled to the Representation of the Laity Measure, 1929: see pp. 
449-468. The Rules prescribe the qualifications of electors, both resident and non- 
resident, the mode of preparing and revising the Roll, and the rights of appeal of any 
person who may have had his application for enrolment refused or his name taken 
off the Roll. On these and all other points relating to the Roll, reference should be 
made to the Rules. 


EMERGENCY LEGISLATION.—The Ohurch, like the State, found it neces- 
sary to pass special legislation to deal with special emergencies caused by the war and 
its aftermath. Some have already expired but the following may be noted :— 

The Clergy (National Emergency Precautions) Measure, 1989, and the Regula- 
tions under it enabled bishops to give special leave of absence to clergymen (e.g. to 
serve as chaplains to the Forces), to direct clergymen to serve outside their benefices 
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or preferments, to close or authorise the disuse of churches and the suspension of 
services and to authorise the publication of banns and the solemnisation of marriages 
elsewhere when new arrangements became necessary. The Measure also enabled the 
Church Commissioners to vary their customary payments as, for instance, by 
reducing them in the case of chaplains and others receiving other remuneration, and 
to compensate those who suffered loss as the result of the Measure. These powers 
expired on May Ist, 1946, except that leave of absence and variations of income in 
force on that day may be extended, and directions for the closure of churches 
continue until revoked. 

The Benefice Buildings (Postponement of Inspections and Repayment of Loans) 
Measure, 1940, as extended by the Emergency Legislation Measure, 1944, authorises 
the postponement of quinquennial dilapidations inspections and is in force until 
January Ist, 1951; and the same Measure and section 2 of the Parsonages (Amendment) 
Measure, 1947, allows the Church Commissioners to postpone the repayment of loans. 

The Reorganisation Areas Measure, 1944, sets up machinery for making new 
arrangements in war damaged areas and areas affected by planning schemes or shift 
of population. The Measure enables such an area to be declared a Reorganisation 
Area, and the subsequent preparation of a Scheme by which parochial and benefice 
boundaries and endowments may be re-arranged, churches and other buildings de- 
molished and provided, and compensation paid to clergymen who are displaced. 
Schemes must be prepared in consultation with those concerned. All schemes must be 
submitted to the Church Commissioners within a period of ten years. 

The Emergency Legislation Measure, 1944, amends the above Measures in 
certain respects (the effect of such amendments is included above). It also authorises 
tbe Church Commissioners to act on behalf of clergymen in dealing with claims 
for war damage to glebe and enables Measures passed during the war to be adopted 
in the Channel Islands. 


ENFORCEMENT OF DUTIES OF BENEFICE.—The Incumbents 
(Disability) Measure, 1945, enables a bishop on his own initiative to instruct the 
Ministerial Committee set up in each diocese under the Measure, to consider and 
report to him whether in their opinion an incumbent, through disability arising from 
age or infirmity (whether bodily or mental) is unable to discharge adequately the duties 
attaching to his benefice, and if so whether it is desired 

(1) that be should be given assistance in discharging such duties; or 
(2) that he should resign his benefice; 


and in the latter case whether any and if so what, annual sum should be secured to him 
by way of pension in addition to the pension payable by the pensions authority. 


EXCHANGE OF BENEFICES.—An exchange of benefices (properly so called) 
cannot be carried out, until a licence to treat for an exchange has been obtained by 
each of the incumbents concerned from his Ordinary. The exchange is effected by 
an instrument in writing by which the parties agree to the exchange and for that 
purpose resign their respective benefices into the hands of the Ordinary, the resignation 
being expressed to be conditional on the exchange taking effect, and being accepted 
as such by the Ordinary. 

When a benefice is so resigned, a vacancy occurs in it on the date when it is accepted, 
but. if—as should always be the case—it has been expressed to be conditional, the 
vacancy which occurs is also conditional in this sense that, if for any reason the exchange 
is not carried out, the whole of the proceedings in respect of it becomes void, and each 
incumbent, if alive, will thereupon be back in his old benefice. It is important to 
observe that the Benefices (Exercise of Rights of Presentation) Measure, 1931, applies 
to vacancies occurring in connection with a proposed exchange. See Patronage. 

The Ordinary will give directions whether sequestration is or is not to issue on an 
exchange. 

The law of simony applies to an exchange, and no consideration must pass. 


FACULTIES .—The consecrated buildings and lands situated within a diocese and 
all the contents of such buildings are in the ultimate guardianship of the Bishop, who 
exercises his authority through his Chancellor. Applications for Faculties to authorise 
additions to or alterations in churches or churchyards are made by way of petition 
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to the Chancellor, and instructions on the subject are to be found in the Diocesan Year 
Books and other publications. They are usually made in the name of the Incumbent and 
churchwardens, but any parishioner may make them. Any such work done without 
a Faculty is unlawful, and it isopen to any parishioner to apply for a Faculty authorising 
the removal of the work. Though unauthorised it cannot, however, be removed with- 
outa Faculty. It is frequently supposed in respect of churches and their contents 
that any matters which can properly be described as ‘‘replacements’’ or ‘ substitu- 
tions ’’ or “‘repairs’’ are matters which the Incumbent and Churchwardens can lawfully 
carry out (provided that the Parochial Church Couucil do not object) without obtain- 
ing a Faculty. But this view is not well founded. The following words of the late 
Sir Alfred Kempe are a useful summary of the true position :— 


‘So far as jurisdiction is concerned, the Ordinary has the fullest authority to 
direct and control any dealings with the fabric, decoration, fittings, furniture, and 
ornaments of a church, and can properly insist that even in matters of mere repair 
no church shall be injured or deformed by the caprice of individuals.” 


? 


- Such “ direction ’’ and ‘“‘ control”’ is exercised by the Ordinary, t.e. the Bishop 
acting by his Chancellor, by means of a Faculty or (in cases of trifling moment) an 
informal licence. It should be observed that the term ‘“‘ ornament ”’ in Ecclesiastical 
Law is not confined, as by modern usage, to articles of decoration or embellishment, 
but is used in the larger sense of the word “‘ ornamentum,”’ which is used ‘‘ pro quo- 
cumque apparatu seu instrumento.” 

As the whole of the contents of a church, no less than the church itself, is by 
law placed under the care of the Ordinary, it is illegal without a Faculty or licence to 
remove anything from the church even for a temporary purpose. There have been 
many cases in which plate, bells, pictures, glass and other objects have been lost or 
injured through having been thus unlawfully sent away for repair, valuation, exhibition, 
or other purposes. Thus ‘“‘ replacements ”’ and ‘‘ substitutions ’’ may normally involve 
a dual illegality, namely, the removal of one object and the introduction of another. 
The “‘ replacement of lighting ’’ and ‘‘ renewal of bells ”’ are typical instances of matters 
for which a Faculty is not only theoretically necessary, but also in practice most desir- 
able, for they are matters in respect of which much serious damage has been done by 
ill-considered proposals and inferior work. 

Again, under the pretext of “‘ mere repairs,” too trifling to require the attention 
of the Ordinary, such matters have been unlawfully perpetrated as (i) pointing ancient 
stone or brickwork with an unsuitable mixture or a disfiguring finish, such as “ strap ”’ 
or “ line’ marking, (ii) putting paint or varnish on ancient woodwork, (iii) removing 
canons from bells or attempting to tune them in a manner unsuited to ancient bells 
and (iv) ‘patching ”’ plate. No doubt mere “‘ mending,’’ where the proper method 
of doing it is obvious and involves neither alteration or addition, nor removal from the 
church, is within the discretion of the temporary custodians of the church and its 
contents, upon the principle of de minimis non curat lex. Common sense is the only 
guide to the solution of the problem of whether any particular proposal is or is not a 
minimum, but it may safely be said that, however innocuous a proposal may appear, 
it is, nevertheless, always potentially one upon which the Ordinary ought to be con- 
sulted. It is, for example, sometimes argued ad absurdum that no faculty would be 
required for a set of new kneeling hassocks, but even in such an extreme case it is 
conceivable that harm might be done by the selection of unsuitable colours, shapes or 
sizes. There are various matters of repair or preservative treatment where methods 
or materials customary in former days have been superseded, and where an uninstructed 
craftsman may with the best intentions carry out some apparently simple repairs in a 
way which is now recognised as injurious. 

By the Faculty Jurisdiction Measure, 1938, the Archdeacon and non-resident 
persons on the Electoral Roll are to be deemed to have an interest in Faculty proceed- 
ings. Section 3 provides that in cases of proved breaches of the law the Chancellor: 
may order the responsible parties to pay the resultant costs and expenses. 

By the same Measure, the Archdeacon is empowered with the approval of the Advis- 
ory Committee to issue certificates, which are equivalent to Faculties, in the case 
of repairs to a Church not involving any substantial alteration in its structure, or of 
redecorations. 

See also Advisory Committee and Archdeacon. 
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The Clergy should be encouraged to inquire at the Diocesan Registry whenever 
there is the least doubt whether a Faculty or Certificate is needed. Such inquires 
are frequently made, and when the Chancellor rules, as he often does, that no Faculty 
is required and no fee payable, he is enabled first to assure himself that the proposal 
(whatever it is) has been carefully considered, and is likely to be competently and 
sensibly carried out. The Consistory Courts repose confidence in the Incumbent and 
Churchwardens, who will not be liable to censure if in good faith they undertake 
matters of small moment without a Faculty or Certificate. It is, however, most 
important that they should know that ‘“ replacements,” ‘ substitutions”’ and 
“repairs ’’ are all of them descriptive of matters which are essentially under the 
control of the Ordinary, who has full power to order what they have done to ‘be 
undone, ‘if on investigation it proves to be improper, and to censure them if they 
have acted in wilful impatience of his control or disregard of his authority. 

A Faculty is also necessary for the removal of a body buried in consecrated ground, 
for the reservation to a particular person of the exclusive right of burial in a grave, and 
strictly for the erection of a monument in a churchyard, though in practice the require- 
ment of a Faculty is confined to cases where the monument is of unusual size or 
character. Faculties may be granted for the widening of a highway at the expense 
of a portion of the churchyard, or for the erection of certain buildings in a churchyard. 


FEES RECOVERABLE BY THE CLERGY.—These are among the 
sources of clerical income though not ordinarily considerable in amount. They are 
payable to Incumbents for certain services (e.g. in relation to marriages, burials, etc.) 
or for privileges granted (e.g. in relation to the erection of monuments in a churchyard, 
etc.). Some fees are fixed by statute, as for example, fees for inspection of Tithe Maps 
and Awards, for searching registers of marriages and burials and issuing certificates of 
entries therein. Other fees, e.g. for publishing banns of marriage and solemnising the 
marriage, for burial and matters in relation thereto, are either based upon custom or 
have been fixed as part of a Table of Parochial Fees for the particular parish by 
the Church Commissioners or other lawful authority. No fee may be charged for 
baptism. 

si all cases, whether of old or new parishes, the Church Commissioners now 
have power under the Ecclesiastical Commissioners (Powers) Measure, 1938, 
upon application made to them, and with the approval in most cases of the Bishop, 
the Incumbent and the Parochial Church Council, to fix a comprehensive Table of 
Fees to be received by the Incumbent, Clerk and Sexton of the parish for all matters 
for which fees are payable. 

Fees for burials elsewhere than in a churchyard or additional burial-ground attached 
to a church (7.e. in cemeteries or burial-grounds under a civil burial authority) are fixed 
by the civil authorities. 

Where an existing Table of Parochial Fees is felt not to be satisfactory, whether it 
be a Table of customary fees or a Table fixed by the Church Commissioners, 
application should be made to the Church Commissioners for a new Table. They will 
furnish all necessary instructions. 

It is essential to fair dealing with the persons concerned that the fees charged 
should have been properly authorised. Incumbents and Churchwardens should make 
it their immediate duty to ascertain that fees are not being paid or received under 
some mistaken assumption. The Table, properly authenticated (where the fees are 
not purely customary), should be exhibited in some prominent place. 


‘FEES PAYABLE BY THE CLERGY.—These are payable to Bishops’ 
Secretaries, Diocesan ‘Registrars and others in respect of institution and induction, 
licence to a perpetual curacy, resignation of a benefice and other matters, and are for 
the most part fixed by an Order of the Privy Council published in the London Gazette 
on June 2nd, 1908, in pursuance of the provisions of the Pluralities Act, 1838, 
and other Statutes. The Ecclesiastical Officers Remuneration Measure, 1939, pro- 
vides for the establishment of further tables of fees, but this has not yet been done. 


GLEBE.—Where the endowments of a benefice include land of any kind, -or 
houses, or other buildings, whether anciently belonging to the benefice or acquired by 
gift or otherwise in modern times, such lands, etc. (other than the parsonage house and 
grounds occupied therewith) are commonly called the glebe of the benefice. As a rule 
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this glebe is vested in the incumbent for the time being, and he is entitled to the rents 
and profits and liable for the outgoings in respect thereof. He is, however, unable, with- 
out the sanction of other persons or bodies, to make a lease of any such glebe to extend 
beyond his own Incumbency, or to sell the land, or to authorise the working thereout 
of any minerals. If there were no means of doing these things the Incumbent would be 
practically unable to develop the glebe property or to realise in the form of rent or 
otherwise its full value. Accordingly, authority has been given by various Acts of 
Parliament, and glebe and the minerals thereunder can now be leased or be sold by the 
Incumbent with the consent of the Church Commissioners and the Patron under the 
Kceclesiastical Leasing Acts. Alternatively glebe can be sold by the Incumbent (a) 
where the land was acquired with money appropriated to the purpose by Queen Anne’s 
Bounty with the consent of Bishop, Patron and the Commissioners, and also, if the glebe 
is within the parish or an adjoining parish, of the Archbishop; (b) with the approval of 
the Minister of Agriculture and Fisheries and after notice to the Bishop and the Patron 
in any case where the Incumbent is in receipt of the rack rent and the land is not in lease 
for a term originally exceeding 21 years (the minerals if of value must be reserved). 

Incumbents, like other owners, are subject in respect of their glebe to any com- 
pulsory powers of acquisition given to any public Authority or Statutory Undertaking 
by Act of Parliament. 

Where there is any question of a lease or sale of glebe, Incumbents should consult 
a solicitor; the Commissioners will furnish any information necessary as to procedure, 
These observations do not relate to the parsonage house or house of residence of a 
benefice and the lands (up to a maximum of twelve acres) occupied therewith : for 
these see Parsonage House. 


INSTITUTION AND INDUCTION .—By the process of institution the Bishop 
eae a clergyman in possession of the spiritualities of the benefice, 7.e. places in his 
ands the cure of souls in the parish. Before this takes place, notice of the intention 
to institute is sent to the churchwardens and by them affixed to the church door, where 
it must remain for one calendar month. The clergyman must also make his declaration 
of assent to the Thirty-nine Articles and the Book of Common Prayer, and the declaration 
against simony, and must take the oaths of allegiance to the King and of canonical 
obedience to the Bishop. 

Induction is performed by the Archdeacon (after institution) acting on a mandate 
from the Bishop, or by the Rural Dean or some other clergyman acting on a precept 
from the Archdeacon. By it the incumbent is placed in possession of the temporalities 
of the benefice, and becomes entitled to receive the accounts of the sequestrators who 
have been receiving the rents and profits during the vacancy. 


LOANS TO BENEFICES .—The Statutes and Measures under which loans can 
be granted by the Church Commissioners are— 

(1) The Acts commonly known as ‘‘ Gilbert’s Acts.” 

Under these Acts and by virtue of subsequent Acts and Measures of the Church 
Assembly the Church Commissioners can lend for (a) purchasing a parsonage house or 
site or land for occupation with the parsonage house, (b) building or improving parson- 
age houses, (c) building, improving or purchasing farm-houses, farm buildings or 
iabourers’ dwelling-houses belonging to or desirable to be acquired for any glebe farm 
or lands, (d) purchasing removable fixtures in parsonage houses, (e) dividing a parson- 
age house into two or more parts, (f) the erection, improvement, enlargement and pur- 
chase of any house, cottage or other buildings or land belonging to or suitable for 
acquisition for the benefice, (7) the construction and improvement of the drainage of any 
such house, cottage, building or land and the provision and improvement of the supply 
of water, gas and electricity thereto, and (h) the making up of roads and footpaths 
adjoining any property belonging to the benefice and the improvement of the drive, 
paths and garden of the residence house of the benefice. 

The consents of the Bishop and of the patron are necessary, and it is essential that 
no work, for which a loan under these Acts is required, should be executed without the 
previous authority of the Church Commissioners. 

As under section 48 of the Ecclesiastical Dilapidations Measure, 1923, an incumbent 
cannot make any addition to or alteration of the buildings of his benefice without the 
sanction of the Diocesan Dilapidations Board and the written consent of his patron, the 
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consent of the Diocesan Dilapidations Board, as well as the consent of the Bishop and 
of the patron, is required to any loan involving such an addition or alteration. 


(2) The Ecclesiastical Dilapidations Measures, 1923 to 1929. 


Under these Measures the Church Commissioners can lend, with the concurrence of 
the Diocesan Dilapidations Board, to meet the cost of repairs ordered by the Diocesan 
Dilapidations Board. See Dilapidations. 

The Commissioners cannot lend under the before-mentioned Acts or Measures in 
respect of houses of residence vested in trustees. 

Loans by the Commissioners are made for a term of years, and are repayable by 
annual instalments of principal with interest on the balance for the time being out- 
standing. 


MAINTENANCE OF ORDER IN GHURCH. 


MARRIAGE.—Speaking generally, a person above the age of sixteen has the 
right to be married in his parish church, or in the church which is his usual place of 
worship. No church is to be deemed the usual place of worship of any person unless 
he is enrolled on the electoral roll of the area in which the church is situate. He may 
also, if residing within the district, be married in a public chapel licensed by the Bishop 
for the marriage of persons residing within a certain district. Persons may not marry 
within the prohibited degrees. In the case of a person who has been divorced and 
whose husband or wife is still living, the Incumbent may refuse to officiate, or to allow 
the use of his church for such marriage. 

The marriage may be after publication of banns or by licence. Banns and licences 
alike hold good for three months only. Marriages after banns or by general licence 
must be celebrated between 8 a.m. and 6 p.m. 

After the marriage the officiating clergyman must register the marriage in duplicate 
Register Books provided by the Registrar-General. | Where the marriage is in the usual! 
place of worship as distinguished from the parish church, it may be well to add a note 
as to the parties or one of them being on the church electoral roll. Copies of the 
Registers are to be certified and sent to the Registrar quarterly, and when the books are 
full, one must be sent to him and the other kept by the incumbent with the registers 
of baptisms and burials. 

Notice of the intended marriage after banns must be given to the Incumbent of the 
patish in which each party resides, and, if the marriage is to be solemnised outside the 
patish, in the usual place of worship of either of them, also to that Incumbent. An 
Incumbent may claim seven days’ notice in writing by the parties who have to give their 
Christian names and surnames, their respective abodes, and the time during which they 
have dwelt there. The particulars must be entered in a book provided for this pur- 
pose by the churchwardens, and the banns must be published from this book on three 
Sundays. It is not essential that these be three successive Sundays. 

The actual time for this publication has given rise to considerable difference of 
opinion. The original rubric in the Marriage Service directed publication immediately 
before the Offertory Sentences. The Marriage Act, 1823, provided for publication 
during morning service or (if none) during evening service immediately after the 
second Lesson. The Act of Uniformity Amendment Act, 1872, has added to the diffi- 
culty. It is thought that whichever time is selected, the banns would he held to be 
duly published. The rubrical form of publication should be followed, but in cases of a 
marriage in a church which is only the usual place of worship, it seems permissible to 
substitute for the words “ of this parish,’’ the words ‘on the electoral roll of this, 
parish.’ Certificates of publication must be sent before the marriage by the other 
Incumbent to the Incumbent of the church where the marriage is to be. Under the 
Banns of Marriage Measure, 1934, where a Clerk in Holy Orders does not officiate. at the 
service at which it is usualin that church to publish banns, the publication may be made 
(a) by a Clerk in Holy Orders at some other service at which banns may lawfully be pub- 
lished, or:(b) by a layman subject to the following conditions : (i) The publication must 
be made during a public reading authorised by the Bishop of portions of Morning or 
Evening Prayer, such public reading being at the hour when the service at which banns 
are usually published is commonly held, unless the Bishop shall authorise otherwise ; 
and (ii) The Incumbent or Minister in charge or some other Clerk in Holy Orders nomi- 
nated by the Bishop must before the first publication have made or authorised to be made 


See Churchwardens, 
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the requisite entry in the register of banns. A layman publishing banns must sign the 
register of banns, and for that purpose is deemed to be the officiating Minister; and a 
certificate of due publication signed by the Incumbent or Minister in charge, or by some 
other Clerk in Holy Orders nominated by the Bishop, is equivalent to a like certificate 
given by a Clerk in Holy Orders who has published banns. A certificate by a Super- 
intendent Registrar under the Marriage Act, 1836, takes the place of publication of 
banns. 

Marriage may also take place upon a licence obtained from the Ordinary; in 
practice this licence is obtained by application to the Diocesan Registrar or a Surro- 
gate. Such a licence is, in fact, a dispensation from the necessity of publishing banns. 
In some cases a special licence can be obtained from the Archbishop of Canterbury 
enabling a marriage to be solemnised at any convenient time and place. 

The necessary consents to a marriage by licence of a person under twenty-one years 
of age are now defined by the Guardianship of Infants’ Act, 1925. In the case of a 
marriage by banns the persons entitled to give notice of dissent under s. 8 of the Marriage 
Act, 1823, are now, it is thought, the like persons. The section of the above Act of 1925 
dealing with such marriages (s. 9 (3)) is not happily worded, but the above construction 
is in harmony with marriage law as it existed before that Act, requiring actual consent 
in the case of marriages by licence, and absence of dissent in the case of marriages after 
banns, a distinction due to the publicity in one case and not in the other. There is 
nothing i in the Act to suggest a drastic change in this respect by making consent neces- 
sary in the latter case as well as the former, particularly in view of the fact that no 
minister is punishable by ecclesiastical censure for solemnising such marriages after 
banns unless he has notice of dissent. If, however, any one of the persons entitled to 
dissent does so at the time of publication of the banns, such publication is void (s. 8 of 
the Marriage Act, 1823). 

In cases where the Registrar’s certificate supersedes publication of banns or the 
marriage is by licence, regard must be had to the consents required by the Act of 1925, 
and to the various dispensing powers thereby given which enable the Court to override 
refusals to consent. It is obvious that difficulties may easily arise in ascertaining 
whether the proper consents have been givén, and in any such case the minister should 
act with caution, and consult the diocesan registry if he is in doubt. 


ORGANIST AND CHOIR,.—The direction and control of the Organist and 
Choir in so far as they play a part in Church services is with the Incumbent alone. 
He is therefore the proper person to engage and dismiss them. It is the duty of the 
Parochial Church Council to supply the necessary moneys; and if they do so they 
should, of course, be consulted. The Organist has no legal status as such, and the 
terms of his engagement depend upon the contract entered into, which should always 
bein writing. In the absence of any specific contract, the ordinary rules of law relating 
to employees will apply as to his dismissal and otherwise. Before engaging him, an 
Incumbent should obtain a resolution by his Parochial Church Council providing for 
payment of the agreed salary, and generally for indemnity, including insurance. The 
same course should be taken in respect of a paid Choir. (See leaflet ‘‘Organists in 
Parish Churches.’’) 

Omission to have a contract is a constant source of trouble in case of doubts 
arising, disputes, holidays and illness. 


PARISH CLERK AND SEXTON.—Prior to 1921 the office of parish clerk, 
as also that of sexton, was in ancient parishes a freehold for life, and the appointment 
rested normally with the Incumbent. In churches and chapels provided under the 
Church Building Acts the clerk was appointed year by year by the Minister, and in new 
parishes he was appointed by the Incumbent for an indefinite period, and could not be 
removed from office except with the consent of the Bishop. 

By the Parochial Church Councils (Powers) Measure, 1921, the power to appoint 
and dismiss the parish clerk and sexton, and to determine their salaries and the con- 
ditions of their tenure of office or employment, is vested jointly in the Incumbent and 
Parochial Church Council. These offices have therefore become merely the subject of a 
contract of service between the parish clerk or sexton on the one hand, and the Council 
and the Incumbent on the other, and the ordinary law as to contracts of service applies. 

The Measure does not affect the rights of any person holding the office of parish 
clerk or sexton at the date of the commencement of that Measure. 
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The office of parish clerk may be held by a layman or by a person in Holy Orders. 
If a layman, the clerk must be at least twenty years of age. Apart from any salary. 
payable under his contract (if any), he is remunerated by the accustomed fees on 
marriages and burials, and he can sue for his fees either the Incumbent or the church- 
wardens to whom they have been paid. 

The office of sexton may be held by a woman. 

In some cases the sexton is paid by fees and in others by salary. 


PAROCHIAL CHURCH COUNCILS .—The Constitution of a Church Council 
is governed by Rules 10 and 11 of the Rules for the Representation of the Laity (pp. 
455-456, which should be consulted. The Council consists of (i) the minister of the 
parish, (ii) certain ex officio members, (iii) such number of lay representatives as the 
Annual Parochial Church Meeting may decide, and (iv) if the Council so decides, a 
limited number of co-opted members. 

Where the population of the parish does not exceed three hundred, the lay mem- 
bers of the Council, if the Diocesan Conference so determines, consists of all persons 
qualified to be elected lay representatives, together with the churchwardens if the 
latter are communicants. 

The minister of the parish is the Chairman, and a lay member of the Council must 
be elected’ Vice-Chairman. 

The method of electing lay representatives to a Church Council is also governed by 
the Rules for the Representation of the Laity; see especially Rules 8 (2), 13 and 18 
(pp. 454-460). 

The powers and duties of a Parochial Church Council are defined by the 
Parochial Church Councils (Powers) Measure, 1921 (pp. 468-476), which should be 
consulted. 

Under Section 2 of this Measure, it is the primary duty of the Council to co-operate 
with the incumbent in the initiation, conduct and development of Church work both 
within the parish and outside. 

By Section 4, certain powers are transferred to the Council (a) from the Vestry of 
the parish, and (b) from the churchwardens. The latter include all the powers, duties 
and liabilities formerly attaching to churchwardens in relation to the financial affairs 
of the church; the care, maintenance, preservation and insurance of the fabric and 
ornaments of the church; and the care and maintenance of the churchyard. 

By Section 5, the Council is given power to acquire any property real or personal 
for any ecclesiastical purpose affecting the parish, subject to the conditions mentioned 
in that section. 

By Section 6, various new powers are given to the Council, mainly with regard to 
finance and the appointment of church officers. Some of these powers are exercisable 
by the Council jointly with the incumbent; and where this is so, the incumbent as an 
individual must concur with the Council in the exercise of the power. 

By Section 7, the Council is given the right of representation on the governing 
bodies of any parochial charities which are ecclesiastical charities. 

. Under Section 8, the Council must keep accounts of the money administered by 
them, and submit these accounts to the Annual Parochial Church Meeting, together 
with a Report upon the fabric, goods and ornaments of the Church. 

By s. 10, the chairman and the churchwardens, if members of the Council, are con- 
stituted the Standing Committee of the Council, with additional members if the Council 
think proper to appoint them. Though a Parochial Church Council cannot delegate its 
powers, or abdicate its functions in favour of any Committee, the Standing Committee 
can between the meetings of the Council ‘transact the business”’ of the Council, 
subject to any directions which the Council may have given to it. Apart from any 
limitation which may have been set by such “ directions,” practically every. power 
which the Council itself possesses can, in appropriate circumstances, be exercised by 
the Standing Committee in the course of its interim transaction of the Council’s 
business. A Committee is, however, by its nature a subordinate body and answerable 
to the higher authority for which it acts. The real purpose of the Standing Committee 
of a Parochial Church Council is to carry on the routine work of the Council between 
the meetings, and while it has powers which may be conveniently extensive for the 
purpose of enabling it to deal with matters of real urgency, it would be an abuse of 
such powers if they were so exercised as to usurp the functions of the Council, or 
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unnecessarily to preclude it from coming to free and unfettered decisions on matters 
of.moment at its next meeting. The Standing Committee is and should act merely: 
as a Committee, dependent upon and responsible to. the Council. 

A Schedule to the Measure (pp. 474-476) contains Rules of Procedure, which apply 
to all Councils except so far as they may be varied with the consent of the Diocesan 
Conference.

PAROCHIAL CHURCH MEETING.—The procedure for convening and 
holding the Annual Parochial Church Meeting and the business to be transacted 
thereat, are prescribed by Rules 5-8 of the Rules for the Representation of the Laity 
(PP. 453-454). Special Parochial Church Meetings may be held, if required, under 

ule 9. 

Under Section 13 of the Parochial Church Councils (Powers) Measure, 1921 
(p. 473), the Vestry and the Parochial Church Meeting sit together for the election of 
churchwardens. Under Section 14 (p. 473) sidesmen are elected by the Parochial 
Church Meeting and the Incumbent. 


PAROCHIAL ELECTORS.—See Electoral Roll. 


PAROCHIAL REGISTERS.—tThe following statement of the law is taken 
from the Report (C.A. 227) of a Commission appointed by the Church Assembly in the 
autumn of 1925 to investigate the subject of the custody of parish registers and docu- 
ments of similar character :— 

Under the Parochial Registers Act, 1812 (commonly called George Rose’s Act), 
it seems clear that the registers of baptisms, banns and burials, as well as the 
parish duplicate of the marriage register, belong to the parish, and, technically, to 
the churchwardens on behalf of the parish. 

The duty of providing the registers (except for marriages) and a “ dry, well 
ainted iron chest.” for their safe-keeping, lies upon the parish (?.e. upon the 
arochial Church Council, under the Parochial Church Councils (Powers) Measure, 

1921). 

Once these are provided, the onus of their custody is on the Incumbent. They 
are to be kept by him and to remain in his power and custody “in some dry, safe 
and secure place” either at his residence (if it is in the parish) or in the parish 
church. 

During the vacancy of a benefice the custody of the register books rests with the 
churchwardens. 

By the Parochial Registers and Records Measure, 1929, Bishops are empowered to 
give directions for the better care of parochial registers and other records in ecclesiastical 
custody. 1 Under the same Measure diocesan record oflices may be established in which 
register books and other documents may be deposited, either voluntarily by the 
minister of the parish with the consent of the Bishop and Parochial Church Council 
(Section 3), or compulsorily by order of the Bishop, if the books and documents appear 
to be exposed to danger of loss or damage (Section 4). 


PARSON.—The Incumbent of a parish, whether rector or vicar, is an 
ecclesiastical corporation sole. The residence house and glebe are vested in him as 
owner upon whatever tenure they are held. The church and churchyard are ordinarily; 
unless there be a lay rector, the Incumbent’s freehold subject to the rights of the 
parishioners and the jurisdiction of the Ordinary. But in respect of all these freehold 
rights the Incumbent for the time being is a limited owner—for his inceumbeney only— 
and is subject to restrictions as to his dealings with the properties. 

He is instituted or licensed to a benefice, and on his admission thereto becomes 
entitled to hold it for a freehold estate, namely for life, or until he resigns or is deprived 
by lawful authority. 

See also Institution and Induction ; Perpetual Curate ; and Vacancy in Benefice. 


PARSONAGE HOUSE.—See also Dilapidations. The parsonage house with 
adjoining glebe (not exceeding in all twelve acres) can now be sold or the parsonage 
house pulled down with certain consents under the Parsonages Measure, 1938. 


1 In certain circumstances where documents are important, the Public Record Office will undertake 
the repair of registers and other documents at a charge based upon the time taken and the cost of the 
materials used.—Kd. O.Y.B. 
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PATRONAGE.—The right to present or appoint a person to a benefice is called 
an advowson, and the owner of this right who is called the patron, may be a private 
individual or any other person or corporation recognised by the law. 

A clergyman is presented to the Bishop by the patron, except when the Bishop is 
himself the patron. This process is called ‘‘ presentatio.” It must be in writing, 
and is in effect a nomination of the clergyman to the Bishop by the patron, the patron 
being the person having the legal estate in the advowson. When the Bishop is 
himself the patron, there is no ‘“ presentation,” but the clergyman is said to be- 
“ collated”’ to the benefice. The Bishop may refuse to accept the clergyman on 
grounds of want of learning, or behaviour, or relating to doctrine or ritual, and this 
refusal may be contested in the courts. The presentation may be withdrawn before 
institution. 

But if an alien or lunatic or Roman Catholic owns the patronage, he cannot present, 
and the right is exercised by the Crown, the Lord Chancellor or one of the Universities 
of Oxford and Cambridge. 

If a patron neglects to present within six calendar months of the vacancy arising 
(omitting the period allowed for under the Benefices (Exercise of Rights of Presenta- 
tion) Measure, 1931, s. 5, and the suspension period under the Benefices (Suspension 
of Presentation) Measure, 1946, s. 5), his right is said to lapse, and passes for that turn 
to the Bishop. If the Bishop fails to collate within a further six months, the right 
lapses to the Archbishop, and in the event of the Archbishop failing to present within a 
similar period, the right to present passes to the King. 

Where prior to 1921 the patronage of a benefice was vested in or in trust for the 
parishioners it was transferred to the Parochial Church Council by s. 4 (1) (i) of the 
Parochial Church Councils (Powers) Measure, 1921, and by s. 6 (v) of that Measure 
the Council may in other cases make representations to the Bishop on the subject of 
the patronage of a vacant benefice. 

By the Benefices Act 1898 (Amendment) Measure, 1923, which came into force on 
July 14, 1924, an advowson cannot be sold after the next two vacancies in the benefice 
subsequent to that date, but this provision does not apply to assignments of 
patronage under the New Parishes Acts or to sales of land to which rights of patronage 
are appendant. A new right of patronage created under the New Parishes Measure, 
1943, cannot be sold... A patron may by declaration under seal filed in the Diocesan 
Registry declare his intention that his right of patronage shall not thereafter carry 
with it the power of sale, and thereupon the advowson at once becomes incapable of 
sale. By the same Measure a presentation to a benefice of which the presentee or his 
wife or someone on his or her behalf has since the passing of the Measure become the 
patron is void. 

By the Benefices (Transfer of Rights of Patronage) Measure, 1930, which came into 
force in August, 1930, provision was made to secure publicity for transfers of advowsons. 

Under the Benefices (Exercise of Rights of Presentation) Measure, 1931, the 
Parochial Church Council may, upon a vacancy or impending vacancy, make repre- 
sentations to the patron as to the conditions, needs and traditions of the parish, but 
without mentioning the name of any particular clerk. If the Parochial Church 
Council passes a resolution bringing the provisions of s. 3 of the Measure into effect, 
the patron cannot exercise his right of presentation without either the consent of 
the churchwardens acting as the representatives of the Parochial Church Council 
or the Bishop’s approval (given not less than 60 days after the vacancy or impending 
vacancy has been notified to the Parochial Church Council under the Measure) of the 
clerk presented as being suitable for the duties attaching to the cure of souls in the 
particular benefice concerned. A body of advisers is set up in every diocese, and 
such body may be consulted by the Bishop before giving or withholding his approval, 
and must be so consulted if required by the patron or Parochial Church Council. The 
patron-may appeal from the Bishop to the Archbishop where s. 3 is brought into effect ; 
if the Bishop is patron he is obliged to consult the churchwardens before making an 
appointment, and he must also consult the body of advisers if the churchwardens so 
require. The Measure does not apply to rights of patronage vested in the Crown. 
It does apply in the case of an exchange of benefices. 

Under the Benefices (Diocesan Boards of Patronage) Measure, 1932, a Board of 
Patronage has to be established in every Diocese consisting of the Bishop (who is 
Chairman), three clerks in Holy Orders and five laymen elected respectively by the 
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Chambers of Clergy and Laity of the Diocesan Conference, and, for the purpose of 
transacting any business relating to any particular benefice, the Archdeacon and 
Rural Dean of the Archdeaconry and Rural Deanery in which the benefice is situate. 
The Board has power to acquire and exercise rights of patronage, and such rights may 
also be transferred by the Board with the consent of the Parochial Church Council 
concerned, or without such consent if the transfer is to the Board of Patronage of 
. another Diocese of which the parish becomes part. 

Under the Benefices (Purchase of Rights of Patronage) Measure, 1933, which came 
into force on June 1, 1933, if a transfer of the right of patronage of a benefice has been 
registered since July 14, 1924, and at the date of such registration two vacancies of 
such benefice since July 14, 1924, have not occurred, the right of patronage may be 
compulsorily acquired by the Parochial Church Council. If the transfer was before 
June 1, 1933, the necessary resolution by the Council must have been passed within 
three years after that date, but if the transfer is after that date then the resolution 
must be passed within three years after the registration of the transfer. The resolu- 
tion in either case requires confirmation within three months at a special or extra- 
ordinary Parochial Church Meeting and the patronage when acquired will be vested 
in the Board of Patronage of the Diocese. In some cases it may be possible for the 
price to be agreed with the patron, but where this is impracticable it is to be fixed by 
an arbitrator chosen by the parties (or failing their agreement by the Bishop) from a 
panel of three persons appointed from time to time by the Church Commissioners with 
the approval of the Lord Chancellor. 

Where the incumbent of a parish, of which the advowson has been transferred 
within the period mentioned, is by virtue of his office patron of other benefices, then 
the parish of which he is incumbent may put the Measure into operation as regards the 
patronage of the daughter parish, the purchase money being in such a case applied as 
increased endowment of the mother parish. 

If action is taken under the Measure by the Parochial Church Council of a mother 
parish there is a process by which the Council of one of the daughter parishes instead 
‘of leaving its own patronage in the incumbent of the mother parish may take steps 
to get it vested in the patron who has acquired the patronage of the mother parish, 
but who is being dispossessed. This is to meet the case of a daughter parish which 
approves the transfer which has taken place, and does not desire to have an incumbent 
who would be its own patron appointed by the Diocesan Board of Patronage. 

This Measure does not apply to Crown Patronage or any patronage vested in 
Greenwich Hospital or in an Archbishop, Bishop or Dean as such or a Dean and 
Chapter, or transferred on sale in conjunction with a manor or an estate of not less 
than 100 acres in the parish or adjoining parish, or by operation of law, or on the 
appointment of a new trustee where no beneficial interest passes. 

There are necessarily several technicalities to be observed, and any parish which 
desires to take action should obtain expert advice. 

By the Benefices (Suspension of Presentation) Measure, 1946, a Bishop may declare 
that a vacancy may not be filled for such period not exceeding five years as he may 
specify. This power may be exercised within seven months of the occurrence of the 
vacancy, and if so exercised, the benefice must be sequestrated. The period of five 
years mentioned above may subsequently be extended to seven years. See further, 
Sequestration. 


PENSIONS.—Until 1927, the Bishops and Clergy of the Church of England could 
only receive pensions on retirement at the expense of their successors in office. Under 
the Clergy Pensions Measures, 1926 to 1946, contributory schemes were set up, and 
when existing interests expire will be universal. These Measures were repealed and 
replaced by the Clergy Pensions Measure, 1948. 

(i) Archbishops, Diocesan Bishops and Bishops Suffragan.—Under the Episcopal 
Pensions Measures, 1926 and 1945, and the Episcopal Pensions (Sodor and Man) 
Measure, 1931, Archbishops and Diocesan Bishops on payment of a premium which 
varies from 80/. to 150/. per annum, are entitled on retirement by reason of age or 
incapacity to a pension of from 800/. to 1,500/. per annum payable out of the common 
fund of the Church Commissioners. Suffragan Bishops are transferred from the 
pension scheme administered by the Church of England Pensions Board (vide infra), 
the payments they have made under that Scheme being handed by the Board to the 
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Commissioners. (This arrangement respecting payment to the Commissioners is 
followed in the case of Diocesan Bishops appointed after the passing of the-Episcopal 
Pensions Measure, 1945.) After such transfer a Suffragan Bishop pays an. annual 
contribution of 50]. and on retirement on or after attaining the age of 70 years or. upon 
earlier physical or mental disability he will receive a. pension of 5001. a year. The 
Episcopal Pensions Measure, 1945, also contains provisions whereby the terms of the 
Clergy Pensions (Widows and Dependants) Measure, 1936, may be applied for the 
benefit of the Widows of Archbishops, Diocesan Bishops and Bishops Suffragan. 

(ii);Deans and Residentiary Canons.—Deans and Residentiary Canons who 
were-55 years of age or over on the Ist January, 1927, on resignation by reason:of age 
or mental or permanent physical disability, may receive a pension of one-third:of the 
income of their. preferment or, alternatively, in the case of a Dean-4001., or in. the case 
of a Canon:250/., which ever sum is the greater. (Deans and Canons Resignation Act, 
1872.. Deans and:Canons who were not 55: years of age on January Ist, 1927, pay 
contributions and are pensionable under the contributory scheme of the Clergy Pensions 
Measures applicable to other clergy (see below), except that Deans and Canons of 
Cathedral and Collegiate Churches appointed before January Ist, 1927, are‘on retire- 
ment entitled to receive pensions of 450/. and 3001. respectively, according to the office 
(whether a Deanery or Canonry) they hold on retirement. Under the Cathedrals 
Measure, 1931, new Cathedral-Statutes may provide for additional pensions payable 
out of the capitular revenues and for a fixed retiring age. 

(iii) Beneficed and Unbeneficed Clergy.—The pensions of the clergy, both. bene- 
ficed and unbeneficed, are now governed by the Clergy Pensions Measure, 1948. 
Full details will be found at p. 300, and in the explanatory leaflets obtainable on request 
from the Pensions Board. 

(iv) Supplementary Pensions.—In addition to the ordinary pension every pensioner 
who is not eligible for benefit under the Government Insurance Scheme and: whose 
total income as computed by the Pensions Board is less than 2501. may apply to the 
Board. who will pay to him one half of the difference between his total income and 
2501. a year. In many cases the pension will be further augmented from Diocesan 
sources, the object being where possible-to make up the income in every case to not 
less than 2501. 

(v). Widows and Dependants of the Clergy.—A clergyman ordained after July Ist, 
1936, must, if then married, or on marriage later, pay a premium or its equivalent, in 
addition to that for his own pension, by which to secure a pension for his widow, or 
should:he not leave a widow, for a dependant nominated by the contributor. Clergy 
ordained after that date but:not married can join the scheme by voluntary agreement 
on the same terms. It is greatly: to their advantage to do so, because over ninety 
per cent. marry sooner or later, and because the premium they must then pay is 
necessarily increased for every year during which joining the Scheme is deferred. 
Clergy ordained before July 1st, 1936, may obtain similar benefits for their widows or de- 
pendants on actuarial terms (subject to medical examination), either by the payment of 
an additional premium, the surrender of their own rights to a return of premiums under 
the Clergy Pensions: Measures, or by the acceptance of a reduced pension themselves. 

(vi) Deaconesses and Lay Workers.—A. pensions scheme for Deaconesses and 
authorised whole-time, lay, Church workers has been approved by the Church 
Assembly and adopted by 43 Dioceses. Under the scheme a pension of 52/. per 
annum at the age of 60 can be provided for those to whom it is applied by means 
of insurance policies, the premiums upon which are payable jointly by the person 
insured and the employer. The scheme is administered by the Diocesan Boards of 
Finance and a Committee of the Central Board. 


PERPETUAL CURATE.—At the dissolution of the monasteries, when 
appropriations were transferred-to lay persons, and there was no regularly endowed 
vicar, the lay impropriator had to. nominate some person to the Bishop for him to 
licence to serve the cure. Such curates became perpetual, and are now for most 
purposes on the same footing as vicars. Ministers of new churches of separate parishes, 
ecclesiastical districts, consolidated chapelries, and district chapelries are perpetual 
curates, and licensed as such. So also are ministers to new districts or parishes under 
the Church Building and New Parishes Acts and the New Parishes Measure, 1943. 
The Plurality Acts apply to perpetual curacies. 
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PEW RENTS.—See Seating of Congregation. 


‘PLURALITY .—By plurality is meant the holding of more than one benefice by 
one person at the same time. Under the Pluralities Act, 1838, the holding of more 
than two benefices with cure of souls was prohibited. Subject to the special provisions 
hereinafter mentioned, that is still the law. Moreover, for the holding of more than 
one benefice with cure of souls, a dispensation from the Archbishop of Canterbury is 
required, and the granting of this is in the discretion of the Archbishop (subject to a 
limited right of appeal against refusal). To be instituted to a second benefice with 
cure of souls while holding one without this dispensation involves as a consequence 
the loss of the first benefice. (There are special provisions relating to Archdeacons and 
Cathedral clergy whose offices though benefices are not “ with cure of souls” ‘and to 
deans of cathedral or collegiate churches.) : 

The conditions under which a holding in plurality of two benefices with cure of 
souls may be allowed (by dispensation as above mentioned), were laid down by the 
Pluralities Act, 1838, and have been subsequently altered by more than one statute. 
Now by virtue of the Pluralities Measure, 1930, they are that the distance between the 
two benefices (church to church) does not exceed four miles and that the annual value 
of one of the benefices does not exceed 4001. 

Under the second section of the Pluralities Measure, 1930 (with like dispensation 
from the Archbishop of Canterbury), any two or more benefices may be held in plurality 
without regard to the limits of. distance or annual value, ,but only if this be recom- 
mended by a commission of inquiry appointed under the Union of Benefices Measure, 
1923, and the recommendations be approved by the Church Commissioners, the 
Bishop or Bishops and the Patron or Patrons concerned. 

As before, the granting of the dispensation is a matter for the discretion of the 
Archbishop. ' 

Under the Pastoral Reorganisation Measure, 1949 (12 & 13 Geo. 6. No. 3), power is 
given to the Bishop of the diocese subject to certain consents and safeguards to make 

_orders authorising the holding of two or more benefices in plurality. This Measure, 
which was passed for the purpose of effecting an orderly redistribution of the spheres 
of work of the parochial clergy and to remove inconsistencies in clerical incomes, 
provides an exception to the rule that the holding of benefices in plurality can only be 
authorised by the Archbishop of Canterbury. 


PROVINCIAL COURT .—Each Province has a Provincial Court, in Canterbury 
the Court of Arches, in York the Chancery Court of York. 


QUEEN ANNE’S BOUNTY.—The Ecclesiastical Commissioners and Queen 
Anne’s Bounty were united into one Body under the title of the Church Commissioners, 
by the Church Commissioners Measure, 1947. A full account will be found at 
pp. 294-297 ante.

REORGANISATION WAR DAMAGE AND PLANNING SCHEME.— 
The Reorganisation Areas Measure, 1944, authorises the making of new arrangements 
for the pastoral supervision of areas which have suffered war damage, or in which as 
the result of the war or of planning schemes changes in the number or situation of 
the population have occurred, or are likely to occur. 

Procedure under the Measure is divided into two stages. First, the definition of 
the area by an order of the Church Commissioners upon the request of the bishop of 
the diocese with the approval of the Diocesan Reorganisation Committee, and, 
secondly, by a second order of the Commissioners dealing with and sanctioning the 
reorganisation in detail upon lines proposed by the reorganisation committee in con- 
sultation with the authorities of each parish concerned, to whom also the scheme as 
prepared by the Church Commissioners is communicated. 

Two differences to the procedure under the Union of Benefices Measures, 1923 to. 
1936, may be specially noted. Consultation between the Diocesan Reorganisation 
Committee and the parishes concerned takes the place of a local inquiry, and a special 
tribunal of appeal is set up for each Province instead of the appeal to the Privy Council 
which the earlier Measures permit. 

Reorganisation covers a wider field than union and the scheme must, therefore, be 
capable of wider action. Then the scheme may provide for the rearrangement of the 
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area of several parishes, for the demolition and building of churches, for adjustment of 
the rights of patrons, the pooling of endowments and the diversion of any surplus to a 
diocesan stipends fund. Perhaps the greatest difference is that whereas under union 
procedure no incumbent can be dispossessed, a reorganisation scheme may abolish, a 
benefice and compensate the incumbent. 

Under the Pastoral Reorganisation Measure, 1949, a similar procedure is made 
applicable generally, and not only in a reorganisation area, with the object, of obtaining 
a better distribution of clerical man- -power throughout the country. 

_ Under the same Measure, power is given to the Church Commissioners, at the 
request of the Bishop after consultation with the patron and parochial church council 
and concurrence of a diocesan committee, to divert to a diocesan stipends fund en- 
dowment income which appears to be in excess of what is required. 


REQUISITES FOR WORSHIP, ETC., PROVISION OF.—The goods, 
utensils and ornaments deemed necessary for the service of the Church (the provision 
of many requisites is a duty expressly imposed on the churchwardens by the Canons of 
1604), include a copy of the Book of Common Prayer, a “ carpet of silk or other decent 
stuff” for the Communion table and a fair linen cloth, a large Bible, the Book of 
Homilies, a stone font, a pulpit, a reading desk, a surplice, sacramental bread and wine 
(the wine to be brought to the Communion table “ ina clean and sweet standing pot or 
stoop of pewter if not of purer metal:’’), an alms-chest, a parchment book for registering 
baptisms, marriages and burials, and a chest with three locks for keeping it in, a book 
in which to enter the names of visiting preachers, and a table of the prohibited degrees. 

The Book of Common Prayer also directs the provision of a decent basin for the 
reception of the alms, and the Marriage Act, 1823, a banns book: 

The duties imposed by the Canons as to the provision of register books are inde- 
pendent of the duties imposed on the clergy by the Parochial Registers Act, 1812, 
and the Births and Deaths Registration Act, 1836. 

Reference should be made also to the Parochial Church Councils (Powers) Measure, 
1921, section 4 (i), as to the care, maintenance, preservation and insurance of the goods 
and ornaments of the Church. 


RESIDENCE BY INCUMBENT.—It is the duty of an Incumbent to reside 
within his parish, and if there is a house of residence he must inhabit it unless he 
has the licence of the Bishop to reside elsewhere. If he is absent without such licence 
for more than three months in any year he is liable to certain penalties, and residence 
may be enforced by sequestration of the benefice. If the benefice remains seques- 
trated for a whole year or is twice sequestrated in any year it becomes void without 
further fcrmality unless otherwise directed by the Bishop. An appeal lies to the 
Archbishop against the refusal of a licence or the revocation of an existing licence. 
An Incumbent who is also a member of a cathedral or collegiate body may reckon his 
residence at the latter as equivalent to residence in his parish provided that he is not 
absent from his parish for more than five months altogether in any calendar year. 

When a house of residence is erected, purchased or improved under the Parsonages 
Measure, 1938, or where a house of residence is divided into parts, the Bishop may 
certify the house or part (as the case may be) to be the residence house of the benefice. 

Subject to the provisions of the Incumbents (Disability) Measure, 1945, the Bishop 
may give to an incumbent, reported to him as unable to discharge hiss duties, leave of 
absence for a period not exceeding two years. 


RESIGNATION .—See Vacancy in Benefice. 


RURAL DEAN.—HEvery parish is included in an area known as the' Rural 
Deanery. A parish is always wholly within the same deanery and a deanery is 
wholly within one archdeaconry. The boundaries of a Rural Deanery can be altered 
under the Archdeaconries and Rural Deaneries Act, 1874 (cap. 63). The head of the 
deanery is the Rural Dean, who may be appointed by the Bishop, and may by him be 
removed at any time. He is usually, though not necessarily, a beneficed clergyman. 

Formerly the office was of considerable importance, but its duties appear to have 
been gradually absorbed by the Archdeacons and it is only in comparatively recent 
times that the Rural Dean has again become an essential unit of ecclesiastical organisa- 
tion. The duties of Rural Deans are not clearly defined. They consist generally in 
carrying into effect, within their areas, the expressed wishes.of the Bishop. Rural 
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Deans are members of various statutory committees issued by the Bishop and they 
are sometimes charged with inspecting the churches and reporting generally on the 
condition of Church property. They notify vacancies in benefices to the Bishop, 
examine the licences of assistant curates, receive notice of appeals under the Rules for 
the Representation of the Laity, and are the presiding officers at elections to the Dio- 
cesan Conferences when representatives in that conference are elected in the ruri- 
decanal conference. 


RURIDECANAL CHAPTER AND CONFERENCE.—The Rural Dean 
is president of the ruridecanal chapter and conference. The former is exclusively 
a clerical body and normally consists of the incumbents and clergy licensed under the 
Bishops’ seal who are resident in the deanery. The latter comprises the chapter and 
the laymen elected to the conference by the Parochial Church Meetings. In this way 
the Rural Dean becomes the normal channel of communication on matters of diocesan 
policy between the Bishop and the parishes. In some cases the lay members of the 
conference elect the members of the diocesan conference. 


SEATING OF CONGREGATION .—The churchwardens are entrusted with 
the duty of providing seats for the parishioners. In this capacity they act as the 
officers of the Ordinary. Their rights and duties may be limited by some over-riding 
right of a private person, e.g. when a particular pew is attached to an estate by 
prescription or held under a faculty. Subject, however, to such rights, the church- 
wardens may direct persons where to sit, and where not to sit, and may do this 
beforehand or for a particular service or for an indefinite period. But they cannot 
legally give the right to a particular seat for all time, because to do so would divest 
themselves or their successors of the liberty to rearrange the seating accommodation 
at a future time. Seats can legally only be assigned to parishioners, and hcfore 
dispossessing a parishioner of a seat usually occupied by him, the churchwardens would 
be well advised to give him notice of their intention, in order that he may show cause 
why he should not be so dispossessed. 

This control of the seating accommodation belongs to the churchwardens in the 
interests of good order. They cannot exclude an orderly person on the ground 
that the church is full if he can stand in such a part of the church as will not 
interfere with the conduct of the service. If a parishioner intrudes himself into a seat 
contrary to the directions of the churchwardens, they may remove him, provided that 
they see not use unnecessary force or cause a scandal by disturbing the worship of the 
chureh, 


SEQUESTRATION. 
appointed by the Bishop, who are usually (but not invariably) the churchwardens. 
Sometimes the Rural Dean is appointed to act jointly with the churchwardens. A 
“ Writ of Sequestration ” is issued by the Bishop, and under it the income is ordered to 
be taken by the sequestrators and to be applied by them in manner required by the 
circumstances of the case. The sequestrators pay out of the rents and profits received 
by them all legally chargeable outgoings and the cost of serving the cure during the 
vacancy. Great care needs to be exercised to keep the cost within proper limits. 
They account to the new Incumbent, and pay him any balance which they have in 
hand, or, on the other hand, receive from him any sum which they have properly paid 
in excess of what they have received. 

The purpose of a Writ of Sequestration during a vacancy is to put the sequestrators 
in the legal position to take charge of the benefice for the good management of the 
properties belonging to it and the protection of its interests, as well as to enable 
them to receive the income for the purpose of providing for the duties of the cure. 
Sequestrators receive their authority from the Bishop, and on any matter of doubt 
they should consult the Bishop’s Legal Secretary. 

The Benefices: (Sequestrations) Measure, 1933, has cleared up various doubtful 
points relating to the powers of sequestrators, and should be consulted. Section 1 gives 
the Bishop power to fix the amount of remuneration payable to clergymen undertaking 
occasional duty in addition to any stipend payable to a curate acting during the 
vacaney. Section 2 makes it clear that the sequestrators may, in proper cases, and 
subject to the approval of the Bishop, provide out of the income of the benefice for 
the care and custody of the house of residence and the upkeep of its garden, pay for. 
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professional assistance, and overdraw their banking account. Section 3 enables the 
sequestrators to obtain payment of any income of the benefice which may have accrued 
during the vacancy, even after the institution of a new incumbent. 

Under Section 1 of the Benefices (Suspension of Presentation) Measure, 1946, 
the Bishop bas power with certain consents to declare that a vacant benefice shall not 
be filled during a period not exceeding five years. This period may subsequently be 
extended to seven years; but the powers given by this section cannot be exercised 
after the expiration of ten years from the passing of the Measure (Section 8). Section 
2 provides that, where the Bishop has exercised this power, he shall ensure that one at 
least of the sequestrators appointed is specially qualified to discharge efficiently the 
duties of the office. Section 3 makes certain special provisions for the performance of 
the ecclesiastical duties of the benefice during the period of suspension. Section 4 
as amended by the Benefices (Suspension of Presentation) Measure, 1946 (Amendment) 
Measure, 1949 (12, 13 & 14 Geo. 6. No. 4), enables the sequestrators appointed under 
Section 2, in addition to their existing powers, to exercise with the consent of the 
Bishop in relation to any property of the benefice any other power which an incumbent 
would have. They may also, with the consent of the Bishop, and after consulting the 
parochial church council, make such arrangements as they may deem advantageous 
for the use and occupation of the parsonage house during the suspension period so 
long as the curate in charge of the benefice is not required to reside therein. This 
provision gives to the lessee a security of tenure which even the incumbent cannot 
givehim. The Section also provides for the payment, as the Bishop directs, of balances 
in the sequestrators’ hands exceeding 100/., and for the rendering of annual accounts 
to the Bishop. Sequestrators appointed under this Measure should consult the 
Bishop’s legal secretary before exercising any of the special powers conferred upon 
them by this Measure. 

See the Memorandum on the duties of sequestrators during a vacancy, L.C. 42 
issued by the Legal Committee of the Central Board of Finance. 

Although sequestrations during a vacancy are by far the most common case, a Writ 
of Sequestration may also be issued when the Incumbent becomes a lunatic or of un- 
sound mind, or on a judgment for the recovery of a debt from him, or on his bank- 
ruptcy or as a consequence of proceedings taken against him in an ecclesiastical court 
and in certain other cases. 

SHORTENED SERVICES.—By the Act of Uniformity (Amendment) Act, 1872, 
a shortened form of Morning and Evening Prayer (set out in the Schedule to 
the Act) may be used in lieu of the Prayer Book services on days other than Sunday, 
Christmas Day, Ash Wednesday, Good Friday and Ascension Day ; special services for 
special occasions may within strictly defined limits be authorised by the Bishop; 
additional services within similar limits may be used on Sundays and Holy Days; and 
provision is made as to the separation of services. Under the last-mentioned heading 
it is provided that Morning Prayer, Litany and Holy Communion may be used 
together, or in varying order as separate services; or that the Litany may be said after 
the third collect at Evening Prayer, either in lieu of or in addition to the use of the 
Litany at Morning Prayer. Any of such forms of service may be used with or without 
the preaching of a sermon or lecture or the reading of a homily. 


SIDESMEN.—See Churchwardens and Sidesmen. 


STIPENDIARY CURATE.—The position of a stipendiary curate is the same 
whether he comes to a parish on his ordination or from another parish. He must first 
be nominated to the Bishop by the incumbent, and his letters of orders (both deacon’s 
and priest’s if he is a priest) sent to the Bishop together with letters testimonial 
under the hands of three beneficed clergy. He must then make the Declaration of 
Assent and take the oaths of allegiance and canonical obedience. The Bishop then 
licenses him to the parish to which he has been nominated. 

The effect of the licence is that the Incumbent ‘cannot terminate the stipendiary 
curate’s engagement without the latter’s consent, except by leave of the Bishop and on 
giving six months’ notice. But if there is a change of incumbency the new Incumbent 
may, without leave of the Bishop, terminate the engagement on giving the stipendiary 
curate six weeks’ notice, provided that the notice is given within six months from the 
date of the new Incumbent’s admission. This special right of dismissing a predecessor’s 
stipendiary curate lapses on the termination of the six months. 
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A stipendiary curate may terminate his engagement by giving his Incumbent and 
the Bishop three months’ notice at any time. 

A Bishop may revoke a licence at any time, but in such a case the stipendiary curate 
has a right of appeal to the Archbishop. 

It is a term of the licence that the Incumbent shall pay to the stipendiary curate 
such a stipend as is named in the licence. The Incumbent is liable for the payment 
of this stipend without any deduction except the payment for the contribution which 
the stipendiary curate is liable to pay as a compulsory contributor under the Clergy 
Pensions Measures. Any agreement to pay or to receive less than the stipend (apart 
from pensions contributions) is void. The liability of the Incumbent is not affected 
by any undertaking by the Parochial Church Council or other person to be responsible 
for the stipend. 


TREES.—for information relating to the felling of timber on glebe land and in 
ehurchyards, and to liability for damage caused by trees falling or being blown down, 
the Memorandum on Trees prepared by the Legal Board (L.C. 35), which is published 
by the Church Information Board (price ld.) and is reprinted in Opinions of the 
1 egal Board, 4th ed., pp. 207-213, should be consulted. 


UNION AND DISUNION OF BENEFICES.— Unions and disunions of bene- 
fices elsewhere than in London are carried out under the Union of Benefices Measures, 
1923 to 1936 which are administered by the Church Commissioners. The Com- 
missioners, either of their own motion or at the request or requirement of a com- 
mittee of the diocesan conference approved by the bishop of the diocese, may ask the 
bishop to set up a commission to hold a local inquiry. That commission consists of 
nominees of the bishop, the diocesan conference, the patron and parochial church 
council (jointly) of each parish concerned with a chairman nominated by the Church 
Commissioners. If the commission reports against the union or other proposal 
under consideration no further action can be taken. If it recommends either union or 
some other rearrangement and the recommendation is approved by the bishop, it is 
the duty of the Church Commissioners to prepare a Scheme, which, after publi- 
cation and opportunities of object to the Church Commissioners and appeal to the 
Privy Council becomes effective by an Order in Council. 

The Scheme will make provision for the union or other rearrangement found 
desirable and also for any incidental matters which may require attention (e.g., patron- 
age, house of residence, endowment) and when—without displacing any sitting in- 
cumbent—the union shall take effect. 

In some cases, e.g., where benefices have been long held in plurality or when altera- 
tion of boundaries aJone is in question, the loca] inquiry may be dispensed with unless 
the proposals are objected to. 

Disunion of a united benefice or the division of a single benefice may be carried out 
by similar procedure. 

Under the Pastoral Reorganisation Measure, 1949, the same purposes may be 
attained by a simplified procedure which substitutes for a public inquiry consultations 
with the patrons and parochial church councils, while preserving their rights of objec- 
tion and appeal at later stages. 

See also Plurality; Reorganisation. 


VACANCY IN BENEFICE.—When an Incumbent ceases as such to serve the 
duties of the cure there is said to be an “‘ avoidance of the benefice.”” This may occur 
by death, resignation, exchange, cession or deprivation, and by sequestration. 

A benefice may be resigned either personally before the Ordinary or by a deed duly 
executed and sent to him. It may be made to take effect at a future date, but must, 
except on an exchange, be unconditional. It only becomes valid when accepted by the 
Bishop either personally or in writing. 

Cession takes place when an Incumbent is created a diocesan Bishop or when he 
is appointed to another benefice or preferment which he cannot lawfully hold with 
the benefice which he holds at the time of his creation or appointment. Depriva- 
tion takes effect when there has been simony in connection with the presentation, 
institution, collation or admission to the benefice, whether the Incumbent was or was 
not a party thereto, or when the Incumbent was disqualified from holding the benefice, 
or by sentence of a court for an offence by the Incumbent. 
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An Incumbent ceases to have any rights to the emoluments of his benefice on the 
date when his incumbency ceases, and those emoluments as from that date become 
the property of his successor when appointed, subject to the cost of providing for 
the performance of the duties during the vacaney. If the avoidance is brought about 
by his death, and he was residing at his death in a parsonage house annexed to his 
benefice, his widow may continue to occupy and enjoy the parsonage house and 
garden, etc., for two calendar months thereafter. 

See also Exchange of Benefices ; Sequestration. 


VESTRIES.—The Local Government Act, 1894 (cap. 73) (replaced by the Local 
Government Act, 1933 (cap. 51), s. 269), took away the powers, duties and liabilities 
of the Vestry except (inter alia) so far as they related to the affairs of the Church, or to 
charities. The Parochial Church Councils (Powers) Measure, 1921, has taken away from 
the Vestry most of the powers that were left to it by the Act of 1894. By this Measure the 
powers, duties and liabilities of the Vestry relating to the affairs‘of the Church have been 
transferred to the Parochial Church Council, which body is now, together with the incum- 
bent, responsible for the administration of church work in the Parish. To-day there 
remain to the Vestry only the right exercised jointly with the Parochial Church 
Meeting to elect Churchwardens (see Churchwardens and Sidesmen) and certain powers 
with regard to the administration of ecclesiastical charities. The Vestry is entitled 
to accounts of ecclesiastical parochial charities under s. 44 of the Charitable Trusts 
Amendment Act, 1855 (cap. 124). 

Meetings of the Vestry are summoned by the incumbent or churchwardens, and 
the Minister of the parish is ex officio chairman. Any person assessed and rated for 
the relief of the poor in respect of any property in the parish can attend, and votes 
are apportioned to each voter according to his liability for rates, except at the joint 
meeting with the Parochial Church Meeting for election of Churchwardens when each 
elector has one vote only. A poll can always be demanded. The minutes must’ be 
entered in a book and signed by the chairman at least. 

See also Churchwardens and Sidesmen. 


VISITATION .—See Archdeacon, Bishop. 


WHITSUN OFFERINGS. A 
inviting parochial contributions at Whitsun under the name of ‘‘ Whitsun Offerings,”’ 
generally for the benefit of the Assistant Clergy. These offerings may take the form of 
collections in church on Whitsunday or contributions to a Whitsun offerings fund, or 
partly the one form and partly the other or even the form of direct personal gifts. 
They differ from Easter offerings in that they are not founded upon or substituted for 
any former ‘‘ dues ”’ of legal obligation: they are also, as above-mentioned, generally 
for the benefit of the Curates or clergy who assist the Incumbent in the performance of 
the duties of his benefice, and obviously the “ office’’ held by an Assistant Curate 
differs in material elements affecting the mode of his remuneration from that of the 
Incumbent of the benefice. Whitsun Offerings are presumably promoted for the pur- 
pose of encouraging the parishioners by their gifts to render friendly financial aid to 
men whose circumstances often call for such assistance, by which aid also they can 
testify their appreciation of the qualities and services of the Assistant Curate. _Not- 
withstanding differences, as above indicated, from Easter Offerings the High Court 
has found sufficient resemblance to Easter Offerings to declare these Whitsun Offerings 
also to be taxable income for Income Tax purposes, under the same conditions as the 
Easter Offerings. 


Certain Church Assembly Measures 
and Regulations 


Representation of the Laity Measure, 1929 


A Measure passed by the National Assembly of the Church of 
England to amend the Rules for the Representation of the 
Laity contained in the Schedule to the Constitution. [roth 
May, 1929.] . 

1.—(1) From and after the passing of this Measure the Rules substitution 
for the Representation of the Laity contained in the Schedule of new Rules 
to the Constitution, as amended by the Representation of the for the Re- 
Laity (Amendment) Measure, 1922, shall cease to have effect, Erato Care! 
and the Rules for the Representation of the Laity contained in 
the Schedule to this Measure shall be substituted therefor. 

(2) Provided that nothing contained in this Measure shall 
affect anything duly done or suffered or any right or obligation 
acquired or incurred under the said first mentioned Rules. 


2. The Representation of the Laity (Amendment) Measure, Repeal. 
1922, is hereby repealed. 


3.—(1) In the Church of England Assembly (Powers) Act, Interpreta- 
Ig19, and the Parochial Church Councils (Powers) Measure, noe oie 
1g21, the expression ‘‘the Constitution’’ shall include the 6 aaa a 7 
Constitution as varied by this Measure. 12 Geo. 5, 

(2) Im section eight of the Parochial Church Councils (Powers) No. !- 
Measure, 1921, the words “‘ Subject and in addition to the pro- 
visions of section III, paragraph 4, of the Schedule to the Con- 
stitution ’’ are hereby repealed. 


4, This Measure may be cited as the “‘ Representation of the Short Title. 
Laity Measure, 1929.” 


SCHEDULE 


RULES FOR THE REPRESENTATION OF THE LAITY 


PRELIMINARY 


Interpretation 
1. In these Rules— 

‘‘ Parish’? means an ecclesiastical parish or district, 
whether old or new, the minister of which has a 
separate cure of souls therein, and includes any 
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district within a parish which is constituted a “ con- 
ventional district ’’ for the cure of souls and has a 
separate curate licensed thereto; 


‘“‘ Minister ’’ means the incumbent, perpetual curate, or 
curate in charge of a parish ; 


“ Ruri-decanal Conference’? means an assembly of 
clergy and laity containing lay representatives 
elected in accordance with these Rules, and meeting 
periodically under the presidency of the Rural 
Dean; 


Words importing residence import an abode of a per- 
manent and not merely of a casual or temporary 
nature. 


Lay Representation 


2.—(1) The laity shall meet in Parochial Church Meetings 
and be represented in— 


(i) Parochial Church Councils; 


(ii) Ruridecanal Conferences where such Conferences 
exist ; 


(iii) Diocesan Conferences ; and 
(iv) the House of Laity, 


by representatives of either sex (in these Rules referred to as 
“lay representatives’’) who are actual lay communicant 
members of the Church of England of twenty-one years of 
age and upwards. 


(2) No person shall be qualified to be elected as a lay repre- 
sentative in any of the said bodies unless previously to his 
election he shall have consented to serve as a lay representative 
in that body. 


(3) No person shall be disqualified from being elected as a 
lay representative— 


(i) by the fact that he is not himself qualified to vote at 
the election at which he is elected (but this provision 
shall not apply to a lay representative in a Parochial 
Church Council who must be qualified to vote at such 
election) ; or 


(ii) by the fact that he is also a member ex officio or other- 
wise of the body to which he is elected. 


) No lay representative shall vacate his seat upon the 
body to which he has been elected by reason of the fact that 
subsequently to his election he has become a member of that 
body ex officio. 
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CHURCH ELECTORAL ROLL 
Formation, Revision, and Publication 


8.—(1) There shall be a Church Electoral Roll (in these 
Rules referred to as “‘ the Roll’) in every parish. 


(2) The persons entitled to have their names entered upon 
the Roll of a parish shall be lay members of the Church of 
England, of either sex, of eighteen years of age and upwards, 
who— 


(a) are baptised and declare that they are members of 
the Church of England and that they do not belong 
to any religious body which is not in communion with 
the Church of England; and 


(b) are resident in the parish, or (whether or not so resident) 
have habitually attended public worship in the parish 
during a period of six months prior to enrolment, 
and 


(c) have signed the form of application for enrolment set 
out in Appendix I to these Rules. 


(3) No person shall be entitled to be upon the Roll of more 
than one parish in the same diocese. 


(4) The Roll shall, until a Parochial Church Council (in 
these Rules referred to as “‘ the Council’’) has been constituted 
in a parish, be formed and revised by the minister and church- 
wardens (if any), and shall, after a Council has been constituted, 
be kept and revised by the Council. 


(5) The names of persons who are entitled to have their 
names entered upon the Roll of a parish shall, subject to the 
provisions of these Rules, be from time to time added to the 
Roll by or under the direction of the Council. 


(6) The names of persons who have ceased to be entitled to 
be upon the Roll of a parish, or who have signified in writing 
their desire that their names shall be removed from the Roll, 
may, subject to the provisions of these Rules, be at any time 
removed from the Roll by or under the direction of the Council. 


(7) The Roll of a parish shall be revised annually by or 
under the direction of the Council, such revision being effected 
pursuant to a public notice in the form set out in Appendix II 
to these Rules (or in a substantially similar form), given not 
less than fourteen days before the commencement of the revision. 
The revision shall be completed not less than fifteen days or more 
than twenty-eight days before the Annual Parochial Church 
Meeting. 
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(8) Upon every revision all enrolments or removals from 
the Roll which have been effected since the date of the last 
revision (or since the formation of the Roll, if there has been 
no previous revision) shall be verified, and such further enrol- 
ments or removals from the Roll as may be required shall be 
effected. 


(9) After the completion of the revision the Roll as revised 
(or the Roll as originally formed in any case where there has 
not been any revision thereof) shall, together with a list of the 
names of the persons removed from the Roll since the last revision, 
be published by being exhibited continuously for not less than 
fourteen days before the Annual Parochial Church Meeting on 
or near to the principal door of the church in such manner as the 
Council shall appoint, and no name shall be entered upon or 
removed from the Roll during the period in any year between the 
completion of the revision and the Annual Parochial Church 
Meeting. 


(ro) Any person desiring to continue upon the Roll of a 
parish after he has ceased to be resident in that parish, and 
being qualified by habitual attendance at public worship, shall 
make a fresh application for enrolment in the form set out in 
Appendix I to these Rules. 


(rx) Upon the alteration of the areas of any parishes any 
necessary consequential transfers from the Roll of one of such 
parishes to that of another of them which may be required shall 
be effected by or under the authority of the Councils concerned, 
and no application for enrolment consequential upon such 
alteration shall be required. 


Notices to be sent 1n certain cases 


4.—(1) In any case where the name of a person residing in 
one parish is entered on the Roll of another parish in the same 
diocese, notice of the fact shall be sent by the Secretary of the 
Council having the custody of such Roll to the Secretary of the 
Council of the parish in which such person resides. 


(2) When a person applying for enrolment on the Roll of 
any parish signifies his desire that his name shall be removed 
from the Roll of any other parish, notice of the fact shall be 
sent by the Secretary of the Council receiving the application 
to the Secretary of the Council of such last mentioned parish. 


(3) When the name of any person is removed from the 
Roll of a parish owing to his having become resident in another 
parish, notice of the fact shall, whenever possible, be sent to 
the Secretary of the Council of the parish in which such person 
has become resident. 
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(4) The forms of notice set out in Appendix III to these 
Rules. (or substantially similar forms) shall be used for the 
purposes of this Rule. 


(5) An omission to comply with any of the requirements of 
this Rule shall not disqualify any person whose name has been 
entered upon any Roll. 


ANNUAL PAROCHIAL CHURCH MEETING 
When to be held 


5.—(1) In every parish there shall be held annually not 
later in the year than in Easter week or in the following week 
the Annual Parochial Church Meeting of all persons whose names 
are entered upon the Roll of the parish (in these Rules referred 
to as “‘ the Annual Meeting ”’). 


(2) Clerks in Holy Orders who are resident in a parish and 
who are not beneficed in or licensed to any other parish or who, 
whether resident in the parish or not, are licensed to the parish, 
shall be entitled to attend the Annual Meeting, and to take part 
in its proceedings, except that they shall not be entitled to vote 
at any election of the parochial lay representatives. 


Convening of Annual Parochial Church Meeting 


6.—(1) The Annual Meeting shall be convened by the 
minister of the parish by a notice in the Form set out in 
Appendix IV to these Rules (or in a substantially similar form) 
affixed on or near to the principal door of the church, and of 
every other building licensed for divine service in the parish, 
for a period including the last two Sundays before the day of 
meeting. 

(2) The Annual Meeting shall be held at such place on 
such date and at such hour as shall be directed by a previous 
Annual Meeting, or by the Council (which may vary any direc- 
tion given by a previous Annual Meeting), or in the absence of 
any such direction as shall be appointed by the minister. 


(3) During a vacancy of the benefice or curacy or when 
the minister is absent or incapacitated by illness or any other 
cause, the Vice-Chairman of the Council; or if there shall be 
no Vice-Chairman, or if he shall be unable or unwilling to act, 
the Secretary of or some other person appointed by the Council, 
shall have all the powers vested in the minister under this Rule. 


Chairman 


7. The minister, if present, orif he is not present, the Vice- 
Chairman of the Council, or, if he also is not present, a chairman 
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chosen by the Annual Meeting shall preside thereat. In case 
of an equal division of votes, the Chairman of the Meeting shall 
have a second or casting vote; but no clerical chairman shal] 
have a vote (except a casting vote) in the election of the parochial 
lay representatives. 


Business 


8.—(1) The Annual Meeting shall receive from the Council, 
and shall be free to discuss— 


(a) A copy or copies of the Roll; 


(6) An Annual Report on the proceedings of the Council 
and on the financial affairs of the parish; 


(c) The audited Accounts of the Council for the year 
ending on the 31st of December immediately preceding 
the meeting; and 


(d) A Report upon the fabric, goods and ornaments of the 
church or churches of the parish. 


(2) The Annual Meeting shall elect parochial lay repre- 
sentatives— 


(a) to the Diocesan Conference, unless the Diocesan 
Conference shall otherwise determine ; 


(b) to the Ruri-decanal Conference, where it exists; and 
(c) to the Council of the parish, 


subject to and in accordance with the Rules hereinafter contained 
relating to such elections respectively. 


(3) The sidesmen of the parish shall be elected by the Annual 
Meeting and the minister as provided by section fourteen of the 
Parochial Church Councils (Powers) Measure, 1921 : 


Provided that if the Annual Meeting and the minister are 
unable to agree, one-half of the whole number of sidesmen 
shall be elected by the Annual Meeting and one-half shall be 
nominated by the minister. 


(4) Any person entitled to attend the Annual Meeting may 
ask any question about parochial church matters, or bring 
about a discussion of any matter of parochial or general church 
interest, by moving a general resolution or by moving to give 
any particular recommendation to the Council in relation to 
its duties. 


(5) The Annual Meeting shall have power to adjourn, and 
to determine its own rules of procedure. 
(6) The Secretary of the Council (or, in his absence, another 


person appointed by the Meeting in his place) shall act as clerk 
of the Annual Meeting, and shall record the minutes thereof. 
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‘ 9.—(1) In addition to the Annual Meeting, the minister of 
a parish may, and he shall, on receipt of a written requisition 
signed by not less than one-third of the lay members of the 
Council, convene a Special Parochial Church Meeting. 


(2) The provisions of these rules relating to the convening 
and the conduct of the Annual Meeting shall, with the necessary 
modifications, apply to a Special Parochial Church Meeting. 


PAROCHIAL CHURCH COUNCILS 


Members 


10.—(1) The Parochial Church Council shall consist of— 
(i) The minister of the parish ; 


(ii) The following ex officio members, namely— 


(a) the licensed assistant curate, or one licensed assistant 


curate nominated by the minister when there are 
more than one; 


(0) the churchwardens, being communicant members of 


the Church of England; and 


(c) any lay members of any Ruri-decanal Conference, 


(iti) 


or any Diocesan Conference, or the Church Assembly, 
who are on the Roll of the parish; 


such number of lay representatives as the Annual 
Meeting may decide, and so that the number deter- 
mined may be altered from time to time by a resolution 
passed at any Annual Meeting, but such resolution 
shall not take effect before the next ensuing Annual 
Meeting; and 


co-opted members, if the Council so decides, not ex- 
ceeding in number one-fifth of the lay representatives 
elected under the last preceding paragraph of this 
Rule, and being either in Holy Orders or lay communi- 
cant members of the Church of England of either sex, 
of twenty-one years of age or upwards. 


(2) In the case of a parish the population of which does 
not exceed three hundred, the lay members of the Council 
shall, if the Diocesan Conference so determines, consist of all 
‘persons who would be qualified to be elected lay representatives 
if an election were held, together with the churchwardens, being 
communicant members of the Church of England. 
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Chairman and Vice-Chairman 


11.—(1) The minister of the parish shall be Chairman of 
the Council. 


(2) A lay member of the Council shall be elected as Vice- 
Chairman. 


EXTRAORDINARY MEETINGS 


12.—(1) On representation made to the Archdeacon by not 
less than one-third of the lay members of the Council, or by 
one-tenth of the persons on the Roll of the parish, and deemed 
by the Archdeacon to have been made with sufficient cause, 
the Archdeacon shall convene an extraordinary meeting of the 
Council or an Extraordinary Parochial Church Meeting, and 
shall either take the chair himself or shali appoint a Chairman 
to preside at such meeting. 


(2) At any such Extraordinary Meeting, when seven days’ 
notice has been given of a motion that any representation 
relating to the conduct of the minister shall be made to the 
Bishop of the diocese, the Archdeacon may, in his discretion, 
request the minister not to be present, but to make a com- 
munication in writing to the Chairman. If such communication 
be made, it shall be read to the Meeting. 


(3) Provided that in any case where the Archdeacon is 
himself the minister, any representation under sub-section (r) 
of this Rule shall be made to the Bishop, who shall either act 
personally or appoint some other clerk in Holy Orders to act 
in place of the Archdeacon; and the Bishop or the clerk so 
appointed shall have all the powers conferred on the Archdeacon 
by this Rule. 


PAROCHIAL AND OTHER ELECTIONS 
Elections to the Parochial Church Council 


13.—(1) The number of lay representatives to be elected 
in each parish to the Council shall be determined in accordance 
with the provisions of Rule ro of these Rules. 


(2) Lay representatives in the Council of a parish shall 
hold office from the date of their election until the conclusion 
of the next ensuing Annual Meeting of the parish : 


Provided that the Annual Meeting may decide that one-third 
only (or the number nearest to one-third) of the lay representatives 
elected to the Council shall retire from office in every year, and 
in any case where it is so decided the lay representatives to retire 
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from office at each Annual Meeting shall be those who have 
been longest in office, and so that as between lay representatives 
elected on the same day, those to retire shall (unless they other- 
wise agree among themselves) be selected by lot. 


(3) A retiring lay representative in the .Council shall, if 
otherwise qualified, be eligible for re-election, 


(4) In any parish where there are two or more churches 
an Annual Meeting may frame or adopt a scheme for the election 
of lay representatives to the Council in such manner as to secure 
due representation on the Council of the congregation of each of 
such churches : 


Provided that no such scheme shall be valid unless approved 
by at least two-thirds of the persons present and voting at the 
Annual Meeting, nor shall it become operative until the next 
ensuing Annual Meeting. Every such scheme shall, on its 
approval, be communicated to the Secretary of the Diocesan 
Conference. 


Elections to and Composition of the Ruri-decanal Conference 


14.—(1) The number of lay representatives to be elected 
in each parish to the Ruri-decanal Conference (if any) shall in 
all cases be such as the Diocesan Conference shall from time to 
time appoint. 


(2) Lay representatives elected to the Ruri-decanal Con- 
ference shall hold office for one year, or such longer period, not 
exceeding three years, as the Diocesan Conference shall from 
time to time appoint. 


(3) The following persons shall be ex officio members of the 
Ruri-decanal Conference of every rural deanery, namely :— 


(a) all members of the House of Laity whose names are 
entered upon the Roll of any parish within such rural 
deanery; and 


(0) in any case where such Ruri-decanal Conference elects 
lay representatives to the Diocesan Conference, all 
persons who are so elected. 


Elections to the Diocesan Conference 


15.—(1) Unless the Diocesan Conference otherwise deter- 
niines, the Annual Meeting of every parish shall elect such number 
of lay representatives to the Conference as the Conference shall 
from time to time appoint. 

(2) In any diocese in which the Diocesan Conference deter- 
mines that the lay representatives in that Conference shall 
not be elected, or shall not be exclusively elected, at the Annual 
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Meeting in every parish of the diocese, they shall be elected, 
according as the Diocesan Conference may determine, either 


(i) by the lay representatives in each Ruri-decanal Con- 
ference voting in,such manner as, subject to the pro- 
visions of the next succeeding Rule, the Ruri-decanal 
Conference may determine; or 


(ii) partly at the Annual Meetings, and partly by the lay 
representatives in the Ruri-decanal Conferences; or 


(iii) according to a scheme approved by the Diocesan 
Conference whereby parishes may be grouped for 
the purpose of jointly electing lay representatives to 
the Conference; or 


(iv) according to a scheme approved by the Diocesan 
Conference combining two or more of the methods of 
election authorised by this Rule. 


(3) Lay representatives elected to the Diocesan Gopictonte 
in the year 1927 and in any subsequent year in which an election 
is held shall hold office for three years. 


Method of Voting at the above Elections 


16.—(1) At every election to the Parochial Church Council, 
the Ruri-decanal Conference, and the Diocesan Conference, 
each person entitled to vote shall have as many votes as there 
are persons to be elected, but may not give more than three 
votes to any one candidate. 


(2) Where an equality of votes renders a casting vote 
necessary to decide the election, it shall be given by the person 
presiding over the election. 


Conduct of Elections by the Annual Meeting 


17.—(1) All candidates at elections of lay representatives 
by the Annual Meeting of a parish must be nominated and 
seconded by persons whose names are entered on the Roll of 
the parish. 


(2) If the number of candidates nominated is not greater 
than the number of seats to be filled, the candidates nominated 
shall forthwith be declared elected. 


(3) If more candidates are nominated than there are seats 
_ to’be filled, the election shall take place at the Annual Meeting, 
unless a poll is demanded by at least one-fifth of the voters 
present. 


(4) If the election takes place at the Meeting, votes may 
be tendered either on voting papers in a form substantially 
similar to that set forth in Appendix V to these Rules, or, if 
all those present consent thereto, by show of hands. 
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(5) If a poll is duly demanded, the Annual Meeting shall 
forthwith elect a person to preside over it, and the poll shall 
be conducted in the manner prescribed in Appendix V to these 
Rules. The expenses of the poll shall be defrayed in such 
manner as shall be directed by the Diocesan Conference. 


(6) The result of an election by an Annual Meeting shall 
be announced as soon as practicable by the person presiding 
over the election, and a notice of the result shall in every case 
be affixed on or near to the principal door of the church and of 
every other building licensed for divine service in the parish, and 
shall bear the date on which it is affixed. Such notice shall 
remain affixed for not less than fourteen days, and a copy thereof 
shall be sent to the Rural Dean, or, in the case of there being no 
Rural Dean, to the Archdeacon. 


APPEALS 


18.—(1) There shall be a right of appeal by any person 
aggrieved against— 


(a) any enrolment, or refusal of enrolment, on the Roll of 
a parish ; 

(5) the removal of any name, or the refusal to remove any 
name, from the Roll of a parish ; 


(c) the allowance or disallowance of any vote given or 
tendered under the foregoing Rules; and 


(d) the result of any election held or purporting to be held 
under the foregoing Rules. 


(2) Notice of any such appeal shall be given in writing to 
the Rural Dean, or if there be no Rural Dean, to the Archdeacon. 
Such notice shall be given— 


(a) in the case of an appeal against an enrolment or a 
refusal of enrolment, or in the case of an appeal against 
the removal of any name or the refusal to remove any 
name from the Roll, not later than seven days after 
the date of the Annual Meeting next following such 
enrolment or refusal of enrolment, or removal or refusal 
to remove ; 

(b) in the case of an appeal against the allowance or dis- 
allowance of a vote, within seven days after the date 
of such allowance or disallowance; and 

(c) in the case of an appeal against the result of an election, 
within seven days after the result thereof has been 
announced. 


(3) A lay electoral Commission shall be constituted in each 
diocese by the Diocesan Conference, and any appeal shall be 
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considered and decided by such two or more members of the 
Commission as the Commission shall appoint, and their decision 
shall be final. 


(4) For the purpose of such consideration and decision, the 
members of the Commission so appointed shall consider all 
the relevant circumstances, and shall be entitled to inspect all | 
documents and papers relating to the subject matter of the 
appeal, and to be furnished with all information respecting the 
same which they may require. 


(5) The Commission appointed in any disease under this 
Rule shall have power at any time to extend the time within 
which a notice of appeal may be given. 


ELECTIONS TO THE HOUSE OF PATTY 


19. The members of the House of Laity in the Church 
Assembly shall be elected every five years* by the diocesan 
electors in the several Diocesan Conferences, according to the 
principle of proportional representation as hereinafter provided. 


Diocesan Electors 
20. The diocesan electors in each diocese shall be— 


(x) the lay representatives for the time being in the Diocesan 
Conference ; 

(2) the lay ex officio members of the Diocesan Conference ; 
and 

(3) fifteen or any less number of teachers and students 
(not being in Holy Orders) selected by the other lay 
members of the Diocesan Conference in such manner 
as may be prescribed by the Conference to represent 
the members of Universities, University or Training 
Colleges, and School Staffs in the diocese who are 
members of the Church of England. All the teachers 
or students so selected shall be for all other purposes 
members of the Diocesan Conference. 


Basis of Representation 


21.—(1) The number of the members of the House of Laity 
shall from time to time be fixed by the Church Assembly. 


(z) The number of the members of the House of Laity to 
“be elected for any diocese at a general election shall be pro- 
portionate to the number of persons on the Rolls of such diocese 
as revised in preparation for the Annual Meetings held in the 
year immediately preceding the year in which such general 
election is held. 


* The next election will take place in 1955. 
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(3) The Church Assembly may provide by regulation * for 
ascertaining the numbers on the Rolls of the several dioceses, 
and for apportioning to each diocese the number of members to be 
elected for that diocese. 


Electoral Areas 


22.—(1) Subject to any division of a diocese under this 
Rule every diocese shall be an electoral area for the purposes of 
elections to the House of Laity. 


(2) A Diocesan Conference may, for the purposes of any 
election, divide a diocese into two or more areas, and appor- 
tion the number of members of the House of Laity to be elected 
for the diocese among such areas, and the election shall be con- 
ducted in each area as if such area were a separate diocese. Where 
a diocese is so divided, a diocesan elector who is a lay representa- 
tive shall vote in. the area to which the body by which he was 
elected belongs, and a diocesan elector who is not a lay repre- 
sentative shall vote in such area as the Diocesan Conference may 
decide. 


Conduct of Elections 


23.—(1) Subject to any directions given by the Church 
Assembly, an election to the House of Laity shall be held in each 
diocese at such time between Easter Day and Whit-Sunday as 
shall be fixed by the Bishop of the diocese. 


(2) The presiding officer or officers in each diocese shall be 
appointed by the Bishop. 


(3) Every candidate must be nominated and seconded by 
diocesan electors qualified to vote in the area in which the 
candidate is seeking to be elected. All nominations shall be in 
writing and shall be sent to the presiding officer of the area, 
together with evidence of the candidate’s consent to serve, on 
or before a date to be specified by the presiding officer. 


(4) If more candidates are nominated for any area than 
there are seats to be filled, the election shall be conducted by 
voting papers upon the principle of proportional representation 
by the method of the single transferable vote, under rules to be 
made from time to time by the Archbishop of the Province.t+ 


(5) A full statement of the result of each election shall be 
furnished to every candidate within the area, and published 
in such manner as the Bishop may approve.

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SUPPLEMENTARY 
Casual Vacancies 


24.—(1) Elections to fill up casual vacancies among lay 
representatives shall be conducted in the same manner as ordinary 
elections, a special meeting of the electing body being held, if 
necessary, for the purpose. Such elections shall, where possible, 
be held at such times as will enable all casual vacancies among 
lay representatives who are diocesan electors to be filled at the 
time of every election to the House of Laity, but so that no such 
election shall be invalid by reason of any casual vacancies not 
having been so filled up. 


(2) Any person elected to fill a casual vacancy shall hold 
office only for the unexpired portion of the term of office of the 
lay representative in whose place he is elected. 


(3) The resignation of a member of a Parochial Church Council 
(by reason of its being a corporate body) requires the consent 
of the Council. Members of the House of Laity, the Diocesan 
Conference, and the Ruridecanal Conference may resign at will. 


Special Provisions 


25.—(1) In the carrying out of these Rules in any diocese 
the Bishop of such diocese shall have power, which shall be 
exerciseable from time to time,— 


(a) to make provision for any matter not herein provided 
for; 


(b) to vary or modity any scheme framed or direction 
given under these Rules; 


(c) to appoint a person to do any act in respect of which 
there has been any neglect or default on the part of any 
person or body charged with any duty under these 
Rules; 


(d) to extend or alter the time for holding any meeting 
or election or to modify the procedure laid down by 
sie} these Rules in connection therewith ; 


. 


(e): im any case in which there has been no valid election, 
to direct a fresh election to be held, and to give such 
directions in connection therewith as he may think 
necessary; and 

(f) in any case in which any difficulty arises, to give any 
directions consistent with these Rules which he may 
consider expedient. 
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(2) In the case of an omission in any parish to prepare or 
maintain a Roll or to form or maintain a Council or to hold the 
Annual Meeting, the Rural Dean upon such omission being 
brought to his notice shall ascertain and report to the Bishop 
the cause thereof.

1. The Chairman of the Annual Meeting shall fix a day (not 
being less than seven nor more than fourteen days from the 
day of the meeting) and hours, and a place or places, for the 
taking of the poll; and shall cause a notice of the poll and of 
the day and hours and place or places thereof, signed by himself, 
to be forthwith affixed on or near to the principal door of the 
church and of every other building licensed for divine service 
in the parish, and the same shall remain so affixed until after 
the day of the poll. The hours of the poll must not be less than 
four, which need not be consecutive; but not less than two 
hours thereof must be before and not less than two hours thereof 
must be after six of the clock in the afternoon. 


2. Votes may be tendered by the voter in person by a voting 
paper signed by him or her in the form set forth below, or in a 
substantially similar form, or by voting papers addressed to the 
person presiding over the election in the parish, and sent by post 
or otherwise delivered at the place in the parish fixed for the taking 
of the poll, and received by him at any time between the holding 
of the meeting and the hour appointed for the close of the poll. 


3. After the close of the poll the votes shall be scrutinised 
and counted in one place by the presiding officer in the presence 
of such of the candidates for election, or persons deputed to 
attend on their behalf, as desire to be present. 


4. Any voter shall be entitled to ascertain, by inquiry of 
the presiding officer, within seven days of the declaration of the 
result, whether his vote has been allowed or not, and a notice 
that voters are so entitled shall be appended to all notices 
announcing the result of the election.

Parochial Church Councils (Powers) Measure, 


1921 


To confer powers on Parochial Church Councils and to amend 


the law relating to the parochial organisation of the Church of 
England and for other purposes connected therewith. [rst 
July, 1921.] 

WHEREAS by the Constitution of the National Assembly 
of the Church of England as defined in the Church of England 
Assembly (Powers) Act Igig it is provided (amongst other 
things) that the said Assembly shall before entering on any other 
legislative business make further provision for the self-govern- 
ment of the Church by passing through the Assembly Measures 
inter alia for conferring on the Parochial Church Councils con- 
stituted under the Schedule to such Constitution such powers as 
the Assembly may determine. 


1. In this Measure— 

The ‘‘ Church Assembly ’’ means the National Assembly 
of the Church of England constituted in accordance 
with the Constitution set forth in the Appendix to the 
Addresses presented to His Majesty by the Convoca- 
tions of Canterbury and York on the roth day of May 
rg1g and laid before both Houses of Fae (herein- 
after referred to as “‘ the Constitution ”’) ; * 


“ Council’ means a Parochial Church Council constituted 
in accordance with the Constitution ;

Parochial Church Councils (Powers) Measure, 1921 469 


The expressions ‘‘ Parish’’ and “‘ Diocesan Conference ’ 
have the same meaning as in the Constitution and the 
expression ‘‘ Diocesan. Conference ’”’ shall include any 
committee or committees of the Conference appointed 
for any of the purposes of this Measure ; 


The expression ‘‘ Diocesan Authority ’’ means the Diocesan 
Board of Finance or any existing or future body appointed 
by the Diocesan Conference to act as Trustees of Diocesan 
trust property ; 


The expression “‘ Incumbent ’’ means a Rector Vicar or 
Perpetual Curate of a parish or the Curate in charge of 
a parish ; 

The expression ‘ Benefice’’ comprehends all rectories 
with cure of souls vicarages perpetual curacies endowed 
public chapels and parochial chapelries and chapelries 
or districts belonging or reputed to belong or annexed 
or reputed to be annexed to any church or chapel and 
districts formed for ecclesiastical purposes by virtue 
of statutory authority and includes benefices in the 
patronage of the Crown or of the Duchy of Cornwall but 
does not extend to any of His Majesty’s Royal Chapels 
or to any Royal peculiar nor to any cathedral or capitular 
preferment or dignity nor to any chapel belonging to 
any college school hospital inn of court asylum or public 
or charitable institution nor to any private chapel. 


2. It shall be the primary duty of the Council in every parish General 
to co-operate with the Incumbent in the initiation conduct and functions of 
development of Church work both within the parish and outside, Council. 


~ 3, Every Council shall be a body corporate by the name of Council to 
the Parochial Church Council of the parish for which they are be a body 
appointed and shall have perpetual succession. Any act of the CoTPorate. 
Council may be signified by an instrument executed at a meeting 

of the Council and under the hands or if an instrument under 

seal is required under the hands and seals of the chairman pre- 

siding at the meeting and two other members of the Council. 


Au=(E) From the commencement of this Measure there shall Powers 


be transferred to the Council of every parish-— transferred 
to Council. 


(i) All powers duties and liabilities of the Vestry of such 
parish relating to the affairs of the Church except as 
regards the election of churchwardens and sidesmen 
and as regards the administration of ecclesiastical 
charities but including the power of presentation to 
the benefice of such parish if the right to present 
thereto is vested in or in trust for the parishioners 
and the power of making any voluntary Church rate. 
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(ii) All powers duties and liabilities of the churchwardens of 
such parish relating to— 


(a) The financial affairs of the Church including the 
collection and administration of all moneys which may 
be raised for Church purposes and the keeping of 
accounts in relation to such affairs and moneys ; 

(b) The care maintenance preservation and in- 
surance of the fabric of the church and the goods and 
ornaments thereof; 


(c) The care and maintenance of the churchyard 
(including a closed churchyard) with all rights now 
possessed by the churchwardens to recover from the 
overseers the cost of maintaining a closed churchyard : 


Provided that nothing herein contained shall affect 
the property of the. churchwardens in the goods and 
ornaments of the church or their powers duties and 
liabilities with respect to visitations. 


(iii) All powers duties and liabilities of the church trustees 
(if any) for the parish appointed under the Compul- 
sory Church Rate Abolition Act, 1868. 


(2) All enactments in any Act whether general or local or 
personal relating to any powers duties or liabilities transferred 
by this Measure to the Council from the Vestry churchwardens 
or church trustees as the case may be shall subject to the pro- 
visions of this Measure and so far as circumstances admit be 
construed as if any reference therein to the Vestry or the church- 
wardens or church trustees referred to the Council to which such 
powers duties or liabilities are transferred by this Measure and 
the said enactments shall be construed with such modifications 
as may be necessary for carrying this Measure into effect. 


(3)—(i) This Measure shall not affect any enactment in any 
private or local Act of Parliament under the authority of which 
church rates may be made or levied in lieu of or in consideration 
of the extinguishment or of the appropriation to any other purpose 
of any tithes customary payments or other property or charge 
upon property which tithes payments property or charge pre- 
viously to the passing of such Act had been appropriated by law 
to ecclesiastical purposes or in consideration of the abolition of 
tithes in any place or upon any contract made or for good or 
valuabie consideration given and every such enactment shall 
continue in force in the same manner as if this Measure had not 
been passed.

(ii) The power of letting for more than one year and of 
sale and exchange of any such property (other than 
chattels personal) and the power of taking legal 
proceedings shall not be exercised without the consent 
of the Diocesan Authority. 


(iii) The accounts of all trusts administered by the Council 
shall be laid before the Diocesan Authority annually. 


6. The Council of every parish shall have the following Other + oa 
powers in addition to any powers conferred by the Constitution powers‘of'* 
or otherwise by this Measure :— Council. 


(i) Power to frame an annual budget of moneys required 
for the maintenance of the work of the Church in the 
parish and otherwise and to take such steps as they 
think necessary for the raising collecting and allocating 
of such moneys. 


(ii) Power to make levy and collect a voluntary Church 
rate for any purpose connected with the affairs of the 
Church including the administrative expenses of the 
Council and the costs of any legal proceedings. 


(iii) Power jointly with the Incumbent to appoint and 
dismiss the parish clerk and sexton or any persons 
performing or assisting to perform the duties of parish 
clerk or sexton and to determine their salaries and the 
conditions of the tenure of their offices or of their 
employment but subject to the rights of any persons 
holding the said offices at the date of the commence- 
ment of this Measure.

(v) Power to make representations to the Bishop with 
regard to any matter affecting the welfare of the Church 
in the parish. 


7.—(1) When the governing body of any parochial charity 
which is an ecclesiastical charity does not include any persons 
appointed by the Council of any parish affected thereby the 
Council of such parish may appoint additional members of such 
governing body not exceeding the number allowed by the Charity 
Commissioners in each case who shall hold office for such period 
not exceeding five years as the Council shall direct.

1. The Parochial Church Councils (Powers) Measure, 1921 
(hereinafter referred to as ‘“‘ the principal Measure’) shall have 
effect as if in section five thereof (which relates to the powers 
of Councils to acquire, manage and administer property) there 
were inserted after the expression “any ecclesiastical purpose 
affecting the parish or any part thereof ’’ the words “ or for the 
furtherance of Church work be means of schemes for providing 
facilities for the spiritual, moral and physical training of persons 
residing in or near the parish.”’ 


2.—(1) Without prejudice to the powets conferred by the said 
section five as amended by this Measure, the Council of every 
parish may, for the purpose of providing such facilities as afore- 
said, constitute or participate in the constitution of a body 
of managers or a managing committee consisting either 
wholly or partly of persons appointed by the Council, and may 
confer upon any such body or committee such functions in 
regard to the implementation of such schemes as aforesaid upon 
property acquired by the Council as the Council thinks expedient. 


(2) The Council shall not exercise any of the powers con- 


“ferred by subsection (1) of this section without the consent of 


the Diocesan Education Committee, which shall have power to 
consider all the circumstances, and may make its consent con- 
ditional upon compliance with such requirements as the Com- 
mittee thinks proper in the circumstances of the case. 


3. This Measure may be cited as the Parochial Church Coun- 
cils (Powers) (Amendment) Measure, 1949, and shall be construed 
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as one with the principal Measure, and this Measure and the 
principal Measure may be cited together as the Parochial Church 
Councils (Powers) Measures, 1921 and 1949. 


Diocesan Conferences Regulation, 1935 * 
(Passed by the Church Assembly at the Spring Session, 1935.) 


I. In every diocese there shall be constituted a Diocesan Diocesan 
Conference to deliberate on all matters concerning the Church Conferences 
of England in the diocese and (subject to the terms of this Regula- a 
tion and of any Regulation which may hereafter be made by the sd 
Church Assembly) to make such provision in respect to those 
matters as according to the ruling of the Bishop may be within

rolls shall become the basis of representation to the House of 
Laity :

3. The number of members of the House of Laity to be 
elected by each diocese shall be fixed by the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Church Assembly not later than the first day of 
November in the same year so as to be as nearly as possible 
proportionate to the total number of electors certified for each 
diocese, but so that the total number of the House of Laity 
shall not be less than 320 or greater than 360. 


4. The number of members of the House of Laity to be 
elected by each diocese, when fixed by the Standing Committee 
of the Church Assembly as aforesaid, shall forthwith be com- 
municated to the secretaries of the Diocesan Conferences, and 
shall be reported to the Church Assembly at its next Session. 


5. This Regulation may be referred to as the “ House of 
Laity Representation Regulation, 1923.”

ENGLISH * PAROCHIAL RETURNS 


THE Statistical returns of parochial work are furnished to the Central 
Board of Finance in reply to a form of inquiry sent to every incumbent in 
the Provinces of Canterbury and York. The object of the returns is to provide 
an authorised record of Church work and finance in England for the use of 
Church authorities. The forms were sent out in January, 1951, to 13,775 
parishes, and at the time of going to press with this Year-Book 8,801 completed 
returns had been received by the Central Board. 

To make the brief summary given overleaf the relevant figures have been 
abstracted from the returns received, and like figures for the remaining 4,974 
parishes have been included from the 1947 returns. It is hoped to publish a 
full statement in the 1953 issue of the Year-Book. 

It should be emphasised that these are only parochial statistics, and that 

they omit figures of, for example, baptisms, confirmations, and Easter 
communicants for churches and chapels in connection with the Navy, Army 
and Air Force, Prisons, many Hospitals and Homes, and collegiate and other 
institutions. Nor, of course, since they refer to the Home Church only, do 
‘they include members of the Church of England serving with the Armed 
Forces overseas, or in the Merchant Navy, or residing abroad for business, 
health, or other purposes. Since the figures of Easter communicants have 
sometimes been mistaken for figures giving the membership of the Church of 
England, it may be worth emphasising that they necessarily omit, not only 
those who have yet to be confirmed, but also the many who leave this country 
at Easter for holidays in Wales, Scotland, Northern Ireland, and abroad. 


OTHER CHURCH STATISTICS 


The usual statistics of Ordinations of Deacons and of Confirmations, 
compiled by this Year-Book, will be found on pages 319-321. 

In addition, the Chaplains’ Departments of the Navy, Army, and Air 
Force were asked if they would furnish returns of confirmations and Easter 
communicants for the year 1950. The figures for the Royal Navy will be 
found on page 400, and those for the Army on page 367. The Royal Air 
Force figures will be found on page 399, but it should be noted that here the 
1950 figure of Easter communicants is not available, and that for 1951 has 
been inserted instead.
